he  great 
exercise 
feedback 

BY  REBECC  A  WARFIELD 

Whv  are  there  always  so  many  Exercise  Butterflies  around  who 
seem  to  flit  from  one  exercise  class  to  another?  Why  do  so  many 
exercise-minded  health  buffs  become  Exercise  Dropouts  each 
year?  There  is  boredom,  of  course,  and  wobbly  self-discipline, 
but  more  significantly  disenchantment  eventually  sets  in  where 
there  isn't  dramatic  enough  purpose  in  the  programs.  Or  if  there's 
nothing  compellingly  personal  about  them.  And  some  don't  really 
know  precisely  what  they're  doing.  Or  what  it  is  doing  for  them. 
Now  an  important  concept  is  looming  on  the  horizon,  a  sys- 
tem that  transcends  all  forms  of  exercise  and  controls  them  ( you 
can,  if  you  care  to,  turn  back  to  your  old  exercise  class  with  a  new 
secret  key  in  your  head  that  will  make  it  work).  It  is  entirely 
scientific  and  to  each,  very  much  his  own. 

Stress  Testing,  w  hich  was  conceived  as  a  diagnostic  measure 
for  heart  patients,  has  become  an  enormous  success  with  numbers 
of  people  determined  to  learn  how  to  keep  seriously  fit.  What  it 
does,  through  a  sophisticated  set  of  instruments,  is  measure  the 
efi^ect  of  exercise  upon  your  moving  body.  What  comes  out  of  this 
is  a  private  number,  your  target  level,  the  heart  rate  at  which  it 
is  both  safe  and  productive  for  you  to  exercise.  You  will  learn 
how  to  apply  this  number  to  check  out  your  favorite  sports  ( you 
could  either  be  dangerously  overdoing  or  could  be  playing  tennis 
seven  days  a  week  unproductively  ) .  Now  you  will  know  what  you 
are  doing  in  exercise  at  all  times  and  precisely  what  it  is  doing 
for  you. 

One  of  the  architects  of  this  system  and  its  prime  mover  is  a 
\i\id.  open-mannered  young  woman,  Dr.  Lenore  Zohman,  who 
heads  the  Cardiac  Rehabilitation  Center  at  New  York's  Monte- 
fiore  Hu.spital.  She  explains  that  the  purpose  of  all  exercise  is  to 
improve  the  performance  of  your  heart  and  lungs — and  all  the 
time  you  thought  it  was  to  lose  inches  around  your  waist.  (Well 
that  could  be  a  by-product.)  The  appropriate  exercises  should 
bring  oxygen  to  the  heart  and  increase  the  force  of  its  beat — 
remember  that  the  body  processes  food  energy  by  burning  food 
stuff  and  that  oxygen  is  the  burning  agent. 

So  the  true  mark  of  fitness  is  to  have  produced  such  a  well- 
exercised  heart  that  it  will  deliver  oxygen  to  all  the  far  reaches 
of  \  our  body  and  thus  you  should  be  able  to  do  prolonged  work 
without  becoming  exhausted.  Each  one  of  us  has  a  maximum 
capacity  for  exercise  and  a  minimum  requirement  (that's  that 
liltle  bit  that  gets  you  barely  by  through  the  day) .  The  difference 
between  the  fit  and  unfit  is  that  the  former  has  a  wide  range  be- 
tween these  two  and  in  the  unfit  the  maximum  and  minimum  are 
often  nearly  the  same  (.shame). 

It  is  to  determine  A\hat  these  two  are  that  is  your  target  range 
and  the  reason  the  dynamic  .Stress  Test  is  given.  You  will  be 
monitored  while  on  a  stationary  bicycle  and  you  will  pedal  away 
at  different  speeds  such  as  one  at  road  level,  one  similar  to  going 
up  a  small  hill,  and  the  last  will  seem  as  though  you  were  climbing

liberating  women  financially 


awealthv  woman  travel- 
ing in  Europe  with  her 
husband  nearly  lost  liim 
recently  because  she  had  no  credit. 
She  had  S40  in  her  purse  when  he 
had  a  heart  attack-aud  all  the  trav- 
eler's checks,  all  the  credit  cards 
were  in  his  name.  She  could  not  get 
an  ambulance,  could  not  get  him  in- 
to the  liest  liospital  nor  see  he  got 
proper  care  because  she  could  not 
pro\'ide  the  necessary  assurances  of 
payment.  Her  hotel  impounded  her 
luggage.  Her  experience  is  not 
unique. 

Pure  democracy  and  the  fulfill- 
ment of  the  Great  American  Dream 
of  individual  accountability  are  not 
the  only  reasons  that  married  wom- 
en should  pay  attention  to  establi.sh- 
ing  their  own  credit.  Almost  any 
sudden,  emergency  situation  can  be 
more  easily  resolved  with  credit- 
yet,  in  a  curious  little  \'ictorian  hold- 
over, credit  is  not  something  auto- 
matically availalile  to  fjualified  mar- 
ried women.  Credit  bureaus  tend  to 
maintain  records  as  if  they  operated 
under  Old  Engli.sh  Common  Law— 
"the  husband  and  the  wife  are  as 
one,  and  tliat  one  is  the  husband"— 
with  reports  filed  for  "Mr.  John 
Smith  (wife  Mary)."  If,  through 
death  or  divorce,  John  is  suddenly 
not  there,  Mary  is  reborn  a  credit- 
less  financial  babe  in  a  world  that, 
these  days,  is  more  carry  than  casli. 
Although  more  than  half  the  fam- 
ilies now  depend  on  two  incomes  fi- 
nancial institutions  have,  until  re- 
cently, persisted  in  regarding  the 
woman's  income  as  pin  money, 
.somehow  peripheral  to  r(>al  family 
earnings.  This  attitude  has  affected 
the  way  they  give  credit  and  has  re- 
sulted in  real  and  irksome  discrimi- 
nation against  women.  In  theory, 
that  has  l)cen  illegal  since  the  pas- 
sasie  of  the  196.5  Cavil  Rights  Act, 
but  credit  practices  arc  .sometlung 
else  again. 

Many  banks  regularly  discount 
part  of  the  woman's  income  when 
she  applies  for  a  mortgage  loan  with 
her  husband.  A  couple  earning 
$13,250  could  theoretically  afford  a 
$33,000  hou.se  if  both  incomes 
counted  equally,  but  most  banks  will 
not  allow  them  credit  for  more  than 
about  $24,000  for  a  house.

Credit  cards  are  still  a  tnnible 
spot  for  women.  Hetsv  .Miller,  a  well- 
paid  voung  secretary  living  with  a 
medical  student,  camiot  get  a  -Mas- 
ter Charge  card;  her  friend,  wholly 
dependent  on  his  parents,  had  no 
trouble.  .'\nn  and  Jerrv  Wood  got 
two  cards,  one  for  each  of  their  sepa- 
rate accounts— both  in  his  name.  Sur- 
l^risinglv,  a  successful  and  credit- 
worthy single  wH)man  can  lose  her 
credit  when  she  marries.  An  NIK! 
newscaster  in  CJiicago  told  tlie  Na- 
tional Commission  on  Consumer 
Finance  at  recent  hearings  that  de- 
partment stores  where  she  had  had 
accounts  for  years  closed  them  since, 
as  a  married  woman,  she  no  longer 
qualified  for  accounts  in  her  own 
name.  A  divorcee  might  find  herself 
not  only  without  credit  but  also 
responsible  for  her  cx-husband's 
debts  on  a  credit  card  issued  in  his 
name  to  lier. 

Slowly,  financial  institutions  are 
awakening— or  being  awakened— to 
the  need  for  more  c(]uital)le  prac- 
tices. "I'd  be  the  first  to  admit  that

Insurance:  "It  is  as  though 
women  had  just  been  discov- 
ered," says  Helen  M.  Tlial,  direc- 
tor of  education  services  at  tlie 
Institute  of  Life  Insurance,  "and 
they  have  discovered  life  insur- 
ance too.  They're  buying  larger- 
sized  pohcies.  Where  a  family  is 
li\ing  on  two  incomes  tliev  have 
establislied  a  standard  of  living 
and  a  lifestyle  based  on  two  in- 
comes. Now,  should  something 
happen  to  either  of  the  incomes, 
his   or  hers,   something  internal 


will  have  to  happen  to  that  life- 
st\le  and  to  the  plans  they  have 
for  their  children."  Between  1962 
and  1971  volume  has  increased 
from  $6.3  billion  to  $18.6  liilHon. 

Thougli  women  get  three 
years'  credit  for  longer  average 
lifespans  (a  woman  pays  $212.50 
a  \'ear  for  a  whole-life  policy 
bought  at  age  3.5;  a  man  pays 
$233.40),  their  hfe  insurance 
needs  are  ahke.

His  company 
is  looking  into  the  situation  and, 
he  says,  every  time  it's  looked  in- 
to something  the  rules  have  been 
liberalized  in  favor  of  women. 

Most    mortgages    are   insined 


through  tlie  husband's  fife  even 
if  the  property  is  jointly  owned. 
But  because  premiums  are  lower 
for  women,  a  working  couple 
can  save  money— $36  a  year  on  a 
$40,000  25-year  mortgage,  or 
nearly  $1,000— by  insuring  the 
mortgage  on  her  life. 

One  innovation  in  the  wind 
is  marriage  (or  divorce,  depend- 
ing on  who's  talking)  insurance. 
Diana  Du  Broff ,  a  New  York  mat- 
rimonial lawyer,  has  started  the 
National  Organization  to  Insure 
Support  Enforcement  (NOISE) 
to  promote  a  policy  that  helps 
families  over  the  financial  rocks  of 
a  ])reak-up.  One  part  might  cover 
the  training  of  a  wife  who  has 
never  worked,  and  it  seems  to 
make  a  certain  amount  of  sense. 
So  far,  it  doesn't  exist.

a  mountain.  That's  all  there  is  to  it.  but  it  produces  that  number 
that  you  will  keep  in  your  head,  shoot  for  in  every  exercise,  and 
that  could  change  your  health  style.

And 
then,  in  the  last  ten  or  so.  cool  it  down. 

Because  Dr.  Zohman  is  hooked  on  exercise  herself,  she  insists 
that  you  get  hooked  too.  that  the  exercise  give  you  pleasure,  im- 
prove your  stamina,  and  sometimes  even  give  you  a  real  exercise 
high. 

What  you  need  to  take  Dr.  Zohman's  road  test — the  okay 
from  your  doctor,  your  medical  records,  and  a  copy  of  your 
cardiogram  reading.

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Sliaring  ma\-  halve  the  work  and  double  the  pleasure  but  it 
doesn't  come  naturally.  Experts  in  behavioral  science  have 
plenty  of  evidence  to  support  this.  "It's  not  an  inherent 
characteristic,"  explains  Dr.  Helen  DeRosis,  psychiatrist  and 
editor  of  the  American  Journal  of  Psychoanalysis.  "It's  some- 
thing we  are  taught  from  a  very  early  age.  A  child  learns  that 
sharing  is  right  because  it  promotes  comfortable  feelings.  He 
understands  that  when  he  shares  his  toys  or  a  candy  bar  with 
a  friend,  his  mother  smiles,  relaxes,  and  radiates  warmth. 
She  tells  him  he's  good." 

"■TB^  assimilate  sharing  into  our  behavioral  patterns  be- 
w  Wll'  cause  we  have  a  built-in  need  to  feel  comfortable. 
From  sharing  to  please  self  and  immediate  family,  we  de- 
velop our  sharing  nature  to  please  friends,  neighbors.  We 
recognize  that  it  helps  us  to  get  along  a  little  better  in  the 
world,  improves  relationships,  makes  for  harmony  in  life, 
which  in  turn  makes  us  feel  happier. 

Who  has  never  known  the  pleasiu-e  of  sharing  a  sandwich 
with  a  hungry  friend?  The  other  persons'  appreciation  for 
your  gesture  of  sympathy  and  generosity  makes  the  sand- 
wich taste  twice  as  good  as  you  sit  and  eat  it  together! 

"Even  so,"  Dr.  DeRosis  goes  on,  "however  rewarding  and 
necessary  it  may  be,  that  doesn't  mean  that  we  should  or  must 
share  indiscriminately  all  the  time.  In  our  American  family 
life  there  has  almost  been  too  much  emphasis  on  this.  Re- 
cently v\'e've  begun  to  acknowledge  that  a  mother  shouldn't 
automatically  be  expected  to  share  her  life  totally  with  her 
children.  We  must  give  ourselves  the  opportunity  to  share. 
When  there  is  free  choice,  the  sharing  has  more  meaning, 
is  more  deeply  satisfying." 

At  this  time,  we  are  throwing  away  many  conventional 
attitudes  about  how  we  should  share.  If  a  man  is  domestically 
oriented  and  a  woman  thrives  in  business,  why  not  reverse 
the  accepted  roles?  If  he  likes  to  mind  the  baby  on  weekends 
and  she  likes  digging  the  garden  what's  wrong  with  that? 
Should  a  husband  who  finds  handling  the  family  finances  and 
writing  out  the  checks  a  prol)l(>m,  have  to  bother  if  he's 
married  to  a  woman  with  a  natural  flair  for  math?  "It  doesn't 
matter  who  does  what,"  Dr.  DeRosis  says.   The  (}U(\stion  it 


comes  down  to  is  w  ho  is  ix'st  at  doing  what.  Individual  apti- 
tudes sliould  be  considered.  Basically  sharing  should  be 
motivated  by  what  gives  tiie  most  pleasure  to  the  individual. 

There's  something  else  that  we  are  going  to  learn  along 
with  these  new  approaclies  to  sharing.  That  is,  just  because 
it  doesn't  come  naturally,  we  ought  to  be  more  prepared  for 
the  mom(>nts  when  we  can't  enter  into  sharing.  We've  got  to 
understand  that  we  may  feel  like  sharing  on  Monday  and 
Tuesday  but  not  on  Wednesday.  "This  is  perfectly  healthy 
and  good  and  nothing  to  be  ashamed  of.' We  must  accept 
it  and  not  feel  resentlul  or  rejected  if  someone  else  isn't 
willing  to  share  at  any  given  precise  moment." 

We  have  put  togethc-r  an  issue  devoted  to  some  of  the  new 
ways  couples,  fami!i(\s,  and  communities  are  sharing  life 
together.  We  report  on  a  group  who  shared  the  task  of  re- 
storing a  historic  village  (Old  Salem  page  22),  one  couple 
who  designed  and  built  a  vacation  house  abroad  (the  Starks 
page  38),  another  who  worked  together  to  improve  a  Vic- 
torian summer  house  at  home  (the  Robertsons  page  30).  Al- 
though he's  an  architect  and  authority  on  design  hi'  respected 
and  listened  to  her  ideas  readily  right  on  down  to  some  of 
the  furniture  she  proposed  and  had  made  for  the  rooms.

"it's  one  of  those  fundamental  needs  we  can't  do  without."

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SHARING  A  CELEBRATION 


"It  ou<2;ht  to  be  solemnized  . . .  with  pomp  aiul  parade,  with  shows,  games,  sports,  gun 
bells,  bonfires,  and  illuminations,  from  one  end  of  this  continent  to  the  other," 
wrote  John  to  Al)igail  Adams  in  1776,  just  after  signing  the  Declaration 

of  Independence.  As  a  nation,  we've  done  our  best  to  follow  his  advice. 
•^  even  adding  with  fireworks  "the  rocket's  red  glare."  But  the  first  recordec 

•  formal  celebration  of  the  Fourth  of  July  was— and  is— a  little  different. 

*  It  took  place  in  1783,  three  months  after  word  reached  the  former  Colonies,  from  Paris,  that  peace  with 

England  had  finally  been  signed.  And  it  wasn't  held  in  New  York  or  Philadelphia  or  Boston,  those  hot- 
beds of  Revolutionary  spirit,  but  in  Salem,  North  Carolina,  a  tiny  collection  of  brick  and  log  houses 
barely  fifteen  years  old,  settled  by  the  Moravian  Unity  of  Brethren.  They  were  by  conviction  pacifists 
and  armies  had  tramped  through  their  town.  Cornwallis's  men  stole  the  laundry  off  the  line.  Moravians 
nursed  the  wounded  and  though  their  bishop  told  them  "we  must  bear  our  fair  part  of  the  calamities 
of  the  times  .  .  .  the  general  trials  of  the  country,"  peace  called  for  "a  day  of  Solemn  Thanksgiving"  to 
be  spent  in  devout  and  religious  exercises.  Salem  today,  by  a  quirk  of  history  and  the  i 
hard  dedicated  work  of  hundreds  of  modern  North  Carolinians,  is  still  an  18th-century  j 
village  where  youngsters  in  costume  look  perfectly  at  home  minutes  from  a  four-lane  freeway.  Res- 
cued from  dereliction,  it  is  a  living  museum  where  old  buildings  furnished  in  old  ways  are  open  to 
visitors  on  a  pilgrimage  to  the  past.  The  houses  lining  shady  brick-paved  sidewalks  are  still  inliab-l 
ited  by  people  with  a  sense  of  history  who  found,  in  their  restoration  work,  that  they  also  developed  a 
sense  of  community,  that  sharing  of  lives  and  interests  that  makes  Americans  remember  the  small  i 
towns  of  the  past  with  such  nostalgia.  So  it  isn't  surprising  that  Old  Salem  celebrates  the  Fourth  to- 
gether, in  the  old  way.  The  day  begins  early,  with  music  and  a  reading  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- ' 
pendence.  A  Lovcfeast,  traditional  Moravian  comnunial  meal,  follows  in  the  afternoon.  All  day 
old  fashioned  handcrafts  are  demonstrated  around  the  Conuuon.  In  the  meadows  near  their  homes, 
modern  .Salemites  can  picnic  with  their  friends.  And  in  the  evening,  led  by  a  brass  choir,  a  twilight 
procession  through  the  town  now-  -as  then      leaves  "hcails  .  .  ,  filled  with  the  peace  of  God."

At  the  center  of  Salem's  commemoration  is  the  afternoon  I.ovefeast,  a  sharing  of 
coffee  and  simple  brown  buns  in  the  Home  Moravian  Church,  at  which  the  celebrants 
sing  the  cantata  Brother  John  Frederick  Peter  wrote  for  tlu'  occasion  in  1783.  Lost 
for  more  than  100  years,  it  was  discovered  and  partly  translated  by  Dr.  Adelaide 
Fries.  Marilyn  P.  Gombosi  finished  the  reconstruction  for  Salem's  200th  anniver- 
sary. As  poetry,  it  is  probably  not  immortal,  but  Brother  Peter  put  the  music  to- 
gether from  scraps  of  anthems  that  date  to  the  time  of  Haydn  and  Mo/art.  Supported 
by  a  chamber  orchestra,  part  of  a  tradition  ahve  with  music,  choir  and  congregation 
answer  one  another  across  tlie  sanctuary  in  barocpie  harmonies  that  soar  to  a  final 
Hallelujah  chorale.  The  result  is  stunning,  truly  a  "Psalm  of  .joy."

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SHARING  RESTORATION 


From  Salem's  founding,  in  1766.  dailv  life  ^^a^  a  placid  affair  centered  on 
devotion  to  God.  respect  for  education,  skilled  craftsmanship  and  close- 
„-.  knit  community  life.  But  the  onslau^'ht  of  the  20th  century  almost 
destroyed  the  town.  Commercial  and  industrial  \\  inston  grew  up 
next-door  on  land  purchased  from  the  Moravians,  and  in  I'Jl'j  the 
rf  tuo  towns  merged  to  become  \\  inston-Salem,  .North  Carolina's  fourth  larg- 
est city.  The  old  settlement,  surrounded,  began  what  looked  like  a  slow  in- 
.evitable  slide  into  urban  decrepitude,  festooned  with  power  lines,  invaded  by  snack  bars  and  neon  signs, 
■^."i-fiiHHI  threatened  by  supermarkets  and  automobile  agencies.  But  Winston-Salem  has  developed  a  tradition  of  intense 
civic  pride:  those  residents  with  a  sense  of  history  were  aware  of  and  concerned  about  what  was  happening.  A  1918  zoning  ordi- 
nance gave  "old  and  historic  Salem"  some  protection.  Individuals  bought  and  saved  some  of  the  old  hou.ses — but  it  takes  more  than 
individuals  to  stop  bulldozers.  When  excavation  for  an  Oriental  shop  began  right  in  the  middle  of  the  town,  the  community  was  gal- 
vanized into  action.  Old  Salem,  Inc.,  a  non-profit  educational  corporation,  was  formed  in  19.50  to  be 
responsible  for  the  restoration  and  operation  of  thehi.storic  area.  Organizing  wasn't  easy,  but  the  coali- 
tion that  emerged — private  individuals;  the  Moravian  church:  and  Salem  College  (which  shares  the 
central  Common)  ;  with  assistance  from  local  foundations:  city,  state,  and  ccjunty  governments — has 
been  uniquely  effective.  Old  .Salem,  Inc.,  with  a  staff  of  nearl\  twenty  and  an  annual  operating  budget 
of  half  a  million,  now  owns  a  number  of  old  houses.  Some  are  open  to  the  public.  The  .Single  Brothers' 
House  has  reopened  nine  crafts  shops  in  its  basements  where  workers  pre.serve  and  demonstrate  the 
old  ways  of  working  with  tin.  leather,  pottery,  and  wood.  Winkler's  Bakery  is  back  in  operation,  bak- 
ing bread.  The  Tavern  and  the  Boys'  School  are  museums.  The  Tavern  Dining  Rooms  serve  tradi- 
tional dishes  to  guests.  The  Single  Sisters'  House,  not  open,  is  what  it  should  be,  a  residence  for  wom- 
en students  at  Salem  College.  Bit  by  bit,  "nonconforming'  structures  have  been  cleared  away  and  obi 
buildings  restored  to  their  1780-1830s  appearances  under  the  guidance  and  control  of  the  corporation. 
Some  buildings  that  had  disappeared  have  been  rec(jnstructed  following  the  original  plans.  Inside, 
owners  can  decorate  as  they  like:  everything  outside — even  trees  and  bushes — must  conform.  But 
most  imjKjrtant,  Old  Salem  is  a  living  museum.  The  saving  of  the  settlement  has  restored  the  old  sense 
of  community.  Its  inhabitants,  Moravian  or  new- 
comers, are  neighbors  and  friends  sharing  a  common 
goal  for  their  town.  Visitors  to  its  streets  can  sense  the 
the  meaning  of  the  word  Salem — which  is  "peace.

The  house  Rev.  Denke  biiik  in  1832  was  a  foiioni 
sight  wlien  Eldridoe  C.  I  lanes  first  saw  it  in  1970 
— condemned,  abandoned,  lake  brick  wrapped 
around  it,  a  luige  lump  of  a  porch  stuck  on. 
Bui  inside,  HO  years  had  passed  overnight, 
hardly  toucliing  the  Moravian  carpenters'  woik. 

"Old  Salem  Inc.  wanted  to  know  if  I  (  ould  buy  it  to  save  it,'"  he  recalls,  "and  I  grabbed  it." 
The  house  was  outside  .Salem's  boundaries  but  it  had  historical  significance — Christian 
Frederick  Denke  was  a  horticulturist  of  note  and  one  of  the  first  Moravian  missionaries; 
he  translated  the  Bible  into  three  Indian  languages  and  several  dialects,  and  finally 
retired  because  he  had  as  murh  trouble  with  firewater  as  his  Chipfiewa  congregation  did. 
Mr.  Hanes  got  permission  to  jack  it  up,  sel  it  on  a  flatbed  truck,  and  move  it  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  to  a  site  in  Old  Salem  where  no  house  had  stood.  The  walls  were  filled  with 
nogging,  a  sun-dried  mud  brick  fre(|uenlly  used  for  insulation,  which  he  removed  along 
with  the  anachronistic  siding.  He  took  out  one  wall  to  make  the  living  room  larger,  whicli 
meant  a  corner  beam  had  to  be  replaced  with  slecl.  Olherwisi-,  c  leaned  and  rcfurbislu-d, 
the  house  now  stands  as  it  once  did.  wideboard  oak  (loor.s  supported  by  ihc  original  beam 
and  studs  of  oak.  Doors  and  chair  rails,  cornices,  cvi  n  hardware  and  liaridpoured  glass 
are  just  where  they  were  alwavs  meani  to  be.

He  built  his  tiny 
workshop-home,  left,  in  1805  a  block  from  the  Single  Brothers' 
House,  and,  though  he  hadn't  much  success  financially, 
lived  there  many  years  with  his  wife  and  child.  The  house  is  one  of 
those  reconstructed  on  its  original  site  from  preserved  plans. 
The  Rauschenbergs  painted  Schroeter's  living  room  floor,  below, 
like  one  they'd  seen  in  east  Carolina.  The  furniture  is  of  the  right 
period  but  "unfortunately,"  says  Brad  who  as  Old  Salem's 
phr)tographer  has  a  special  feeling  for  it,  most  of  it  is  from 
New  England.

A  CRAFTSMAN'S 
LEGACY 

A  man  of  strong  mind  and  restless  talents,  John 
Vogler  left  more  behind  than  most.  Always  an 
active  churchman,  he  became  a  gunsmith,  then 
a  silversmith,  a  clockmaker,  finally  a  merchant. 
He  had  a  number  of  children,  many  of  whom 
also  became  craftsmen.  Now  his  house,  above, 
built  in  1819,  furnished  mostly  with  things 
donated  by  his  descendants,  is  one  of  Old 
Salem's  most  popular  exhibits.  Opposite  page: 
Vogler  himself  probably  made  the  chairs  in  the 
master  bedroom,  bottom  left.  The  beds  here 
and  in  the  girls'  room,  top  left, 
the  chairs,  the  blanket  chest," the 
stands  are  all  Salem  pieces.  A  man  who  liked 
modern  conveniences,  John  Vogler  bought  a  cast 
iron  stove  similar  to  that  in  the  kitchen, 
top  right,  for  the  Single  Sisters'  House  in 
1810.  It  is  one  of  the  first  kitchen  stoves  ever 
made.  Another  "modern"  gadget  is  the 
cheesecloth-draped  table,  center.  Predecessor 
of  the  pie  safe,  and  ultimately  of  the 
refrigerator,  it  kept  flies  off  food  stored  inside. 
On  top  is  a  sugar  loaf  and  an  old 
sugarbowl.  Hanging  from  the  ceiling,  a  rare 
shoofly  of  paper  and  pine.  The  green  bottle 
on  the  table  was  included  in  an  1805  inventory. 
The  pottery,  all  slip-decorated  earthenware,  was 
made  between  1785  and  1820  by  Rudolf  Christ. 
The  dining  room,  bottom  left,  is  decorated 
with  schoolgirls'  still  Ufes  painted  on 
velvet  and  brightened  by  a  very  old  German 
wool  damask  tablecloth,  precious 
because  red  dye  was  so  difficult  to  make.

That's  why  everywhere  is  painted  very  pale,  sand  dune  gray,  the  color  you  see  when  the  skyline  meets  the  tide- 
line.  The  white  paint  is  the  foam.  The  wood,  which  we  used,  is  like  a  boat.  So  it's  a  sort  of  seascape,  you  see."  Jaquelin 
Robertson:  "All  over  the  house,  inside  and  out,  there  is  a  fugal  theme  of  horizontal  boarding,  using  stock  lumber  sizes. 
It's  a  kind  of  vocabulary  tying  all  the  disparate  shapes  and  sizes  together.  We  started  using  it  on  the  fence,  then  the 
brick  terrace,  we  took  it  inside  for  cornices,  framing  around  doors  and  windows,  headboards  in  the  bedrooms,  on  the 
kitchen  ceiling  we  hang  baskets  from  it."  Anya  Robertson:  "And  it  was  my  idea  to  use  it  for  the  sawhorse  tables,  which 
I  designed  myself."

"Unless  you're  a  millionaire,"  says  Peter  Saunders,  "the  only  way  I  know  to 
live  in  an  18th-century  house  in  18th-century  style  is  to  set  up  a  business  at 
home  that  will  support  the  not  uncostly  demands  of  being  a  romantic."  Peter 
is  a  Scot,  a  manufacturer  of  tweeds.  His  wife,  Didi,  is  American.  They  met 
while  skiing  in  Switzerland,  married,  moved  to  England,  and  settled  down 
to  have  four  children.  But  they  never  felt  really  settled  until  they  found  Easton 
Grey,  their  house  in  the  Cotswolds,  a  countryside  renowned  for  its  beauty,  its 
is  a  very  old  house  and  had  stood  empty  for  years  before  the 
houses,  it  was  asleep,  but   still  astonishingly  beautiful.  We 
it."  Today,  because  the  Saunderses  pooled  their  talents  and  cre- 
-home,  they  were  able  to  make  Easton  Grey  as  splendid  as  it  ever 
the  house,  yet  preserve  its  essential  spirit,  they  asked  three  gifted 
,    designers  to  help  them:  architect  Anthony  Cloughley,  interior  designers  Tom  Parr  and  David  Hick>. 
;-    The  gardens  were  restored,  the  interior  revised  a   bit  and  completely  redecorated.  There  is  a  new 
kitchen,  the  old  ones  having  been  remodeled  to  house  the  new  enterprise,  which  is  called  Boutique  in 
a  Garden.  The  "garden"  consists  of  masses  of  plants  set  against  a  background  of  latticework — a  sum-| 
I  mery  setting  for  a  shop  where  both  men  and  women  can  buy  tweeds,  knitwear,  shirts,  and  accessories. 
Very  sul)tly.  the  house  has  been  geared  to  the  20th-century  business  that  maintains  it,  yet  with  abso- 
lutely no  loss  of  character  and  charm.  As  visitors  to  Easton  Grey  say,  "the  place  feels  out  of  time." 


Some  kind  of  manor  has  stood  on  the  property  since  1236,  when  Easton 
Grey  tvas  mentioned  in  the  Doomsday  Book,  but  by  the  time  Queen 
Anne  had  made  herself  comfortable  on  the  throne,  the  house,  below 
CENTER,  had  settled  down  in  the  style  named  after  the  monarch.  The  River 
Avon  flows  nearby,  and  I7lh-century  bridge  crossing  it,  below  left,  ivas 
once  the  manor's  laundry.  Today,  a  washer-dryer  has  done  away  with  that 
trek,  and  the  Saunderses  lore  to  picnic  on  the  river  bank,  top,  with  the  chil- 
dren, the  dogs,  any  horse  that  may  look  in,  looking  for  an  apple,  and  lunch  off 
Cornish  pastries,  Gloucester  cheese,  and  the  unbelievable  strawberries  only 
England  can  produce.  Picnic  over,  the  Saunderses  go  back  to  their  bou- 
tique, ABOVE,  a  greenery-filled  shop  designed  by  Anthony  Cloughley  in  the 
old  kitchen  wing,  an  ell  of  the  house  with  its  own  courtyard,  now  a  little 
parking  lot,  and  its  own  entrance.  Visitors  buy,  then  wander  where  they 
will.  When  the  drawing  room,  right  and  opposite  pace,  was  redecorated, 
the  designer.  Tom  Parr  of  Colefax  and  Fowler,  asked  the  Saunderses  what 
they  wanted.  "Make  it  a  beautiful  room  to  suit  the  house."  they  told  him. 
"but  not  too  grand."  Since  the  room  was  beautiful  with  nothing  in  it  at  ali. 
Mr.  Parr  felt  it  could  stand  the  rather  cavalier  combination  of  a  flowen  ,:

"We  \i-  inarried  the  old  to  the  new,"  say  the  Saunderses.  "Everything  looks  of  the 
jjeriod,  but  feels  of  today.

— flowers,  ferns,  herbs.  Something  to  look  at  and  something  to  step  up  flavors.  The  spice  rack  next  to  the  garden  offers  \is  quota  of  flavorings,  but 
more  pungently.

Under  it  is  Ixl^^l  II  V  V/\  L  L  a  compartmented  cabinet  for  sizable 
trays.  .  .  .  Moving  along,  we  come  to  a  honeycomb  drawer  for  bottles,  bins  for  root  vegetables  and  fruit  that  need  not  be  refrigerated,  the  trash  com- 
pactor, the  double-bowled  sink  with  one  section  designed  to  receive  a  waste  disposer,  and  then  the  dishwasher.  .  .  .  Two  more  double-doored  cabinets 
complete  the  lineup.  Both  are  for  china  and  glass,  both  have  adjustable  shelves.  On  the  fourth  wall  (not  shown)  are  the  bar  and  another  sink,  a  plan- 
ning desk  with  a  telephone,  shelves  for  cookbooks,  doors  to  the  dining  room  and  service  entry — and  an  easy  chair.  Even  zealous  cooks  have  to  sit  down.

THE  MONEY? 
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When  they  married  9  years 
ago,  Abby  and  Walter 
Russell  had  all  the  mak- 
ings of  a  typical  professional  cou- 
ple. He  was  a  commercial  artist, 
she  had  a  job  with  a  publishing 
house.  Together  they  made  beau- 
tiful money,  and  they  handled  it 
the  way  9  out  of  10  other  young 
professional  couples  do.  His  job 
was  the  breadwinner;  hers  was 
the  ace-in-the-hole.  "Everything 
came  out  of  my  money,"  remem- 
bers Mr.  Russell,  "and  Abby  de- 
posited her  money  in  a  savings 
account.  I  paid  all  the  bills— that 
was  what  the  man  did— and  may- 
be if  we  wanted  a  special  vaca- 
tion or  something,  we'd  take 
some  money  from  her  account." 
They  had  one  life  insurance  pol- 
icy (his),  'one  health  insurance 
policy  (hers  through  her  em- 
ployer, since  he  free-lanced),  no 
will,  one  apartment,  one  joint  but 
rather  confused  tax  return.  Be- 
cause Mrs.  Russell  had  worked 
since  she  was  17  and  was  a  little 
touchy  about  her  independence, 
they  had  separate  checking  ac- 
counts. And  separate  savings 
accounts.  And  separate  charge  ac- 
counts—or rather,  he  had  charge 
accounts,  which  he  never  used 
because  he  believed  in  cash-only. 
They  were  miserable. 

"I  was  uptight  all  the  time," 
says  Mr.  Russell.  "I  was  never 
counting  on  Abby's  money  and 
being  free-lance  you  have  good 
times  and  bad  times.  We  had  the 
money  but  I  didn't  know  it.  Ac- 
tually, women's  lib  was  a  great 
thing.  It  started  me  thinking." 
"We  finally  realized  how  stupid  it 
all  was,"  says  Mrs.  Russell.  "I 
knew  I  would  always  want  to 
work— so  why  were  we  living  like 
this,  whff  didn't  tro  admit  we 
irprf  onf  lamitff  with  tutt 
rfffultir  invontvH?"  'i'hcy  did  a 
complete  financial  overhaul.

also  have  a  smaller  apartment,  a 
farm  in  upstate  New  York,  and 
two  horses.  Mr.  Russell  has  been 
able  to  cut  his  commercial  art- 
work to  2  days  a  week  in  order 
to  devote  the  rest  to  serious  paint- 
ing. He  has  been  accepted  by  a 
gallery  and  his  work  has  begun 
to  sell.  He  has  taken  on  a  good 
deal  of  the  housework.  She  has 
gotten  a  better,  more  demanding 
job.  They  are  ecstatic. 

Like  sex,  money  in  marriage  is 
an  intensely  individual  thing.  No 
two  couples  handle  it  alike.  But 
the  Russells  have  managed  to 
come  out  on  the  right  side,  for 
them,  of  one  of  the  most  perplex- 
ing and  least  noticed  of  the  many 
American  revolutions  that  have 
taken  place  in  the  last  20  years— 
the  advent,  in  glowing,  over- 
whelming numbers,  of  the  2- 
income  family. 

Americans  thrive  on  change.  It 
is  one  of  our  ways  of  life.  From 
ballpoint  pens  to  civil  rights,  we 
seize  upon  it,  exult  and  agonize 
over  it,  and  get  indigestion  try- 
ing to  assimilate  it  into  our  lives 
fast  enough.  But  this  is  a  change 
so  big,  so  basic  that  it  will  affect 
everything  about  us,  from  the 
way  we  raise  our  children  to  the 
way  we  deal  with  our  deaths.  It's 
a  change  that  probably  had  a  lot 
to  do  with  activating  Women's 
Lib,  and  may  soon  have  some- 
thing to  do  with  deactivating  day- 
time commercials  for  household 
products.  It  has  already  affected 
borrowing  money,  buying  insur- 


ance, paying  taxes,  hiring  clean- 
ing women,  claiming  Social  Se- 
curity, marrying,  and  writing  out 
the  rent  check. 

The  trend  has  been  apparent 
for  some  time:  for  20  years  the 
number  of  2-income  families  has 
been  inching  up  and  nobody  paid 
it  much  attention.  Then,  with  the 
1970  census,  the  balance  tilted. 
Fifty-three  and  a  half  percent  of 
American  families  are  now  de- 
pendent on  more  than  one  in- 
come. Now,  suddenly,  the  statis- 
tics are  staggering:  43  percent  of 
all  American  women  over  16— 
more  than  32  milhon  people— are 
working.  Nearly  20  milhon  are 
mothers  with  children  under  18. 
Two-income  famihes  are  largely 
responsible  for  kicking  the  aver- 
age American  income  from  $6,000 
in  1960  to  more  than  $9,000  in 
1970.  Of  families  earning  $15,000 
and  over,  3  out  of  4  have  2  in- 
comes. The  higher  her  educa- 
tional level,  the  more  likely 
the  wife  i»  to  work:  70  percent 
of  those  with  post-graduate  de- 
grees hold  down  jobs.  One  in  3 
households  with  2  incomes  have 
a  little  more  money  than  they  ab- 
solutely need  to  live  on;  only  1  in 
5  one-income  households  can 
spare  money  for  life's  extras.  The 
rate  at  which  numbers  of  2-in- 
come families  increase  has  been 
going  up— and  there's  evidence 
that  the  process  will  gain  more 
speed.  In  a  study  conducted  for 
the  Institute  of  Life  Insurance  in 
1970  and  1972,  the  percentage 


of  young  women  who  saw  house 
wifery  as  a  most  appealing  life 
style  fell  from  42  to  35  percent 
while  those  who  were  most  at 
tracted  by  an  executive/profes- 
sional life  rose  from  26  to  31 
percent.  That's  quick  and  signif- 
.  icant  change  for  a  trend  latent 
in  American  life  for  more  than  25 
years.  In  1970,  in  the  same  study, 
57  percent  of  the  girls  interviewed 
thought  that  "woman's  place  is 
in  the  home."  By  1972,  only  48 
percent  agreed.  Seventy-three 
percent  expected  to  work  after 
marriage— but  according  to  Cen- 
sus Bureau  and  Department  of 
Labor  figures,  they  are  underes- 
timating. More  than  90  percent 
of  women  now  16  years  of  age  or 
over  will  enter  the  labor  force  at 
some  point  in  their  hves. 

What's  happening  is  that 
American  familicH  have  de- 
cided to  put  themselves  to- 
gether in  new  ways.  We're 
outgrowing  an  absolute  separa- 
tion of  roles,  the  pattern  in  which 
one  family  member  goes  out  to 
face  the  wild  animals  of  the  eco- 
nomic world  while  the  other  holds 
the  fort  at  home.  The  practice 
emerging  is  both  very  old— the 
most  recent  example  is  probably 
the  settling  of  the  Americaij  West, 
when  both  partners  shared  an 
equal  responsibility  for  driving 
the  team,  staking  the  homestead, 
breaking  the  sod,  and  holding  off 
the  Indians— and  very  new.  Half 
by  intention,  half  by  chance, 
American  couples  are  forming  up 
back  to  back  to  deal  with  the 
world,  each  equipped  with  eco- 
nomic weapons— a  job  and  a  pay- 
check—each responsible  for  bring- 
ing home  part  of  the  bacon. 

The  new  alignment  is  unset- 
tling every  aspect  of  our  national 
life.  One  of  the  best  things  to 
emerge  may  just  be  an  option  to 
'^hoose  a  3-  or  4-career  life.  When 
the  current  pattern  of  marriage 
came  into  being  some  time  after 
the  16th  century,  the  average  life 
expectancy  was  somewhere 
around  40:  one  spent  only  about

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Traditional  marriage  roles  are  changing.  In  the  new  liberated  household, 
who  takes  care  of  the  children,  cooks  the  dinner,  does  the  chores? 

Here  five  couples  tell  how  they've  divided  up  their 
responsibilities  in  new  ways  to  suit  their  own  needs  and  temperaments.

Sharing  in  marriage  isn't  easy  as  our  contemporary  divorce  sta- 
tistics indicate.  Many  couples  are  searching  for  a  different 
formula.  Already  a  courageous  few  are  experimenting,  tearing 
down  the  old  barriers,  reversing  roles,  living  separate  social  Uves. 
Getting  away  from  the  stifling,  conventional  idea  of  togetherness  is 
of  crucial  importance.  Aldous  Huxley,  the  writer,  recognized  this  dur- 
ing the  last  years  of  his  second  marriage,  when  he  jokingly  drew  this 
picture  of  what  he  felt  their  next  house  should  be.  "Not  everyone 
needs  this  being  alone."  Mrs.  Huxley,  who  is  a  psychotherapist  Uving 
in  Hollywood,  reflects  today.  "But  we  did.  It  depends  on  the  state  of 
mind  and  also  really  on  the  basic  constitution.  But  one  of  the  reasons 
so  many  marriages  go  so  stale  and  become  unbearable  is  because  the 
couple  feels  that  they  should  share  everything,  be  together  all  the 
time.  I  think  it's  wonderful  today  there  is  more  freedom,  less  limita- 
tion. It  seems  to  me  that  if  each  partner  has  an  interest  of  his  or  her 
own,  and  then  an  interest  in  common— which  is  very  often  the  chil- 
dren—then the  relationship  works  much  better." 
The  FeingoldH  rei-erae  rolen  "In  essence,"  explains  Helen  Fein- 
gold,  an  exceptionally  talented  home  economist  who  has  pursued  a 
career  vigorously  for  almost  twenty  years  while  bringing  up  two 
children,  "my  husband  and  I  have  really  swapped  jobs.  He  has  taken 
over  all  the  managerial  work  from  me,  the  house,  housekeeping 
details,  the  laundry,  cooking,  cleaning.  I  love  working,  the  challenge." 
Mrs.  Feingold,  a  tireless,  youthful  fifty  is  describing  their  Ufestyle  to 
me  at  five  o'clock  one  afternoon,  with  "three  hours  of  work  still 
ahead."  Her  family  back  home  is  enthusiastically  pulling  the  supper 
together.  "Saul  has  never  argued  about  my  going  to  work,  yet  he's 
from  an  era  where  women  were  home  all  the  time.  He  should  have 
been  a  man  that  would  have  beaten  me  to  death  if  I  wasn't  at  home 
to  feed  him  and  scrub,  yet  he's  kind  of  pleased  with  my  success. 
Brags  about  it.  He  does  everything  at  home  and  he  has  the  placid 
kind  of  nature  that  loves  to  do  that  routine  kind  of  thing  that  I  can't 
stand.  It  doesn't  offend  him  that  he  does  it,  and  it  doesn't  offend  me. 
He's  not  the  least  bit  torn  up  about  it.  He  stands  there  on  his  own 
two  feet  and  says,  I  am  a  man,  so  what  do  I  have  to  prove?  He  feels 
he's  taken  over  a  job  that  I  don't  have  the  time  and  energy  to  do. 
He's  not  belittling  himself.  He's  not  perfect  at  it  either,  but  I  don't 
want  a  perfect  house,  nor  does  he,  so  we're  in  tune  to  that,  too." 
Such  a  complete  reversal  of  roles,  naturally,  can  cause  some  havoc 
in  a  family  household.  "When  we  decided  to  do  this,  the  two  people 
most  affected  by  it  were  our  sons,"  Mrs.  Feingold  goes  on.  "One  is 
sixteen,  the  other  twenty-two.  They  felt  this  would  present  the 
wrong  image  to  the  community.  They  were  being  snobs  about  it. 
Then  after  it  had  been  a  realized  fact  for  several  months,  they  knew 
it  was  right  for  us,  so  it  ceased  to  mean  anything  to  them.  What 
parents  accept  and  are  happy  with,  children  go  along  with  too." 

Before  the  Feingolds  set  up  this  new  way  of  life,  he  worked  as 
well,  managing  a  wallpaper  store,  and  they  pooled  their  money.  Now 
financially  they  get  along  even  better.  "With  my  husband  helping 
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therefore  I  should  say  what  I  should  do  with  it.  That's  ridiculous.  If 
he  wanted  to  spend  all  of  it  I'd  let  him  and  he  feels  the  same  way 
about  me.  I  decided  a  long  time  ago  that  you  just  govern  your  life 
by  what  makes  you  completely  and  totally  happy  as  a  person,  with- 
out thinking  about  what  it  is  that  societx'  accepts  as  a  role.  I  think 
that's  most  important,  and  m\'  husband  does,  too."

"Before  we  married  Sheila  said,  T  do  want  a  family  but  I  also  want 
to  work  at  my  career,'  and  I  said,  'Fine,  if  that's  what  makes  you 
happ\',  I'm  sure  \<)u  could  do  both,  so  do  it.'  I  was  born  and  raised 
in  a  small  town  in  Oliio  and  I've  seen  wliat  happens  when  a  fellow 
goes  out  to  work  and  a  wife  stays  at  home  and  gets  a  bit  bored  with  life. 
I'd  rather  have  a  stimulated  woman  than  a  subservient  one."  Reflect- 
ing now  is  Robert  Kotur,  a  d\'namic,  handsome,  market  research 
expert  who  married  his  English  wife  Sheila  Camera,  a  fashion  artist, 
seven  years  ago  and  is  sharing  the  task  of  bringing  up  their  two 
daughters,  Fiona,  six,  and  Alexandra,  three.  "I  really  think  I'm  not 
cut  out  to  take  care  of  children  and  be  very  domesticated  full  time," 
adds  Sheila.  "I  need  to  be  stimulated.  It  wasn't  easy  to  carry  on  work 
with  children.  The  pressure  is  .sometimes  very  wearing,  especially  as 
I  work  from  home  as  a  free  lance.  But  Bob  s  very  hberated,  though 
I  really  don't  think  he  realizes  it.  I've  noticed  whenever  he's  telling 
Fiona  history  stories  at  bedtime  he  always  selects  as  many  tales  about 
famous  women  as  men,  so  as  not  to  be  too  one-sided." 

The  success  of  the  Koturs'  life  has  been  very  much  built  on  Bob's 
understanding  attitude  toward  the  nmning  of  their  households— they 
have  a  weekend  country  house  100  miles  away  from  their  city  apart- 
ment. "They  have  to  run  and  you  can  only  nm  them  if  you  treat  it 
like  a  job  and  make  plans,"  he  insists.

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My  husband  is  much  more 
conservative  than  I  am," 
says  Mrs.  Caine.  "When  we  saw 
the  model  of  the  house  I  was 
concerned  he  might  find  it  too 
extreme.  But  we  both  loved  it 
and  were  delighted  it  had  major 
features  we  would  share  as  well 
as  others  for  our  individual  inter- 
ests. He  liked  all  the  cedar  wood- 
work— it  gives  the  house  a  strong 
masculine  element — and  he  par- 
ticularly loved  the  idea  of  having 
a  private  study.  My  husband  is  a 
hunting-fishing  man.  He  can  take 
his  fishing  friends  up  to  his  study 
and  I  don't  have  to  join  in." 

The  part  of  the  house  most 
strongly  influenced  by  Mrs. 
Caine's  own  personal  interests  is 
the  marvelous,  lofty,  skylit  gal- 
lery, nght.  "One  of  my  favorite 
pastimes  is  browsing  through 
the  art  galleries  in  Vancouver  and 
this  gallery  is  specially  to  house 
what  I'm  collecting.  It  stretches 
across  the  whole  front  of  the 
house,  above,  and  is  the  first 
room  you  enter.  With  its  white 
walls  and  wall-to-wall  carpet,  it 
dances  with  light  even  on  gray 
days."  The  dining  room,  below, 
benefits  from  having  beautiful 
gallery  light — the  cedar  ceiling 
opens  straight  through  to  gallery.

"We  do  few  last  min- 
ute things,  the  menu  is  planned  so  we  can  do  it 
in  acKance.  Casserole  cooking  can  be  excellent 
or  dishes  you  can  prepare  largely  ahead  and 
finish  off  at  the  last  moment.

en; 1  cup  lentils;  6  cups  chicken  broth;  1  pound 
\-eal  bones;  1  medium-sized  carrot,  peeled;  1 
parsnip,  peeled;  1  knob  celery,  peeled;  Yt  pound 
smoked  bacon;  2  tablespoons  flour;  1  small  on- 
ion, chopped;  li  cup  cold  water;  )'■•  teaspoon  pre- 
pared mustard;  Ik  cup  heavy  cream. 
Method:  Soak  partridges  in  cold  water  for  3  or 
4  hours.

Make  a  roux  with  die  same  fat  used  to  brown 
the  partridges  and  the  flour  and  onion.  Add  li 
cup  cold  water  and  whip  until  smooth.

When  gelatin  ;ippears  to  be 
dissolved,  heat  slowly,  stirring  constantl\-  until 
the  s\rup  looks  clear.  Strain  la  into  blendt-r  w  ith 
1  pint  slrawbeiries  and  puree.  Strain  puree  into 
large  wide  crwstal  boxyl  (punch  bowl  ideal).  Re- 
peat with  one  more  third  of  syrnp  and  pint  of 
strawberries.  Now  taste,  this  is  crucial,  lor  il  the 
strawberries  are  not  ripe  and  sucet  enough  you 
will  need  to  add  more  hone\'  to  the  last  third  of 
the  liciuid.  The  flavor  should  be  delicately  tart. 
Remember  the  whipped  cream  will  soften  the 
fkiN'or  considerably.  Adjust  amount  of  honev  if 
necessary  and  blend  last  batch,  next  straining  il 
into  the  rest  of  the  strawberry-honey  miNture. 
Whip  cre;nn  and  fokl  into  puree,  genth'  blend- 
ing with  a  rubber  spatula  until  uniformly  pink. 
C^oN'er  witli  pl.istic  wrap  and  rc^lrigcMate  for  at 
least  S  houis. 

Rinse  the  leserxed  strawberries,  trim,  dry 
and  marinate  in  a  Melba  sauce  made  b\'  blend- 
ing and  straining  the  box  of  raspberries  along 
with  2  or  3  dashes  of  kiischwasser.

If  you  make  a  frozen  souffle, 
you  can  decorate  the  sides  with  orange  slices,  for  in- 
stance, for  an  orange  souffle."  Perfect  for  hot  souffles, 
Creative  Glass  dishes  permit  a  nice  rich  browning. 
The  sides  are  straight  and  smooth,  which  allows  the 
souffle  to  rise  to  new  heights.  It  doesn't  resist  heat  but 
conducts  it  quickly  to  the  interior,  so  it  pufTs  quickly 
aiul  lightly,  and  doesn't  get  heavy.  To  clean,  soak  in 
soapy  water  anil  scraps  come  off.

Ingredients:  1  medium- 
sized  romaine  lettuce; 
4  tablespoons  butter;  3 
green  onions,  chopped; 
.3  tablespoons  flour;  1  cup 
extra  rich  milk;  4  eggs;  1 
cup  shredded  Cheddar 
clieese;  Y2  teaspoon 
Worcestershire  sauce;  1 
teaspoon  salt;  2  or  3 
daslies  Tabasco;  grated 
l^umesan. 

Method:  Cut  off  the  bot- 
tom of  romaine  and  wash 
thoroughly,  then  chop 
coarsely.

Attach  aluminum  foil  collar  as  described  on  the  op- 
posite page.  Beat  egg  whites  until  they  hold  soft  peaks, 
but  are  not  dry,  and  stir  about  Vs  of  them  into  the  let- 
tuce mixture,  blending  thoroughly.  Add  remaining 
egg  whites  and  fold  in  rather  casually— if  small  lumps 
of  egg  white  remain,  that's  fine.  Pour  mixture  into  pre- 
pared souffle  dish  and  smooth  out  top.

buys  n  jug  wines 

by  Jane  Ellis 


■  us  wines  are  the  ones  that 
come  in  the  big  bottles,  li  or 
1  gallon  sizes;  their  sales  are 
booming  as  more  and  more 
people  find  that  these  economical 
bottles  often  contain  very  pre- 
sentable wines  that  are  good 
value  in  quality  and  price.  Every- 
one seems  to  have  his  own  favor- 
ite best  value.  Here  are  some 
random  choices  both  domestic 
and  imported  from  the  restau- 
rants that  ser\e  them  as  house 
or  bar  wines  to  the  wine  drinkers 
who  ser\e  them  for  picnics, 
parties,  and  everyday  drinking. 
Remember  once  opened  to  use 
them  w  ithin  three  days  or  so  for 
drinking,  othenvise  keep  them 
for  cooking.  Keep  the  wine  re- 
frigerated once  the  bottle  is 
opened. 

The  home  or  bar  wine  at  many 
restaurants  is  likely  to  be  a  jug 
wine.  Charles  Masson  uses  IngJc- 
nook  Chablis  and  Paul  Massoii 
Biiigunchj  and  Chablis  at  his 
Manhattan  restaurant.  La  Gren- 
ouille.  Manhattan's  La  Goulue 
^  uses  red  and  white  Marquisaf  de- 
j  canted  into  its  own  very  distinc- 
ti\'e  carafes.  In  Washington  the 
Sans  Souci  restaurant  uses  Cali- 
fornia Wincmastcrs  Burgiindtj 
and  Rhine  in  carafe;  the  Rive 
Gauche  uses  Almaden  Mountain 
Red  Burgundy,  Rose,  and  Moun- 
tain White  Chablis;  and  the  Jean 
Pierre  serves  a  Spanish  jug  wine 
Marcjues  de  Olivar  (tinto).  In 
New  York  Giambelli's  uses  Ruf- 
fino  Chianti  that  comes  in  a  fi- 
,  asco  (basket).  Barbetta  serves  a 
Ruffino  Toscano  Bianco.  The 
Fontana  di  Trevi  offers  Misura 
Chianti  as  does  the  Grotta  Az- 
zurra  in  Little  Italy.  Coteaux  dti 
Languedoc  (67  ounces,  a  little 
more  than  half  a  gallon)  is  the 
house  wine  at  Clos  Normand, 
L'Escargot,  La  Toque  Blanche, 
and  The  Ginger  Man.  In  his  San 
Francisco  restaurant,  La  Petite 
Ferme,  Charles  Chevillot  serves 
Mondavi  Cliablis  by  the  carafe. 
Romeo  Salta  uses  Bardolino  red 
and  lohite  at  his  restaurant;  "the 
I   red  is  like  a  \alpolicella  and  the 
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white  like  a  Soave."  The  Trattor- 
ia restaurant  serves  Spanish 
Juan  Hernandez  Burgundy  and 
Chablis. 

One  of  the  great  fa\'orites  from 
California  is  Gallo  Hearty  Bur- 
gundy. A  wine  made  well  witli 
controls  that  guarantee  its  uni- 
formitv  (a  blending  of  Petite 
Sirah,  Ruby  Cabernet,  and  Bar- 
iiera  grapes).  It  is  on  every  wine 
shelf  around  the  country  and  has 
a  lot  of  notable  fans.  Sherry-Leli- 
mann's  Sam  Aaron  says  the  de- 
mand at  his  wine  shop  is  for  Bur- 
gundv;  "The  Hearty  Burgundy 
stands  up  well  with  food,  you  can 
drink  a  lot  of  it."  Actor  Burgess 
Meredith  likes  its  carafe  shaped 
liottle.  "It's  as  good  a  table  wine 
as  vou  can  find,"  he  says,  and 
served  it  recently  at  a  party  with 
barbecued  wild  boar.  "Young 
people  use  the  l)ottle  for  can- 
dles," savs  Mr.  Meredith,  whose 
son  Jonathan  drinks  "Gallo's 
Chablis  as  he  plays  the  sitar  at 
liis  heakh  food  store.  The  Fat 
City  General  Merchandise  Store 
&  Cafe,  in  Stockton,  Cal.  "Dry- 
ness in  wine  is  a  wonderful  qual- 
itv  for  enhancing  food,"  says 
David  Reillv,  a  new  partner  at 
Sherry-Lehmann,  who  feels  this 
Gallo  wine  stands  up  well.  He 
likes  Beringer  Mountain  Burgu)i- 
dij,  too.  Charles  Addams,  the 
cartoonist,  always  keeps  Gallo 
Hearty  Burgundy  around  togeth- 
er with  Inglenook  Navalle  Cha- 
blis; "once  in  a  wliilc  I  buy  a  so- 
called  better  wine."  Gael  Greene 
keeps  Gallo  Hearty  Burgundy 
and  Chianti  in  the  refrigerator 
'■for  emergencies  and  after  a 
hard  dav  when  I  am  just  going  to 
have  a  snack  of  tuna  or  cheese." 
Oenologist  Gregory  Thomas  feels 
Gallo  Hearty  Burgundy  is  the 
best  of  the  jug  wines;  "as  good, 
if  not  better  than  most  so-called 
table  wines  of  Europe."  James 
lieard,  now  teaching  an  e\er 
widening  audience  through  his 
cassettes,  plumps  for  .Mmaden 
Mountain  Red  Burgundy  togeth- 
er with  Ecu  Royal  and  Gallo 
Hearty  Burgundy.  "I  use  them  a 


great  deal  for  simple  lunches  in 
the  kitchen  for  two  or  when  I 
am  alone;  I  don't  put  it  in  a  de- 
canter though.  Thev're  quite 
pleasant  wines  to  use  and  good- 
ness knows  these  da\s  with  the 
price  of  wines  it  is  good  to  find 
something  one  likes  at  a  good 
price."  Author  Nika  Ilazelton 
likes  Mondavi's  Chablis;  Mr. 
Eldridge  Hanes  (page  26)  likes 
.V«/)rt  Sonoma  Mendocino,  red 
and  tchite;  The  'Sew  York 
Tiines's  Jean  Hewitt  likes  Ingle- 
)took  Chablis  with  the  fresh  fish 
she  and  her  familv  eat  all  the 
time  at  their  Rliode  Island  home. 
"Almaden  Mountain  White  Cha- 
blis and  Taylor's  Sauterne  make 
a  refresiiing  white  wine  sangria," 
says  Carl  Sontheiincr,  from  Cui- 
sinarts.  He  pours  'SVi  cups  of 
white  wine  into  a  pitcher,  adds  I 
10-ounce  package  frozen  quick 
thaw  mixed  fruits  and  a  sliced 
banana.  .Allow  to  thaw  and  re- 
frigerate for  at  least  2  hours  or 
overnight,  6  drinks.

cooking  was  done  1)\'  the  women, 
s([uatting  on  the  kitchen  floor. 
The  odors  would  draw  me  to  the 
kilclien  door,  where  I  would 
stand,  first  on  one  loot,  then  an- 
other, watching  and  sniffing.  I 
wanted  lo  go  inside,  but  the 
kitchen  was  tiny  and  1  would 
lia\o  had  to  take  my  shoes  off— 
which  was  alwa\'s  difficult  be- 
cause ol  in\'  inolhers  tight,  well- 
knotted  shoe-lacing  techniques. 
So  I  would  stand,  peering  from 
the  outside,  until  m\'  aunt,  a 
gentle  woman  with  large  teeth, 
would  tell  me  to  go  plav  on  the 
roof.  1  would  do  as  she  said,  hut 
e\t'iitu.ill\  tli<>  odor  of  iiuisli- 
looms  cooking  would  draw  nie 
(low  n  again. 

Sunset  signaled  the  a]iproach 
of  dinner  hour.  .\  large  cotton 
rug  was  unfolded  in  the  court- 
\ard.  0\\  this  was  spread  a  clean 
cotton  sheet.  l'"ood  was  brought 
in  on  ser\ing  plates  and  placed 
on  the  center  of  the  sheet.  I  al- 
ways liked  to  carry  in  my  favorite 
tlishes.  so  I  could  look  at  them 
longer.  l';\eryone  sat  around  the 
food.  L'nfortunatelv,  the  men  ate 
first  and  the  women  ser\ed  them. 
1  would  watch  m\'  favorite  dish 
of  mushrooms,  which  I  loved, 
being  dexoured  by  greedy  males. 
As  I  took  the  empty  plate  to  re- 
fill it  tor  them,  I  would  pray  that 
at  least  sonic  would  be  left  for  us. 
I'inally  our  turn  came.  Fresh 
food  w  as  put  in  the  serving  plates 
and  the  wcuneii  and  girls  would 
eat.  We  ate  directly  from  the 
serxing  plate,  breaking  off  a 
piece  of  bread  from  one  plate 
and  dipping  it  into  another.  My 
faxorite  mushrooms  were  obtain- 
able onl\  briefly  during  the 
rainy  season.  They  were  cooked 
with  onions,  garlie,  tomatoes, 
cumin,  coriander,  turmeric,  and 
a  lot  of  hot  red  chilies.  We  ate 


them  with  pooris,  an  unleavened 
whole-wheat  bread,  round  and 
puffed  with  hot  air.  We  would 
also  have  potatoes,  boiled  first 
and  then  cooked  with  coriander, 
cumin,  fenugreek,  turmeric,  on- 
ions, garlic,  ginger,  and  yoghurt. 
There  would  be  lamb,  prepared 
in  the  best  Mogul  tradition— with 
saffron,  cardamoms,  and  nutmeg. 
And  there  were  always  pickles 
called  water  pickles  because  the 
pickling  base  is  not  oil  or  vinegar 
but  water.  To  make  them,  green 
111  a  r  r  o  w  s  (small  summer 
s(piash),  turnips,  carrots,  or  wa- 
termelon rinds  are  blanched  or 
put  raw  into  a  large  earthenware 
container,  together  with  crushed 
mustard  seeds,  salt,  and,  of 
course,  water.  The  container  is 
lightly  covered,  and  the  pickle  is 
allowed  to  mature  for  one  to  two 
weeks.  Even  the  liquid  is  totally 
irresistible. 

Even  though  Delhi  is  just  one 
city,  it  is  the  capital  and  was, 
until  the  British  threw  them  out 
in  the  19th  century,  the  seat  of 
the  great  Mogul  emperors.  And 
it  was  in  their  royal  kitchens  that 
the  Delhi  cuisine  was  bom.  Be- 
cause of  Mogul  power  and  pres- 
tige, their  cuisine  was  then  aped, 
with  interesting  local  variations, 
in  the  courts  of  the  lesser  maha- 
rajahs,  rajahs,  generals,  and 
governors  scattered  across  the 
nation. 

The  Moguls  were  originally 
nomadic  Tartars  from  the  plains 
of  xMongolia.  They  were  so  un- 
used to  living  in  permanent  struc- 
tures that  the  first  palaces  they 
built  in  bidia  in  the  16th  and 
17th  centuries  resembled  gigan- 
tic tents  but  were  made  of  red 
sandstone  and  marble.  They 
were  also  unused  to  the  heat,  so 
they  immediately  set  about 
building  canals  everywhere— 
they  even  had  canals  goin" 
through  their  bedrooms!  They 
sent  runners  up  to  the  Himalayas 
to  bring  them  ice  for  their  drinks, 
and  in  the  summers  the  entire 
city— to  the  last  courtesan— 
mo\ed  up  to  the  royal  gardens 
in  the  cool  vale  of  Kashmir.  The 
country  they  admired  most  was 
Persia.  They  had  passed  it  on 
their  way  to  India  and  had  been 
awed   by   the   glitter  of   courtly 
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robes  and  tlic  (l(>lic;K\'  ol  tlic 
miniature  paiiitiii<i;s,  and  1)\'  the 
exquisite  food  tliev  liad  been 
served.  Much  of  it  tlie\'  intro- 
duced into  tlieir  own  courts, 
sending  off  to  Persia  and  Afghan- 
istan regularly  for  melons,  pome- 
granates, plums,  grapes,  dales, 
and  nuts.

The  experiences  that 
follow  are  all  highly  individual 
mixtures  of  money  and  marriage 
that  please  the  families  who 
worked  them  out.

Now,  wIumi 
diev're  not  home  in  their  snug 
house  on  the  Chinese  side  of  San 
I'rancisco's  \ob  Hill,  thc\"rc  ofl 
wandering  the  world  together. 
The\'  do  it  with  a  nest  egg,  asscm- 
l)Ied  with  hard  work  and  a  bit  of 
luck.  Mr.  Smith  was  an  insurance 
executive,  Mrs.  Smith  was  a  jour- 
nalist when  they  married.  For 
\-ears  they  li\ed  on  her  salar\'  and 
put  his  aside  for  investment.  "Wc 
l);)ug]it  a  tired-U)oking  house  for

Now,  briefh',  the\ 're  home 
where  their  pleasmes  are  inex- 
pensi\e.  "We're  lookers.  Basical- 
1\'  I'll  rather  go  and  look  at  really 
miuAcious  ISlh-centurv  lurni- 
lure.  which  1  li)\e,  in  a  museum 
where  I  don't  have  to  worry 
ibout  taking  care  of  it."  Mrs. 
Smith  does  some  free-lance  writ- 
ing and  he  has  taken  a  part-time 
job  for  a  while  because  of  infla- 
linn— ihe\-  won't  touch  their  capi- 
l.il— but  soon  they're  off  again.

Mrs.  Stcift  manages  famih/  and 
Inisiiu.ss  finances. 

Mone\'  is  a  wa\'  of  buying 
dreams  but  when  the\'  first  mar- 
ried. Bill  antl  Hanna  Swift  had 
no  idea  theirs  would  be  so  expen- 
si\e.  GradualK'  they  realized  they 
wanted  their  children  to  go  to 
college.  There  are  fi\e  children, 
and  their  income  put  them  out  of 
consideration     for    scholarships. 

Mr.  Swift,  the  self-educated 
son  of  innnigrant  parents  who  is 
now  on  the  board  of  the  local 
philharmonic  after  a  term  as 
town  super\isor  (equivalent  to 
nunor)  sa\s,  "There  were  no 
tricks.  We're  so  old-fashioned  in 
the  w  a\  we  handle  money  it's 
laughable.  N\  e  earn  it,  we  pa\- 
the  bills,  we  spend  it.  It  s  just  a 
matter  of  choosing  what  \()u 
want,  then  working  like  craz\'.  " 

Planning  began  with  a  general 
defensive  cut-back  in  expeu.ses  4 
years  before  the  oldest  girl  left. 
Ikit  the  Swifts  also  attacked.  Mrs. 
Swift,  a  trained  accountant  who 
liandles  the  books  for  business 
Old  household  finances— she  calls 
herself  a  liousewife— opened  a 
',iiil  shop.  "Truthfulh-,  with  the 
chikircn  older.  I  had  time  on  m\- 
hands.'   Mrs.  Sw  ill  savs. 

Il  was  and  is  .i  lamilv  elhirt. 
When  the  childrtu  are  home 
from  school  thev  work  h)r  their 
parents,  are  paid  regular  salaries, 
most  ol  which  goes  toward  their 
edu<ations.  "The  first  year  is  on 
us,"  says  Mr.  Swift.  "After  that. 


the\'  help."  One  son,  at  Colum- 
bia, drives  a  cab  part  time. 
Orarfff  and  ytarif  White. 
phifHivians  2  equal  incomes 
from  famihi  medical  corporation. 
Joint  checking  account;  2  large 
in.surance  policies;  joint  taxes;  2 
uills.  lie  pai/s  outside  household 
bills;  she  pays  inside  expenses. 

Both  of  the  two  busy  Doctors 
White  want  to  spend  their  time 
on  their  practices  and  their  chil- 
dren, not  on  financial  details.  - 
Both  ha\e  incomes  high  enough 
to  make  taxes  a  real  problem.  For 
them,  a  family  oqioration  is  a 
\er\'  sensible  thing. 

"Take  an  example,"  explains 
Dr.  Mai\-  \\hite.  "Say  a  doctor 
is  the  sole  proprietor  of  his  prac- 
tice and  after  expenses  he  has  an 
income  of  .$50,000  with  not  many 
deductions.  That  puts  him  in  a 
WW  high  tax  bracket.  If  he  in- 
c  )rp orates  himself  he  can  take, 
sa\-,  $40,000  as  salary  and  put 
SlO.OOt)  into  emplo\'er  contribu- 
tions to  profit-sharing  and  a  pen- 
sion fund.  With  that,  then,  he 
might  speculate  in  high-vield  tax- 
free  inxestments  that  he  couldn't 
ha\e  touched  before.  The  fund 
multiplies  oxer  the  vears;  he 
draws  on  it  at  retirement."  The 
doctor's  contributions  for  em- 
ployees match  his  own.  An  ac- 
countant handles  it  for  them. 

They  ha\e  a  special  small- 
corporation  situation:  They  are 
married,  which  means  thev  can 
a\()id  the  complicated  buy-and- 
sell  agreements  most  corporation 
co-owners  must  have.  "State  laws 
governing  corporations  vary, 
which  is  one  reason  vou  have  to 
get  a  good  lawyer  to  draw  it  up, ' 
Dr.  Mary  \Vhite  says.  "But 
theres  no  reason  why  anybody, 
self-emplo\ed  with  an  income 
o\er  -$50,000,  shouldn't  incor- 
porate. Our  salaries  ha\e  made 
om"  finances  a  lot  simpler."' 
.Xrnold  and  Suxan  Lodge, 
seli-em ployed  1  income,  his. 
Separate  checking  accounts;  1 
savings  account  (hers);  2  life  in- 
surance i)olicies;  joint  tax  returns; 
2  wills.  Mrs.  Lodge  manages  all 
famihj  and  business  finances. 

When  Arnold  Lodge,  a  busi- 
ness consultant,  left  his  safe 
salar\-  to  go  into  business  for  him- 
self, he  knew  it  was  a  risk.  To- 
gether, he  and  his  wife  have 
worked  out  a  system  that  mini- 
mizes dangers,  increases  freedom 
of  self-emplo\inent.  "Our  whole 
wa\-  of  handling  our  money 
changed, "  savs  .Mrs.  Lodge.  "At 
first  it  was  verx-  haid  to  separate 
jiersonal  and  business  expenses, 
income  was  erratic  and  we  had 
some  tight  money  times.  One  of 
our  first  decisions  was  to  do  away 
w  ith  the  joint  checking  account. " 


They  separated  accounts  bv  func- 
tion :  hers  for  household  expense, 
he  uses  his  for  business. 

Her  management  of  all  the 
finances  came  about  gradually. 
"We  don't  difFer  philosophically 
on  money,"  she  says,  "but  my 
judgment  is  more  conservative. 
Partly  I  took  it  on  because  I  had 
more  time— and  partly  it  was  to 
exercise  some  restraint  over  what 
happened.  Now,  he  puts  the  bills 
he  has  decided  should  be  paid 
into  a  folder  and  I  pay  them"— 
with  money  automatically  trans- 
ferred from  his  account  to  hers 
each  month— "and  I  think  it  has 
introduced  joint  responsibility 
into  our  money  matters.  We 
share  more  than  we  did  when 
e\er\'thing  was  lumped  to- 
gether." 

Molly  and  I'ltarles  Hoirard. 
inherited  money  and  a  ra- 
reer  2  incomes,  1  inherited,  1 
professional.  Separate  checking 
and  savings  accounts;  2  life  in- 
surance policies;  separate  tax  re- 
turns; 2  wills.  Dr.  Howard  pays 
the  household  expenses;  Mrs. 
Howard  the  big  extras. 

Two  incomes  are  not  always 
the  result  of  2  jobs.  Molly  How- 
ard had  inherited  money  when 
she  married  Charles,  a  dentist. 
"Right  from  the  beginning  there 
was  no  question  that  some  things 
were  mine,"  she  says.  "We've  al- 
ways had  separate  accounts.  If 
thev  weren't  separate,  I  don't 
think  the  marriage  would  have 
lasted.  I'm  terrible  at  math  and 
it  would  have  driven  Charles 
crazv.  I  call  the  bank  to  see  what 
I  have;  he  balances  things." 

There  is  enough  money  that  it 
needs  a  lot  of  care  and  attention. 
Mrs.  Howard  does  not  handle  it 
herself.  "I'd  prefer  to  pay  some- 
one to  take  care  of  it  rather  than 
to  lose  it  or  for  Charles  to  have 
to  spend  his  time  over  it.  He 
gixes  me  a  check  for  housekeep- 
ing every  month,  which  I  always 
sav  isn't  enough  for  food  and 
Kleenex  or  whatever.  I  buy  big 
extras.  We  charge  everything  we 
buv— we're  a  charging  family— so 
w^e  have  proof  of  exervthing." 

The  presence  of  money  frees 
a  famih'  to  choose  its  own  life- 
style. The  Hoxvards'  is  not  lavish. 
"The  children  go  to  public  school 
because  I  think  it's  better  for 
them.  But  we  added  onto  the 
house  perhaps  a  little  sooner  than 
xve  xvould  ha\e  otherwise.  I  pro- 
vide that  kind  of  extra." 

Monev  also  frees  Mrs.  Hoxvard 
for  volunteer  xvork  2  days  a  week. 
"It's  the  most  satisfjang  work  in 
the  world,  to  help  people  who 
otherwise  xvouldn't  get  help. 
With  inherited  money,  I  can  af- 
ford not  to  get  a  job."  ■

"Otherwise  confusion  in  the  cit\ 
is  compounded  hy  confusion  at 
tlie  other  end  in  the  country.  We 
each  have  a  jotting  pad  and  we 
make  lists  of  things  to  do,  cross- 
ing tliem  off  as  tliev  get  done.  I 
get  on  tlie  plione  at  work,  taking 
half  ;m  liour  of  nw  lunch  hour, 
.shutting  the  office  door  and  just 
speaking  to  people."  His  respmi- 
sihilities  include  the  hiring  (and 
firing)  oi  live-in  nursemaids  who 
look  after  their  children,  ("\\'e  \e 
always  preferred  this  arrange- 
ineiit  hecause  we  like  to  go  out 
together  in  the  evening  and  it 
makes  it  easier.  ")  organizing  all 
the  people  involved  in  reno\at- 
ing  the  country  house,  and  other 
things  like  arranging  for  carpets 
to  he  sent  awtiv  and  cleaned. 
Decorating,  choosing  and  l)u\'ing 
furniture,  ha\e  aluavs  heeii 
Sheila's  job.  E\ervthing  to  do 
with  food,  shopping, cooking, and 
entertaining  concerns  her.  too. 
("I  t;iki>  one  hour  once  a  week 
and  do  tlie  marketing  lor  both 
houses  so  we  don't  waste  time 
sli()|ipiiig  on  weekends.")  She  al- 
ways takes  both  children  to  the 
doctor  or  dentist  when  necessary 
"because  I  like  to  know  what's 
going  on."  Hut  has  her  nursemaid 
take  care  of  all  the  laundry,  plus 
the  children's  social  acti\ities. 
The  apartment  is  cleaned  by  an- 
other helper  once  a  week.  In  the 
c:)iinlrv,  she  zips  around  with  the 
vacuum  cleaner  herself  and  dusts 
on  Sunday  mornings,  liob  hap- 
pily shares  the  supervision  of  the 
children  on  weekends,  when 
their  nursemaid  takes  time  off,  if 
Sheila  has  a  rush  art  job  to  com- 
plete, and  always  takes  Fiona  to 
school  in  the  morning.  "Its  a 
good  chance  for  her  and  me  to 
have  a  little  chat.  I  feel  a  mother 
and  father  should  get  to  know 
their  children.  That's  part  of  en- 
joying life,  enjoying  the  family.' 
The  Ltthells  Ivad  Hvpuratv 
Hovial  liifM  "The  group  we  mix 
with  doesn't  expect  couples  to 
appear  in  pairs  inevitably,"  savs 
John  Lobell,  architect  and  pro- 
fessor at  the  Pratt  Institute,  Xew 
York.  "You  know  when  you're  in 
a  couple  you  are  a  unit  that  ex- 
cludes others,  people  feel  that 
they  can't  get  to  know  you  as 
well."  His  wife  Mirni,  also  an 
architect,  has  many  acli\itics  in 
which  he  never  gels  involved— a 
consciousness-raising  group  and 
work  lor  the  .Alliance  of  VVoineii 
ill  .Architecliire.  and  slie's  slarl^ 
iiig    an    office    with    some    other 


people  called  Women's  Archi- 
tectural Alternatives.  "Figure 
one  night  a  week  for  each,"  says 
Mimi,  "and  you  can  see  I  spend 
a  lot  of  time  out."  Together  at 
home  one  evening  they  are  out- 
lining their  marriage,  which  has 
spanned  seven  years,  while  Mimi 
macrames  and  John  drinks  after- 
dinner  coffee.  Both  in  their  early 
tliirties,  earning  the  same  sal- 
aries, neither's  career  is  subordi- 
nate to  the  other's.  And  just  as 
they  are  independent  of  each 
other  financially,  so  they  are  do- 
mestically and  socially.  "We 
think  a  couple  can  have  indepen- 
dent activities  without  destroying 
the  marriage, "  John  continues. 
"When  people  get  upset  about 
that  we  figure  out  that  they  have 
an  underlying  negative  definition 
of  marriage,  in  other  words,  mar- 
riage means  restriction,  jealousy, 
possession,  self-sacrifice.  And  if 
vou're  not  doing  any  of  those 
things  what  are  you  doing  being 
married?  Well,  we  say,  we're 
married  because  we  love  each 
other  and  want  to  spend  our  lives 
together  and  help  each  other  and 
we  like  each  other.  Our  marriage 
is  based  on  positive  values  rather 
than  negative  ones. 

"We  have  separate  studies  at 
home  and  carry  on  life  very  dif- 
ferently. I  go  to  bed  at  11  and  get 
up  at  8  and  cook  my  own  break- 
fast,"  John  continues.  "Mimi  of- 
ten stays  up  working  until  5  or  6 
in  the  morning  and  gets  up  at  1. 
She  rarely  cooks  dinner.  We  eat 
separately  or  we  go  out.  We  are 
not  into  a  diet  of  steak,  vegeta- 
bles, and  dessert.  So  the  kind  of 
cooking  I  do  doesn't  involve 
three  or  four  burners  going  at  one 
time.  1  might  make  some  trans- 
parent Chinese  noodles,  cut  up 
some  broccoli  and  mushrooms 
and  throw  them  in  the  pot  and 
that  s  dinner."  Mimi  carries  on: 
"1  like  to  cook  but  there's  just  not 
that  much  time  to  do  it.  About 
the  housework,  if  I'm  busy  and 
it's  not  getting  done,  he'll  do  it. 
Or  he'll  say,  I  don't  have  time, 
why  don't  you  clean  this  up.  If  I 
think  it's  fair  I'll  do  it,  if  not,  I'll 
let  it  go  and  renegotiate  later. 
There  are  no  stresses  or  strains 
over  tiiese  things.  There's  no  sys- 
tem of  habit.  I  think  we  believe 
in  iliaring  what  we  have  in  com- 
mon," she  adds,  "not  arbitrarily 
iorcing  each  other  to  share  what 
we  don't  have  in  common.  That 
sounds  very  simple,  but  I  think 
most  married  people  operate  un- 
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der    die    assumption    that    diey 
have  to  share  everything.  I  have 
friends  John  doesn't  care  to  meet  . 
and  John  has  friends  I  don't  fike,  I 
but  we  still  carry  on  seeing  them. 
I've  always  felt  if  I  want  to  go  off 
for  six  months  or  a  year  or  some- 
thing like   that,    I   could  and   it 
wouldn't  end  our  relationship.  I 
think  in    a   sense  being   free   to 
move  apart   keeps   us   together. 
Hut  also  we're  very  very  much* 
alike.  We're  very  close  intellec- 
tually and  emotionally.  We  w  ent 
to  the  same  architectural  school, 
have  the  same  attitude  toward 
architecture,  we  agree  on  polit- 
ical  opinions,   when   we  see   a 
movie,   we  generally  see  it   the 
same  way.

Sh< 
and    her    husband    Dr.    Reuber 
Roy,  a  psychiatrist,  live  in  New 
Orleans,    have    two    sons,    asec 
four  and  one.  "I've  thought  abou 
going  back  to  work  and  I've  hac 
many  offers  but  I'm  not  ready  fo: 
it  yet.  I  see  the  children  as  m\ 
job  now,  at  least  until  they're  ii 
school  full  time.  I  don't  want  t( 
miss  the  early  years  with  them. 
Heing  aware  of  the  boisterous  na' 
ture  of  two  small  boys  and  thi- 
repeliti\eiiess  of  child  care,  he 
husband  tries  hard  to  see  that  th 
raising  of  the  family  is   share( 
more    or    less    equally    betweei 
them.  Every  night  is  children' 
night— he  may  take  them  out  oi 
sports    trips,    butterfly    huntinj: 
give  them  a  swimming  or  bo.xin 
lesson— whatever  it  is  takes  thei 
out   of   Lolita's   orbit    and    givt 
her  .some  (juiet  moments  to  pr( 
pare  fliniier,  or  just  be  alone.  11 
may   be   first   up   at   6   to   niak^ 
breakfast  for  the  group,  "it  ik 
tind   Lolita   has   been   c()|)iiig  o 
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tlie  v\'eekeiid  I  feel  obligated  to 
let  her  nap  in  the  afternoon  if  she 
can.  When  Lolita  was  first  at 
home  I  used  to  envy  her  a  little, 
not  having  to  work,  plaving  a  lit- 
tle tennis  occasionally,  then  when 
I  took  on  the  task  of  feeding  the 
children  I  realized  what  an  un- 
easy job  she  had."  Giving  the 
children  the  free  run  of  their  4- 
bedroom  house,  thev  have  found 
they  need  help  to  keep  it  clean 
and  tidy.  "Reuben  is  a  creative 
person  more  than  a  domestic  per- 
son," says  Lolita,  who  manages 
all  the  shopping  and  cooking.  "If 
we  get  an  idea  for  the  house, 
bookcases  or  something  like  that, 
he  goes  off,  gets  the  lumber  and 
starts  out  right  away  and  likes  to 
finish  it  in  a  day."

Even  though  I 
was  out  of  a  job,  there  were  two 
things  I  didn't  intend  to  do,  take 
any  other  job  and  change  my  en- 
vironment. We  really  liked 
where  we  lived  here  by  the  sea 
and  we  didn't  want  to  give  up 
the  roots  we  had.  So  we  decided 
to  expand  the  play  school  that 
had  been  going  on  in  our  house 
in  a  rather  informal  way  during 
the  summer.'  Sue  Bentley  had 
started  the  project  with  fiv<>  chil- 
dren between  three  and  five,  two 
mornings  a  week  because  she 
wanted  to  do  something  usetul 
with  her  ten-year-old  daughter 
Larissa,  home  on  vacation.  Ray 
Bentley  goes  on:  "I  felt  Id  been 
bounced  around  in  the  coiporate 
world    enou<ih    and    I    couldn't 


stand  that  any  more.  I  wanted  to 
do  .something  really  genuine, 
something  on  mv  own.  riu- 
school  was  ready  for  us  to  ex- 
pand and  make  a  livinu;  ironi  it. 
Meanvyhile,  the  publishing  house 
agreed  to  keep  me  on  at  one-third 
pay  and  I  went  into  my  office  one 
day  a  week."  The  school  started 
out  in  just  one  room  of  the  Ik'ut- 
leys'  house  that  had  always  been 
a  playroom.  Gradually,  since  the\ 
have  taken  on  nineteen  pre- 
schoolers, it  has  moxed  into  the 
dining  room  and  now  spills  oxer 
to  the  adjoining  li\ing  room.

"If  we  had  more 
paid  help  we  don't  know  il  we 
could  make  a  go  of  it  economical- 
ly, but  it  is  strenuous  and  re- 
cjuircs  stamina, "  Sue  declares. 

All  the  Bentlevs  collaboratL  in 
the  house  and  garden.  Indoor 
chores  are  shared  around.  The 
two  children  load  and  unload  the 
dishwasher,  set  the  tables  for 
family  meals.  They  clean  their 
own  rooms  every  Saturday  morn- 
ing and  have  to  pass  an  inspec- 
tion before  recei\'ing  weekly 
pocket  money.  Ray  s|ilits  the 
vacuuming  with  Sue,  helps  put 
together  meals,  making  soujis  or 
appetizers.  If  any  redecorating  is 
plauTied,  they  do  the  painting 
them.selves.  Both  Bentleys  enjov 
the  closeness  their  new  workin;.; 
arrangement  has  brought  into 
their  family  life.  "It's  been  a 
wonderful  experience  lor  us  all.'

English  highboys  were  first  imported  to  America  about  1690-1700 
where  they  retained  their  p'lpnlarity  for  almost  100  years.

\^Tien  the  great  archaeologist  Heinrich  Schliemann 
unearthed  the  Golden  Treasure  of  Mycenae  he  made 
the  Greek  heritage  even  richer  than  it  already  was. 
Todav.  in  a  different  wav.  we  are  doing  the  same  thing, 
even  though — when  digging  for  the  treasures  of  our 
heritage — we  aren't  apt  to  find  much  underground 
except  shards  and  arrowheads.  But  there  is  a  new 
archaeologv  that  the  American  Revolution  Bicenten- 
nial in  \^  ashington  calls  Above  Ground,  and  "items 
found  in  trunks  and  attics  are  the  stuff  it  is  made  of." 
Tlie  finds  that  come  up  are  only  metaphorically  golden, 
but  they  have  as  much  to  do  with  our  heritage  as.  say. 
Mount  Vernon  and  Monticello.  A  great  old  quilt  is 
often  a  work  of  art.  So  is  a  beautiful  piece  of  silver  or 
an  armoire  i  the  kind  our  forebears  called  a  wardrobe) 
so  marvelously  unfancy  that  for  years  it  was  considered 
too  plain  and  too  unfashionable  for  anything  but  the 
tool  shed,  and  there  it  went. 

But   not    forever.    Time    changes    our    tastes,    and 
\mericana  is  now  as  highly  prized  and  as  hard 
tt)  come  by  as  rubies — and  not  too  figura- 
tively. As  we  approach  the  Bicenten- 
nial,   museums    are    hard    at 
work  garnering  these  old 
things  for  exhibitions  to 
celebrate  it.

Pam,  a  colorless,  odorless,  and  tasteless  liquid  vegetable 
substance,  comes  in  an  aerosol  can  and  when  sprayed  gener- 
ously on  a  tool  or  utensil,  it  renders  it  completely  stick-proof. 
If  Pam  is  applied  to  pans  before  cooking,  they  rinse  or  sponge 
clean  quickly.  It  can  be  used  on  any  kind  of  surface  including 
glass.  Another  great  use  for  it,  I've  found,  is  on  our  eggbeater 
— particularly  when  I'm  making  a  soufHe,  as  I  have  to  beat  the 
egg  yolks  first,  then  remove  every  speck  of  yolk  from  the  beater 
before  whipping  the  whites.  Pam  speeds  the  in-between  wash- 
ing enormously. 


No  one  likes  to  clean  a  pan  with  food  stuck  to  it.  My  children 
have  faced  malnutrition  because  I  can't  bear  to  wash  a  cereal 
pan.  and  Tom's  had  his  enthusiasm  for  outdoor  cooking  damp- 


Have  you  ever  heard  of  o  disposable  flashlight?  I  found  one 
in  a  specialty  shop — a  stubby  little  bright  yellow  plastic  flash- 
light that  fits  right  in  the  palm  of  my  hand  and  has  a  powerful 
tensor  beam.  I've  always  kept  a  flashlight  beside  my  bed  in 
case  of  a  power  failure,  and  the  new  ones  small  enough  to 
carry  in  my  purse,  so  I  keep  one  there,  too.

This  idea,  wliith  involves  caring  for  one- 
self, is  not  only  valid,  but  \ery  valuable  in 
many  ways.  "The  person  who  tries  to  satisfy 
his  own  needs  for  growth  is  responsive,  ful- 
filled, and  knows  how  to  relate  to  others,"  says 
j  Dr.  Milton  Mayeroff,  the  noted  philosopher, 

author  of  On  Caring:,  (Harper  &  I{ow)°.  WTiat 
are  ue  doing  when  we  attempt  to  bring  that 
hohday  feeling  into  365  days  of  the  year? 

It  is  an  outright  statement  that  we  care 
about  being  happy  and  making  others  around 
us  happy.  It  is  a  clean-cut  proclamation  that 
we  are  going  to  live  life  as  it  should  be  lived. 
with  feeling,  sensing  the  mimite,  doing  what 
we  want  to  do,  going  our  own  way,  living  in 
the  now,  being  aware  of  nature,  touching 
earth  with  bare  feet,  reveling  in  a  relaxed  way 
of  dressing,  entertaining  with  informality,  be- 
ing casual.  "It  need  not  be  the  richest  cultural 
life,"  .says  Dr.  Maxcrolf.  "But  in  a  distinctive 
sense  it  is  my  own  life,  one  rooted  in  my  own 
being.  No  significant  gap  exists  between  how 
I  live  my  life  and  how  I  should  be  living.  This 
results  in  a  harmoiii/ing  of  the  self  with  the 
world  that  is  deep-seated  and  enduring.  We 
feel  in  place,  instead  of  out  of  place."  WTien 
this  sort  of  caring  directs  life.  Dr.  Mayeroff 
goes  on,  a  certain  form  of  order  emerges.  "A 
simplification  takes  place,  we  are  responsive 
to  primary  needs.  .Such  ordering  requires 
giving  up  certain  things  and  activities.  Elimi- 
nating the  clutter. '  In  other  words,  paring 
down.  Putting  first  things  first.  Exactly  as  we 
do  in  our  holiday  location,  second  hou.se,  or 
wherever  it  is  we  go  to  seek  out  rest  and  re- 
laxation. "The  resulting  economy  makes  for 
depth  rather  than  shallowness  in  living,"  adds

comes  less  complicated,  important  connec- 
tions l)etween  events  are  more  easily  seen,  the 
significance  of  experiences  more  readily  comes 
home  to  us.

THE  CASUAL  LIFE 

Holiday  houses  at  the  sea,  on  islands,  in  the  mountains 
are  statements  of  dreams,  visions,  ideas, 
rellec lions  ot  who  we  want  to  be  and  how  we  want  to 
live.  First  houses  are  dictated  by  necessity,  located  where  work 
is.  Second  fiouses  exist  lor  pleasure,  for  sun  or  snow'  or  water, 
and  so  they  are  far  more  responsive  to  their  environments 
than  first  houses  are.  They  tend  to  let  the  outside  in.  They're 
far  less  realistic,  and  often  far  more  practical — less  furniture, 
surfaces  that  take  wear,  arrangements  for  easy  entertaining, 
space  for  friends.  A  first  house  may  sliow  us  as  we  want 
the  world  to  see  us;  a  second  house  is  a  chance  to  be 
our  private  selves.  A  fuimy  tiling,  people  with  second 
houses  find  that  the  lifestyle  they  evolve  there  can  be 
taken  back  to  the  first  house,  for  holidays  that  last  and  last. 

a  contemporary  farmhouse  designed 

with  a  new  sense  of 
space,  light,  and  nature 

Harold  Becker  is  a  director  and  producer  of  films.  This  is  the  living  room  of  the  house  where  he  and  his  wifr 
live  between  movies.  They  read  a  lot,  they  listen  to  music,  they  sit  with  friends  for  hours  around  that  big  fire 
place  and  talk.  They  look  out  of  windows  across  rolling  meadows  that  are  almost  dunes  toward  the  sea,  or 
over  landscape  that  seems  arranged  for  their  pleasure  in  seeing  it.  The  house  that  architect  Norman  Jaffe 
built  for  them  ^^  ^^  ^^-^:templative  house,  a  retreat,  a  place  to  have  ideas  in,  a  part  of  an  environment  Mr. 
Becker  feels  \.  teiy  about.  Everything  is  designed  to  blend  with  and  to  complement  the  landscape. 

All  materials  are  natural  ones,  a  lot  of  the  work  of  building  was  handwork.  "It  was  a  romance,"  remembers 
Mr.  Jaffe,  who  oversaw  all  the  construction,  "between  Mr.  Becker  and  the  land,  between  him  and  me  and 
the  carpenters."  And  it  remains  a  romantic  house.  Narrow  halls  and  low  door  lintels  preserve  a  sense  of  priv- 
acy, a  touch  of  age  and  tradition;  the  soaring  ceilings,  the  expanses  of  glass  provide  space  for  roving  mind 
On  sunny  days  light  pours  in.  When  it  rains,  a  faint  trace  of  woodsmoke  from  the  fireplace  scents  the  ait 
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With  its  ceiling  trusses,  steel  plates  and  boltb  all  plainly  visible,  ttie  airy  space  of  the  living  looin,  dbove,  seems  to 
mand  living  plants  and  bright  honest  colors.  The  comfortable  low-slung  furniture,  chair  and  ottomans  coverci 
sunny  brown  leather,  the  sofa  sand-beige  corded  wool,  is  strewn  with  pillows.  Cowhides  are  minimum  rugs  on  a 
1_  urethaned  to  withstand  wear  from  sandy  feet.  On  the  walls,  strong  paintings  in  primary  colors  by  local  artists  Roi 
Stein  (on  the  fireplace  wall)  and  John  Upper.  A  wide  low  bench  of  fir  runs  nearly  the  length  of  the  living  roon 
the  bottom  of  the  short  stairs  a  stone-paved  terrace-landing  meets  the  sea  meadow  on  its  own  level,  with  only  sli 
glass  doors  to  separate  them.  More  stairs,  almost  invisible  to  the  far  left,  above,  lead  down  to  the  gallery  that 
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the  sense  of  handwork  in  wood  and  stone 

"Traditional  lines  seem  not  to  jar  ttie  eye  in  a  landscape  as  full  of  history  as  Long  Island's,"  says  the  architect.  But 
I  his  inspiration  came  from  abroad,  a  ruined  farmhouse  he  had  once  seen  in  Ireland.  The  result,  with  pitched  roof? 
and  wide  chimney  line,  is  almost  classic,  a  house  at  home  anywhere  with  a  past,  with  moors  or  sea  or  desert.  A 
long  windowless  wall,  above,  shuts  off  the  road;  toward  the  sea  the  whole  house  opens  up,  left.  No  slick  surfaces, 
says  Mr.  Jaffe  in  a  joyous  summary  of  what  the  house  hasn't  got.  What  it  has  is  natural  and  very  simple:  wood  and 
[stone,  put  together  wherever  possible  by  hand,  and  glass  to  let  plenty  of  natural  light  play  in  constantly  changing 
i  patterns  over  the  wood  and  stone.  The  outside  walls  are  Delaware  River  Valley  round  stones  cut  to  fit  on  the  site  by 
mason  Philip  O'Brien.  The  cedar  shingles  are  handsplit.  The  exterior  wood,  untreated  spruce,  is  turning  silver-gray 
las  it  weathers.  Inside,  everywhere,  is  rough-sawn  Canadian  spruce  that  will  only  turn  more  golden  with  age.  The 
I  diagonal  boards  of  the  walls  repeat  the  roofline;  wide  thick  planks  around  the  doors  help  the  eye  to  stay  earth- 
bound.  Carpenter  Clyde  Pearsall  and  his  crew  handmade  all   the  closet   doors   and  all   the  kitchen  cabinets,   below. 
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ee-through  walls  to  sense  the  outdoors 

house  affords  a  lot  of  separate  spaces,  reflecting  Mr.  Becker's  convictions  on  individuality  and  his  respect  for  his  own  privacy 
I  that  of  the  two  nearly  grown  children.  Each  room  is  specific  and  practical,  and  plain  about  its  purpose.  The  kitchen  is  equipped 
gourmet  cooking  and  is  big  enough  to  eat  in,  but  there  is  also  a  formal  dining  room  left  below — if  a  huge  slab  of  warmly 
thered  marble  on  a  couple  of  salvaged  pedestals  can  be  called  formal — with  a  marble-topped  serving  shelf  jutting  from  the 
t  of  the  roof.  If  lunch  is  sandwiches  in  bathing  suits,  there's  a  rough-seated  balcony  outside  with  a  side  view  toward  the  sea. 
rooms  are  bedrooms,  with  not  much  more  than  beds  in  them.  The  studio,  with  eye-level  windows  and  room-width  desk,  is  clear- 
working  space.  In  the  recreation  room  right  below,  a  colorful  Persian  kilim  rug  on  the  floor  and  a  chance  to  put  one's  feet  up 
wicker  furniture  and  just  talk.  But  workable  as  the  house  is,  it  is  primarily  an  experience  in  imagination,  full  of  visual  images 
allusions  perceived  half-consciously.  The  deep-set  front  door  and  the  narrow  halls  carry  an  impression  of  stone  walls  three 
thick  around  them.  The  rooms,  so  neat  in  diagram,  have  that  quality  so  charming  in  old  randomly  built  houses:  They  are  a 
ht  surprise  when  you  come  upon  them,  you  hadn't  expected  them  quite  there.  Climbing  the  stairs  is  a  little  like  clambering  up 
)ugh  a  forgotten  tumble-down  castle.  But  happiest  surprise  of  all  is  the  master  bedroom,  above,  high  in  the  square  of  stone 
t  would  have  housed  an  enormous  chimney  in  a  traditional  house.  Insulated  from  the  rest  of  the  house  by  a  corridor  and  a 
r,  its  cut-away  ceiling  emphasized  by  the  diagonal  wood  of  the  walls  and  the  structural  beams,  it  is  a  snug  nest  in  a  cliff,  the 
open  to  reveal  the  sky.  Over  it,  opposite  page,  a  loft  for  daydreaming,  books  and  papers  incidental,  a  telephone  tucked  into  a 
corner  an  intrusion.  With  its  hemp  hammock  it  is  an  aerie  for  all  weathers,  a  lifeguard  tower  in  the  sun  overlooking  placid 
s,  the  pinnacle  of  a  lighthouse  in  which  to  ride  out  a  storm,  and  grandmother's  homey  attic — only  with  windows — when 
3S  are  gray  and  dreary  rain  slides  down  the  slanting  panes  of  glass.  For  building  mi'--  '-  -—'  '"■■'■■•nient,  see  page  128. 
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The  long  stretch  of  seawater  on  which  fashion  designer  Anne  Klein  and  her  husband,  Matthew  Rubinstein,  have  their 
holiday  house  is  wide  open  to  the  sun  and  also  to  the  September  storms  of  the  East  Coast — but  the  Rubinsteins  have 
a  certain  fondness  for  hurricanes:  Their  house  was  a  gift  of  one.  Once  the  top  of  a  three-story  mansion,  it  was  lifted  off 
and  deposited,  nearly  intact,  right  on  a  choice  beach  location,  "It's  a  unique  history,"  says  Miss  Klein.  "When  they  put 
it  back  together  they  left  out  a  lot  of  rooms  to  create  a  wonderfully  shaped  living  room,  a  45-by-35  foot  'L'  and  three 
nice  bedrooms."  For  nearly  twenty  years  it  has  been  a  weekend  oasis,  a  peaceful  refuge  from  the  quick-change  world 
of  fashion,  in  which  Miss  Klein's  assemblage  of  finds  from  her  world  travels  can  pile  up,  to  which  they  commute  by 
seaplane.  The  pool,  below,  went  in  about  four  years  ago  "for  me,"  she  says.  "I'm  not  a  real  surf  swimmer  but  I  love 
to  be  cooled  off  in  summer."  Even  the  view  is  cooling.  A  huge  white  canopy  lets  bathers  enjoy  it  without  broiling. 

The  deck  pavilion,  left  and  above,  is  the  real  center  of  summer  life.  There  are  fre 
quently  guests  although  the  Rubinsteins  don't  entertain  elaborately:  "We  used  to 
have  huge  birthday  parties  but  the  time  came  to  stop  that!  Now  it's  usually  six  or 
eight  or  ten  couples,  very  informally,  always  buffet,  mostly  lunch.  I  do  all  the  cook- 
ing." Guests  can  gather  under  the  canopy  even  when  it  rains.  They  tend  to  settle 
themselves  on  the  bright  cotton  cushions  topping  the  huge  U-shaped  storage  unit, 
above,  for  the  long  lazy  talks,  snacks,  and  snoozes  of  high  summer.  "It's  no  fun 
living  on  a  beach  in  a  grand  manner,  in  a  grand  house,"  says  Miss  Klein.  "It's  not 
like  a  city  apartment  where  you  get  slightly  hysterical  if  something  spills  on  an 
irreplaceable  antique  chest.  Here  you  can  put  your  feet  up  anywhere.  You  can  do 
anything.  It's  throw-away  furniture,  extremely  basic.  If  anything  happens  to  it,  you 
just  replace  it.  The  wicker  is  kept  outside  all  summer  and  just  repainted  every  year^ 
and  you  know  how  bad  that  is  for  wicker.  Behind  the  deck  little  things  are  planted, 
tomatoes  and  lettuce  and  peppers,  though  last  year  the  weather  was  so  bad  nothing 
grew  but  the  eggplant."  The  house  has  easy  informality,  gaiety,  and  the  kind  of 
seemingly  accidental  charm  that  friends  agree  is  "her."  Miss  Klein  does  all  the  deco- 
rating herself.  "The  taste  is  my  husband  and  me.  We  put  a  lot  of  ourselves  into  it 
and  we  are  two  people  with  very  definite  tastes,  which,  fortunately,  usually  agree."

Their  1930s 
house  was  patterned  on  an  ancestor's  dog-trot  cottage  that  made  the  most  of 
breeze  and  sunshine.  Updated  last  year,  it  puts  to  use  frontier  patchwork  and 
furniture  so  suited  to  pared-down  housekeeping  today.

shipshape  house  moored  on  a  hill 

Floating  like  a  great  ship  on  a  wooded  hilltop  on  Long  Island,  a  magical  house  used  as  an  all-year  retreat  from  the  city  reaches  out 
above  treetops  toward  the  nearby  bay,  the  ocean,  a  skyful  of  wheeling  birds.  After  years  of  living  in  city  apartments,  the  owners 
told  architect  Harry  Bates  they  wanted  "loads  of  sunlight."  Accordingly,  he  faced  every  major  room  southwest,  used  lots  of 
glass,  opened  most  rooms  on  to  a  huge  deck  that  thrusts  out  above  a  bank  of  meadow  grass,  wild  flowers.  Unexpectedly,  this 
totally  contemporary  house  has  a  link  with  the  past:  It  is  built  on  the  site  of  a  famous  1880s  summer  manor,  which  burned  down 
in  1929.  Ivy-cloaked  remnants  form  parts  of  the  present  garden,  giving  the  new  house  a  romantic,  turnnDf-the-century  setting. 


When  owners  took  ove^^ property,  abandoned  for  forty  years,  a  jungle  of  brambles  swarmed 
.everywhere.  Carefully  cutting  back,  they  discovered  parts  of  the  old  house  still  standing— 
b§autiful  iarick  garden  walls,  arched  foundations,  a  carriage  turn-around,  stone  columns— 
'4j(  of  which.they- lovingly  preserved  as  sculptures  and  enclosures,  shaping  the  garden  in 
aftd  arounfi  ttvemj  To  minimize  lawn  mowing  and  hold  soil  on  steep  slopes  around  house, 
they  pisinted,  wherever  possible,  instead  of  grass,  beach  plums,  pines,  blue  cedar,  lilacs, 
forsythia,  $zal6as,  junipers,  rhododendrons,  accented  with  pockets  of  violets,  narcissus.

Manv  people  seem  to  have  difficulty  plan- 
ning tim(%  because  they  regard  planning  as 
"thinking,"  which  all  too  often  translates 
into  "staring  into  space"  or  "da\  dreaming." 
I  have  concluded  it  is  much  better  to  con- 
ceive of  planning  as  "writing"  than  as  "think- 
ing." In  all  planning,  you  ( 1 )  make  a  list  and 
(2)  set  priorities.  All  items  on  a  list  are  not 
of  equal  value  and  this  is  something  many  of 
us  find  difficult  to  cope  with.  We  are  used  to 
compiling  lists,  for  shopping  for  example,  on 
which  everything  is  essential,  all  items  a 
"must."  Your  effective  time  use  must  start  by 
learning  the  ABC  priority  system.  Give  a 


letter  A  to  items  you  want  to  do  that  are  very 
important,  a  B  for  those  that  are  semi-im- 
portant, and  a  C  for  those  that  are  less  im- 
portant. The  whole  nature  of  the  homemak- 
ing  process,  )ou  will  discover,  is  the  C's,  the 
trix'ia,  or  the  things  that  are  less  important 
If  you  run  out  of  tomato  paste,  vou're  ir 
trouble.  If  there  are  weeds  in  the  Howe) 
beds,  vou're  in  trouble.  If  it's  important  t( 
have  an  unweeded  garden,  maybe  you  car 
get  someone  else  in  the  family  to  do  it 
Always  keep  in  mind  the  question:  "HomI 
terrible  would  it  be  if  I  didn't  do  this  C?'!

It  conserves  energy  by  cutting  down  on  inde- 
cision. It  generates  energ\'  through  habit,  the 
habit  of  expecting  to  make  phone  calls,  plan 
the  meals,  read  the  paper,  attend  a  class  or 
go  to  a  meeting  all  at  a  particular  time.  You 
can  also  block  verticalK'  down  the  appoint- 
ment book,  sa\'  reser\'ing  Wednesda\'  after- 
noon from  2-4  p.m.  One  husband  whose  \\'ife 
was  in  the  habit  of  accepting  man\-  dates  for 
them  to  go  out  and  wlio  felt  he  didn't  have 
enough  time  to  be  with  her  alone,  went 
through  the  calendar  and  wrote  "busy" 
alongside  all  the  Tuesday  nights.

my  niatc'iiuil  grandmoth- 
(  1 ,  \advezjda  Gregoriv- 
iKi  Bacli,  wa.s  the  one 
wlu)  made  .summertime  synony- 
nioii.s  with  picnic  time  to  me.  That 
first  memorable  picnic  was  spread 
l)efc)re  iis  in  a  pine-sceiited  wood 
of  the  foothills  just  above  tlie  town 
of  Tsing  Tao,  on  the  Shantung  Pe- 
ninsula, where  we  summered  on 
the  North  China  coast. 

The  still  vivid  memory  of  that 
afternoon  of  my  very  early  child- 
hood is  a  testament  to  the  perfectly 
prepared  and  really  elegantly  sim- 
ple dishes  that  came  forth  from  my 
graiidmothcr's  kitchen.  When  Ba- 
bushka spread  the  fare,  on  a  cloth- 
co\'cred  patch  of  the  floor  in  the 
piiu'  wood,  it  was  so  delicious  to 
look  at  and  to  smell  that  the  juices 
started  flowing  before  the  taste  of 
the  first  succulent  morsels  reached 
m\'  palate.  That  dav  we  had  gold- 
en, crisp-skinned,  herb-flavored 
chickens,  roasted  on  a  bed  of  thick 
onion  sHces,  which,  together  with 
the  herbs  in  the  l:)irds'  cavities,  had 
flavored  them.  We  had  IMtochki, 
too,  \ery  highly  seasoned,  minced 
beef  oval  patties,  bread-ci"umbed 
and  then  fried  until  they're  a  rich 
brown  and  puffed  up  by  the  juices 
ready  to  pop  their  crusts.  Also  we 
had  plainly  hard-boiled  eggs  in 
their  shells.  As  a  child,  shelling  a 
hard-boiled  egg  was  like  going  on 
an  adventure  and  finding  a  treas- 
ure at  the  end  of  the  hunt!  Actual- 
ly, when  you  really  think  of  those 
three  very  distinctly  different  tex- 
tures, as  well  as  the  uiii(|ue  taste 
of  each  of  the  inner  parts,  an  egg 
is  a  treasure  of  a  sort,  isn't  it?  As 
accompaniments  to  the  honey-col- 
ored, juicy  chickens,  deep  brown 
Hitochki,  and  white-shelled  eggs, 
we  had  bright  green,  iresh  cucum- 
ber pickles  called  .Malasolneyeh 
Agurtchiki,  little  cucumbers  in  a

strongly  dill-seiisoned,  mild  salt 
brine,  pickled  for  a  very  short  time, 
really,  as  little  as  twelve  to  twenty- 
four  hours.  In  addition,  we  had 
carrot-flecked,  caraway-flavored, 
naturally  fermented  sauerkraut.  V 
Both  of  these  pickles  came  from 
liabushka's  seemingly  bottomless 
magic  crocks,  kept  in  her  larder, 
which  she  always  had  going  with 
pickles  of  one  sort  or  another.  As 
a  background  to  all  of  these  de- 
licious things,  there  were  a  shiny 
loaf  of  black  bread  and  a  brown 
crusted  .sour  rye.  For  dessert,  fresh 
fruit  from  Cheefoo,  which  was  not 
veiy  far  away  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  Shantung  Peninsula.  In  my 
memory,  the  fruit  coming  from 
around  there  is  the  most  aromatic 
and  intensely  flavored  fresh  fruit 
I  have  ever  tasted.  The  juice  fairly 
burst  forth  from  the  huge  water- 
melon we  had  and  the  perfume  of 
those  Cheefoo  peaches  and  pears 
may  have  been  strengtliened  by 
my  memory,  but  I  don't  think  so. 
To  drink,  very  lemony  iced  tea 
which,  in  the  brewing,  had  had  a 
clove  added  to  the  tea  leaves. 

The  official  ending  of  that  pic- 
nic, as  well  as  many  others  in 
Tsing  Tao  summers  to  follow,  was 
the  gathering  of  wild  flowers  in  the 
woods.  The  most  prolific  of  them, 
in  late  summer,  was  a  lovely  yellow 
lily  ...  a  very  sweet-smelling  yel- 
low lily.  That  was  the  first  and 
most  memorable  of  very  many  pic- 
nics, and  summertime  has  meant 
picnic    time    to    me    since    then. 

My  Babushka's  legacy  to  me  in 
that  warming  memory  was  that 
what  could  have  been  a  fleeting 
pleasure  was  cast  in  permanence 
for  me  by  the  indelible  impressions 
made  on  almost  every  one  of  my 
senses  by  my  grandmother's 
thoughtful  preparations. 

Tiie  specialness  of  picnic  time 
is  that,  most  often,  it's  a  time  of 
freedom  for  fun,  enjoyably  shared 
among  people  who  feel  affection 
for  each  other  and  often  in  the 
midst  of  a  splendid  natural  setting. 
My  family  loves  picnics  and  we 
picnic  wherever  we  are.  One  sum- 
mer we  had  picnic  lunches  daily 
by  the  poolside  near  the  lab  at 
which  my  husband  spent  a  three- 
month  sabbatical. 

The  preparations  for  the  follow- 
ing picnic  can  all  be  made  the  dav

edna  Lewis's  caiamcl  cake 
lias  hc'cn  a  supcM-  popular 
dessert  since  she  ereatcd 
It  al)i)ut  twenty  vears  ago  for  tlie 
Cafe  N'ieliolson,  wliere  for  se\eral 
vears  slie  was  chef.  Tliis  liglit  ffnfiy 
l)uttcr  eake  with  its  brown  sugar 
icing  lias  lieen  craved  by  countless 
customers  and  friends.  "It  is  the 
easiest  thing  in  the  world  to  make," 
savs  Edna,  )•(^/(^  who  ser\cs  it  for 
dessert  after  lunch  or  dinner  or 
with  coffee  or  tea.  "Ice  cream  goes 
well  with  it,  too,  the  texture  and 
coolness  are  good  with  the  icing." 

Edna  Lewis  is  the  author  of 
The  Edna  Lctcis  Cookbook 
(Bobbs-Merrill)  and  is  now  work- 
ing on  a  hook  of  reflections  of  her 
\'irginia  childhood  and  the  food 
the\'  enjoved.  \ow  slie  guides 
tours  through  the  African  Hall  at 
the  Museum  of  Natural  ilistorv  as 
a  teaching  intern  and  finds  tim<> 
now  and  then  to  cater  parties  pri- 
\ately. 

"rh(>  cake  has  an  old-iashioned 
taste  that  people  realK"  like  now- 
ada\^s,"  savs  Edna,  who  wanted 
to  coat  it  with  something  a  little 
more  unusual  than  a  mundane 
chocolate  icing  and  came  up  witli 
this  caramel  glaze  made  from  a 
simpl(>  svrup  ol  brown  sugar  and 
w  aler  that  sets  on  the  cake  to  form 
a  delicious  stick\'  icing.  "I  thought 
that  il  I  made  it  stick\'  it  would  be 
more  interesting  and  everyone 
seems  to  lo\e  it.  The  glaze  will 
keep  well  for  an  hour  in  a  pan  and 
can  be  resoftencd  b\-  heating  and 
adding  a  little  more  water,"  says 
Edna,  wlio  suggests  it  is  best  to 
glaze  the  cake  just  half  an  hour 
before  you  serve  it.  The  cake  can 
be  made  a  dav  ahead  of  time  if 
it  is  stored  well  covered. 

"He  sure  eggs  and  milk  are  at 
rof)m  temperature,"  cautions  Edna. 
"If  you  add  cold  milk  it  might  sep- 
arate the  blended  butter  and  sugar, 
chilling  the  butter  into  tin\-  dots 
of  fat,  which  no  amount  of  stirring 
will  smooth  out;  and  it  also  results 
in  a  greasy  shine  on  the  cake  and 
iTiakes  it  a  l)it  tough." 

Edna  likes  to  make  the  cake  in 
a  rectangular  pan,  so  there  is  more 
surface  for  a  thicker  coating  of  the 
sugar  glaze,  but  you  can,  bv  add- 
ing a  little  more  flour,  make  a  more 
decorative  version  b\'  using  a 
Bundt  cake  pan.

"I  find  that  the  best  test  for 
donencss  is  to  listen  for  quiet  noi.ses 
in  the  cake;  listen  closely  as  they 
die  aw  a\'  in  the  last  few  minute.s  of 
cooking  time.

CARAMEL  CAKE 
Ingredients:  ii  cup  butter,  Di  cups 
sugar  (superfine),  Jj  teaspoon  salt, 
4  medium  to  large  eggs  ( 1  cup)  at 
room  temperature,  2  cups  sifted 
Hecker's  unbleached  flour  (3  cups 
for  12-inch  Hundt  pan) ,  %  cup  milk 
at  room  temperature,  1  teaspoon 
lemon  juice,  3  teaspoons  pure  va- 
nilla, 4  rounded  teaspoons  Hoval 
baking  powder  (5  teaspoons  for 
liundt  pan).

.Add  floin"  and  milk  to  mixture  be- 
ginning and  ending  with  flour 
(milk  sliould  be  added  in  3  parts). 
Stir  well  alter  each  addition.  He- 
tore  adding  last  addition  of  flour 
stir  in  lemon  juice  and  \anilla  and 
add  baking  powder  to  rest  of  flour. 
Mix  well  and  spoon  into  a  buttered 
and  flour-dusted  9-bv-9-by-I?4-incli 
cake  pan  or  12-inch  Hundt  pan. 
Hake  for  35  minutes.  If  a  Bundt 
pan  is  used,  bake  for  35  to  40  min- 
utes. Remove  cake  from  o\en,  un- 
mold,  and  place  on  a  rack.  When 
cool  (about  1  hour)  co\'er  with 
caramel  glaze. 

CARAMEL  GLAZE 
Ingredients:  1  packed  cup  of  dark 
brown  Domino  sugar,  5  table- 
spoons cold  water. 
Method:  Place  the  brown  sugar  in 
a  2-fjuart  saucepan,  add  the  water 
and  let  set  until  sugar  dissolves 
(about  4  or  5  minutes).  Set  pan 
over  medium  heat  and  cook  until 
the  soft  ball  stage  is  reached 
(about  5  minutes).  Test  by  drop- 
ping about  '/i  teaspoon  of  mixture 
in  a  saucer  of  cold  water,  if  it  forms 
a  soft  mass  remove  pan  from 
burner  and  set  in  a  pan  of  ice 
water  for  a  few  minutes  to  stop  the 
cooking.  Allow  to  cool  about  M 
hour  and  then  with  a  spatula  cover 
cake  with  glaze.

/ou  should  know  about- 
the  news  from 

New  Yorl<  State 


ith  tlie  price  of  imported 
wine  shooting  upward 
like  a  rocket,  propelled 
demand  and  devaluation,  now 
|puld  seem  to  he  the  time  to  huy 
lerican.  Although  the  best 
lerican  wines  are  not  inexpen- 
le,  they  still  don't  come  any- 
lere  near  the  cost  of  the  top 
jrdeaux  and  Burgundies,  and 
ill  California  and  New  York 
itc  produce  some  excellent  buys 
^  tJie  moderate  and  low  er  price 


While  California  still  has  tlic 
;.:,('st  share  of  the  wine  market, 
sc  to  75  percent.  New  York 
itc,  like  Avis,  is  trying  harder  to 
til  up.  Tlie  result  has  been  an 
,i/ing  and  praiseworthv  change 
ml  manv  new  and  luilamiliar 
i lies— in  the  wines  of  tiic  area 
III  the  Hudson  Hiver  N'allev,  just 
liour  from  New  York  City,  to 
I'inger  Lakes  region  near  the 
ii.idian  border,  where  the  huge 
lies  of  water  temper  the  harsh 
liter  climate.  Both  the  old-estab- 
icd  wineries  like  the  Big  Four 
the  Finger  Lakes— the  Tavlor 
ine  Companv,  its  subsidiary,  the 
;asant  Valley  Wine  C^ompanv, 
lid  Seal,  and  Widmer's— and  the 
)re  recent  small  ones— Benmarl, 
illy  Hill,  High  Tor,  Niagara  Falls 
ine  Cellar,  X'inilcra  Vineyards— 
!  conscious  of  the  need  to  experi- 
nt,  plant  new^  vineyards,  and  de- 
lop  their  own  style  of  wine  if 
3y  are  to  keep  pace  with  boom- 
California  and  the  evolving 
:te  of  the  wine-drinking  public. 
That  style  is  slowly  emerging,  as 
;w  York  vintners  concentrate  in- 
jasingly  on  new  varieties  of  hy- 
;d  grapes  developed  in  France 
crossing  the  European  viniferas 
th  native  American  vines  that 
hardy  and  resistant  to  cold, 
nifera  grapes  flourish  in  temper- 
California,  but  find  it  a  strug- 
3  in  New  York  State,  where  the 
nters  are  often  cruel  enough  to 
1  or  cripple  the  vines.  Some  vini- 
■a  grapes  are  grown  in  New 
■rk,  mostly  the  two  leading  white 
rieties,  Pinot  Chardonnav  and 
hannisberg  Riesling,  but  tlie 
Tcentage  is  relatively  small, 
aditionally,  the  grapes  that  have 
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by  Jose  Wilson 

fared  best  here  are  the  sturd\  na- 
tive \arieties  ol  the  Eastern  zone, 
tile  X'itis  lal)rusca,  with  their  dis- 
tinctixclv  "low"  tast(\  liea\ilv 
fruit\',  almost  perluined.  ('oncord, 
a  grape  that  will  tliri\c  just  about 
anywhere,  is  the  prime  example. 
"Foxy"  is  one  of  those  hard-to-de- 
finc  w  ortls  with  an  obscure  origin. 
Some  say  the  smell  of  the  wild 
grapes  attracted  foxes  and  so  the 
country  people  dubbed  them  fox 
grapes,  hence  foxy. 

Ollshoots  of  the  nati\e  labrusca 
grapes  abound,  but  no  more  tfian  a 
handlul  lia\e  survived  in  the  wine 
business,  notably  Catawba,  Dela- 
ware, Diamond,  Dutchess,  Elvira, 
hes,  Isabella,  and  Niagara.  Tlii' 
best  of  the  labrusca  grapes,  Di'la- 
ware,  Diamontl  and  Dutchess, 
make  pleasingly  Iresh  and  Iruitv 
white  wines.  Bv  general  consensus. 
New  York  State  is  primarily  white- 
wine  countrw  like  (iermanv  and 
Switzerland,  antl  has  always  iieen 
noted  more  for  its  champagnes  and 
white  w  ines  than  tor  reds. 

Bridging  the  gap  between  the 
old-style  labruscas  and  the  iMiro- 
pvixu  viniferas,  the  new  grape  \'a- 
ri(-ties  ha\e  been  responsible  lor 
the  exciting  new  cleveli)pments  in 
New  York  State  wines  that  have 
taken  place  only  within  llie  last 
decade. 

These  French-American  hy- 
brids, as  tlie\'  are  gencially  known 
(although  technically  all  wine 
grapes  are  hybrids,  or  a  cross  of 
varieties  to  get  a  iietter  strain) 
were  originally  dexclopetl  by  the 
iMcncli  hybridizers,  Mauiice  Baco, 
Louis  Seibel,  and  .Scv\  e-\  illard. 
some  as  long  ago  as  iSSO,  but  in 
France  they  are  prohibited  troni 
being  used  in  \\ines  from  the  (i)>- 
jX'Uatiott  conlrolrc  areas,  where 
everything  from  the  grapes  grown 
to  the  permissible  har\est  is  uiulcr 
strict  government  controls. 

So,  paradoxically,  it  is  in  .Ameri- 
ca that  these  French-born  migrants 
have  found  (heir  niche  and  their 
future,  thanks  to  the  pioneciing 
efforts  of  Philip  \\  agner,  own(  i  ^1 
Boordv  Vineyard  in  Maryland.  It 
was  he  who  introduced  the  h\'- 
brids  commercialK'  to  the  I'nited 
.States,  raises  them,  and  sells  the 


\ines  all  o\er  the  country  and  in 
Canada,  and  makes  from  them 
Americ.i  s  most  delighllul  countr\' 
w  ines.  His  \inlage  Boordy  Bed  and 
lioordv  W  lute,  \-oung,  clean,  fresh, 
and  fruity,  lia\e  often  been  de- 
scribed as  our  e([ui\alent  of  Beau- 
jolais  and  Muscadet.  \\'ithin  the 
last  two  years,  two  other  regional 
wineries  ha\e  been  established  bv 
Boordv,  in  association  with  Seneca 
foods  ('orporation,  one  at  Peiin 
Yan  in  .\ew  York  State,  and  one 
in  the  state  of  Washington,  where 
the  climate  is  ta\orable  lor  \ini- 
feras,  which  are  used,  w  ith  the  \\\- 
brids,  for  the  lioordy  wines.  II 
.America  becomes  not<'d  for  re- 
gional wines  and,  with  small  inde- 
pendent wineries  springing  up  all 
across  the  country,  that  dav  mav 
not  b(>  far  off,  Philip  Wagner  and 
his  wife,  [ocelvn,  can  take  most  of 
the  credit. 

The  hybrids  came  as  a  godsend 
to  New  York  State  vintners,  at  a 
time  when  they  were  hunting  for 
a  way  to  give  their  wines  moie  of 
the  European  characteristics,  and 
a  new  image.  C^harles  Fournier  of 
Gold  Seal,  and  Grevton  Tavlor  ol 
Pleasant  X'allev,  makers  of  Great 
Western  champagnes  and  still 
wines,  were  quick  to  plant  the 
hybrids.  At  a  luncheon  some  \cais 
ago  I  tasted  a  new  \\\\\v  from  (Jrcat 
Western,  simply  called  Vin  Blanc 


Sec,  which  had  lieen  made  with 
the  Inbrids,  and  was  pleasantK' 
surprised  b\  its  clean,  dr\'  fresh- 
ness. Sincf  then  a  lot  of  expeii- 
menting  has  been  going  on  and  the 
results  are  \('r\'  encouraging.  H\- 
brids,  according  to  wine  autliorit\' 
Alexis  Lichine,  nia\-  well  be  the 
\incs  of  the  future  l.,r  New  Yoik 
State. 

E\en  to  a  l-jnopean  |)alate, 
tliese  wines  are  eminentK  drink- 
able, and  gradually  the\  are  be- 
ginning to  (Miierge  under  their 
own  names,  instead  of  the  anoii\- 
mous  "Burgundy,"  "Sauteriie,  '  and 
"Chablis,"  wliich.  bearing  no  re- 
semblance to  their  illuslrious 
French  namesakes,  can  only  serve 
to  confuse  the  average;  wine  drink- 
er. More  and  more  vou  will  be  see- 
ing red  and  white  wines  from  New 
York  State  w  ith  unfamiliar  labels— 
Baco  Noir,  Chelois  Xoir,  Cascade, 
Colobel,  CMiancellor,  .Marechal 
Foch  among  the  reds;  in  the 
whites,  Aurora,  .Sey\al  Blanc, 
\Ciclelet  Blanc,  l-lxervone  seems  to 
agree  that  it  is  in  the  hybrids  that 
the  futuic  development  of  New 
^Ork  State  reds  lies.  These  wines 
iiave  a  character  and  cliarm  all 
their  own,  as  you  11  find  if  \'ou  try 
a  fOO  j^ercent  \arietal  Baco  or 
('I'.elois  .Noir.

equivalent  of  the  chateau  bottlmi; 
of  Bordeaux.)  His  vintage  Bully 
Hill  Red,  White,  and  Rose,  blends 
of  different  grapes,  and  100  per- 
cent varietals,  all  in  the  preniiun 
price  range,  are  now  sold  in  twen- 
ty-five states,  including  California. 
One  particularly  commendable 
practice,  which  more  wineries 
might  adopt,  is  the  listing  on  the 
back  label  of  the  grape  varieties 
in  the  blends.  Bully  Hill  Red  con- 
tains Baco  Noir,  Chelois  NoirJ 
Colobel,  Chancellor  Noir,  Mare- 
chal  Foch,  Rougeon  Noir,  and 
Cascade  Noir;  Bully  Hill  White 
has  three  varieties,  Aurora,  Seyval 
Blanc,  and  Delaware. 

Recently,  Dick  Vine,  formerlv 
Great  Western's  winemaker,  start- 
ed his  own  place,  Niagara  Falls 
Wine  Cellars,  in  Lewiston,  and  is 
currently  making  five  hybrid  varie- 
tal wines,  one  vinifera,  and  three 
labruscas.

Spring  flowering  bulbs  are  taking  their  summer  rest.  This 
means  you  can  pretty  much  forget  about  them  until  they  sprout 
again  next  spring.  If,  like  most  of  us,  you  leave  tulips  and 
daffodils  in  the  ground,  it  does  no  harm  at  all  to  plant  sum- 
mer-flowering things  on  top  of  them.  In  fact,  it  may  do  the 
bulbs  some  good.  Water  and  fertilizer  applied  to  the  summer 
flowering  plants  trickle  down  to  the  bulbs,  which  are  never 
completely  dormant,  and  help  them  build  up  food  reserves  for 
the  following  year.  We  tend  to  assume  that  bulbs  safely  tucked 
away  under  ground  can  take  care  of  themselves,  but  this  is 
not  always  true.  That  old  favorite  spring  bloomer,  the  crown 
imperial  (Fritillaria  imperialis),  for  example,  does  not  have  a 
protective  outer  coat  such  as  tulips  and  daffodils  have.  This 
means  that  the  bulbs  may  dry  out  and  lose  the  potential  for 
future  bloom  if  they  stand  for  weeks  on  end  in  hot,  dry  soil.  So 
don't  hesitate  to  apply  water  and  fertilizer  to  areas  where 
spring  bulbs  lie  dormant.  It  won't  hurt  and  may  even  do  good.

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We  hear  good  reports  ahottt  Dipcl.  This  is  a  preparation  of  Bacillus  thuringensis,  a  disease  that  is 
fatal  to  the  larvae  of  moths  and  butterflies  but  has  no  effect  on  people,  birds,  or  fish.  Those  of  us 
with  a  high  regard  for  bees  (cill  be  glad  to  know  that  they  are  not  affected  in  any  way  cither,  nor 
are  the  insects  that  naturally  prey  on  the  pests.  This  means  that  Dipel  can  be  used  on  food  crops  such  as 
tomatoes  and  cabbage.  Applied  as  a  spray,  it  goes  to  work  almost  imn\ediatehj  by  making  the  cabbage 
worms  and  what-havc-you  lose  their  appetites,  although  it  takes  a  few  days  for  them  to  curl  up  and  die.  It  also 
works  against  the  gypsy  moth  caterpillars  and  inchworms  that  defoliate  shade  trees  in  the  spring  and  the 
fall  welnvorms  that  make  such  unsightly  late  sun)nier  nests  in  trees.  Dipel  is  a  product  of  .\bbott  Labora- 
tories, North  Chicago,  111.,  60064,  and  is  available  at  garden  suj)ply  shops  and  nursery  sales  gardens.

The  leader 
fires  a  word  at  \  ou  and  \ou  say  the  first  word  that  springs  to 
your  mind.  Well,  it  has  been  mv  observation  that  this  diver- 
sion more  often  than  not  becomes  an  exercise  in  stereotypes 
when  ap|)lied  to  food  and  entertaining — bacon  and  eggs,  salt 
and  pepper,  guest  and  room,  orange  and  juice.  I'd  like  to 
stimulate  a  break-up  of  these  hackneyed  associations  in  order 
to  open  up  a  fresh  approach  to  food,  friends,  fun — new  ways 
for  new  fall  days: 

Company  for  dinner.  \^  hat's  your  picture?  Several  dif- 
ferent courses  being  served  and  removed  with  the  same  usual 
tedious  routine?  Try  again.  \^Tiy  not  have  the  first  course  in 
the  living  room  after  cocktails?  Perhaps  a  clam  juice  and 
cream  of  mushroom  soup  mixture  ladled  from  a  handsome 
tureen.  Or  seafood  coquilles.  shrimp  rolls,  or  a  large  platter 
of  antipasto.  Then  on  to  the  dining  room  for  the  main  course. 
For  the  dessert,  back  to  the  living  room,  or  even  a  sw  itch  to  the 
library  or  family  room,  and  lots  of  good  hot  coffee  and  an  as- 
sortment of  splendid  candies  or  bite-sized  pastries  or  both. 
This  all  makes  for  an  easy  way  to  keep  a  party  moving. 

As  for  ofter-dinner  coffee,  try  some  special  blends  to  get 
\()u  out  of  your  demitasse  rut.  Bigelow's  Cafe  Anisette,  their

Be  beau- 
tifully surprised  by  a  magnificent,  native  Gorgonzola,  sizable. 

splendid,  authentic There's  more  to  Italy  than  Parmesan — 

smoked  mozzarella.  looking  like  a  small  loaf  of  golden  bread, 
should  be  eaten  on  its  own  merits.  With  red  wine  and  for 
weight-sensitive  gourmets,  table  ricotta  is  very  good.  Pina  ri- 
cotla  made  from  whey  is  firm,  delicate,  almost  calorie  free. 
Is  store-bought  cheese  too  garlicky  ?  Make  your  ow  n  herbed 
cheese  with  creamed  cottage  cheese  and  cream  cheese,  and  em- 

])hasize  the  herbs  of  your  choice Forgo  the  usual  cheese  nut 

ball  once  in  a  while  and  marinate  cream  cheese  in  soy  sauce 
overnight.  Shape  and  roll  the  next  day  with  toasted  sesame 

seeds Canned  caponata  (eggplant  antipasto  I  blended  with 

cream  cheese  and  white  clam  sauce — a  dip  with  a  difference. 
W  hile  developing  a  broader,  cliche-free  culinary  vocabu- 
lary, you  might  as  well  get  out  of  the  starch  groove  too. 
Yorkshire  pudding  with  cold  meat  is  great  (save  and  freeze 
fat  from  a  previous  roast  for  the  making)  ....Couscous  cooked 
in  chicken  broth  with  bits  of  browned  onions  goes  beautifulK 
with  lamb  or  chicken.... That  grain-sized  pasta  orzo.  usual- 
ly used  in  soup,  is  an  interesting  substitute  in  taste  and  texture 
for  rice.  ...  Or  try  spoon  bread  and  fresh  ham.  .  .  .  Perfect 
with  pork  chops,  a  hominy  grit  souffle  rich  with  cheese.  .  .  . 
Instead   of   the   French   fries    with   steak,   use   garlic   grits.

FOR  YOUR  FAMILY'S  HEALTH 
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pplepie 
for  breakfast? 
Why  notr

When  nutrition  cpnsultant  Eloise  R.  Trescher,  R.D.,  tvrites  about 
lioic  to  eat  for  (iood  health  and  enjoy  doing  it,  she  draivs  on  more 
than  forty  years  of  professional  experience  and  on  her  personal  ex- 
perience  in  raising  a  family  and  running  not  one  but  two  houses. 
After  Mrs.  Trescher  graduated  from  the  University  of  Delaware 
with  a  Bachelor  of  Science  in  Food  and  Nutrition,  she  went  on  to 
further  study  at  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  in  Baltimore,  and,  in  1930, 
started  its  Nutrition  Clinic.  She  was  director  of  the  clinic — and. 
from  1941,  on  the  faculty  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  Medical 
School — until  1949  ivhen  she  left  to  go  into  private  practice.  She 
n  rote,  with  two  associates,  the  first  manual  of  Applied  Nutrition  for 
the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  and  has  been  a  consultant  for  sub- 
sequent editions.  A  trim,  vivacious  grandmother  of  six.  ivho  iveighs 
the  same  as  she  did  twenty-five  years  ago,  Mrs.  Trescher  begins  this 
series  for  House  &  (harden  as  she  begins  her  own  busy  day — ivith  a 
good  breakfast. 

Breakfast  should  be  an  event,  not  a  brief  encounter.  Studies  show 
that  children's  learning  improves  after  starting  the  day  with  a  good 
meal,  workers'  |)roductivity  increases.  Breakfast  helps  you  to  start 
the  da\  with  a  sense  of  well  being,  makes  you  alert,  responsive. 
Without  the  first  meal,  it  is  possible  but  improbable  that  you  will 
get  \our  daily  (|Uola  of  the  nutrients  you  require.  Breakfast  is  your 
best  beaut)  treatment.  Have  it  in  a  relaxed  way.  Feed  your  body  the 
nutrients  it  needs  to  supply  energy  for  your  early  hours.  The  nutri- 
ents go  through  the  digestive  and  the  metabolic  process  at  different 
rates  and  help  to  keep  one's  blood  sugar  sustained  throughout  the 
day.  These  nutrients — protein,  fats,  carbohydrates,  minerals,  vita- 
mins, plus  water — give  you  the  balanced  diet  necessary  to  maintain 
)  ()U  in  good  health. 

Each  nutrient  plays  an  important  role,  sometimes  several.  Protein, 
minerals,  and  water  build  and  repair  worn-out  tissues:  carbohy- 
drates, fats,  and  protein  supply  heat  and  energy:  while  water,  miner- 
als, and  vitamins  help  regulate  your  body  functions. 

What  is  a  good  breakfast?  Take  your  choice,  anything  you  like 
as  long  as  it  provides  one  fourth  to  one  third  of  your  day's  require- 
ments for  calories  and  protein  and  supplies  some  of  the  other  es- 
sential nutrients. 

A  good  breakfast  for  an  average  woman  may  consist  of  about 
400  to  500  calories.  The  woman  of  reference  on  whom  this  theory 
is  based  is  5  feet  4  inches.  The  recommended  calorie  count  for  a 
healthy  woman  eighteen  to  fifty-five  years  of  age  is  approximately 
2000  to  1850  calories  a  day.  This,  w  ith  a  reasonable  amount  of  ph\  s- 
ical  activity,  should  keep  her  at  her  desired  weight,  not  losing,  nor 
gaining.  ( From  the  age  of  eighteen  to  fifty-five  a  woman's  calorie 
span  varies  oidy  about  150  calories.)  When  a  woman  is  pregnant 
or  lactating  her  needs  are  greater.  As  one  grows  older  calorie  needs 
are  reduced.  In  general,  1700  calories  a  day  are  sufficient  for  a 
woman  from  the  age  of  fifty-five  to  seventy-five.

The  man  of  the  family  should  be  with  the  family,  too,  at  break- 
fast. Serve  your  husband  a  good  breakfast,  but  keep  in  mind  the  man 
of  reference  is  much  taller  and  broader  than  you,  and  so  needs 
proportionately  more  than  you. . 

To  start  the  day  a  good  breakfast  that  gives  you  one  fourth  of 
your  necessary  nutrients  might  be  a  serving  of  fruit  or  juice:  an 
ounce  of  either  meat,  cheese,  fish,  or  an  egg:  2  slices  of  toast  or  a 
bowl  of  cereal  1  or  1  piece  of  toast  and  a  smaller  helping  of  cereal  I  : 
14  to  1  cup  of  milk:  1  level  teaspoon  of  butter  or  margarine:  2  level 
teaspoons  of  jelly,  jam.  marmalade,  or  honey.  \ou  could  use  only 
1  teaspoon  of  jam  if  you  wanted  a  teaspoon  of  sugar  in  your  coffee. 
Coffee  and  tea.  alone,  are  free. 

Apple  pie  for  breakfast?  ^  hy  not.  Add  a  piece  of  cheese  and 
even  a  small  topping  of  ice  cream,  or  a  glass  of  milk.  It  may  seem 
like  a  dessert  to  some,  but  to  others  it  is  a  delicious  breakfast.  PM 
food  in  the  .AM  is  perfectly  fine  as  long  as  you  mix  your  nutrients 
and  see  that  they  keep  good  company. 

A  friend  of  mine  has  a  sixteen-year-old  son  who  has  suddenly 
declared  his  independence  at  breakfast.  He  makes  his  own.  His 
mother,  in  awe.  told  me  a  typical  breakfast — orange  juice,  roast  beef 
sandwich,  hot  oatmeal  willi  milk,  angel  cake.  Being  a  traditionalist, 
she  worries  about  this  ui     -  \ture.  But  this  young  man  is  prac- 

ticing good  nutrition.  His  breakfast  includes  protein,  fats,  calories, 
carbohydrates,  minerals,  and  \itamins.  Angel  cake,  for  instance,  is 
a  good  source  of  energy  with  egg  whites,  sugar,  and  flour.  Children 
■  f  all  ages  need  calories  for  energy,  and  this  boy  is  getting  his  share. 

Serve  breakfast  w  ith  a  flair,  a  matter  of  planning  and  priority.  An 
ttractive  setting  will  lure  your  family  to  the  table.  After  all,  sur- 
prises are  part  of  the  fun.  Set  the  table  the  night  before.  A  mother 
-liould  eat  iiith  her  family,  not  afterward.  Planning  makes  this 
[jDssible.  Being  with  them  as  a  mother,  not  the  cook,  is  important 
and  makes  cleaning  up  later  that  much  easier  and  is  time  sa\'ing 
for  the  mother. 

If  you  are  an  early  riser,  set  the  stage  then.  While  the  coffee  is 
percolating,  perk  up  the  table.  Use  lengths  of  bright-colored  fabric 
(  vou  only  have  to  hem  the  ends  I  as  tablecloths,  or  vary  the  setting 
with  place  mats,  scoops  of  color.  Change  the  scene  often.  Give 
varietv  to  the  eye  as  well  as  to  the  palate.  In  the  center  of  the  table 
put  a  fan  of  autumn  leaves,  a  pumpkin,  a  pyramid  of  golden  apples. 
A  table  set  with  imagination  will  help  make  breakfast  a  happy  meal 
and  not  just  a  hasty  one. 

As  vou  know,  an  adult  should  have  six  to  eight  glasses  of  water 
a  dav.  preferably  between  meals.  If  you  drink  one  to  two  glasses 
on  arising  it  will  activate  a  quiet  bowel  and  help  promote  a  satis- 
factory bowel  movement.  Plan  a  regular  time  for  this  important 
part  of  vour  hygiene — about  twent}  minutes  after  breakfast  is  the 
best  time.  Constipation  in  a  healthy  individual  is  usually  due  to 
irregular  habits  and  improper  diet.  If  you  experience  unusual  varia- 
tion in  your  bowel  habit,  consult  your  doctor  immediately. 

Manv  mothers  find  it  more  relaxed  and  more  comfortable  to  have 
the  familv  come  to  the  table  in  their  robes.  After  a  good  breakfast 
allow  enough  time  for  hygiene  and  dressing.  Having  children  or- 
ganize their  school  work  and  books  and  clothes  the  night  before  w  ill

help  avoid  the  morning  scramble,  the  accompanying  short  tempers, 
which  take  away  from  energy  gained  from  breakfast.  And  it's  a 
good  idea  to  keep  all  complaints  and  criticism  away  from  the  table. 
A  positive  atmosphere  at  breakfast  will  aid  digestion  whereas  airing 
family  differences  will  do  just  the  opposite. 

Breakfast  may.  be  small,  medium,  or  large.  But  breakfast  is  for 
every  member  of  the  family  every  morning.  Try  cottage  cheese  or 
yoghurt  with  raspberries,  blueberries,  or  stewed  apricots.  An  alter- 
native might  be  superb  jam.  such  as  Nantucket  Beach  Plum  presen  e 
or  guava  jelly — a  splendid  foil  for  the  blandness  of  yoghurt.  (No 
cooking  here,  please  note,  no  pans  to  wash.  J  Protein  and  fruit 
are  provided,  and  toast  or  crackers  should  be  included.  Protein  is  a 
natural  for  breakfast,  a  star  starter  to  give  energy.  It  also  helps  to 
offset  hunger.  Of  Greek  origin,  protein  means  "of  first  importance." 

Slice  into  an  excellent  source  of  double  vitamins  A  and  C,  the 
cantaloupe.  \^'edge  the  top  with  slices  of  lemon  and  lime  ( both  high 
in  ascorbic  acid ) .  Small  treats  work  large  wonders  at  breakfast.  Why 
not  plan  a  week  of  breakfasts,  giving  them  the  same  care  you  do  to 
planning  \our  weeklv  dinners?  And  post  them  in  the  kitchen  as  a 
reminder  and  encouragement  to  your  family,  giving  them  something 
to  look  forward  to  first  thing  in  the  morning. 

A  hearty  cold  breakfast  could  be  a  platter  of  thinly  sliced  ham 
and  cheese — Cheddar,  Swiss,  caraway — with  plenty  of  hot,  crispy 
toast,  crunch)  rolls.  Put  all  this  on  a  lazy  Susan  and  let  everyone 
make  his  own,  a  smorgasbord  breakfast.  Have  a  variety  of  jams 
and  jellies — ginger  marmalade,  Damson  plum,  blackberry,  crab 
apple.  Pitchers  of  juice  and  milk  round  out  the  meal.  Afterward  you 
can  wraj)  up  the  ham  and  cheese  not  eaten  for  another  easy,  quick, 
nutritious  breakfast. 

Cocoa  is  a  wonderful  camouflage  for  milk.  But  this  time  try  evap- 
orated milk.  This  cocoa  is  different,  and  the  children  love  it!  You 
can  make  up  large  amounts,  keep  it  in  the  refrigerator  and  reheat 
for  breakfast.  (.A.  child  should  have  three  to  four  cups  of  milk  a 
day.  adults,  at  least  two  cups.  I 

COCOA  RECIPE 
In  a  saucepan  put  V4  cup  cocoa  and  1  3  cup  sugar,  mix  thoroughly. 

Add  r- 1  cup  water.  Bring  to  a  boil.  Add  13-ounce  can  evaporated 
milk  and  heat.  Serve  with  a  dash  of  vanilla.  Makes  three  generous 
cups.

On  the  weekends  breakfast  may  be  later  and  larger  .  .  .  kidne\ 
stevx  and  waffles,  corn  beef  hash  with  poached  egg,  scrapple  with 
broiled  apple  rings,  a  galaxy  of  omelettes,  creamed  chipped  beef  on 
English  muffins  ...  If  you  are  looking  for  a  way  to  make  a  white 
sauce  without  butter,  perhaps  for  your  chipped  beef,  try  this.

ike  so  many  historic  shrines.  Van  Cortlandt 
House  Museum  in  Van  Cortlandt  Park  in 
New  York  City  has  had  its  ups  and  downs. 
Buill  in  1748  by  Frederick  Van  Cortlandt, 
il  served  as  a  country  mansion  for  that 
jieiitleman  and  his  descendants  for  almost 
1.50  >ears.  Ge<M<ie  Washinjiton  slept  there  (where 
(lid  he  not?  I  when  the  house  was  his  headquarters, 
and  somewhat  later,  the  Duke  of  Clarence,  afterward 
Kitiii  William  IV.  and  Admiral  Robert  Digby  dined 
so  sumpluousK  as  guests  of  Augustus  Van  Cortlandt 
that,  in  aijpieciation.  tlie\  presented  their  host  with 
a  pair  of  carxed  teakwood  vultures  captured  from  a 
.Sjjanish  privateer.  The  birds,  if  a  curious  choice, 
are  still  extant,  still  handsome. 

Those  were  the  great  davs.  Then,  in  IHJi'J.  the 
Cit\  of  New  York  purchased  the  property  for  a  pub- 
lic ])ark.  and  the  house  became  a  police  barracks 
(thus  does  glorv  pass  I  and  knew  grandeur  no  more 
until  I<)')6.  when  it  was  placed  in  the  cuslod)  of  the 
National  Society  of  Colonial  Dames  in  the  Stale  of 
New  York.  For  a  year,  that  indefatigable  group 
worked  at  restoring  ami  refurbishing  the  house  (a 
task  that  still  continues  I  and  opened  it  to  the  public 
as  a  museimi  on  May  27tli.  1{''^7.  To  this  dav .  the 
house  is  luaintained  b\  llie  Dames,  although  the 
exterior  and  grounds  are  tended  by  New  York  Citv . 
Not  at  all  ostentatious,  \et  stateK.  tlie  house  shows 
both  English  and  Dutch  influences  in  its  architecture.

I'm  told  that  this  picture  is  a  lithopam  . 

What  does   this  mean?   Are  they  hard   to 
find?  S.O.S. — Lacuna  Beach,  Cal. 

Lithopanes,  with  their  sentimental  pictures, 
were  intended  to  han«:  as  transparencies  in 
windows.  Made  of  unglazed  porcelain,  they 
were  molded  on  the  leverse  side  with  a  pic- 
torial subject  in  intaglio  to  give  the  appearance  of  a  low  relief  when 
light  shines  through.  Introduced  at  Meissen  in  1828,  they  appeared 
about  the  same  time  at  the  Roval  Porcelain  Manufactory  at  Berlin. 
Lithopanes  from  important  factories  are  far  from  plentiful  today.

A  GARDENER  SPEAKS  HIS  MIND

ittumn  planting 
for  gardeners 
u^thout  total  recall 


HV  WILLIAM  B.  HAKKIS 


Long  ago  I  planted  a  vegetable 
garden  every  spring,  and  it  was 
several  years  before  I  didn't  ha\e 
to  look  up  tbe  proper  planting 
depth  of  the  different  seeds. 
Perennials,  trees,  and  shrubs 
don't  go  wrong,  generally,  if 
planted  a  bit  deeper  than  they 
were  in  the  nursery,  for  they  end 
up  at  tlicir  original  depths  after 
the  soil  settles  in  their  new  loca- 
tions. Hut  a  few  have  their  own 
stern  ideas  about  how  much 
earth  they  re(juire  over  their  not- 
so-comelv  crowns.  Planting  time 
is  also  a  factor,  particularly  with 
bull)s— and  so  is  irrigation.  It 
tuins  out  that  plants  that  are  best 
moved,  thinned,  or  bought  for 
fall  planting  seem  to  have  more 
special  cultural  recjuirements 
than  others.  What  follows  is  a 
short  reminder  manual  for  han- 
dling such  plants. 

Hut  hold  on  a  minute.  What 
about  this  business  of  putting 
\alnable  plants  in  the  ground  in 
the  fall?  \\']iat  cliance  does  any 
plant,  except  a  bulb,  have  against 
winter?  I  once  thought  they 
didn't  have  a  prayer.  And  I  could 
prove  it  to  mv  nin-servman,  for  I 
got  about  a  10  percent  survival 
rate.  So  far  as  I  was  concerned  it 
was  the  fault  of  his  plants,  if,  as 
he  said,  it  was  not  the  winter's.  I 
had  turned  out  to  be  a  far  better 
than  average  customer,  and  it 
was  this  generous  buying,  I  dis- 
covered later,  that  caused  him  to 
give  me  small  credits  each  spring 
on  mv  "winter  losses."  But  he  got 
fed  up  after  a  while.  "Mr.  Plar- 
ris, "  he  said  one  spring,  before  I 
could  even  greet  him,  "you  have 
lost  nearly  every  plant  you  put 
in  last  fall."  That  was  true,  but 
how  did  he  know?  "The  reason 
you  lost  tliem  was  that  vou  didn't 
arrive  here  until  late  October. 
Your  plants  made  little  or  no 
root-growth  before  hard  frost. 
Surely  you  don't  expect  a  plant 
vou  treat  like  that  to  live  through 
the  winter."  I  was  mortified. 

Very  late  planting  in  such  a 
cold  zone  as  No.  4  (minus  20°), 
although  a  principal  cause  of 
winter  loss,  is  not  the  only  one. 


If  plants  are  not  kept  damp  after 
planting,  they  cannot  possibly 
develop  roots  during  a  dry  spell 
and  winter  will  kill  them.  And 
any  perennial,  established  or 
new,  must  have  snow-cover  over 
winter  or  protection  to  keep  roots 
from  heaving  during  unseason- 
able thaws.  Plant  losses  from  fall 
planting  are  little  different  from 
those  one  suffers  in  spring,  from 
lack  of  water  or  from  heat  that 
causes  plants  to  grow  tops  faster 
tlian  they  can  grow  the  roots  to 
support  them.  Spring,  of  course, 
is  the  time  man  likes  to  watch 
plants  grow— by  fall  he's  jaded, 
and  if  a  plant  can't  be  seen  grow- 
ing actively  it  is  hard  to  believe 
the  roots  are  growing  below 
ground.  I  am  always  baffled  by 
gardeners  who  look  down  their 
noses  at  plants  (perennials, 
shrubs,  or  trees)  that  have  been 
grown  in  containers  during  the 
season  and  look  like  the  devil 
come  fall.  Tliev  want  no  part  of 
the  unsightly  things.  These  plants 
are  tired-looking  only  because 
they  are  moving  into  dormancy 
at  a  bit  faster  rate  than  the  same 
material  in  the  ground.  But  their 
roots,  already  growing  as  roots 
should  grow,  will  continue  to 
spread  when  taken  out  of  the 
container  and  should  do  very 
well  indeed  when  the  sun  warms 
them  in  the  spring.  Now  back  to 
plants  that  do  not  respond  to 
ordinary  culture. 

Madonna  Lilij  (Lilium  candi- 
diim).  This  fine  plant  should  be 
bought  or  dehvered  by  late  Au- 
gust or  very  early  September." 
It  has  its  own  strict  planting  rule. 
Plant  the  bulb  in  a  good  garden 
loam,  and  place,  as  exactly  as 
possible,  1  inch  of  soil  over  its 
top.  A  Madonna  must  produce  a 
nice  buncli  of  green  leaves  be- 
fore deep  frost  or  it  will  not  sur- 
vive. To  grow  this  topknot  of 
green,  the  bulb  must  be  kept

iJlic.s  (Lilium).  None  of  the 
manv  other  \'arietics  ol  lilies  need 
spi'cial  planting  cimsideration.  If 
the  tops  of  their  bulbs  are  cov- 
ered with  i  inches  of  earth,  you 
are  in  the  ball  park.  .\  lew  care- 
fnlK'  built  catalogues  do  provide 
dillerent  planting  depths  lor 
some  \arieties  and  it  would  be 
well  to  follow  them.  Manx'  gar- 
deners do  not  realize  that  lilv 
bulbs  never  Iiave  a  dormant 
period  like  dallodils  and  tnlijis. 
So  the\'  are  not  harvested  until 
their  growth  slows  late  in  lall, 
which  means  tliat  lilv  bulbs  are 
alwavs  the  last  bulbs  to  arrive. 
Put  them  in  the  ground  without 
tlelav;  thev  eagc-rlv  throw  new 
roots— and  keep  growing  them 
until  frozen  solid.  Thev  again 
start  root  growth  in  the  spring 
long  before  their  spikes  sliow, 
IJlium  is   a   vciv  hardv  race  of 


usually  frozen  a  bit  before  the 
bulbs  arrive.  If  necessary,  dig  up 
an  inch  or  more  of  frost,  then 
plant.  Thev  will  make  small  roots 
until  completely  frozen.  Most 
plants  are  unhappv  when  out  of 
the  earth;  lilies  are  miserable. 
Lilies  are  affected  by  various  vi- 
ruses, but  most  are  brought  to 
the  plants  bv  aphids.  Stjnashing 
works,  but  lilacklcaf  40  is  a  lot 
more  eflecti\e  and  easier. 

Oriciilal  Popjyics  (Papavcr 
Oiiciitalc).  These  flambovant 
beauties,  particularly  if  vou  can 
find  vaiieties  with  stout  stems, 
vv  ill  give  a  sensational  flash  to  the 
garden  in  June.  \'igorous  roots 
are  6  to  8  inches  long  with  fat 
crowns— and  very  brittle.  So  dig 
deepiv  and  place  the  crown  3 
inches  below  the  surface  of  the 
ground.  Poppies,  too,  must  pro- 
duce lea\es  before  frost,  so  keep 
them  damp.  You  should  liave 
roots  in  hand  the  latter  part  of 
August  or  earlv  September.  If  a 
poppv  has  not  done  well  in  the 
"arden  and  vou  tliink  it  needs  a 


better  location,  move  it,  but 
never  nio\e  a  vigorous  grower— 
an  Oriental  is  a  tap-root  plant 
and  will  be  resentful. 

Iris  (Bearded).  Late  August 
and  earlv  September  are  the 
times  to  have  these  deservedly 
popular  roots  (rhizomes)  in 
hand  vv  hen  vou  are  getting  new 
\arieties.  Planting  depth  is  criti- 
cal. Try  to  recall  how  vou  think  a 
fully  loaded  tanker  looks  as  it 
rides  the  seas.  Its  awash,  and 
awash  with  earth  is  the  wav  an 
iris  root  .should  look,  lightly  cov- 
ered, and  held  in  place  with  a 
few  of  its  long  stringy  roots 
pressed  securely  into  the  ground. 
The  green  leaves  left  on  the  root 
i)V  the  grower  are  called  a  "fan" 
hecause  they  look  like  one;  point 
it  outward  in  the  group,  for  new 
growth  will  move  from  it,  out- 
ward. If  your  bed  needs  trans- 
planting (over  four  years  old), 
dig  soon  after  flowering  in  late 
June,  discard  the  dead  rhizomes, 
let  the  newly  cut  ones  cure  in 
the  sun  for  a  few  hours,  then  re- 
plant fat  di\isions.  Digging  this 
earlv   makes   the  job   far  easier. 


for  the  rhizomes  will  not  have 
started  rooting. 

In  June,  a  pleasant  voung  cou- 
ple questioned  me  about  our  Iris 
border.  "Why  didn't  all  the  plants 
bloom?"  the  girl  asked.  I  told 
her  that  it  was  a  first-vear  plant- 
ing and  that  only  about  40  per- 
cent of  the  plants  could  be  ex- 
pected to  show  flowers;  it  should 
be  sensational  in  its  second  and 
third  years,  I  added.  The  couple 
had  a  small  Iris  border,  not  good, 
and  it  was  three  years  old.  I 
asked  if  the  plants  had  been 
sprayed  in  early  spring.  She  said, 
"I  do  not  use,  nor  do  I  permit  the 
use,  of  spray  materials."  She  was 
haughty.  "Well,"  I  said,  "borers 
got  your  iris."  I  have  never 
known  an  iris  that  was  unable  to 
attract  a  borer,  but  she  insisted 
hers  liad  none.  In  a  moment  she 
said,  "Fred,  inavbe  that's  the 
reason  those  two  that  were  so 
lovely  last  year  ...  I  haven't 
seen  them."  She  added,  "Fred,  I 
shall  not  use  an  insecticide.  You 
do  it.  Ask  the  man  what  he  uses." 
The  man  said,  "Cygon.  W'hen

spring  grow  til  is  about  I'A  iiiclies, 
then  twice  again  at  two-week  in- 
tervals." He  made  notes. 

Daffodils  (Narcissus).  Planting 
ileptli  ol  liicse  great  spring  bulbs 
isn't  critical— witli  4  to  7  inches  of 
soil  on  top  ol  the  bulb,  self-prop- 
agation is  good;  deeper  planting 
keejis  them  from  spreading  fast. 
A  half  handful  of  i)onemeal  plus 
a  heaping  tal)lespoon  of  sewage 
sludge  (Milor^aiiilc)  mixed  thor- 
oughly in  the  bottom  of  the  h.ole 
helps  keep  them  xigorous  over  a 
long  period.  But  planting  time  is 
important,  \-ery  much  so.  Get 
diem  in  die  tironnd  before  other 


bulbs,  or  blooms  will  appear  next 
spring  on  verv  short  stems.  Daffo- 
dils must  produce  roots  before 
hea\v  frost;  if  not,  thev  ha\e  a 
good  chance  of  dying.  Thi.s  hap- 
pened to  me  when  I  first  started 
and  I  blamed  the  bulbs.  With  re- 
ceipt in  hand  I  returned  to  the 
then-famous  Xew  York  bulb 
house  that  sold  them  to  me  and 
made  mv  claim.  I  h.ad  bought 
tliem  on  \o\ember  8  and  plant- 
ed them  the  next  weekend.  I  told 
where.  'Thev  never  had  a 
chance,"  the  manajier  said. 

Colcliictiiii,     Winter    Aconite 
(Erantliis),  and  Snouclrojis  (Ga- 


hintlnis).  These  three  loxelv 
spring-flowering  bulbs  are  not 
seen  in  just  every  cold-climate 
garden,  for  they,  too,  require 
earlv  planting.  \'erv  earlv— ahead 
of  daffodils.  Thev  in\ariablv  ar- 
ri\e  with  other  bulbs,  although 
most  dealers  do  send  Colchicum 
earlier,  for  otherwise  thev  will 
bloom  in  the  bag.  (This  is  also 
true  of  fall-Howering  crocus.)  If 
vou  li\e  in  the  north,  tr\'  to  find 
a  dealer  who  imports  these  bidbs 
ahead  of  daffodils  and  tulips. 
There  are  several. 

Tulips  (Tulipa).  Six-inch  holes 
take  care  of  planting  depth,  but

if  mice  are  a  problem,  put  them 
10-  to  12-inches  deep.  Onlv  a 
\ery  hungry  and  industrious 
mouse  will  tunnel  that  deep. 
Those  who  plant  tulips  in  bare 
borders  well  removed  from  stone 
walls  and  free  from  trash,  rarely 
have  trouble  with  mice.  To  get 
the  best  results  from  tulips,  plant 
them  just  before  hard  frost.  They 
must  not  make  roots  of  any  con- 
sequence in  the  fall,  otherwise 
the  bud  may  mo\'e  up,  e\'en  poke 
its  point  through  the  bulb,  and 
if  this  happens  one  either  doesn't 
get  blooms  or  they  are  scrubby. 
Tulips,  of  course,  are  delivered 
with  the  rest  of  the  fall  bulb  or- 
der. Open  the  bags  and  store 
them  in  a  location  where  the  tem- 
perature is  uidikelv  to  rise  abo\-e 
70°  during  Indian  summer 
weather.  If  thev  stay  above  that 
temperature  for  long,  blooms 
can  be  as  small  as  one-third  prop- 
er size. 

Herbaceous  and  Tree  Peonies 
(Paeonia).  Both  of  these  reward- 
ing plants  have  critical  planting 
depths.  Herbaceous  \arieties 
ha\e  large,  fleshy  roots  whose 
eyes  (small,  red,  soft,  elongated 
buttons)  should  be  planted  IJ2 
inches  below  the  surface,  as  ex- 
actly as  possible.  Deep  planting 
keeps  them  from  flowering  for 
several  years.  Much  has  been 
written  about  planting  herba- 
ceous peonies  in  very  earlv  fall, 
but  I  have  not  found  this  neces- 
sary. They  are  really  easv-going 
fellows;  mound  earth  or  e\er- 
green  boughs  over  those  planted 
in  late  October.  They  grow.  No 
protection  is  required  after  the 
first  winter.  In  the  spring  spray 
them  with  benomvl  (see  June 
House  &  GardcTi)  a  couple  of 
times  while  growth  is  soft— fun- 
gus all  too  often  knocks  down 
these  tender  new  shoots. 

Tree  Peonies,  winch  grow  in- 
to delightful,  large  bushes  after 
seven  or  eight  years,  have  an 
e\en  more  critical  planting  depth 
—the  graft  must  go  7  inches  be- 
low the  surface.  This  means  a 
very  deep  hole,  for  the  main  root 
is  so  brittle  it  snaps  when  bent 
ever  so  genth'.  If  you  ha\'e  to 
dig  into  liardpaTi,  find  another 
loc;ition  w  ith  dccjier  soil,  loi'  an\' 
entrance  into  liartfpan  means 
that  a  bowl  is  made  lliat  will  not 
drain.  So  the  precious  plant 
drowns.  It  must  be  protected  the 
first  winter,  but  not  later.  ■

Lately,  colors,  particularly  eye  colors,  have  been  as  direct  and 
unsympathetic  as  a  sock  in  the  eye.  Now  they  are  moving  over 
more  to  eye  contact  action — eye  to  eye.  The  old  assertive  state- 
ments are  quieting  down,  warming  up,  undergoing  a  butterfly 
transformation  into  a  kind  of  glimmery,  misty,  mysterious  eva- 
siveness. Persuasive  is  the  word  now.  Not  pow — no  mystery 
whatsoever  in  that.  Color  is  encouraging  a  lot  of  lively  moods 
now  .  .  .  the  deep  naturals  of  woods  and  lakes  and  glens  .  .  .  such 
amusing  little  playfulness  as  diamond  twinkles  for  the  corner  of 
the  eye  .  .  .  pale  colors  trembling  with  a  rainbow  opalescence. 
Basically,  these  are  The  Not  Trying  Too  Hard  Colors  .  .  . 

The  Face  we'll  see  now  is  never  going  to  be  pulled  ahead  of 
itself  by  an  obvious  coat  of  make-up  or  a  dark  mouth  that  won't 
quit  or  with  colors  that  are  bad  timing  ( PM  shades  in  the  AM) . 
This  is  the  face  that  won't  be  saying  Me-Me-Me  but  rather  Over 
to  \ou.  It's  The  Communicating  Face. 

TO  FORGET  NOW  .  .  .  Those  eyelids  that  we've  seen  too  much 
of,  put  on  at  an  early  hour  with  a  heavy  hand  .  .  .  Big  helpings  of 
explosive  color,  usually  turquoise,  don't  really  mean  anything 
but  often  create  a  most  hostile  impression.  Pablo  Manzoni,  Eliz- 
abeth Arden's  color  classicist,  asks  "What  are  they  doing,  those 
two  birds  sitting  there,  flown  in  from  nowhere  with  nothing  to 
say?"  And  he  adds  "Haven't  you  noticed  that  trying  too  hard 
may  lead  to  defeat?" 

TO  BEAR  IN  MIND  .  .  .  A  whole  range  of  living  colors  for 
the  eyes — faivny,  tawny,  pebbly,  slaty  blues,  and  all  the 
deep  greens  that  spring  from  the  foresVs  ferny  floor. 
(JSot  seductive?  It  might  interest  you  to  know  that  An- 
drew Marvel,  inho  wrote  one  of  the  most  famous  of  all 
love  poems  which  begins  ''''Had  you  but  world  enough 
and  time,''^  felt  green  to  be  '"''the  most  amorous  of  all 
colors.^'' ) 

TO  FORGET  NOW  .  .  .  Any  foundation  that  transplants  your 
face  into  a  far  stronger  color  country  than  its  own.  Nicholas  of 
Charles  of  the  Ritz,  a  naturally  inclined  color  director,  thinks 
pinks  and  blends  them  with  infinite  discretion  along  the  jawline. 

TO  BEAR  IN  MIND  .  •  .  ISever  plunge  in  and  start  pushing 
your  make-up  around  on  your  face  before  you  knoiv  pre- 
cisely what  color  you  wfmt  it  to  be.  ISicholas  tvould  like 
you  to  blend  a  bit  of  color  moisturizer  with  a  light  foun- 
dation on  the  back  of  your  hand  until  it  looks  something 
like  your  own  skin.  Then  he  thinks  you  should  put  it  on, 
never  dotting  skin,  forehead,  cheeks  as  of  old.  But,  as  he 
says,  '■''start  directly  on  one  area,  use  up  what  you  have, 
then  you'll  never  wind  up  with  an  overdose  of  color.'''' 

TO  FORGET  NOW  .  .  .  Anything  that  you  question  the  good 
taste  of — such  as  too  much  make-up  in  the  morning,  eye  make-up 
plus  cheek  color  plus  lipstick.  Instinctively  you  might  not  wear

Off*  to  take  care  of 
silvet\  silver-gilt^ 
gold  and  pettier 

BY  LOLI^E  ADE  ES€»4iiB<:it 
editor's  NOTE:  Many  of  the  readers  ivho  write  to  the  "Questions  & 
Answers:  Antiques"  column- in  House  &  Garden  (page  24)  ask 
Louise  Ade  Soger  for  advice  on  the  care  and  restoration  of  their 
citerished  antiques  as  well  as  for  information  on  their  origin.  Mrs. 
Boger,  like  most  antiques  experts,  feels  that  major  repairs  and 
restoration  should  only  he  done  by  trained  specialists,  but  that 
with  proper  day-to-day  care,  conditions  requiring  skilled — and 
expensive — refurbishing  can  be  prevented.  For  this  reason  she  in- 
cludes some  advice  on  the  basic  care  of  antiques — from  which  she 
has  adapted  this  column — in  her  preface  to  House  &  Garden's 
Atiti(]iies:  Questions  &  Answers.  (Simon  and  Schuster  $9.95),  a 
new  book  to  be  published  in  October  compiled  from  six  years  of 
columns.  As  applicable  to  contemporary  pieces  as  to  antiques,  her 
lips  on  the  care  of  sitter,  silver-gilt,  gold,  and  pewter  begin  a  new 
series  of  expert  advice  on  how  to  take  care  of  your  household  and 
its  furnishings  and  equipment,  old,  new,  decorative,  ulililarian. 

All  your  silver,  the  pieces  you  use  every  day  and  those  you  use  less 
frequently  and  store,  should  be  inspected  rej^ularly  and  cleaned  as 
needed  with  an  approved,  standard  polish  or  paste  that  will  in  no 
wa)  be  harmful.  Essentially,  the  formula  for  good  silver  polish  has 
changed  little  over  the  past  two-hundred  years.  It  is  generally  com- 
])ounded  of  some  kind  of  abrasive  chalk  dissolved  in  an  alcohol 
solution.  Naturally,  the  coarser  the  abrasive,  the  more  superb  the 
luster — but  the  more  damaging  it  will  be  as  well.  In  a  word,  use 
the  least  abrasive  jjolish  possible. 

Silver  should  ne\er  be  left  to  tarnish  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is 
necessary  to  have  it  buffed,  for  buffing  alters  the  entire  outer  sur- 
face and  ruins  the  natural  patina.  Then,  too,  the  marks  may  be 
obliterated.  \^  hen  storing  silver,  it  is  prudent  to  wrap  each  piece 
in  an  anti-tarnish  flannel  bag,  which  will  serve  as  a  means  of  pro- 
lection.  If  silver  is  displayed  in  a  glazed  cupboard  or  cabinet,  a 
small  cake  of  refined  camphor  placed  inside  the  case  will  help 
retard  tarnish.  One  way  to  prevent  tarnish  from  building  up  on 
the  surface  of  silver  is  to  w  ash  it  often :  use  soap  and  w  arm  water, 
rinse  thoroughly,  and  dry  with  a  soft  cloth.  If  the  water  in  your 
vicinity  is  full  of  minerals,  distilled  water  is  suggested.  Detergents, 
either  for  dishwashers  or  for  washing  dishes  by  hand,  should  not 
be  used,  for  many  contain  phosphorus  or  sulfur  compounds,  which 
may  cause  unsightly  staining. 

Another  sound  strategy  for  tarnish  prevention  is  to  keep  silver 
from  contact  with  its  household  enemies:  mustard,  eggs,  and  any- 
thing containing  sulfur:  rubber  including  rubber  bands  and  latex 
paints:  citrus  fruits,  vinegar,  and  salt.  Salt  corrodes  silver  badly. 
For  this  reason,  silver  salt  cellars  should  be  emptied  after  each 
use  and.  together  uith  their  spoons,  washed  thoroughlv.  Gilt  salts 
are  safe  until  the  gilding  wears  off.  Even  the  imi)er(eptible  salts 
left  by  perspiration  on  your  hands  can  cause  unsighth  pitting, 
cspeciall)  if  silver  is  left  in  storage  for  a  period.  To  prevent  this, 
many  collectors  and  curators  wear  gloves  whenever  they  handle 
silver.  If  the  corrosion  is  a  mild  case,  then  jeweler's  rouge  is  ef'

fective;  otherwise  it  requires  the  work  of  a  silversmith.  Bruises  and 
dents  shoukl  be  hammered  out  only  b\  a  skilled  craftsman  who 
knows  how  much  stress  the  metal  can  take.  Ornament  is  best 
cleaned  with  ammonia  and  French  chalk — gentlv  brushed  into  the 
crevices  if  there  are  intricate  surfaces,  and  then  rubbed  brisklv 
with  a  soft  cloth.  Certain  new  liquid  cleaners  are  safe  provided  the 
directions  are  followed  exactly  and  the  silver  is  thoroughly  rinsed 
and  dried.  They  possess  the  advantage  of  speed  and  avoid  abrasion. 
For  additional  information,  most  silver  manufacturers  offer  very 
good  booklets  on  basic  silver  care.  For  a  detailed  discussion  of  the 
special  problems  that  can  arise  in  the  preservation  of  antique  silver, 
there  is  an  excellent  chapter  in  Martha  Gandy  Fales"s  Early  Ameri- 
can Silver,  For  The  Cautious  Collector,  (Funk  &  Wagnalls,  1970). 

No  one  has  ever  come  forth  with  better  instructions  for  the  care 
of  silver-gilt  than  the  great  English  silversmidi  Paul  de  Lamerie 
(1688-1751)  :  '"Clean  it  now  and  then  with  onlv  warm  water  and 
soap  with  a  sponge,  and  then  wash  it  with  clean  water,  and  drv  it 
very  well  with  a  soft  linen  cloth,  and  keep  it  in  a  dry  place  for  the 
damp  will  spoil  it."  According  to  French  authorities,  white  wine 
or  champagne  may  be  used  in  place  of  water.  Always  avoid  an\ 
sort  of  abrasive  powder,  strong  detergent,  or  a  brush. 

Gold  can  be  washed  with  good  results  in  a  weak  solution  of 
liquid  ammonia  or  other  detergent  and  polished  with  a  soft  cloth. 
Gold  is  softer  than  silver  and  requires  very  gentle  handling. 

Pewter  is  considerably  softer  than  silver,  and  for  this  reason  is 
more  readily  bent,  dented,  or  scratched.  To  clean  pewter,  wash  it 
in  water  and  a  little  washing-up  liquid,  rinse,  and  wipe  dry  with  a 
soft  cloth.  To  restore  the  original  luster  after  lengthy  use,  one 
pewter  dealer,  the  late  Harry  Hirsch,  who  w  as  generally  considered 
America's  foremost  authority  in  the  field,  cleaned  his  pewter  in 
an  enameled  basin  or  bowl  hlled  with  a  solution  of  lye  and  water 
(one-half  can  of  lye  and  five  gallons  of  \vater,  thoroughly  mixed) . 
The  solution  must  cover  tlie  pewter  to  at  least  1  inch  above  the  top: 
if  any  part  of  the  pewter  is  exposed  above  the  solution,  it  acquires 
a  stain  that  can  never  be  removed.  The  pewter  can  soak  in  the 
solution  several  hours  or  several  days.  When  working  with  lye  it 
is  very  important  always  to  wear  rubber  gloves.  If  the  pewter  is 
not  pitted  or  corroded — when  it  is  commonly  called  "sick  pewter" 
— it  will  probably  be  clean  in  one  or  two  hours.  Remove,  rinse,  and 
dry  thoroughly.  Then  rub  with  quadruple-aught  (0000)  steel  wool. 
For  best  results  when  cleaning  a  round  article,  rub  around  it.  not 
up  and  down. 

If  the  pewter  is  sick,  it  must  remain  in  the  solution  until  all  the 
corrosion  has  been  eaten  away.  Depending  upon  tlie  seriousness 
of  the  corrosion,  the  holes  that  will  result  may  or  may  not  go  all 
tlie  w  av  through.  The  holes  may  range  from  pinpoint  to  thumb  size. 
The  latter  is  relatively  uncommon.  The  question  of  whether  or  not 
to  solder  the  holes  depends  upon  use  and  value.  The  soldering  must 
be  done  by  a  skilled  workman,  and  the  cost  may  be  greater  than 
the  value  of  the  piece.  If  a  piece  of  sick  pewter  is  put  with  healthy 
pewter,  the  latter  will  in  time — perhaps  two  or  three  years — be- 
come sick,  as  this  disease  is  contagious.  For  example,  if  a  sick 
pewter  plate  is  stacked  with  healthy  pewter  plates,  the  latter  will 
in  time  catch  the  disease.  After  pewter  is  polished  it  will  not  all 
have  the  same  degree  of  brightness  and  luster,  for  modern  pewter 
with  a  high  lead  content  was  originally  more  dull  and  dark  in 
appearance;  it  will  always  look  bluish.  ■

The  former  merely  illustrates  outstanding  quilts  of 
the  19th  and  20th  centuries.  The  Saflord/Bishop  book  treats  various 
quilts  of  the  18th  century  to  the  present,  not  only  showing  them 
but  also  describing  and  discussing  the  merits  of  each  briefly. 

For  people  who  like  to  make  their  own  clothing,  Random  House 
has  a  new,  comprehensive  series  of  "Golden  Hands"  books;  The 
Complete  Book  of  Dressmaking  ($10)  ;  Knitting;  Crochet;  Em- 
broidery (each  $4.95 j.  Additions  to  the  series  will  appear  from 
time  to  time. 

H  you  want  to  get  into  handcrafts  and  are  not  sure  just  where 
your  "genius"  lies,  pour  over  the  hefty  volume  2  of  the  Woodstock 
Craftsman's  Manual  (Praeger,  $10  hardbound,  $4.95  paperback), 
which  covers  such  diverse  delights  as  sandalmaking,  patchwork  and 
applique,  quilting,  stained  glass,  woodblocking — it  even  tells  you 
how  to  make  your  own  Indian  tepee,  if  that's  your  fancy,  or  how  to 
compose  a  song  if  Euterpe  seems  to  be  your  only  muse.  This  help- 
ful book  was  "provoked,"  according  to  the  publisher,  by  Jean 
Young. 

It  may  be  hard  to  put  your  mind  to  it  during  these  humid  sum- 
mer days,  but  many  of  the  projects  in  any  of  these  books  would 
make  great  Christmas  presents — and  now's  the  time  to  get  started! 
l>o-it-vuurself  indoors.  Minor  repairs  these  days  may  be  synony- 
mous with  major  expenses — not  to  mention  frayed  nerves  while 
you  sweat  out  the  inevitable  long  wait  for  an  available  repairman. 
You'll  be  surprised  how  many  of  these  tasks — both  repairs  and  im- 
provements— you  can  do  yourself,  using  books  that  give  clear-as- 
crystal  instructions,  leave  nothing  to  the  imagination,  and  define 
terms  in  layman's  language.  Four  excellent  books  have  come  our 
way  lately,  each  with  its  own  merits,  so  look  through  each  carefully 
and  choose  the  one  that  seems  most  suitable  for  you :  The  Reader's 
Digest  Complete  Do-it-yourself  Manual  (Norton,  $15.95)  offers 
over  2,555  photographs,  drawings,  and  diagrams,  many  of  them  in 
color,  and  covers  just  about  anything  you  may  ever  want  done  to 
both  the  inside  and  exterior  of  your  house.  Particularly  helpful  for 
tlie  neophyte  is  a  long  section  on  tools,  fully  illustrated  so  you  know 
what  they  look  like,  what  they  are  used  for,  and  how  to  use  them.  In 
all,  this  is  probably  the  most  comprehensive — and  comprehensible 
— do-it-yourself  book  we've  seen  in  a  long  time.  The  Complete  Home 
Handyman's  Guide,  edited  by  Hubbard  Cobb  (Crowell,  $7.95)  is 
another  all-encompassing  guide  to  home  repair  covering  carpentry 
and  building,  wiring  and  appliances,  plumbing,  painting,  furniture 
care — the  works.  W ally's  Workshop  (Simon  and  Schuster,  $7.95) 
is  the  latest  manual  by  Wally  Bruner,  who  is  well-known  for  his  TV 
handyman  program.  While  it  doesn't  deal  with  as  many  projects  i 
as  the  two  previously  mentioned  books,  tliose  it  does  tackle,  and  ^ 
there  are  many,  are  handled  beautifully  and — a  real  bonus — the 
book  is  written  with  informality  and  a  great  deal  of  humor,  unusual 
on  this  how-to  circuit.  The  Family  Handyman  Home  Improvement 
Book  (Scribners,  $14.95)  is  less  a  repair  manual  than  a  book  of 
instructions  for  projects  you  can  work  at  to  enhance  your  house — 
adding  space  to  rooms,  turning  your  basement  into  a  family  fun 
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A  beautiful  bathroom 
has  never  been  easier  to  have.

room,  creating  storage  space,  building  patios,  and  the  like.  Most 
of  this  is  not,  perhaps,  for  the  amateur  to  tackle,  but  anyone  handy 
with  tools  and  a  little  practical  experience  can  follow  the  di- 
rections without  trouble. 

If  you  are  a  rank  amateur  when  it  comes  to  tools  and  carpentry, 
before  you  do  anything  else,  get  a  copy  of  The  Illustrated  Encyclo- 
pedia of  Carpentry  &  Woodworking  Tools,  Terms  &  Materials  by 
Stanley  Schuler  (Random  House,  paperback  $1,951,  which  is  just 
what  the  title  says  it  is.  Even  if  you  know  what  a  puttv  knife  or  a 
jack  screw  is,  but  still  think  a  rabbit  joint  is  the  place  where  Harvey 
does  his  drinking,  you  better  bone  up  with  this  splendid,  concise 
reference  book. 

Fun  in  the  kitehon.  Like  Tenn)  son's  brook,  the  flow  of  cook- 
books goes  on  forever — and,  by  and  large,  the  format  is  pretty  well 
cut  and  dried.  However,  there  are  two  new  offbeat  ones  worth  in- 
vestigating, and  both  are  great  fun  to  read  even  if  )ou  never  go 
near  your  kitchen.  Pearl's  Kitchen  (Harcourt  Brace  Jovanovich, 
$6.95)  is  the  multitalented  Pearl  Bailey's  paean  to  cooking,  good 
plain  food,  and  her  kitchen — her  place  of  refuge  and  favorite  room 
in  the  whole  world.  It  is  full  of  delightful  reminiscences,  tips  on 
how  to  treat  family  and  guests  at  dinneitime,  and  many,  many  of 
Pearlie  Mae's  favorite  recipes.  (To  taste  some  of  this  honey,  see 
page  137.)  It  must  be  admitted  that  some  of  the  recipes  are  a  little 
offhand  and  vague — typical  of  the  hilarious  character  Miss  Bailey 
creates  on  stage — but  you  can  follow  them  and  adapt  them  to  your 
own  needs. 

The  Nero  Wolfe  Cook  Book  (Viking,  $7.95)  offers  more  than 
225  tested  recipes,  each  based  on  the  ingredients  of  a  meal  men- 
tioned in  one  of  Rex  Stout's  popular  Nero  Wolfe  whodunit  series. 
The  froth  to  this  heady  brew  is  the  excerpts  from  the  various  books 
that  introduce  each  recipe  and  the  comments  by  Mr.  Stout  about 
Wolfe's  lifestyle.  Since  Wolfe,  as  sureh  e\ery  mystery-book  de- 
votee knows,  is  the  ne  plus  ultra  of  gourmets,  you  can  be  sure  that 
some  of  the  recipes  are  pretty  fancy  and  futi  to  try. 

Cookbook  freaks  should  add  to  their  collection  The  Original 
Fannie  Farmer  Cook  Book  (  Hugh  Hauter  Leven  Assoc;  distributed 
by  Crown,  $8.95).  This  is  an  exact  facsimile  of  the  1896  Boston 
Cooking-School  Cook  Book — perhaps  the  most  famous  of  its  kind 
ever  published.  It  even  has  the  original  handwritten  corre(;tioiis 
and  additions  in  it.  Since  practically  eveiy  cook  in  America  has 
been  exposed  to  Fannie  Farmer  at  one  lime  or  aiioliicr.  it  '^luuild 
l)e  superfluous  to  add  that  in  this  original  \('isi()n — or  an\  of  its 
many  revisions — the  book  is  one  of  the  best  cooking  |)rimers  around. 

If,  with  the  cost  of  wines  soaring  or  just  for  the  sheer  fun  of  il, 
you  want  to  try  making  your  own  brews,  you  might  consult  The 
Winemakers  Companion  by  B.  C.  A.  Turner  and  C.  .].  ,1.  Berry 
( Mills  &  Boon,  distributed  by  Simon  ami  Schuster,  $5.95).  Besides 
giving  instructions  for  grape,  other  fruit,  flower,  and  vegetable 
wines,  it  tells  how  to  make  beer,  cider,  even  mead,  uilli  lull  (lescrijj- 
tions  of  the  equipment  you  will  need,  hou  to  use  il,  ami  iiow  to  serve 
your  homemade  "nectars"  after  they  are  ripe. 

A  little  paperback,  Wine  and  Beer  Making  SiinpUlied  by  11.  E. 
Bravery  ( Arco,  95c)  covers  much  the  same  groutul  but  in  not  quite 
so  much  detail.  If  you  are  a  "book  snob"  and  insist  on  hardhounds, 
you  can  get  this  same  book  for  $4.50.

ing  with?  With  all  the  appealing  colors  we 
have  to  choose  from  for  our  houses,  how  to 
choose?  Wh(>re  to  start?  "We  might  start  by 
thinking  of  the  color  that  can  come  in  through  our  interests  and 
activities,"  suggests  Jack  Lenor  Larsen,  fabric  designer, 
weaver,  teacher,  and  author  (his  latest  book,  Bcijond  Craft: 
The  Art  Fabric"),  whose  ways  with  color  have  set  trends  for 
more  than  twenty  >'ears.  "If  you  love  to  cook,  )'our  kitchen  can 
come  alive  with  the  fiaiits  and  vegetables  and  baskets  and 
equipment  \ou  use.  Another  person  might  be  pioud  of  his 
books  or  plants.  Let  them  count.  To\s  for  children,  even  exer- 
cise equipment,  all  these  objects  have  some  color  and  person- 
ality. Show  the  things  th.at  matter  in  \our  life  and  \  ou  will 
often  end  up  more  pleased  than  if  \ou  do  something  just  be- 
cause it  micht  look  nice."  But  wliatever  \ou  start  with,  making 
the  colors  \  ou  like  come  together  in  a  look  \ ou  like  is  a  matter 
of  orchestration,  according  to  Mr.  Larsen.  "Think  of  putting 
color  together  as  vou  might  think  of  putting  a  group  of  people 
for  a  partv.  If,  for  instance,  \  ou  had  an  elderh  English  pro- 
fessor and  a  brash  voung  boy,  thev  wouldn't  ha\e  much  in 
common.  But  put  some  people  around  them,  in-between  their 
ages  with  some  interests  connected  with  both,  then  \  ou  can 
begin  to  form  some  relation  between  the  two.  You  might  take 
a  chocolate  brown  carpet  and  a  bright  yellow  sofa,  which  at 
first  glance  look  a  little  garish.  The  way  to  get  them  to  work 
together  is  to  bridge  the  steps  in-lx^tween.  Ask  what  they  have 
in  common,  put  these  colors  with  them.  Finallx  it  will  look  like 
the  colors  are  sort  of  built  in." 

The  more  \ou  develop  this  technique,  the  more  you  arc^  able 
to  "read"  color,  the  bc-tter  \our  decorating,  your  table  settings, 
\ovn-  whole  environment  will  be.  This  is  the  way  dt'signers 
work,  explains  Mr.  Larsen.  "A  tree  comes  in,  or  some  flowers. 
and  they  reallv  register.  You  see  the  shadows  in  the  lea\es,  the 
subtleties  of  tone,  the  shades  of  pink  in  a  single  rose.  Some- 
times just  moving  a  vase  from  one  light  to  anotht>r  will  change 
the  colors.  You  don't  just  say,  isn't  that  grand.  You're  conscious 
of  whv  it's  grand.  And  then  \ou  think  how  to  emulate  it."

As  we  leani  more  about  the  psychology  of  color,  we  have  come  to  know  that  we 
are  happiest  with  the  colors,  intense,  muted,  somewhere  in-between,  that  do  ex- 
actly the  right  thing  for  us  at  the  right  time,  and  in  the  right  place.  An  excellent 
example  of  this  |)hilosophy  is  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gorham  Knowles's  weekend-and- 
summcr  house  in  California.  Decorated  by  Michael  Taylor,  it  allows  its  owners 
to  shuttle  back  and  forth  between  the  serenity  of  soft  color,  when  they  want 
it,  and  the  visual  excitement  of  vibrant  color,  when  they  want /7.  Throughout  the 
house,  most  of  the  backgrounds  are  j)ale  aiul  neutral.  Some  of  the  rooms  are  ac- 
cented with  nothing  bul  flowers  and  greenery.  Others,  the  bedrooms,  particu- 
larly, are  filled  wilh  enough  color  to  feed  the  hungriest  eye — when  it  wants  to  be 
fed.  The  result  is  a  house  with  a  series  of  vivid  rooms  grouped  like  little  "gar- 
dens,'' so  to  speak,  around  a  living-dining  core,  soft  in  color,  beautifully  calm. 
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le  master  bedroom,  two  intensities  of  House  &  Garden  Pink  Pink  are  combined  with  white  in  a  checked  linen  that  covers  just  about  everything  in  the  room  from 
furniture  to  the  walls  to  the  legs  of  the  beds.

1  frieze  around  its  seat  inlaid  with  delicate  matchstick  marquetry.  The  upholstery,  however,  is  very  much  of  today:  white  vinyl  used  for  lariic-:'  r.imcoats,  thin 
igh  to  tuft  and  button.  The  travertine-topped  table  was  designed  by  Mr.  Taylor,  as  was  the  centerpiece,  a  small  reef  of  coral  nested  like  c  >'otic  white  flowers  in 
xican  basket.  Plates  are  off-white,  shaped  like  pie  plates,  and  handmade.  Even  the  French  silver  has  a  touch  of  beige — beautifully  carved  handles  of  horn.

COMES  ALIVE  WITH 

VIBRANT  COLORS, 

DYNAMIC  ART 

The  special  color  harmonies  achieved  in  the 
18th-cenlury  New  England  house  on  these 
pages  were  worked  out  by  a  young  couple  who  had  a 
slrong  sense  of  what  makes  a  house  work  for  contempo- 
rary living.  Richard  Feigen,  an  art  dealer,  liked  the  idea 
of  living  unacademically  in  a  period  house.  He  wanted 
vigorous  color  on  the  walls  so  he  could  hang  vigorous 
art  up  against  it.  His  wife,  Sandra,  knew  that  by  work- 
ing with  both  bright  walls  and  pattern  she  could  open 
the  house  up  without  tearing  down  the  walls.  She  knew 
the  house  needed  some  period  furniture  but  she  looked 
for  charming  shapes  rather  than  pedigree.  With  confi- 
dence in  the  effectiveness  of  color  boldly  administered, 
she  treated  every  room  as  though  it  were  stage  center. 

The  success  oj  the  Fcigcn's  dining  room  in  K  eslchestcr,  right,  (5  that  the  color 
is  built  in,  leaving  the  table  itself  to  the  bare  good  looks  of  polished  oak,  potted 
geraniums  on  a  flat  basket,  and  easy-to-keep  paisley  mats.  The  shiny  deep  Pom- 
pciian  Red  of  the  nails  sets  up  the  big  Richard  Smith  canias  called  "Trailer"  to 
the  left  of  the  door  and  another  early  Smith  to  the  right.  Tantalizing  in  itself  is 
the  riew  through  to  a  Green  Mint  pantry  where  even  the  cupboards  are  painted 
that  color.  .-/  close-up  of  the  table,  LKir,  focuses  on  earthenware  pots  filled  with  home-grown 
vegetables  or  cocktail  tomatoes  or  zucchini  bought  from  a  roadside  stand.  For  the  rest  of 
the  table,  though  the  pattern  is  paisley  on  mats,  napkins,  and  china,  the  background  colors 
keep  changing.  The  chairs  were  made  by  Josef  Hofjmann  in  the  Thonet  factory  about  1900 
and  were  bought  at  local  auction.  The  same  Pompeiian  Red  in  the  library  was  the  for-openers 
color  decision  that  book  jackets,  graphics,  fabric  and  rug  patterns  would  play  off  of  to  make 
a  rich,  warm,  unified  room.  Richard  Smith  multiples  proceed  along  the  mantelpiece.  Tin- 
patterns  of  the  yellow  pais- 
ley print,  the  Roman  shade 
at  the  window,  and  the  old 
I  uitton  trunk  used  as  a 
table  are  all  related.  The 
track  lighting  blends  into 
the  ceiling  and  illuminates 
both  the  art  and  the  room.

When  Kenneth  Battelle  decided  on  painted  floors  for  his  townhouse,  he  took  the  matter  in  hand  and  did  the  work  hit 
The  results,  on  these  pages,  show  what  an  amateur— "someone  who  has  drive,  energy,  and  no  experience"— can  do  with  ' 
ning,  patience,  and  drudgery."  Kenneth,  who  happens  to  be  The  Kenneth  and  who  owns  one  of  the  most  successful  ai 
fluential  beauty  houses  around,  took  two  months  to  complete  the  zigzag-patterned  floor  in  his  living  room.  "The  fun  pai 
figuring  out  the  patterns  on  graph  paper  and  the  actual  painting.  The  drudge  part  was  the  polishing  with  steel  wool."  Ke 
had  help  at  times  when,  like  Tom  Sawyer,  he  could  get  friends  to  participate.  For 
instance,  a  big  help  was  having  a  fabric  designer  do  the  repeat  of  the  patterns  on 
graph  paper  for  him.  "I  wanted  the  floors  to  have  a  faded  look,  with  the  texture 
of  the  wood  showing  through  the  paint."  Floors  were  sanded  down  to  raw  wood, 
painted  with  casein,  then  steel  wooled,  varnished,  and  waxed.  The  floors  have  a 
softness  and  a  patina:  "Walking  around  barefooted  is  like  running  your  hand  over 
fine  old  wood  that's  been  waxed  over  and  over  again.  And  the  beauty  of  it  is,  the 
more  wear,  the  better  the  floors  look."  Kenneth  started  out  an  amateur  when  he 
painted  his  living  room  floor,  below;  then  he  went  on  to  paint  the  stair  landing, 
bottom  far  right  and  the  dining  room  right,  ending  up  an  expert.  "It's  like  anything 
you  do;  after  you've  done  something  once,  it's  easier  and  quicker  the  second  time 
around."  Another  point  he  makes:  "This  method  of  painting  looks  right  on  any 
kind  of  flooring,  and  the  more  wood  texture  that  shows  through  the  paint,  the  more 
interesting."  See  the  following  pages  for  more  ways  of  painted  floors,  using  pat- 
terns on  parquet  to  let  grain  show  through  and  on  linoleum,  to  cover  completely.

Color,  pattern,  and  the  barefoot  joy  of  a  batin  finish  are  what  painted  floors  are  all  about.  (See  the 
preceding  pages  for  tips  from  Kenneth  Battelle  on  how  to  do  your  own.)  Here,  the  floors  look  as  if 
color  was  flowed  on,  glowing  with  a  waxed  finish.  Floors  on  this  page  were  stripped  and  sanded;  one 
was  left  natural,  the  other  was  bleached  before  painting.  The  brilliant  trompe  I'oeil  rug,  right, 
was  painted  to  disguise  old  worn  linoleum,  with  two  coats  of  deck  enamel  put  on  first  as  a  base. 
Notes  from  the  experts  who  did  these  floors:  Plot  your  design  on  graph  paper  first.  Decide  how  many  repeats  of  your 
pattern  you  want,  then  scale  to  size  of  floor  accordingly,  and  color  your  design  on  the  paper.  In  transferring  design 
onto  floor,  divide  into  sections.  Mark  off,  using  plumb  line  and  T  square.  If  you  do  your  pattern  on  the  bias  on  a 
parquet  floor,  not  only  will  the  floor  seem  larger,  but  the  pattern  itself  will  be  more  interesting.  Using  a  ruler  as  a 
guide,  pencil  design  on  floor.  When  painting,  use  brushes  or  mohair  rollers.  Masking  tape  or  an  awl,  dug  into  the 
ines  drawn,  will  keep  the  design  straight.

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APED  TO  CATCH  LIGHT  CREATE  PRIVACl 

Perched  on  the  crest  of  the  sand  dune,  sil- 
very-gray, strong,  and  resolute,  this  triple- 
winged,  cedar-timbered  vacation  house  has 
all  the  ingredients  that  encourage  the  own- 
ers— a    very    creative    couple — to   change 
gear  to  the  casual  way  of  life.  They  enjoy  a 
feeling  of  splendid  isolation  even  though  the 
house  is  built  on  a  small  2-acre  site,  with 
close  neighbors  either  side.  Architect  Myron 
Goldfinger  gave  them  privacy  by  keeping  the 
sides  of  the  building  solid,  without  glass,  and  directing  views  straight  out  to  the 
empty  spread  of  ocean.  Jutting  decks  are  screened,  too,  so  they  can  live  outdoors 
as  if  they  were  in  the  middle  of  nowhere.  And  they  can  really  relax,  knowing  that  the 
housetakescareof  itself,  since  it's  composed  of  wonderfully  independent  materials. 


■  he  bigger  deck,  above  right,  is  a  large  safe  space  for  children  to  romp  around.  Parents^ 
have  tneir  secluded  sunning  space  away  from  them,  above  left.  Pool  at  the  back,  left, 
provides  a  smooth  and  reflective  alternative  for  swimming.  Living  room,  right,  is  all  easy 
care  with  quarry  tile  for  the  floor,  leather  for  upholstery  in  Saratoga  sofas  by  l^assimo 
Vig'nelli,  butcher  block  for  a  cube  coffee  table.  The  bridge,  which  runs  along  one  side  with  a 
wood  and  metal  spiral  staircase  at  each  end,  connects  the  two  upstairs  wings.  Parents'  suite  is 
on  one  side,  children  are  on  the  other.  The  same  feeling  of  white  and  natural  textures  flows 
through  to  the  dining  room,  far  right,  with  butcher-block  table  matched  to  cane  and  steel  chairs.9 
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he  design  of  the  house  is  a  develop- 
ment of  a  modular  system,  which 
Mr.  Goldfinger  first  thought  out  for 
his  own  country  house  (House  & 
Garden.  June  1971).  The  system  cuts  down 
on  construction  costs,  saves  time,  and  cre- 
ates a  unity  and  order  inside  and  out.  In  es- 
sence, the  house  has  the  pared-down  quality 
of  a  boat — in  fact,  from  the  living  room 
deck,  which  floats  out  to  the  dunes,  below, 
you  almost  feel  seaborne.  Everything  is  sim- 
ple, durable,  and  functional — important 
qualities  for  the  second  house.  Great  win- 
dows slide  smoothly  opsn  or  shut.  Vertical 
blinds  efficiently  screen  out  the  sun.  Rattan 
furniture  designed  by  Eero  Aarnio  goes  out- 
side or  stays  in,  little  stools  doubling  as  tables.  The  nautical  impression  is  played  up  all  the  way  through  the  house,  with  metal  railings  brightly  painted  primary  colors  . 
and  ship's  ladders,  which  climb  to  upper  balconies  in  the  bedrooms.  "Because  of  the  pitch  of  the  roof,"  explains  Mr.  Goldfinger,  "I  was  able  to  create  these  bonus 
spaces  over  closets  and  bathrooms."  This  angling  also  allowed  him  to  place  windows  up  high  in  the  back  of  the  house,  which  looks  toward  the  road.  A  neat  arrange- 
ment that  lets  in  light  but  gives  a  very  impenetrable,  private  look  to  the  fagade,  above  right.  The  dance  studio,  in  the  third  wing,  above  left,  is  a  do-all  creative  room 
for  mother  and  daughter,  the  protected  deck  a  sunny  corner  for  a  family  barbecue.  With  children's  rooms  separated  from  the  parents'  master  bedroom  suite  and 
a  double  story  living  room  between  the  two  wings,  the  rest  of  the  house  simply  fell  into  place.  Ground  floor  study  converts  to  the  guest  room,  see  plan  opposite.

TO  Walter  and  Elda  Haring,  "Every  seed 
packet  is  an  adventure.  We  like  to  ex- 
periment but  stick  with  things  that  don't 
take  too  much  time.  We  air-dry  flowers  in 
our  garage,  the  easiest  way  for  us."  In  a 
sunny  spot  they  cleared  behind  their 
house,  right,  "annuals  are  the  mainstay 
for  summer  color."  Seeds  are  planted  in 
furrows  or,  for  early  starts,  in  seed  flats 
of  equal  parts  vermiculite,  perlite,  milled 
sphagnum.  Planting  tip:  "Never  cover 
'  fine  seeds;  lightly  cover  larger  seeds;  keep 
moist  for  good  germination."'  The  Har- 
ings  keep  detailed  notes.  Typical  success 
story:  "750  ageratum  plants,  60c  packet." 
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The  Harings'  backyard  garden,  above,  is 
laid  out  in  three  1 00-foot  banners  of  color 
combining  flowers,  vegetables,  and  fruit,  1; 
flowers,  vegetables,  and  tall  grasses,  2-7; 
flowers  primarily  for  cutting  and  drying, 
8-13.  When  vegetables  including  blocks  of 
tomatoes,  6,  peppers  and  squash,  7,  are 
gone,  dried  okra  pods  and  allium  heads 
keep  for  winter  bouquets.  Among  the  many 
plants:  snapdragons,  2,  nigella  (pods),  3, 
cosmos,  4,  quaking  grass  and  bells  of 
Ireland,  5,  gloriosa  daisies,  6.

eight,  twelve,  sixteen,  and  even  thirty  people  at  a  time,  with 
preparation  and  cooking  time  included  for  each  dish.  Very 
helpful  for  the  constant  cook  or  committee  chef. 

To  make  this  adventuresome  cooking  almost  effort- 
less and  a  matter  of  only  a  few  minutes  preparation,  there  is, 
happily,  that  Stradivarius  of  kitchen  appliances,  Cuisinarts' 
Food  Processor — a  rather  dull  name  for  a  miraculous  ma- 
chine.

You  can  chop  your  own  steak 
tartare.  mince  a  pale  of  cold  meat,  make  grated  cheese,  potato 
pancakes,  duxelles.  cole  slaw,  fancy  butters,  cheese  spreads, 
sauces.  This  honey  of  an  appliance  will  do  everything  for  a 
party  but  set  the  table  and  your  hair.  And  the  delicious  foods

C^.  Do  I  need  special  electrical  in- 
stallation for  a  countertop  microwave 
oven? 

A.  No.  The  countertop  microwave 
oven  IS  designed  to  operate  from  any 
standard  120  volt,  15  ampere  circuit, 
with  a  properly  grounded  and  polarized

stand temperatures  up  to  boiling.  Follow 
instructions  in  the  User's  Manual- 
Cookbook. 

C^.  Will  food  spills  burn  on  the 
bottom  of  a  countertop  microwave 
oven? 

A.  No.  The  surfaces  inside  our 
countertop  microwave  oven  remain 
cool  enough  so  food  soils  don't  bake  on. 
You  can  clean  them  easily  with  a  damp 
cloth.  It  is  possible  for  food  to  burn  on 
in  our  complete  microwave  cooking 
centers  when  conventional  heat  is  used 
for  browning.  However,  these  centers 
feature  the  GE  P-7^  self-cleaning  oven 
system  which  will  clean  any  soil  which 
bakes  or  burns  on. 

v^.  Do  I  have  to  learn  to  cook  all 
over  again  when  I  cook  in  a  microwave 
oven? 

A.  In  many  instances  standard 
recipes  are  used  and  preparation  of 
foods  for  cooking  doesn't  change.

A  cooking  lesson 

with  Simone  Beck 


"Be  inventive  and  experiment  — get  away 

fronn  the  teaspoonful-by-teaspoonful  approach 

and  cook  by  instinct  and  feel" 


Simone  Beck  is  world  renowned  for 
two  hooks-  Mastering  the  Art  i)f 
French  (booking  Volumes  I  and  II 
(Kno})f).  written  in  collaboration 
tcith  Julia  Child,  and  her  own  loiily 
new  hook,  Sinica's  Cuisine  (Knopf), 
uhich  fjiiT.s  Simca's  (her  nickname) 
deliciini.s  nunus  and  recipes  for 
parties  throughout  the  year. 

Simone  Beck  (teacliing  in  James 
Beards  Greenuich  \'i7/«^c  kitclwn, 
opposite  page,  top,  she  is  second  from 
left)  is  a  no-nonsense  cook,  who  none- 
theless is  very  flexible;  .she  makes  her 
pastry  with  margarine  and  defies  you 
to  tell  the  difference.  Weaning  .stu- 
dents from  the  tea.spoonful-hy-tea- 
spoonful  approach  to  cooking,  she 
urges  them  to  experiment  and  cook 
])y  instinct  and  feel.  Endle.s.sly  thrifty, 
she  never  icastcs  a  thing  and  is  metic- 
ulous in  her  final  garni.shing.  These 
are  some  of  her  favorite  recipes, 
which  she  shares  with  House  i^  Gar- 
den and  the  students  icho  took  a 
course  from  her  in  Xetc  York  where 
she  is  a  vi.siting  teacher  each  year  at 
James  Beard's  Cooking  School. 

Pastry:  "The  less  vou  use  your  hands, 
the  better  it  will  be,"  says  Madame 
Beck,  who  uses  a  large  fork  or  pastr\' 
cutter  to  blend  fat  and  flour.  "If  you 
blend  dou^h  with  vour  hands,  use 
heel  of  liaud.  not  palm,  as  it's  cooler." 
Pate  hrisee  \\  ill  keep  for  weeks  in  the 
refrigerator  if  it  is  wrapped  in  wa.\ 
paper,  extra  pieces  can  be  used  for 
pates  or  quiches.  Madame  Beck  uses 
Vi  lard  to  2  margarine  for  pastry,  says 
"2  or  3  tablespoons  of  flour  more  or 


less  make  no  diflerence.  !•  lour  liands 
to  rem()\e  dougli  easily.  Neyer  lea\e 
pastry  to  rest  without  putting  some 
Hour  on  top. 

Sugar  crust  should  be  kneaded  un- 
like short  paste.  Tr\-  substituting  dry 


white  wine  for  water  in  mixing  dough, 
giyes  a  \  ery  nice  fla\-or. 

If  dough  is  hard  when  you  come  to 
roll  it,  pound  it  first  with  rolling  pin 
to  make  it  more  malleable. 

To  fill  seyeral  tart  tins  at  once, 
group  them  together  and  put  large 
piece  of  dough  o\ er  top,  roll  o\er  top 
of  tins  to  cut  off  excess.  With  thumb, 
push  up  pastry  at  flutes  to  make  scal- 
loped edge  and  push  pastrv  out  from 
center  so  bottom  is  thin  and  sides 
thick  enough  to  hold  filling  without 
collapsing. 

Put  pastry-lined  tin  into  freezer  a 
few  minutes  before  putting  into  hot 
oyen  then  butter  wont  melt  so  quick- 
ly and  pastr\'  will  stay  light  without 
falling. 

Brush  uncooked  tart  shell  with 
strong  mustard  for  a  quiche,  apricot 
preserve  or  marmalade  for  a  dessert 
tart— instead  of  using  foil  weighted 
with  beans. 

Whipping  Cream:  "Put  mi.\ing  bowls 
in  the  refrigerator  at  least  2  hours  be- 
fore whipping. " 

Souffle:  Souffle  base  should  always  be 
hot  before  you  fold  in  beaten  egg 
whites— it  poaches  the  egg  whites  and 
therefore  mixture  will  hold  longer  be- 
fore ct)oking— up  to  3  hours. 
"Be  irwentive  and  experiment,"  says 
Madame  Beck,  who  is  always  inyent- 


ing  interesting  sauces— hollandaise 
with  herbs,  clam  juice,  cream  or  fish 
juice;  a  loyely  sauce  for  braised  pork 
made  by  whisking  together  Dijon 
mustard,  oliye  oil,  and  yinegar  and 
slowly  adding  a  few  drops  of  cream  to 
bind  it,  salt,  pepper,  and  lemon  juice. 

GRATED  ZUCCHINI,  WITH   CREAM 
Ingredients:     2)2     pounds     zuccliini 
(about  6),  2/2  tablespoons  butter,  1 
tablespoon  peanut  oil,  2!2  tablespoons 
minced  shallots  or  scalUons,  salt  and 


pepper  to  taste,  1  tablespoon  Dijon 
mustard,  1  cup  heayy  cream,  1  table- 
spoon minced  tarragon. 
Method:  Wash  and  trim  the  zucchini. 
Using  a  large  grater,  grate  them  oyer 
paper  towels,  which  should  gi\e  you 
about  2  cups.  In  a  heayy  skillet  melt 
the  butter  and  oil,  add  the  shallots  or 
scallions  and  cook,  stiiring,  for  1  min- 
ute. Add  the  grated  zucchini  to  the 
skillet,  shake  the  pan,  and  stir  with  a 
wooden  spatula  from  time  to  time, 
cooking  for  about  5  minutes.  Check 
for  tenderness.  If  tender,  remoye  from 
heat  and  season  highly.  In  a  small 
bowl,  mix  mustard  into  the  cream  and 
then  pour  over  the  zucchini.  Return 
the  skillet  to  the  heat  and  simmer 
slowly  until  the  cream  has  reduced 
and  has  been  absorbed  by  the  zucchi- 
ni. Correct  the  seasoning  and  serve, 
sprinkled  with  tarragon.  Serves  5  to  6.

An  easy  Banana  Ice 

plus  a  super 

Sugar  Cookie 


This  fragrant  banana  ice  witli 
its  full  fruit  flavor  is  perfect  to 
serve  any  time  of  the  year  as  a  fi- 
nal clean  cool  note  to  a  party  menu. 
We  serve  it  on  a  pretty  green  and 
white  checked  plate  accompanied 
by  one  beautiful  sugar  cookie.  It  is 
also  lovely  served  in  the  scooped- 
out  shell  of  an  orange,  or  piled 
high  in  a  glass  compote.  Serve  it 
on  its  own  with  a  sugar  cookie  or 
with  fresh  fruits  of  the  season.  The 
recipe  comes  from  Mrs.  Charles 
Wisner,  who  also  serves  it  as  a  re- 
i resiling  ice  for  cliildren,  and  one 
that  is  certainlv  pure  fiiiit  flavor. 

BANANA  ICE 
IngrvdicnlH:  2  l)ananas,  juice  of  2 
oranges,  juice  of  2  lemons,  2  eggs, 
I  cup  sugar,  2  cups  water. 
Mcfliocl:  In  a  large  bowl  beat  vig- 
orously the  bananas,  oranges,  lem- 
on juice,  eggs,  sugar,  and  water  to- 
gether. Freeze  in  ice  cube  trays. 
When  frozen,  take  out  and  beat 
occasionally  to  get  froth  on  top. 
Makes  8  scoops.

These  tender  sweet  cookies  can 
l)e  decorated  as  you  wish  with  al- 
monds, walnuts,  sugars,  and 
chocolate  chips.  They're  straight- 
fonvard  to  make  and  freeze  beau- 
tifully, but  eat  them  witliin  two  or 
three  days  of  baking. 

The  recipe  was  devised  bv  an 
enthusiastic  and  prolific  cookie 
maker,  Mrs.  John  Allan,  who  after 
much  experimentation  has  come 
up  with  this  delicious  short  and 
sweet  cookie,  that  is  lovely  with 
coffee,  for  dessert,  to  accompany 
an  ice,  or  at  any  time  for  a  gift. 
And  if  you  want  to  change  from 
the  classic  sugar  cookie  round, 
chill  the  dough,  roll  out  between 
two  pieces  of  wax  paper  instead 
of  a  floured  board  to  keep  the 
cookies  as  light  as  possible.  Peel 
off  top  piece  of  paper,  flip  dough 
onto  cookie  sheet,  wax  paper  side 
up,  peel  off  second  piece  of  wax 
paper,  and  cut  out  on  cookie  .sheet, 
i'ull  off^  excess  dough  and  decorate. 

For  Christmas,  sprinkle  on  red 
or  green  colored  sugars  before 
baking.   Or  use  red  currant  jelly 
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glaze  instead  of  apricot.  Decorate 
with  silver  dragees. 

Or  for  a  children's  party,  use 
tiny  gumdrops  to  make  faces— two 
eyes,  a  nose,  and  a  little  smile. 

SUGAR  COOKIES 
Ingredients:  1  cup  soft  butter.  1% 
cups  sugar,  2  eggs,  3  teaspoons 
vanilla,  3;2  cups  sifted  all-purpose 
flour,  2^2  teaspoons  baking  powder, 
%  teaspoon  salt.  For  decoration: 
nuts,  raisins,  chocolate  bits,  sugars, 
apricot  jam,  chocolate  shot. 
Method:  Beat  together  in  a  large 
bowl  Ijutter  and  sugar  until  light 
and  flufl^^y.  Add  eggs  and  vanilla 
and  blend  well.  Sift  together  in  a 
separate  bowl  flour,  baking  pow- 
der, and  salt  and  add  to  butter- 
sugar  mixture. 

Roll  balls  of  dough  the  size  of 
walnuts  between  the  palms  of  your 
hands  and  place  about  2  inches 
apart  on  a  Teflon  cookie  sheet. 
Buttered  cookie  sheet  will  do  fine, 
too,  but  it's  harder  to  clean  when 
you're  finished.  Using  any  object 
with  a  round  flat  bottom  about  the 
size  of  the  cookie  you  want,  butter 
its  round  flat  side,  dip  into  granu- 
lated sugar  and  press  down  on 
cookie  balls  until  about  %  inch 
thick.  The  round  does  not  have  to 
be  rebuttered  between  each  press- 
ing, but  it  must  be  dipped  into 
sugar  each  time.  Bake  8  to  10  min- 
utes at  400°  or  until  fightly 
browned  around  the  edges.  Makes 
about  6  dozen  cookies. 
To  Decorate:  Before  baking  put  a 
whole  walnut  or  pecan  half  in  the 
center  of  each  cookie.  Circle  others 
with  miniature  chocolate  bits; 
chop  finely  any  nut  and  sprinkle 
on  top;  stand  up  three  almond 
slices  fanning  out  from  the  center 
of  the  cookie;  make  a  pinwheel  de- 
sign of  almond  slivers  or  a  rosette 
of  raisins;  sprinkle  with  brownu- 
lated  sugar  or  chocolate  shot.  Bake 
some  cookies  plain,  then  sift  over 
them  confectioners  sugar  or  spread 
on  a  glaze  of  apricot  jam  sieved 
and  melted  with  a  little  sugar  to 
spreading  consistency.

liut  all  year,  tlie  long  cool 
drink  is  more  and  more  the 
favorite.  Here  is  a  slew  of  tall  cool 
drinks  made  with  wines,  spirits, 
or  just  the  refreshing  taste  of  fresh 
fruits,  tea,  or  fizzv  mixers. 


Ginger  up  a  cooler:  Add  1  part 
ginger  wine  to  1  part  scotch,  add 
ice  and  a  dash  of  soda.  Make  a 
more  gingery  ginger  ale  by  adding 
a  few  drops  of  essence  of  ginger  to' 
bottled  ginger  ale.  Add  ice  and 
lemon  slices. 


"For  the  best  coolers, 
chill  the  gloss,  odd  plenty  of  ice, 

and  a  full  measure  of 
fruit  juice  or  a  carbonated  mixer" 


A  deliciouslv  pretty  strawberry 
pink  cooler  is  made  with  Cham- 
braise— strawberry  \ermouth.  Add 
soda  or  bitter  lemon  to  top  it  up. 
Su/anne  Taylor  makes  it  and  adds 
a  i^iece  of  lemon  or  lime  peel, 
sometimes  a  little  ice. 

More  pink  coolers;  Drop  a  tea- 
spoon of  any  fruit  liqueur— black- 
berry, peach,  strawberry,  rasp- 
berry, or  apricot— in  a  glass  with  2 
ounces  of  dry  \'ermouth.  Add  lots 
of  ice  then  fill  up  with  scxla  and 
stick  in  a  piece  of  mint. 

Elisabeth  Ortiz  soaks  nectarines 
or  strawberries  o\eniight  in  any 
orange  liqueur.  Plops  one  piece  of 
fruit  in  a  glass  and  fills  up  with  a 
chilled  rose  wine. 

Amourosc,  a  rose  from  Aujou,  or 
any  rose,  makes  a  nice  spritzer  with 
a  loyely  pale  color.  Add  soda  and 
a  strip  of  lemtjn.  .Make  a  red  wine 
spritzer  with  a  mellow  Del  Mag- 
nifico,  for  instance,  and  soda. 

Then  there  are  the  rum  based 
coolers.  The  Teetotaler  is  a  gentle 
tasting  comI)inatiou  of  rum  and 
iced  tea.  In  a  12-ounce  glass  put  3 
teaspoons  Nestea  iced  tea  mi.\,  VA 
ounces  of  light  dry  Puerto  Rican 
rum.  .^dd  ice,  fill  up  with  water, 
and  garnish  with  leni:)n  slices.  Or 
make  a  long  cool  rum  and  tonic 
and  add  a  lump  of  sugar  to  soften 
it  a  little. 


Mi.x  ginger  ale  with  tea  and! 
spike  it  if  you  wish.  Mix  bitter' 
lemon  and  tonic  for  a  more  refresh- 
ing nonalcoholic  combination;  add! 
ice  and  lemon  slices,  too.  f 

Slierry  makes  a  wonderful  long 
drink.  Mix  1  part  Almaden  Solera 
Cocktail  Sherry  with  2  parts  soda. 
Add  a  twist  of  lemon,  a  slice  of 
orange.  Combine  and  pour  over' 
ice  in  a  tall  glass. 

Combine  equal  parts  of  chilled) 
cranberry  juice  and  chilled  Tay- 
lor's Lake  Country  White  wine  in 
a  large  glass.  Serve  with  a  thini 
lemon  slice,  a  sprig  of  fresh  mint. 

For  a  golden  Manhattan  mix  Yz^ 
Cinzano  IJianco  with  %  whiskey. i 
Serve  on  the  rocks  with  soda. 

Try  a  sherry  milk  punch.  Blend 
5  ounces  milk  with  Vi  teaspoon 
susar,  2/'2  ounces  Christian  15roth- 
ers  sherry,  1  small  ice  cube  for  30 
seconds.  Pour  into  a  chilled  brandy 
snifter  and  serve  with  a  twist  of 
lemon,  a  powdering  of  nutmeg.  Or 
combine  a  1  quart  bottle  chilled 
apple  juice  or  cider  with  1  cup 
Christian  Brothers  Golden  Sherry 
and  Yi  cup  lemon  juice.  Chill  well. 

Pop  a  lump  of  sugar  in  a  glass 
and  add  a  drop  or  two  of  bitters, 
ice,  Dubonnet  and  fill  with  iced 
brut  champagne.  Serve  with  a 
lemcm  twist.

Fill 
up  with  red  passion  fiuit  juice. 
Garnish.

Russian  will  never  drink 
\()dka    by    himself.    The 
reason  is  that,  to  drink  at 
1 11,  protoccjl  demands  he  propose 


toast.  How  to  do  this  if  you  are 
lone?  So  there  must  be  a  com- 
)anion  to  whom  to  make  your  little 
peech.  Only  then  are  you  allowed 

0  throw  your  tinv  ice-cold  glassful 
lown  vour  parched  throat— in  one 
ulp,  of  course. 

Given  the  companion,  and  toasts 
leing  absolutely  essential,  the  next 
iroblem  is  the  toast  itself.  Russians 
vill  cook  up  almost  any  e.\cuse  to 
ffer  one— to  home  and  country,  to 
acing,  to  the  president,  to  a  pun, 
b  love.  My  friend  Elena  Konstan- 
inovna  of  the  Old  Russia  pub  in 
lOndon  knew  a  man  who  lived 
ilone  but  always  came  home  need- 
iig  a  drink.  This  desperate  and 
vily  Russian  solved  the  "you  can't 
Irink  ak)ne"  problem  by  catching 
limself  a  June  bug.  He  tied  it  to 
long  thread.  When  the  bug  took 
iff,  he  had  his  excuse  for  the  bon 
oyage  toast.  When  he  pulled  the 
)ug  back,  "TAM!"  time  for  the 
yelcome  home  toast.  The  man 
ived  happily  ever  after,  she  says. 

Tliere  is  no  need  for  us,  not  be- 
ng  Russian,  to  be  (juite  so  formal 
ibout  it,  since  vodka  is  a  beverage 
or  which  it  is  easy  to  find  all  sorts 
pf  uses.  It  has  no  taste  in  its  pris- 
ine  form,  and  no  smell,  so  it  will 
nix  with  anything.  For  instance, 
a  Iran  where  some  of  the  best 
'odka  is  made,  they  have  a  de- 
iciously  refreshing  summer  drink 
ailed  "abdug"  made  with  vodka 
md  yoghurt.  You  mix  about  equal 
quantities  of  cluli  soda  and  plain 
oghurt  in  a  tumbler,  adding 
pearmint  if  you  fancy  the  taste, 
md  a  jigger  of  vodka.  Top  it  off 
v'ith  a  pinch  of  salt. 

In  Leon's  grill,  the  only  Russian 
estaurant  in  Teheran,  vodka  is 
erved  spectacularly  encased  in 
ce.  You  can  make  this  idea  yours 
)y  putting  the  spirit  into  a  small 
arafe  holding  about  half  a  bottle. 
Place  the  carafe  in  a  tin  large 
|;nough    to    hold    it    plus    enough 

1  vater  to  surround  the  carafe.  The 
lillvhole  business  is   stuck  into  the 

reezer.  When  the  water  is  frozen, 
lunk  the  tin  in  hot  water  for  a 
noment,  slide  the  iced  bottle  out, 
ind  what  you  get  at  the  table  is  a 
landsome  block  of  ice  surround- 
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ing  the  vodka,  wliicli  is  at  just  tiie 
right  temperature  for  imbibing. 
Of  course  this  icy  treat  is  drunk 
with  caviar,  and  possilih-  because 
both  the  vodka  and  the  ca\iar  aic 
said  to  be  aphrodisiac,  the  com- 
bination enjovs  an  enormous  suc- 
cess in  success-minded,  exotic 
Persia.  In  almost  equallv  glamor- 
ous Paris,  near  the  not  so  exotic 
but  famous  Paris  Herald  offices 
on  the  iTie  de  Berri,  there  is  a  sort 
of  Aladdin's  cave  presided  ()\er 
by  a  French  genie.  Monsieur  de 
Lalagade.  He  takes  an  ounce  of 
caviar  every  morning  for  his  break- 
fast with  a  nip  of  vodka.  The  caviar 
is  easy  for  him  to  get  because  his 
cave  is  the  storehouse  for  all  tlie 
caviar  shipped  from  Iran  to  Eu- 
rope for  distribution.  The  break- 
fast, he  claims,  is  the  secret  of  his 
health  and  energy,  for  he  says  this 
combination  "lias  more  vitamins 
than  most  foods,  and  is  ricli  in 
lecithin,  wliich  fortifies  mv  ner\- 
ous  system.  ' 

The  medical  kick  reminds  nie  ol 
a  voung  British  doctor  who,  using 
twenty  willing  volunteer  drinkers 
at  tlie  Middlesex  liospital  and  test- 
ing different  types  ol  alcoholic 
beverage,  came  to  tlie  conclusion 
that  vodka  produces  the  least  pain- 
ful morning-after  side  effects  ol 
any  spirit.  Possiblv  this  is  because 
vodka  is  verv  "pure."  It  is  dis- 
tilled twice  and  then  filtered 
through  charcoal  to  rid  it  of  any 
unwanted  taste  or  smell  and  the 
best  of  it  is  cut  with  distilled  water. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  very 
word  vodka  seeTus  to  have  a 
psvchoK)gically  suggestive  ellecl 
at  times.  A  memb(>r  ol  the  Georg- 
ian princely  family,  T.sehavtscha\  - 
adze,  who  lives  in  Paris,  told  me 
that  his  grandiatlier  was  once 
promised  a  marvelous  aged  \o(lka 
just  before  going  oil  on  a  hunting 
expedition.  Tlie  beverage  was  lov- 
ingly ami  reverently  handed  to 
him  as  lie  sat  on  his  horse  belorc 
taking  off.  I  le  tossed  it  back  in  ti  iie 
Russian  slvle  and  fell  o(i  liis  horse 
with  shock  and  chagrin.  The  "mar- 
velous aged  vodka"  was  iiotiiing 
but  water.  The  disillusioii  iicarK- 
killed  the  old  man. 

Actually,  the  Unssiaiis  and  Poles 
drink  their  vodka  with  such  light- 
hearted  speed  because  thev  are 
afraid  of  becoming  diunk  on   the 


iuines.  Tlie\'  claim  that  b\  sipping 
vou  inhale  more  alcohol  than  vou 
drink.  Thev  fike  it  "with  a  tear"— 
that    is    the   outside   of   the    glass 
frosty  with  cold.  And  they  fike  it 
colored    and    flavored.    .\nd    whv 
not?  The\'  do  this  at  liome  bv  put- 
ting various  herbs  into  the  original 
flavorless    straight   vodka.    Saffron 
makes  it  vellow,  sunfiower  seeds 
give  a  mauve  tint,  cornfiowers  tmn 
it  i)lue,  and  walnut  shells,  brown. 
.'Ks  to  taste,  vou  can  vary  that 
too,  to  suit  vour  mood.  .At  Nikita's 
Russian  restaurant  in  London  you 
can  hold  vourseli  a  vodka  lasting 
with  twelve  difierent  tvpes— any  of 
which    you    can    make    at    home. 
Tiiere    is    rowan    berry,    cherry, 
lionev,  or  red  pepper— to  name  a 
few.    Russian    vodka    used    to    be 
made  from  potatoes.  Now  most  ol 
it  is  usually  made  from  grain,  but 
it  can  all  be  flavored.  My  favorite 
is  the  Polish  version  of  Zubrovka 
(tlie    Russians     make    tliis    too), 
which  contains  a  slip  of  the  herb 
of  that  name,  a  grass  on  which  the 
European   bison    feeds,    it    seems. 
This    gives    a    nutty    taste   and    a 
slightlv  green  tinge  to  tl'.e  alcohol. 
You  can  make  \'odkas  with  (la- 
\-ors   from   coiice   to   lemon,   or   to 
\our    own    formula,    for    a    home 
vodka  tasting.  For  a  coffee  votlka 
von   need   4   cups   each   ol    sugar, 
water,  and  vodka  and  /'a  pound  of 
freslily  ground  coffee.  Pour  1   cu]) 
of  vodka  o\er  the  raw  grounds  and 
let  sit  for  a  week.  Make  sugar  and 
water  into  syrup  and  add  to  it  rest 
of    \odka.    Then    combine    college 
vodka    with    svrnp    vodka,    strain, 
bottle,    and    store    six    months    to 
let  all  l)lend  smootliK.  Depending 
on    \'our    intestinal    tortiliide,    you 
tlu-ii  drink  or  sip. 

i''or  lemon  vodka  \'ou  grate  the 
rind  of  3  lemons  (or  you  can  use  2 
oranges  instead,  if  you'd  rather 
ha\c  an  orange  taste)-  This  yon 
cover  with  \'odka  and  allow  to 
stand  for  four  days  or  so.  Make  a 
svrnp  of  2  cujis  each  water  and 
su'j,,n,  strain  rind  out  ol  \()dka, 
pour  both  lemony  xoilka  and  rest 
ni  bottle  (about  1  cups)  into  syrup 
while  still  hot.  Strain  whole  thing 
again,  bottle,  and  store  at  least  a 
month.

Kingsley  Amis,  tlu'  literary 
drinker,  has  a  niarxclous  idea, 
which  he  applies  to  Nodka's  cousin, 
gin,  but  which  is  ecjuallv  useful 
with  vodka.  The  stunt  is  always  to 
have  a  small  bottle  of  angostura 
with  you  because  with  that  and 
vodka  you  "can  knock  together 
soiue  sort  of  drink"  under  almost 
anv  conditions.  For  instance,  a 
(juickie  "I'ink  \'odka"  is  .'}  drops 
of  angostura,  swirled  around  in  a 
glass,  ice,  vodka  and  awav.  W.  II.

vodka  martinis."  I  don't  know  his 
formula,  but  Vodkatini's  consist  of 
five  to  eighteen  parts  of  vodka  and 
one  of  dry  vermouth,  depending 
on  your  pa.ssion  for  dryness. 

\'odka  does  not  clash  with  wine. 
If  you  start  with  vodka,  switch  to 
wine  during  a  meal,  and  go  back 
to  vodka,  you  can  still  hold  your 
head  high  the  next  morning.  That 
British  doctor  with  his  hangover 
tests  says  that  a  mixture  of  pure 
alcohol  and  orange  juice  is  the 
most  clear-headed  alcoholic  thing 
to  drink.  Anyone  can  make  this 
famous  beverage— a  Screwdriver— 
which  was  supposedly  invented  by 
American  oil  rig  workmen  and  so 
named  because  thev  stirred  the 
concoction  with  screwdrivers. 

In  Paris  the  other  day,  opposite 
the  C-aviarteria,  on  the  Boulevard 
Latour-Maubourg,  I  got  the  gas- 
tronomic shock  of  my  life.  Two 
hard-hatted,  blue-jeaned  French 
workmen  pulled  caviar  and  a  tot 
of  vodka  out  of  their  pail  and 
munched  for  lunch  this  one-time 
food  of  kings  before  whacking  in 
the  next   ri\et. 

Paris  is  a  great  vodka  city,  per- 


haps because  so  many  white  Rus- 
sians invaded  it  after  the  First 
World  War  as  taxi  drivers.  Thev 
not  only  drank  it,  thev  fomid  it 
stimulating  for  rubdowns  after  a 
hard  day  fighting  traffic.  One 
beautiful  Russian  lady  had  a  huge 
success  with  her  own  brand,  bot- 
tled and  labeled  with  a  very  of- 
ficial looking  Russian  double 
eagle,  and  sold  in  the  fanciest  res- 
taurants in  Paris.  What  she  did 
not  tell  her  customers  was  that  she 
made  it  at  home  in  the  bathtub.  If 
vou  want  the  recipe,  here  it  is; 

Take  a  pint  of  pure  grain  alcohol 
and  mix  it  with  a  pint  of  distilled 
water  in  which  you  have  dissolved 
half  a  lump  of  sugar.  Brhig  this 
nearly  to  the  boil,  light  a  match 
over  it,  and  let  it  bum  for  5  sec- 
onds, covering  it  immediately.  Cut 
the  peel  of  1  lemon  into  a  bottle 
and  pour  the  mixture  into  it.  Shake 
xigorouslv  so  the  peel  permeates 
the  whole  of  the  li(|uid.  Cool  it  and 
refrigerate  for  a  week.  Filter  lem- 
on out,  and  vou  have  a  fine  "home- 
made" x'otlka  ready  for  mixin". 

In  lllooily  .Mary's,  for  hi- 
stance— basically  tomato  juice  with 


vodka,  though  you  can  add  lemon 
juice,  Worcestershire  sauce,  pep- 
per, salt,  and  other  things.  Or  in 
the  Bullshot— vodka  and  cold 
bouillon  poured  over  ice,  with  pep- 
per. 

More  exotic  ones  to  try  are: 
Whito  .Shoulders— a  jigger  of 
vodka,  half  a  jigger  of  cura^'ao, 
and  one  of  heavy  cream.  Mi.x  in 
blender,  serve  in  large  glass  over 
ice.  Blaek  Cossack— that  jigger 
of  vodka  in  a  tall  glass  filled  with 
cold  Guinness  stout.  Rasputin— 
a  jigger  of  vodka  in  tall  glass  with 
ice,  fill  with  clam  juice,  stir,  add 
ofive  with  anchovy  stuffing. 

The  Russians  tell  a  joke  about 
recruiting  for  their  army.

ama's  kitchen,  tlie  one 
I  rememljer,  was  in 
Philadelpliia  where  I 
did  most  of  my  growing  up.  Ma- 
ma, who  was  a  handsome  woman 
with  deep  dimples  in  her  checks, 
kept  om-  house  spotlessly  clean.  It 
was  a  real  thing  with  her  to  have 
everything  polished  and  shinv  all 
the  time.  Papa  was  a  hod  carrier 
during  the  week,  and  on  Sunday 
he  was  a  Reverend  at  the  House  of 
Prayer.  My  brother  and  my  sisters 
and  I  were  not  allowed  into  Ma- 
ma's kitchen  very  much.  In  fact, 


coniniaud  in  her  own  kitchen  and 
she  wasn't  abimi  to  ha\e  her  cliil- 
dren  messing  something  up  for 
her.  l'"or  her,  cooking  was  an  ex- 
pression of  1()\  e.  and  serving  at  the 
table  was  an  experience  in  sharing 
her  aflection  u  ith  us  all. 

Sunday  mornings  remain  par- 
ticularly \i\id  in  my  memorv.  Papa 
always  ga\  e  us  a  certain  amount  of 
religion  at  the  table,  but  on  Sun- 
day morning,  since  he  was  the  Rev- 
erend, we  really  got  it.  First,  we 
had  grace.  Then  came  Papa's 
speech  on  good  behavior.  Then 
came  th(>  Twenty-third  Psalm, 
possibly  followed  bv  three  chap- 
ters from  Daniel,  nine  from  Isaiah, 
and  some  from  a  few  otlier  spots 
in  the  Bible.  All  this  had  to  do  with 
living  right  and  beliaving  yourself. 
We  sat  quietly  and  listened  but 
our  little  mouths  were  becoming 
dri/zlv  and  om-  eves  were  popping 
out  as  wc  looked  toward  the  stove. 

On  tliat  sto\e  e\erv  Sunday 
morning  was  Mama's  fried  chick- 
en. Mama  could  cook  the  best  fried 
cliicken  in  the  world.  Now  most 
people  tlunk  that  the  tradition  is 
to  ]ia\  e  fried  chicken  for  dinner  on 
Sinida\'.  Mama  did  it  llie  otiier 
wav.

1  honestly  wish  that  I  could  make 
Mama's  cake  and  could  tell  you 
how  it  is  done.

We  didn't  eat 
much  sweet  food  in  our  house  and 
so  it  wasn't  verj'  often  that  Mama 
decided  to  make  a  cake.  But  then 
on  the  spur  of  the  moment  Mama 
would  get  up  from  tlie  table  and 
begin  to  tlirow  things  into  a  bowl— 

2  to  4  cups  sifted  flour,  2  or  4  eggs, 
baking  powder  (about  1  teaspoon 
I  would  think),  vanilla  flavoring, 
and  enough  water  to  make  it  loose. 
Yes,  I  said  water.  We  didn't  drink 
a  lot  of  milk  in  our  house— it  wasn't 
because  we  were  poor,  it  is  just 
that  we  didn't  prefer  it.  Even  on 
our  cereal,  we  often  had  evap- 
orated milk,  or  does  that  go  back 
too  far  for  you?  Then  she  added  2 
tablespoons  of  vanilla.  After  put- 
ting this  mixture  together,  she 
would  toss  it  into  a  medium  oven 
and  somehow  it  turned  into  a  cake. 
( Now  came  the  good  part— we  got 
to  lick  the  bowl.  We  ran  our  fingers 
around  the  side  until  there  was 
absolutely  nothing  left,  and,  be- 
lieve me,  it  tasted  good.)  Mama 
would  peek  into  the  oven  occasion- 
ally and  when  it  looked  brown  on 
top,  she  would  pull  out  the  tins— 
slie  cooked  this  in  four  or  five  little 
round  pie  tins.

"This  is  the  Mama  I  know  ,  look- 
ing over  all  four  of  us  tluough  the 
years,  each  of  us  knows  her  in  his 
or  her  own  wav.  To  me  she  has 
been  like  a  Lioness  watching  o\er 
her  cubs,  teaching  them  all  and 
sending  them  into  the  world  hop-

Yet,  e\eii  if  tiiev 
never  did  return.  Mama  felt  tliat 
she  had  prepared  them  for  it.  I  liad 
a  moment  of  truth  recentlv  with 
Mama  when  we  liad  a  talk  about 
love  and  its  meaning.  Mama  cried 
after  that  convert,. ition.  Do  \'ou 
know  tliat  ma\-  luue  been  tlie  onl\ 
time  I  e\cr  saw  that  woman  cr\? 
We  \\  ere  alone  and  I  knew^  she  u  as 
Lo\('. 

"In  her  eyes  todaw  I  saw  the 
rcali/ation  thai  she  cannot  sur\i\e 
much  longer.  Siie  sees  herself  get- 
ling  older  and  she  sees  us  growing 
farther  awi\'  from  her  lo\  ing  hands 
of  diaper  days.  Vou  see.  Mama 
ne\er  (juite  turned  loose  of  life's 
terrific  moments.  Now  llu*  lioness 
has  begun  to  draw  awa\'  from  us 
all.  She  busies  herself  as  much  as 
possible  witli  her  house  and  her 
goldfish.  We  ne\er  liad  a  house 
without  goldfish.  .Mama  used  to 
talk  to  those  fish,  and  I  am  sure 
slie  does  so  more  now  that  we  are 
not  at  liome. 

"She  looks  into  tlie  distance,  all 
too  near,  and  saves  her  strength 
against  the  time  wlien  she  will  call 
all  of  her  cubs  to  her  side  to  sav 
''ood-bve."  ■

(from  Bay  Village  Historical  Cook 
Book)  combines  2  cups  of  beef 
bouillon,  1  green  pepper,  finely 
chopped,  2  teaspoons  lemon  juice.

Line  8  to  10  tartlet  molds,  4)4  inch 
top  diameter,  3)4  inch  bottom  di- 
ameter and  %  inch  deep,  with  pas- 
try dough,  brush  the  bottom  with 
the  melted  apricot  preser\es  and 
l)ake  tor  10  minutes. 

Fill  the  baked  tartlets  with  tlie 
apple  uiixture,  pouring  some 
melted  butter  o\'er  each.  Finish  in 
oven  for  about  20  minutes  mitil 
set. 

FISH  MOUSSE  IN  TIMBALES  AND 
SAUCE  HOLLANDAISE  SIMCA 
Ingredients:  2  pounds  whole  fish 
(pike,  trout,  or  salmon),  2  cups 
dry  white  wine,  bouquet  gami,  Vz 
teaspoon  salt,  freshly  ground  white 
pepper,  paprika,  nutmeg,  1  egg, 
slightly  beaten,  IM  cups  heavy 
cream.  Sauce  Hollandaise  Simca 
( see  recipe  below ) . 

Prepare  6-8  individual  molds: 
Butter  well,  and  put  buttered  pa- 
per in  bottom. 

Clean  fish  thoroughly  and  re- 
move bones  and  skin;  reserve.  You 
should  have  X  pound  flesh.  Put 
bones,  skin,  and  fish  trimmings  in 
a  large  saucepan  with  the  wine, 
bouquet  garni,  '4  teaspoon  salt,  a 
large  pinch  of  pepper,  and  water 
to  cover.  Simmer  for  25  minutes, 
strain,  and  reduce  to  I/2  cups.  Cor- 
rect seasoning  and  set  aside. 

Cut  the  fish  up  roughly  and  put 
tiirough  a  meat  grinder  or  the  me- 
dium disk  of  a  food  mill.  'I^ien  pass 
fi.sh. through  the  fine  disk  of  the 
food  mill  into  bowl  set  over  bowl 
of  ice.  Add  the  remaining  salt  and 
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pepper,  paprika,  and  nutmeg  to 
taste.  Still  working  over  ice,  add 
the  egg  by  spoonfuls,  beating  vig- 
orously until  firm  and  smooth.  Add 
chilled  cream  bv  spoonfuls.  Cor- 
rect sea.soning.  Test  the  consisten- 
cy by  poaching  a  spoonful  in  sim- 
mering water.  If  the  mousse  keeps 
its  .shape,  fill  the  molds  and  cover 
with  a  sheet  of  buttered  paper. 
Put  in  a  pan  of  water  to  the  M 
level  of  the  molds.  Heat  on  top  of 
the  stove  until  the  water  reaches 
the  simmer.  Bake  in  375°  oven 
10-12  minutes.  CarefuUv  unmold  ' 
if  to  be  served  immediately  or  keep 
in  molds  to  be  reheated,  reservine 
juice,  and  keep  warm  until  ready 
to  serve. 

Arrange  on  a  warm  serving  dish 
and  coat  with  some  of  the  sauce. 
Serve  extra  sauce  separately. 
Ser\es  6  to  8. 

SAUCE  HOLLANDAISE  SIMCA 
Ingre(hents:  3  egg  \'olks;  10  table- 
spoons unsalted  butter;  3-4  table- 
spoons fish  fumet,  (the  reduced 
juices  from  the  fish  mousses),  or 
clam  juice;  3  tablespoons  heavy 
cream;  Salt,  freshly  ground  pep- 
per; V/2-2  tablespoons  chopped 
parsley,  tarragon,  chervil  (option- 
al). 

Method:  Cook  the  egg  yolks  and 
fish  fumet  in  a  small  saucepan  over 
very  lov\-  heat,  stirring  all  the  time, 
until  yolks  tliicken  and  you  can  see 
the  bottom  of  the  pan  between 
strokes.  Remove  from  heat  and 
add  the  butter  1  tablespoon  at  a 
time,  stirring  constantly,  until  it 
is  all  added  and  the  sauce  is  thick 
and  smooth.  Add  the  cream  by 
spoonfuls  and  stir  until  thickened. 
Do  not  let  it  become  too  hot  or  the 
egg  yolks  will  curdle.  Season  to 
taste  with  salt  and  pepper,  and 
stir  in  chopped  herbs  if  desired. 

CHERRIES  IN  CUSTARD 
WITH  MERINGUE 
Ingredients:  1-pound  canned  cher- 
ries, pitted;  '/i  cup  confectioners 
sugar;  3  tablespoons  kirsch  or 
framboise;  3  egg  yolks;  %  cup  sug- 
ar plus  2  tablespoons;  2/2  ounces 
pulverized  almonds;  I'i  teaspoons 
2)otat()  starch  or  cornstarch;  'A  cup 
heavy  cream;  2  taijlespoons  but- 
ter; 4  egg  whites;  Salt;  2J2  table- 
spoons sliced  almonds;  confection- 
ers sugar;  kirsch  or  framboise.  j 
Method:  Drain  cherries  and  mix 
with  confectioners  sugar  and 
kirsch  or  framl)oise.  Beat  egg  yolks 
and  the  5:'i  cup  sugar  in  a  saucepan 
until  the  mixture  makes  a  ribbon 
on  the  surface.  Add  tlie  pulverized 
almonds,  potato  starch  or  corn- 
starch, and  cream  and  stir  until 
well  blended. 

Cook  over  mediinn  heat,  stirring 
constantly  with  a  wooden  spoon  or 
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spatula,  until  it  thickens.  Hcmove 
from  the  heat  and  continue  to  stir 
until  slightly  cool,  adding  the  but- 
ter in  small  pieces. 

Beat  the  egg  whites  with  a 
pinch  of  salt  in  a  copper  bowl  until 
stiff  peaks  form.  Fold  half  the 
wliites  into  the  batter  mixture. 
Beat  the  remaining  2  tablespoons 
sugar  into  the  remaining  egg 
whiles  a  little  at  a  time  to  make  a 
meringue. 

Drain  the  cherries  and  add  the 
liquid  to  the  batter.  Arrange  the 
fruit  in  1  layer  in  a  shallow  oven- 
proof dish.  Cover  the  fruit  with 
the  batter  and  bake  in  a  .'350° 
oven  for  18-20  minutes.  Spread  the 
meringue  on  top  and  embed  a  fair- 
ly neat  half  egg  shell  in  the  center. 
Scatter  the  almonds  on  top  and 
sprinkle  on  confectioners  sugar 
througli  a  sieve.  Carefully  brown 
the  meringue  under  broiler  for  3-4 
minutes  or  in  425°  oven  about  5 
minutes.  When  it  is  lightly 
browned,  fill  the  e^'n  shell  with 
kirsch  or  framboise,  ignite,  and 
shake  the  dish  so  that  the  liqueur 
spills  out  and  the  whole  top  is 
fiaml)eed.  Scr\e  iminediatelv. 
Serves  4  to  6. 

ONION  PATE  WITH  MUSHROOMS 
ANDWILDRICE 
Ingredients:  1  cup  wild  rice  or  un- 
cooked brown  rice,  7  cups  flour, 
14  tablespoons  butter  or  marga- 
rine, 4  tablespoons  lard  or  8  taljle- 
spoons  oil,  1  teaspoon  salt,  3  eggs, 

1  cup  dry  white  wine,  '2Vi  pounds 
sweet  onions,  chopped  (about  10 
cups ) ,  ]'i  cup  oUve  oil,  1  cup  chick- 
en bouillon,  pinch  saffron,  salt, 
treslily  ground  pepper,  nutmeg,  2 
tablespoons  heavy  cream,  2  table- 
spoons flour,  3  ounces  slivered  al- 
monds, 1  pound  muslnooms, 
cleaned  and  quartered,  1  cup  milk, 

2  tablespoons  cream,  6  ounces 
boiled  ham,  cut  in  2  sfices  and 
then  dice,  2  egg  yolks,  3  table- 
sp(j(jns  finely  chopped  mixed  pars- 
ley, chervil,  and  tarragon,  mace. 
Lemon  Butter  Sauce  (see  recipe 
below ) . 

Method:  Soak  the  rice  in  cold  ua- 
ter  for  3  hours,  then  cook  in  boil- 
ing salted  water  for  45  miimtes, 
rinse,  and  drain. 

Pour  flour  on  a  board  or  in  a 
bowl,  make  a  well  in  the  center, 
and  put  in  the  cut  up  butter  or 
margarine,  lard  or  oil,  2  eggs  and 
salt.  Mix  with  tiie  fingertips  until 
well  blended  and  crumbly,  then 
add  wine  and  a  little  water  so  that 
the  dough  will  form  a  ball.  Chill 
until  firm. 

Cook  the  onions  in  the  oli\c  oil 
very  slowly,  without  browning, 
until  they  are  soft,  stirring  occa- 
sionally. Add  the  bouillon,  bring 
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to  a  boil,  stir  in  the  saifron  and 
salt,  pepper,  and  nutmeg  to  taste, 
and  cook  slowly,  uiico\ered,  f(jr 
35  to  40  minutes  until  the  onions 
are  very  .soft.  Drain  and  put 
through  a  food  mill.  It  sI)ould  be 
a  thick  puree.  Heat  tlie  cream  with 
the  flour  and  the  egg  togetlier  and 
stir  into  tlie  onion  puree.  Heal, 
stirring  conslanllv,  until  \ery 
thick.  Correct  seasoning  and  cool. 

Bake  the  sli\ered  almonds  in  a 
375^  oven  until  brown  (shaking 
the  pan  to  brown  e\en!y). 

Cover  the  mushrooms  with  the 
milk  and  cream,  simmer  gently  25 
to  30  minutes  until  tender  and  the 
milk  has  been  absorbed.  Season 
Willi  salt,  pepper,  and  nutmeg. 

Mix  togetlier  the  diced  ham,  al- 
monds, onion  mixture,  and  herbs. 
Correct  seasoning. 

Roll  %  of  the  pastry  to  a  thick- 
ness of  ,'4  inch  and  trim  into  a  large 
rectangle  (11  by  25  inches).  Put 
on  a  baking  sheet.  Beat  egg  yolks 
and  brusli  on  pastry.  Spread  Ji  of 
the  rice  in  the  center  of  the  paslrv 
in  an  even  thickness,  leaxing  a  ■-4- 
inch  border  of  uncovered  paslrv. 
(]over  tlie  rice  with  all  the  mix- 
line  and  top  with  the  remaining 
rice.  Fold  llie  uncovered  pastr\ 
o\er  the  rice.  Lilt  pastry  u])  and 
press  corners  together  to  form  a 
box.  Brush  again  with  egg.  Roll 
out  remaining  pastry,  trim  into  a 
rectangle  to  fit  the  pale,  and  cov- 
er the  ])al(',  pressing  edges  to  se- 
cure. If  you  like,  decorate  the  lop 
of  the  pate  with  some  of  the  re- 
maining paslrv  cnl  into  leaves. 
Brush  again  with  the  egg.  Make 
2  slashes  in  llie  lop  to  allow-  steam 
to  escape.  Put  in  relrigerator  to 
chill.  Preheat  tlie  o\en  to  375". 
Bake  the  pate  just  to  cook  liie  pas- 
try, about  25  to  30  minutes.  Serve 
warm  with  Lemon  Butter  Sauce. 
Ser\es  6  to  8.

salted  butter,  salt,  freshly  ground 
pe]>per,  Yi  cuj)  lemon  juice,  1  table- 
spoon chopped  paisley.

egg  white,  lightly  beaten  with  salt, 
pepper,  and  a  tiny  drop  of  oil;  % 
cup  fresh  bread  crumbs;  8  table- 
spoons butter;  /2  tablespoon  finely 
chopped  shallots;  lemon  juice;

Method:  Soak  the  sweetbreads  in 
cold  water  and  vinegar.  Rinse.  Put 
the  thyme,  bay  leaf,  tan-agon,  and 
salt  and  pepper  to  taste  in  a  sauce- 
pan of  water  and  simmer  for  20 
minutes.  Add  the  sweetbreads, 
bring  just  to  a  boil,  and  simmer, 
partly  covered,  for  3-4  minutes. 
Remove  from  the  water  and 
plunge  hito  cold  water  to  firm 
them.  (If  doing  in  advance,  be 
sure  to  do  this).  Drain  very  well 
on  paper  towel,  and  cool,  weighted 
under  a  board.  Remove  the  mem- 
brane and  all  the  fat  from  the 
sweetbreads.  Slice  diagonally  and 
trim  the  slices  so  they  will  fit  the 
artichoke  bottoms.  Reserve  the 
trimmings  and  chop.  You  must 
have  enough  slices  for  the  10  arti- 
choke bottoms  with  1  or  2  escal- 
lops for  each  bottom. 

Dip  the  sweetliread  slices  first 
in  the  flour,  then  in  the  egg  white 
mixture  and  finally  in  the  bread 
crumbs.  Saute  in  3-4  tablespoons 
butter  3-4  minutes,  until  lightly 
browned,  then  turn  carefully  and 
brown  on  the  other  side.  Baste 
with  melted  butter  and  keep 
warm. 

Trim  the  artichoke  hearts  well. 
Melt  3-4  tablespoons  butter  and 
saute  the  shallots  and  chopped 
sweetbread  trimmings  until  the 
shallots  are  soft.  Add  the  artichoke 
bottoms  and  a  little  lemon  juice 
and  cook  to  heat  the  artichoke 
bottoms.

BEARNAISE  SAUCE 
Ingredients:  ]*  cup  wine  vinegar; 
!4  cup  dry  white  wine;  2  shallots, 
finelv  chopped;  2  sprigs  fresh  tar- 
ragon, lea\es  stripped  from  stem 
and  cliopped,  or  '2  tablespoon 
dried  tarragon;  3  tablespoons  fine- 
lv chopped  fresh  chervil;  Salt, 
freshly  ground  white  pepper;  3 
egg  yolks;  %  cup  butter;  lemon 
juice. 

Method:  Combine  the  vinegar, 
wine,  shallots,  ii  the  tarragon,  2 
tablespoons  diervil,  and  salt  and 
pepper  to  taste  in  a  small  sauce- 
pan. Boil  over  moderate  heat  until 
the  liquid  has  reduced  to  about  2 
tablespoons.  Cool. 

Cook  the  egg  yolks  in  a  small 


saucepan  over  very  low  heat,  stir- 
ring constantly  all  over  the  bottom 
of  tlie  pan,  until  they  thicken  and 
you  can  see  the  bottom  of  the  pan 
through  strokes.  Strain  the  re- 
duced hquid  in,  pressing  to  ex- 
tract all  juices,  and  beat  again.

Add  /4  cup  water  to  the  sugar 
and  boil  until  the  syrup  reache;J 
the  soft  ball  stage:  when  a  Httle 
dropped  into  cold  water  makes  i 
soft  ball  (about  237°-240°).  W 
mediately  pour  this  boiling  syruf 
over  the  egg  yolks,  and  beat  vig-i 
ourously  with  a  whisk  until  cold 
Add  the  liqueur  and  vanilla.  Re 
turn  to  saucepan  and  heat  beating 
until  slightly  thickened.  Removf 
and  continue  to  beat  until  cool. 

Beat  the  egg  whites  with  a  pinci 
of  salt  until  stiff  peaks  form.  Fok 
/4  into  the  egg  yolk  mixture,  thei 
gently  fold  into  the  remaining, 
whites  using  a  large  spatula. 

Increase  oven  temperature  td

Snipping  flowers  on  a  sunn\'  da\'. 
tlien  dn'ing  them  to  keep  tlieir 
natural  color,  shape,  and  texture 
gives  joy  in  the  doing  and  gamers 
flowers  to  arrange  later  when  you 
have  indoor  time.  Recycle  summer 
color  and  you  have  bouquets  in 
winter  at  little  or  no  cost,  e\en 
one-of-a-kind  gifts.  At  Christmas 
the  \\'alter  Harings  (page  118) 
arrange  dr\'  red  celosia  (cocks- 
comb) and  fresh  holly.  Mrs.  Henr\' 
R.  Macy  (page  116)  makes  bou- 
quets to  complement  friends'  color 
schemes  and,  because  her  garden- 
ing hobby  has  become  a  part-time 
career,  for  clients  in  the  New  York 
area.  Even  a  uedding  bouquet  can 
be  preserv'ed  if  taken  apart  im- 
mediately and  dried  with  new 
speed-up  methods  (see  Sources, 
page  200). 

Air-dr,vin|i$  i!>«  as  easy  as 
han)£in|£  up  your  beach  hat. 
Tic  the  stem  ends  in  small 
bunches  and  hang  head  down  to 
keep  stems  straight.  Among  the 
garden  plants  to  cut  in  season: 
acacia,  acroclinium,  allium  (see 
Gardener's  Notes,  page  196),  ar- 
temisia,  baby's-breath,  bells  of  Ire- 
land, celosia,  chives,  globe  amar- 
anth,  hydrangea,  saKia  farinacea. 
statice,  strawflowers,  .xeranthe- 
mums.  \N'ildings  not  to  miss:  cat- 
tails, clover,  goldenrod.  Queen 
Anne's  lace,  yarrow.  After  vou  dr\' 
cattails  and  goldenrod,  give  them 
a  whoosh  of  hair  sprav  to  keep 
them  from  fluffing.  Air-dr^dng  is 
free  but  slow,  one  to  three  weeks 
depending  on  the  flower  and  hu- 
miditv.  Colors  will  be  muted. 

Most  flowers  keep  if  cov- 
ered with  a  desiceant.  Thick, 
moisture-retaining  flowers  such  as 
daisies,  marigolds,  roses,  zinnias 
cannot  keep  their  color  and  form  if 
air-dried.  Use  fine  clean  sand,  or 
five  parts  commeal  to  one  part 
borax  (both  take  one  to  two 
weeks )  or,  most  satisfactory  of  all, 
silica  gel  granules  such  as  Flower- 
Dri  or  Petalast.  Sand  should  be 
washed,  sieved,  and  dried  (a 
chore).  It  is  hea\v  but  worthwhile 
for  sturdv  flowers  like  black-e\ed 
Susans  and  zinnias. 

Silica  gel  is  quick,  generally 
three  days  for  zinnias  to  six  or  sev- 
en days  for  roses.  It  is  lightweight. 


easier  to  shake  off  than  sand,  costs 
roughlv  S2  per  pound.  For  most 
flowers,  the  faster  the  dr\'ing  the 
better  the  color.  Roberta  Moffitt  in 
Ohio  combines  o\'en-diAing  withe 
Petalast,  her  special  grind  of  silica 
gel,  to  preserxe  even  truculent  tu- 
lips, daffodils,  lilies,  and  orchids  in 
a  matter  of  hours.  ( Few  flowers  re- 
sist their  chance  at  immortalit\'  but 
these  and  chrv'santhemxims  are 
particularly  cantankerous,  and 
African  violets  wilt  and  might  as 
well  grow. )  Microwave  ovens  re- 
duce silica  gel  time  to  minutes  ( see 
page  200). 

Most  experts  use  silica  gel  in  air- 
tight closed  containers— special 
boxes,  salvaged  fruit-cake  tins, 
coffee  cans  and  jars  widi  lids. 
Place  flowers  head  up  on  an  inch 
or  so  of  silica  gel.  Spikes  like  del- 
phiniums are  laid  horizontaUy.  A' 
few  flowers,  such  as  daisies,  may- 
be  put  face  dowm.  Add  more  desic- 
cant  and  flick  by  hand  to  cover 
each  flower,  each  petal.  You  may 
want  to  brace  pliant  stems  with 
#18  or  #20  florist  wire,  running 
the  wire  into  the  calvx  and  bend- 
ing the  stem  to  lie  flat  in  the  box. 
Short-stem  flowers  are  easier  to 
work  with;  attach  them  to  wires 
before  or  after  drying.  Bind  them 
later  to  extra  stems  saved  froin 
rugged  pickings  like  varrow.  Label 
each  container  with  date  for  un- 
covering. Flower  varieties  requir- 
ing the  same  drving  time  mav  be 
combined  in  a  box.  On  the  ap- 
pointed day,  test  one  flower  with 
fingers  for  drvTiess,  then  pour  out 
some  of  the  granules.  Lift  flowers 
with  care  and  clean  off  anv  cling- 
ing granules  with  a  camel's-haiil 
brush.  Except  in  dr)-  climates,  de- 
lav^  arranging  until  heat  is  turned 
on  in  the  fall.  Mrs.  Macv  stores  hei 
flowers  in  her  verv  drv  attic  un- 
covered in  Oasis-filled  vases  or  on 
mesh  shelves  of  hardware  cloth 
tacked  to  wood  supports.  Othei 
experts  insist  on  closed  storagt 
containers  or  airtight  plastic  bags 
with  a  precautionarv-  half-cuf 
silica  gel  in  the  bottom.

Lawns  get  tired-looking  as  summer  draws  to  a  close.  One  reason  is  that  sprinkling  and  summer 
rains  have  leached  away  plant  nutrients,  leaving  lawn  grasses  quite  literally  starving.  So  feeding 
is  in  order,  particularly  with  nitrogen,  the  element  most  necessary  for  healthy  green  grass  leaves 
A  20-10-10  formulation  is  about  right,  though  some  turf  experts  recommend  more  than  20  perl 
cent  nitrogen.  IVIake  sure  part  of  the  nitrogen  is  in  slow-release  form  and  don't  omit  potash  anc| 
phosphorus  either,  since  both  are  necessary  to  build  healthy  roots  that  will  help  the  grass  plants 
withstand  the  rigorous  winter  ahead.  Late  summer  is  lawn  seeding  time,  too,  and  the  good  newji 
this  year  is  that  some  fine  new  varieties  of  lawn  grasses  are  now  available  in  seed  mixtures.  Man 
hattan,  a  perennial  ryegrass,  is  making  a  name  for  itself  by  being  tough,  fine-leaved,  and  far 
longer  lived  than  we  expect  a  rye  to  be.  Pennlawn,  a  fescue  even  more  wear-and-shade-resistan 
than  other  fescues,  has  quickly  become  the  standard  by  which  varieties  of  this  grass  type  ar( 
judged.  And  in  bluegrass,  Merion  still  holds  the  lead,  although  newer  Fylking  is  more  vigorou; 
and  quicker  germinating.

If  you  know  your  onions,  you'll  grow 
them  for  more  than  just  eating.  The 
ornamental  onions — usually  called  al- 
liums— are  ideal  for  growing  in  a  pe- 
rennial border  or  rock  garden.  They 
produce  leaves  in  early  spring,  flowers 
in  a  variety  of  colors  and  sizes  over  a 
span  of  several  months.  Botanically, 
of  course,  they're  all  Alliums,  whether 
leeks,  garlic,  chives,  plain  garden 
onions,  or  the  fancier  flowering  species. 
Allium  giganteum,  for  example,  pro- 
duces husky  clumps  of  gray-green 
leaves,  below  right,  in  early  spring. 
These  disappear  about  the  time  the 
4-foot-high  flower  heads  fade,  in  late 
June,  leaving  space  for  summer-flow- 
ering annuals,  which  may  be  planted 
right  on  top  of  the  bulbs.  One  of  the 
best  kinds  for  garden  display  or  cut 

ting  is  A.  Rosenbachianum,  above  right,  with  globular  heads 
of  rosy  lavender  flowers  atop  2-  to  3-foot  stems.  These  appear 
just  about  the  time  the  last  tulips  are  fading  and  last  for  two 
weeks  or  longer  Except  for  giganteum,  whose  flower  heads  col 
lapse  when  they  mature,  all  the  alliums  are  good  for  drying 
A.  albopilosum,  above  left,  is  a  particular  favorite  of  flower 
arrangers,  who  find  in  the  dried  seed  heads  a  sculptural  quality 
lacking  in  other  plants.  There  are  dozens  of  different  kinds  of 
alliums.  Practically  all  of  them  are  rock-hardy  and  will  form 
substantial  clumps  if  left  undisturbed  for  a  few  years.  They 
should  be  planted  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  way  as 
tulips,  and  the  time  to  order  bulbs  is  in  summer  or  early  fall.

niav  !)('  pressed  between  pages  ol 
telephone  hooks  or  newspapers. 
Foliage  sneli  as  rliododendron, 
magnolia,  lanrel,  and  havherry,  is 
handsome  preserved  with  one  part 
glycerin  to  two  parts  water  in  a 
warm  room.  Crush  stem  ends  and 
immerse  in  2  to  4  inches  of  gly- 
cerin water  for  one  to  si.\  w-eek.s 
or  until  veins  absorb  and  leaves 
change  color  to  the  \tny  tip.  Foli- 
iage  treated  with  glvcerin  becomes 
leatherv,  usually  brown,  may  be 
used  in  water  with  fresh  flowers 
as  well  as  in  dry  bouquets. 

Th4>N<>  |irin«*i|il<>N  li<»l«l  f«»i* 
any  flowt'r  lu  be  prt'sorvod: 
1.  Cut  at  crisp  peak  bloom,  not 
dewy,  or  wet  with  rain.  2.  Strip 
off  all  or  most  joliage  to  hasten 
drying.  3.  Hang  or  put  in  dcsic- 
cant  icithin  minutes.  To  hold  road- 
side findings  or  flowers  from  a 
friend's  garden,  keep  in  water  till 
you  have  time  to  dry  them.  Wilted 
plants  dry  wilted.  1  Use  a  dim,  dry 
place  for  hanging  flowers  and  for 
covering  them  \\ith  a  dcsiccant. 
Al.so  for  keeping  foliage  stems  in 
glycerin  water.  Pressing  is  its  own 
darkness.  An  attic  or  very  dry  ga- 
rage, .shed,  closet,  or  kitchen  cor- 
ner away  from  direct  sunlight  will 


do.  Few  basements  are  drv  enough 
to  use  in  summer  but  are  fine  for 
storing  and  arranging  when  heat 
is  turned  on  after  frost.  A  rainv 
spell  may  mean  postponing  air- 
dr\ing  in  spring  or  during  humid 
summer  days.  5.  Be  frugal,  save 
and  rectjcle.  Use  old  coat  hangers, 
sprung  paper  clips,  curtain  hooks, 
and  clothespins  to  hang  bunches 
to  dry.  Twist-Ems  and  pipe 
cleaners  are  useful  to  bind  stems; 
rubber  bands  are  favored  because 
they  contract  as  stems  contract. 
For  drving  in  silica  gel  and  other 
desiccants,  save  suit  boxes,  shoe 
boxes,  plastic  and  tin  boxes,  jars 
with  lids.  Save  city  telephone 
books  and  Sunday  newspapers  for 
pressing.  Sand  can  be  reused  if 
thoroughlv  dried.  Silica  gel  is  re- 
usable—blue crystals  turn  pink 
when  it  is  time  to  put  the  granules 
in  an  open  pan  to  bake  in  a  250° 
o\en  for  an  hour  or  so.  Extra 
glvcerin  water  can  be  reused  if 
strained  through  a  cloth  to  remove 
impurities,  then  sealed  in  a  jar.  6. 
Arrange  fiotcers  in  a  casual  man- 
ner, the  way  you  do  fresh  flowers. 
Avoid  the  stuffed,  fusty  look.  Be- 
cause dry  flowers  are  lightweight 
and  need  no  water,  be  carefree 


about  using  baskets,  fine  porce- 
lain, driftwood,  conch  shells,  what- 
ever suits  your  fancy  and  the  room 
and  the  flowers.  Dried  bouquets 
are  considerate  of  fine  antiques. 
7.  Keep  t/our  bouquets  prettij. 
Keep  them  awav  from  radiators, 
dampness,  and  direct  sunlight. 
Heat  may  make  them  brittle; 
dampness  causes  wilting;  sun 
drains  color  just  as  it  does  when 
flowers  dry  naturally  in  a  field.  If 
a  bouquet  must  go  near  a  sunny 
window,  gi\'e  it  a  fan  background- 
of  heavy  foliage  to  shade  it.  (Dried 
flowers  are  perfect  for  dim  spots 
where  most  pot  plants  languish.) 
To  transport  bouquets,  or  to  keep 
them  safe  through  humid  summers 
when  you  want  fresh  flowers  any- 
way, put  arrangements  in  boxes. 
Make  sure  the  flowers  do  not 
touch  the  sides,  drop  a  little  silica 
gel  to  the  bottom,  wrap  the  box  in 
a  cleaning  bag,  and  seal  it.  Long 
before  a  boiujuet  becomes  dusty 
or  faded,  you  can  plant  a  drving 
garden,  go  for  a  nature  walk,  start 
afresh.

with  brass  nails,  in  one  or  two  rows:  and  sometimes  the  nails  are 
done  to  imitate  fretwork."

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NOTES  ON  NUTRITION 
FOR  YOUR  FAMILY'S  HEALTH  \ 

^^A  training  table  for 
^^^  the  teen-age 
MWthlete  is  good  for 
^^^  the  whole  familg^^

Coaches  can  counsel,  but  it's  the  mothers  who  serve.  And  for  teen- 
age athletes  a  subtle  training  table  at  home  all  year  long  with  nu- 
tritious, well-balanced  meals  will  produce  the  winning  teams.  Not 
the  crash  diets  for  wrestlers,  nor  the  seasonal  stuffing  of  football 
])layers,  but  instead,  good  sound  strategy  in  food  selection,  year  in 
and  year  out  from  birth  on,  is  the  best  preparation  to  insure  superior 
athletic  performance. 

Good  nutrition  scores  innumerable  points  for  teen-age  athletes. 
It  sustains  endurance  in  short-  and  long-term  events,  controls  body 
weight.  j)rc)m()tes  muscle  tone,  clear  skin,  and  mental  alertness.  It 
also  helps  prevent  dental  cavities  and  improves  learning  ability,  co- 
ordination, agility,  flexibility,  strength,  vigor,  posture,  control,  and 
speed  of  action. 

The  body  must  be  supplied  with  the  right  nutrients  in  sufficient 
amounts  if  it  is  to  grow  and  develop.  This  is  especially  true  the  first 
twenty  years  of  life.  Teen-age  boys  need  more  calories  and  more  of 
almost  every  nutrient  except  iron  than  girls  of  the  same  age.  Teen- 
age girls  need  the  iron  to  manufacture  new  blood.  A  nutritionally 
balanced  diet  helps  to  build  strong  healthy  bodies. 

B())s  are  usually  better  nourished  than  girls  simply  because  they 
eat  more.  The  pencil-slim  silhouette  most  teen-age  girls  want  often 
stands  in  the  way  of  their  proper  eating.  You  build  your  figure  your- 
."^elf,  and  it  should  be  done  with  knowledge,  not  fads.  If  you  prepare 
early,  there'll  be  no  need  for  redesigning  later  on. 

Most  teen-agers  admire  their  athletes,  striving  to  be  like  them, 
following  their  examples.  And  good  nutrition  is  one  of  the  better 
examples  to  follow,  contributing  to  youths'  effectiveness,  purpose, 
and  enthusiasm. 

What  one  eats  forty-eight  hours  before  either  a  short-  or  long- 
term  event  is  important.  In  that  period  before  competition,  it  is  ad- 
visable to  reduce  food  residue.  The  athlete  should  avoid  raw  fruits, 
raw  vegetables  (except  lettuce),  vegetables  with  seeds,  whole  grain 
products,  relishes,  popcorn,  nuts,  jams,  preserves,  and  gravy.  In- 
stead he  should  choose  cooked  fruit  and  vegetables,  fruit  and  vege- 
table juices  (except  prune  juice),  skim  milk,  enriched  bread,  rice, 
noodles,  spaghetti,  potatoes  without  skins,  macaroni,  roasted  and 
broiled  meats,  poultry,  fish,  cheese,  eggs  (only  three  a  week) ,  jellies, 
honey,  and  syrups. 

The  pre-event  meal  should  precede  the  competition  by  three  to 
four  hours.  This  allows  time  for  digestion  and  absorption  of  the 
meal,  and  it  is  not  too  long  a  period  to  allow  feelings  of  hunger  to 
develoj).  A  mother  might  serve  this  menu  as  a  pre-event  meal,  re- 
membering to  salt  food  well.

Much  of  what  one  is  to  be  -one's  strength,  ones  |)liysi(|ue.  ones 
enduianct — begins  uben  one  is  conceived.  The  kind  and  amount 
of  food  the  mother  eats  during  pregnancy  has  a  direct  influence  on 
her  offspring.  If  a  child  is  pro|)erly  fed  until  the  age  of  two.  the 
foods  lo  be  included  in  a  well-balanced  diet  aie  the  same  ihroughoul 
life,  the  amounts  var\  depending  upon  height,  age.  sex.  and  activity. 

I'.aling  babils  and  attitudes  formed  as  children  often  decide  what 
we  eat  as  adults.  Adults  sh<iuld  not  opcnl)  talk  al)out  a  child's  eating 
problems  or  dislike  for  a  certain  food,  say  cucumbers,  as  it  might 
induence  his  eating  habits.  A  cliild  (pjickly  learns  that  be  can  upset 
his  parents  in  (he  way  lie  acts  tow  aid  his  food.  I'his.  unfortunateK  . 
can  continue  through  leen-age  years.  /\  ihin  child  often  likes  to  re- 
main thin  because  of  the  attention  gained  from  bis  parents.  The 
same  is  Iriic  lor  llic  laller  cliild. 


Good  nutrition  is  not  a  mystery,  but  it  /5  a  well-planned  detective 
story,  finding  the  right  clues,  the  culprits  ( not  the  butler  in  the  li- 
brary, but  perhaps  too  much  butter  in  the  kitchen).  The  best  lead 
is  to  employ  a  wide  variety  in  the  selection  of  foods  that  are  to 
be  included  in  moderation  in  daily  menus. 

The  following  foods  in  the  amounts  listed  are  essential  to  the 
well-balanced  diet  for  average  teen-agers:

This  is  approximately  2,500  calories,  taking  care  of  protein,  min- 
eral, and  vitamin  allowances  for  teen-agers.  A  training  table  for  the 
teen-age  athlete  is  good  for  the  whole  family .  The  chief  diflference  be- 
Iwcen  tiie  ultimate  diet  for  the  athlete  and  his  more  sedentary 
bi other  is  a  matter  of  calories.  A  teen-age  athlete  «ho  is  exercising 
strenuously  may  need  .'kOOO  or  more  calories  daily,  while  an  adult 
woman  needs  onh  about  2.000  to  1.700.  and  an  adult  man  about 
2.(>00  to  2.400.  I  Calorie  allowances  for  adults  cover  ages  twenty  to 
seventy-five  years.)

Snacks  are  part  of  any  teen-ager's  lifestyle.  They  partkularly 
like  finger  food,  out-of-tlie-hand  snacks.  It  is  a  good  idea  to  set 
aside  an  open  shelf  in  the  refrigerator  especially  for  a  teen-ager  and 
his  friends — nothing  forbidden — provided  whatever  they  eat  or 
drink  doesn't  spoil  their  appetite  for  the  next  meal  or  effect  an 
undesirable  gain  in  weight. 

Some  good,  tasty,  nutritious  snacks  could  be  cheese,  cottage  cheese, 
milk,  fruit  juices,  milk  soups,  milk  shakes,  cocoa  made  with  milk, 
custard,  ice  cream,  ice  milk,  sandwiches,  cookies,  crackers,  tomato 
juice.  V-8  juice,  dried  fruits  (such  as  raisins,  peaches,  apricots,  and 
|)runes).  apples,  fresh  fruit,  cereal  with  milk,  leftovers,  peanut  but- 
ter, raw  vegetables  (such  as  celery,  carrots,  cauliflower,  zucchini, 
cucundiers.  tomatoes.  Iuri)i|)s.  (  abbage.  radishes)    pojKorn.  nuts. 

Vou  might  include  some  pitchers  of  juices  on  that  open  shelf — 
lemonade,  limeade,  orange  juice.  pinea|)ple  juice,  apricot  juice, 
apple  juice,  grape  juice,  and  cranbeiry  juice. 

For  a  gathering  after  the  game,  teen-agers  particularly  like 
"Flora's  Moremore."  a  nutritious  casserole  parents  will  probabK 
borrow  for  their  own  :

Method:  Boil  spaghetti  12  minutes  and  blanch  by  pouring  cold 
water  over  it.  Drain.  To  make  the  sauce:  Heat  oil  in  skillet,  saute 
onion  and  pepper,  add  tomatoes,  tomato  paste,  2  cans  water,  bay 
leaf,  and  oregano.  Salt  and  pepper  to  taste,  add  beef  balls  and  cook 
until  tender,  about  10  minutes.  Grease  a  3-quart  casserole.  Put  one 
layer  of  spaghetti  on  the  bottom,  then  a  layer  of  sauce,  next  a  layer 
of  grated  cheese  on  top.  Bake  about  45  minutes  in  a  350°  oven. 
Serve  hot.  Serves  about  18.  This,  with  a  tossed  salad  and  French 
bread,  is  a  full  and  delicious  meal. 

A  sweet,  simple  dessert  for  teen-agers  is  angel  cake  with  varia- 
tions. Cut  an  angel  cake  into  three  or  more  horizontal  layers.  Spread 
each  layer  with  partially  thawed  frozen  raspberries,  strawberries,  or 
])eaches.  Frost  the  outside  with  lightly  sweetened  sour  or  whipped 
cream.  Or  if  you  prefer  an  ice-cream  cake,  put  softened  ice  cream 
between  layers,  and  then  put  into  freezer.  For  a  tasty  addition,  for 
adults  <jid\.  sprinkle  rum  over  the  ice-cream  cake  before  putting  it 
into  the  freezer.

A  "REVOLUTIONARY"  EXHIBITION  AT  YALE

In  19;50.  Francis  P.  Giiivan.  Yale.  B.A.  1<'W7.  -ave  to 
his  university's  art  gallery  over  ]  0.000  exam|)les  of 
rare  Americana  in  honor  of  his  wife,  and  in  June  of 
this  year,  Yale  opened  to  the  public  the  Mabel  Brady 
Carvan  Galleries  of  American  Art  \Aith  a  "revolution- 
ary" exhibition  called  American  Arts  and  the  Ameri- 
can Experience.  The  collections,  which  inclutle  gifts  of 
Yale  alumni  and  friends  over  a  period  of  255  years, 
cover  the  entire  stylistic  range  of  American  decorative 
art  from  the  early  17th  century  up  to  the  contemporary 
worlds  of  Charles  Eames  and.  )es.  And\  Warhol. 

The  '"revolution,"  however,  is  not  in  the  exhibit,  but 
in  the  manner  in  which  it  is  presented.  More  than  a 
relrospeclive  survey,  it  tells  the  slor>  of  American  art 
as  living  drama.  The  creation  of  (-urator  Charles  F. 
Montgomery  and  designer  Ivan  Cher- 
mayeff,  the  exhibit  is  housed  in  10.000 
square  feet  of  space  within  the  1928 
Meaux-Ails-style  gallery  in  a  way  that 
is  undoubtedly  dramatic — and  etjually 
instructive.  Although  visitors  are  al- 
ways welcome,  this  is  primarily  a  gal- 
lery for  sluflcnts.  and  to  stress  the  im- 
portance of  the  evolutions  of  styles  the 
extraordinary  collection  is  presented 
w  ith  as  little  intrusion  as  possible  from 
its  framework  a  problem  solxed  with 
thoughtful   camoullage. 

The  lofl\  vaulted 
ceilings  and  skyliglits 
and  uppei'  walls  of  the 
classicall)  traditional 
old  gallery  were 
■painted  out"  with 
midnight  blue,  and  be- 
low an  1 1-foot  line, 
w  alls  are  w  hile  to  cre- 
ate the  illusion  of  low- 
er ceilings  and  to  hu- 
manize the  exhibition  space.

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American  Arts  consists  of  one  unexpected  revelation 
after  another.  There  are  seven  main  areas,  chronologi- 
call)  divided:  the  17th  century:  the  William  and  Mary 
period.  1690-1730:  the  Queen  Anne  period.  1730- 
1760:  the  Chippendale  style.  1754-1790:  the  Federal 
period.  17oo-1825:  the  19th  and  20th  centuries. 

Arrangements  are  often  unorthodox,  always  graph- 
ic. Chairs  don't  just  sit  about,  but  climb  walls  like 
paintings.  To  illustrate  the  variations  in  a  style  of  fur- 
niture, elegant  pieces  by  celebrated  cabinetmakers 
sometimes  face  a  similar  group  of  the  same  style  and 
jicriod.  but  executed  by  rural  artisans.  The  parentage 
is  the  same,  but  the  offspring  differ.

sculpture  of  a  nude  maiden  that. 
in    1843,   look    the   art   world   bv 
storm  and  was  described  b)    Mr. 
Powers  as  "too  trusting  in  Divine 
Providence   to   be   aware    of   her 
nakedness."  Aware  or  not,  it  re- 
mains an  extremely  pretty  statue.

Rliodoclendron,  the  huge  genus  of 
more  tlian  500  species  widely  dis- 
tributed over  the  north  temperate 
zone,  lias  provided  us  with  spec- 
tacular flowering  plants  ranging 
from  dwarfs  a  few  inches  high  to 
trees  that  grow  to  60  feet.  Manv 
years  ago,  when  I  was  a  very  un- 
tutored gardener,  rhododendrons 
to  me  were  tall,  broad-leaved  ever- 
green shrubs,  which  produced 
great  tioisses  of  bloom  in  spring- 
time. It  came  as  a  surprise  when  I 
found  out  that  the  evergreen 
shrubs  called  azaleas  in  the  South 
were  also  rhododendrons.  And  so 
were  the  very  hardv  deciduous 
azaleas,  which  did  not  attract  me 
because  the  flowers,  with  a  couple 
of  e.xceptions,  had  little  character. 
This  was  also  true  of  the  rhodo- 
dendrons I  saw  in  Litchfield.  Col- 
ors were  muddy,  excepting  one 
wliite  and  a  phik— but  this  was  not 
true  of  broad-leaf  rhodos  that  I 
had  seen  on  the  north  shore  of 
Long  Island  and  south  of  Phila- 
delphia. They  were  exceptionally 
lovely.  I  discovered  the  hard  way 
that  the  delicate-hued  azaleas  of 
tlic  South  would  have  nothing  to 
do  with  our  minus  20°  climate, 
nor  would  the  lovelv  broad-leaved 
ones  1  liad  seen  in  Wilmington, 
l)ut  1  was  not  foolish  enough  to  trv 
to  grow  those.  It  was  not  until 
1947  that  I  found  out  about  the 
Exbury  strain  of  deciduous  azaleas 
in  England.  In  it  were  all  the  col- 
ors that  could  be  found  in  their 
tenderest  evergreen  cousins.  Due 
to  this  extremelv  broad  range  of 
color  in  varieties  that  are  both  tall 
and  sliort  and  ha\c  different 
blooming  periods,  Exburv  azaleas 
are  a  iioon  to  American  gardeners 
in  cold  climates,  which  covers  a 
surprisingly  large  part  of  the  U.S. 
Tliis  remarkalile  strain  is  a  prod- 
uct of  the  '■rhododendronomania" 
that  possessed  amateur  gardeners 
and  nurserymen  alike  in  England 
from  about  1900  to  die  beginning 
of  World  War  II.  Unlike  the  "tulip- 
omania"  that  bankrupted  so 
many  Continental  burghers  many 
years  before,  none  of  the  partici- 
pants went  broke;  indeed,  from  ac- 
counts I  have  read  they  all  had  a 
royal  good  time.  Wealthy  English

amateur  gardeners,  who  were  al- 
so accomplished  horticulturists, 
lavished  money  on  this  hobby  of 
gentlemen— they  built  large  green- 
houses, planted  thousands  of  seed- 
lings from  the  crosses  they  made, 
and  together  or  singly  sent  out 
plant-hunting  expeditions  to  bring 
back  rhododendron  species  from 
all  over  the  world.  Lionel  de  Roths- 
child, who  was  to  become  head  of 
the  great  international  banking 
house  and  later  Lord  Rothschild, 
was  a  late  starter,  but  soon  after 
he  bought  Exbury,  a  2,600-acre  es- 
tate on  the  south  coast  of  England, 
in  1919,  he  became  a  leading  fig- 
ure in  the  development." 

"Mr.  Lionel,"  as  he  was  known 
by  the  Exbury  staff,  was  a  remark- 
able gardener.  He  not  only  worked 
intensely  witli  various  species  of 
rhododendron,  but  also  had  an  in- 
terest in  many  other  trees  and 
shrubs,  as  well  as  perennials.  He 
even  hybridized  daffodils  and  at 
one  time  had  England's  outstand- 
ing collection  of  orchids.  He  was 
a  man  of  taste— a  friend  remarked 
that  Lionel  "was  uncanny  in  his 
ability  to  pick  the  best  of  the  best 
things  of  life."  His  appreciation  of 
tlie  fine  arts  was  recognized  and 
his  collection  of  paintings  was  con- 
sidered outstanding.  The  wine  cel- 
lar at  Exbury  was  renowned.  He 
is  said  to  have  chosen  the  wines 
lie  wanted  to  serve,  then  built  the 
meal  around  them,  and  when  in 
residence  worked  out  the  day's 
menus  with  his  chef  each  morning. 
He  was  a  prodigious  worker,  no 
detail  was  too  small.  He  was  real- 
1\'  liis  own  liead  gardener,  kept 
liis  own  studbook,  and  in  most  in- 
stances personally  made  most  of 
tlte  crosses.  After  watcliing  him  at 
Exbury,  a  guest  remarked  that  ap- 
parentl\'  Lionel  ran  "the  legendary 
and  liistoric  international  banking 
firiTi  as  a  hobby." 

Rothschild's  passionate  devotion 
to  flowering  plants  amazed  con- 
temporaries who  had  known  him

at  Harrow  and  Cambridge,  but 
this  reserved  man  only  later  re- 
vealed to  intimate  friends  that  he 
had  had  his  own  small  garden  at 
the  age  of  six  at  Inchmery,  liis 
fatlier's  estate.  Even  before  he  was 
married  in  1912,  lie  had  planted 
seeds  of  rhododendron  on  strictly 
a  trial  and  error  basis  at  Inchmery 
(which  was  next  door  to  Exbury). 
Fortunately  for  him,  his  early  ad- 
vice on  how  to  hybridize  rhodo- 
dendrons was  excellent.  Much  of  it 
came  from  J.  C  Williams,  an  older 
amateur,  whom  Mrs.  Rothschild 
called  the  godfather  of  Exbury's 
rhododendrons.  After  hearing 
Lionel  describe  how  he  had  made 
some  of  his  earlv  crosses,  Williams 
lold  him  to  put  the  lot  on  the  bon- 
fire because  they  would  all  revert 
to  their  ugly  parents.  At  the  time, 
Williams  told  Lionel  to  take  seeds 
from  some  of  his  own  hybrids  and 
remarked  that  the  lot  would  make 
good  starting  stock  for  his  breed- 
ing program.  Lionel  recalls  that 
all  of  his  seedlings  did  indeed  re- 
\ert,  just  as  predicted,  while  some 
of  the  plants  grown  from  Willia-ms's 
seeds  are  still  at  Exbury.  "Why," 
Rothschild  asked,  "are  hybrids  so 
important? "  It  is  a  cjuestion  every 
beginning  gardener  asks.  Williams 
said,  "Because  the  species  has  in- 
variably adapted  itself  to  a  partic- 
ular soil,  a  particular  rainfall,  cli- 
mate, and  resting  period,  it  has  a 
hard  time  adjusting  itself  to  new 
conditions.  But  a  hybrid,  if  a  basic 
mixture,  not  only  more  readily 
adapts  to  our  gardens,  but  will  also 
flower  at  a  different  period  (earlier 
or  later)  and  do  so  more  freely 
than  its  parents."  This  may  help 
make  more  understandable  that 
somewhat  cryptic  and  never  ex- 
plained phrase  one  comes  across 
so  manv  times  in  horticultural  writ- 
ing: ".  .  .  .  it  has  the  remarkable 
vigor  of  a  hybrid." 

No  one  without  unlimited  funds 
could  possiblv  have  moved  as  fast 
in  a  breeding  program  as  Roths- 
child—he used  money  to  collapse 
time.  He  not  onlv  .sought  the  best 
horticultural  advice  in  England, 
but  also  became  an  innovator  by 
devising  his  own  basic  crosses,  es- 
tablishing "groups"  (a  collection 
of  seedlings  from  the  same  par- 
ents) and  planting  them  not  by 
the  hundreds  or  thousands— the 
practice  of  hvbridizers  of  modest 
ineans— but  by  the  hundreds  of 
thousands.  His  early  work  was  on 
the     broad-leaved     species,     the 


"ironclads"  that  withstand  belov 
zero  climates.  Lionel  called  then 
"stolid  burghers,"  for  others  the' 
were  "colored  cabbages."  Al 
though  his  best  work  was  in  tin; 
less  hardy  kinds,  he  producec 
'Naomi,'  'Crest,'  'Avalance,'  'Bov 
Bells,'  'Halcyone,'  'Albatross,'  anc 
'Damozel,'  all  delicate  in  color 
hardy  to  minus  5,  and  still  growj; 
in  the  United  States. 

Rt)thschild's  interest  in  the  de 
ciduous  azalea  form  of  rhododend 
ron  stemmed  from  its  extreme  har 
diness,  the  great  range  of  coloi 
that  could  be  produced,  the  fact 
that  the  form  covered  itself  with 
bloom  at  a  very  earlv  age,  as  well 
as  its  modest  height  at  earlv  ma-i 
turity— 5  feet  with  a  spread  a  little' 
greater  (in  our  hot  climates  some 
varieties  grow  to  7  feet).  He  had 
already  produced  his  own  strain  of 
azaleas  in  the  early  1920s,  but  he: 
knew  that  the  Knapp  Hill  strain, 
under  development  bv  the  \\'ater 
er  family  since  1851,  would  great- 
Iv  enhance  his  own  if  he  could  use 
\\^aterer's  latest  varieties.  Knapp 
Hills  were  based  on  the  Ghent 
strain,  developed  in  1825  by  an 
amateur  who  was  a  Ghent  baker. 
The  surviving  Waterer,  a  crusty 
and  eccentric  bachelor,  had  no 
wants  the  means  of  his  modest 
Knapp  Hill  Nursery  could  not  pro- 
vide, and  treated  his  prize  plants 
like  a  miser  does  gold.  Few  saw 
them.  Lionel  was  so  privileged, 
but  each  time  he  suggested  that  a 
new  Knapp  Hill  variety  would 
look  well  at  Exbury,  Waterer 
would  say  tliat  the  plant  was  be- 
ing reserved  for  his  own  garden,  a 
ploy  that  did  not  deceive  Lionel, 
for  he  knew  that  Waterer's  private 
garden  consisted  of  a  few  peren- 
nials and  vegetables— and  no  aza- 
leas. But  gradually  some  of  these 
rarities  found  their  way  to  Exbury, 
which  indicates  that  the  eccentric 
W'aterer  was  also  a  canny  man. 
There  seems  to  be  no  record  of 
how  much  Lionel  paid  for  ^^'ater- 
er's  nursery,  which  he  eventuallv 
bought,  but  anv  price  was  a  bar- 
gain to  Lionel,  for  he  needed  Wa- 
terer's stock  and  breeding  records 
far  more  than  he  did  the  money. 

The  reason  Rothschild  bought 
out  Knapp  Hill  is  apparent  from 
a  sentence  in  his  later  writings: 
"Anybody  with  a  plant  of  R.  inollc 
could  be  certain  of  success  in  rais- 
ing azalea  hybrids  if  he  crossed 
this  with  any  of  the  large-flowered

He 
had  tme  K.  molle  (not  to  be  con- 
fused with  what  is  called  azalea 
tuolUs,  the  incorrect  name  for  R. 
japonicuw  whose  buds  are  ten- 
der). His  own  hvbrid  strain  ap- 
parently had  not  given  results 
even  approximating  those  of  the 
Knapp  Hill  \arieties  akeady  in 
commerce,  lience  the  necessity  of 
getting  W'aterer's  finest.  From 
them  he  made  fifty  major  matings 
and  planted  out  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  seedlings— e\en  the  small- 
est. He  insisted  on  seeing  each 
Hower.  As  the  batches  bloomed,  he 
chose  the  two  best  pinks,  reds,  sal-

mon.  rose,  et  cetera,  and,  of  course, 
whites;  all  other  seedhngs  were  de- 
stroved.  Lionel  then  crossed  these 
selections  back  by  color  only,  and 
went  through  the  same  routine 
with  their  seedlings,  generation  af- 
ter generation.  In  this  way,  Lionel 
was  able  in  only  twenty  years  to 
produce  a  strain  of  azaleas  that 
far  surpassed  any  that  had  gone 
before.  Knapp  Hill's  took  about 
90  vears  to  develr.p.  Petals  of  Ex- 
burNs  are  broad  and,  although 
large,  strong  enough  to  withstand 
spring  storms;  trusses  are  huge 
and  generallv  co\er  the  plant  be- 
fore it  is  well  leafed  out;  and  the 


color  range,  as  noted,  is  extremely 
broad— from  \i\-id  reds  and 
oranges  to  all  of  the  delicate  hues, 
except  pure  blue,  a  color  that  so 
far  has  eluded  all  breeders.  World 
War  n  and  Lord  Rothschild's 
death  in  1942  put  an  end  to  this 
grandest  of  plant-breeding  efforts. 
During  tlie  years  of  absolute 
neglect,  the  250-acre  garden  at  Ex- 
bur\-  became  almost  an  impene- 
trable thicket.  It  has  been  partially 
restored  bv  Edmund  de  Roths- 
child, Lionel's  son,  who  has  turned 
the  propertv  into  a  commercial 
nurser\'.  Breeding  of  rhodos  and 
azaleas  continues  on  a  far  smaller 


scale,  but  advances  ha\e been  real. 
And  there  have  been  cultivars 
found  in  the  thicket  of  which  no 
records  existed  except  the  tags 
made  of  lettered  lead  found  upon 
them.  One,  R.  tjaktisimanwu,  a 
low-growing  delicate-hued  beauty 
sent  to  Lionel  in  1934  from  Japan 
bv  K.  \\'ada,  a  foremost  Japanese 
horticulturist,  didn't  come  to  at- 
tention at  Exbur\-  until  after  \\'orld 
\\'ar  II.  It  has  proved  to  be  hardy 
to  minus  20°  in  the  United  States, 
where  it  is  now  the  most  sought- 
after  broad-leaved  rhododendron 
and  bv  far  the  most  expensive.  Its 
sap-lines  may  trigger  the  develop- 
ment of  an  important  new  strain 
of  verv-  hardv  rhododendrons. 

The  ExbuT)'  strain  of  azaleas 
was  verv  slow  mo\'ing  into  Ameri- 
can gardens.  Nurser\'Tnen  listed 
Mollis  and  Ghent  strains;  a  few  of- 
fered old  varieties  of  Knapp  Hill's. 
Although  well-known  in  England 
l^efore  \\'orld  Wslt  II,  only  a  few 
plantings  of  Exbvm's  in  fine  Ameri- 
can arboretums  and  public  gar- 
dens could  be  seen  before  1950. 
.\bout  1952,  two  nurseries,  more 
liobbies  than  businesses,  ad\er- 
tised  tb.em  for  sale.  They  flew  like 
lead  balloons  for  the  obxious  rea- 
son: Few  American  gardeners  care 
to  contend  with  expensi\e,  im- 
ported plants  that  no  other  garden- 
er knows.  Then  Exbur\s  were  im- 
ported bv  some  large  nurseries, 
Imt  propagation  proved  difficult. 
Grafting  was  unsatisfactory,  for 
offshoots  from  the  grafted  stock 
produce  flowers  of  a  different  col- 
or if  not  removed;  "layering,"  to 
get  new  stock  on  a  \^ariety's  own 
roots,  is  a  propagating  method 
American  nurser\nnen  simply  can- 
not afford.  I  diink  it  was  about  fif- 
teen vears  ago  that  mist-propagat- 
ing techniques  were  worked  out 
for  rooting  Exbm-y  cuttings,  a 
method  that  has  been  perfected 
to  a  point  where  any  nursery-man 
with  the  proper  equipment  can 
succeed.  As  a  consequence,  E.x- 
bur\'s  by  named  variety  are  avail- 
able almost  anwhere  tliey  can  be 
growni-at  what  I  call  right  reason- 
able prices.  And  they  are  easy  to 
crrow  and  have  no  serious  enemies. 
In  the  last  ten  to  fifteen  years, 
American,  New  Zealand,  and  Aus- 
tralian breeders,  plus  many  En- 
glishmen, have  been  ver\'  busy 
producing,  and  in  far  too  many  in- 
stances, naming  new  varieties— so 
many  that  the  American  gardener, 
new  to  Exbury  azaleas,  can  onl\ 
be  confused  in  making  a  choice. 
Ikit  th.ere  are  three  easy  ways:  (1) 
blindfolded,  stick  a  pin  in  a  list  of 
named  varieties— repeat  if  you 
don't  get  the  color  you  like;  (2) 
choose  an  unnamed  variety  by 
the  color;  or  (3)  buy  a  seedling, 
no  one  has  ever  seen  in  bloom.  ■

Mc)l)ile  sits  alongside  the  Moljile 
Bay,  whicli  feeds  an  Iiour's  drive 
soutli  into  the  gulf  of  Mexico.  It  is 
in  the  part  of  Alabama  that  would 
get  broken  off  first  thing  if  Ala- 
bama were  a  piece  of  china.  An 
old,  old  Southern  citv  wliose  con- 
temporary life  stems  from  the 
same  source  as  always:  its  port. 
The  next-door  state  of  Mississippi 
not  only  borders  on  the  Gulf  but 
also  on  die  Mississippi  River.  Af- 
ter a  time  in  Mobile  I  drove  south 
through  Mississippi  along  the 
coast  and  then  up  to  Natchez  and 
Vicksburg.  Both  these  bluff  cities 
are  marked  by  the  prosperity  of 
the  Southern  planters,  the  com- 
merce of  the  ri\er,  and  the  com- 
plete disorientation  caused  bv  the 
Civil  War.  It's  a  nice  axis  to  drive, 
but  the  route  should  be  planned 
ahead,  the  mind  prepared  to  sec- 
ond guess  what  the  eyes  are  seeing 
or  what  the  guidebook  describes. 
This  is  no  Disney  tour.  There  are 
no  museiuii  cities  along  the  route. 
This  Deep-South  charm  has  not 
been  streamlined,  remodeled,  or 
restored  with  restaurants  and  ho- 
tels plugged  in  for  comfort.  It's  a 
trip  with  all  the  adxenture  left  in 
plus  the  possibility  of  discoveries, 
of  seeing  the  true  \s'orth  of  things 
still  unrecognized  or  in  disrepair. 
What  happened  in  Mobile  is 
that  one  city  of  ante-bellum  houses 
was  built  down  on  the  water  and 
after  many  years  abandoned.  Then 
many  people  built  in  what  now  is 
a  residential  area  called  .Spring 
Hill.  Today,  however,  historic 
preservation  lias  lots  of  people 
moving  back  downtown  and  into 
ante-bellum  dwellings  practicallv 
untouched  since  the  move  away. 
A  new  civic  auditorium  is  the 
heart  of  the  renewal  in  old  Mobile. 
It  has  clustered  around  it  a  Holi- 
day Inn  Motel  done  in  Mobile's  old 
brick  style;  a  junior  League 
lieadcjuarters,  the  starting  place 
for  information  about  touring  Mo- 
bile; the  Piioenix  Mre  Museum; 
antiques  shops;  a  restaurant  called 
Bayley's    Carriage     House,    well- 


known  for  West  Indies  cral>  salad; 
and  the  .Malaga  Inn,  made  from 
twin  ante-bellum  town  houses  to 
which  a  center  court  annex  has 
been  added  and  one  of  the  coziest 
places  in  tow  n  to  stay. 

The  first  strong  impression  I 
had  of  Moliile,  driving  in  from  the 
airport  down  her  "main"  Govern- 
ment Street  (where  the  penalty 
for  cutting  down  one  of  the  live 
oaks  that  spread  over  it  is  $5,000) , 
was  how  often  a  shopping  center 
supermarket  was  on  a  lot  right 
next  to  an  ante-bellum  house.  The 
next  thing  I  knew  I  was  lost  and 
when  I  asked  a  policeman  for  di- 
rections, he  got  in  his  car  and  led 
me  to  the  hotel. 

One  of  the  best  ways  to  see  Mo- 
bile is  to  ha\c  a  guide  come  with 
you  in  your  own  car.  Many  house- 
wives of  families  who  have  lived 
there  foi-  generations  are  available 
as  guides  through  \''elnia  C^room, 
lOOl  Augusta  St.,  Washington 
Scjuare,  .Mobile,  Ala.,  .3rS6()4,  or 
the  office  at  Oakleigh,  the  head- 
cjuarteis  of  the  Historic  Mobile 
Preser\ati()n  Societx',  .3.50  Oak- 
leigh Place,  Mobile!  Ala.,  :5fi(->()4. 
Oakleigh  is  an  example  of  what  s 
called  a  raised  C^reole  cottage.  This 
local  stvle  of  architecturi'  comes 
from  the  I'rench  settlers  who  in 
anticipation  of  floods  and  high 
tides  built  the  parlor  one  flight  up. 
The  front  door  was  reached  by 
steps  that  led  to  a  NCianda  or  a 
columned  poitico.  Man\'  Greek 
Re\'i\al  and  t'Cderal  details  were 
giafted  onto  the  basic  design.  Of- 
ten the  houses  were  small,  built  bv 
planteis  and  as  thev  prospered 
added  on  to.  Oakleigh  is  a  good- 
sized  house  with  tall  pier  mirrors 
between  floor-lo-cciling  windows 
in  a  doul)lc  parloi  and  [)ctlicoal 
tables.  These  were  flat  tables  with 
mirrors  flush  to  the  wall  imdcr- 
nealli,  so  ladies  in  long  skirts 
could  see  if  their  pelticoals  w  (m<> 
sliowing.  The  warming  kitchen 
has  a  collection  of  irons  of  all  sizes, 
a  big  sandstone  block  for  making 
Conliiiucd  on   ticxl   jHi'^f

^\^^     iiy  of  the  houses  in  IVatehez  have  names  and  the  people  ^ho 
have  owned  them  are  knoivn  as  the  so-and-sos  of  sueh-and-sueh*' 
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pralines  and  biscviits.  The  fi<f  pre- 
serves ill  tlie  gift  shop  on  the  way 
out  are  good  with  meats  or  bis- 
cuits. 

VVavs  to  cook  fish  crop  up  in 
any  conversation  in  Mobile.  Most 
Mobilians  have  never  had  frozen 
fish  since  tliere's  all  anybody  could 
want  light  olf  the  boat  every  day. 
One  woman  did  tell  me.  however, 
that  ovsters  could  be  frozen  if  the 
containers  were  filled  widi  water. 
She  also  said  that  the  adage  about 
eating  ovstcMS  only  in  months  with 
an  "r"  in  the  name  was  an  old 
wives'  tale.  The  lowdown  on 
shrimp  is  that  most  people  boil 
them  too  long.  The  local  wav  is  to 
bring  the  water  to  a  boil  and  then 
])iit  in  shrimp  for  five  minutes  with 
a  cheescclolh  bag  fillc'd  with  bay 
leaves,  garlic,  and  other  spices. 
The  Junior  Lcii'^uf  Jubilee  Cook 
/?()()/v  gives  recipes  for  crab  dip; 
whole  flounder  stuffed  with  shrimp 
or  cral)meat— something  I  had  sev- 
eral times  in  Alai)ama.  1  drooled 
when  I  read  of  turkey  gumbo  lull 
of  okra  and  oysters. 


Thanksgiving  in  Alabama 
means  a  turkey  with  scalloped  oys- 
ters or  an  ovster  dressing.  Wint- 
zell's  Ovster  House  serves  local 
fish  and  local  humor.  Many  people 
go  just  to  see  Wintzell  himself.  In 
the  spring,  the  Junior  Chamber  of 
Clommerce  paints  a  pink  stripe 
along  the  azalea  route  the  garden 
club  maps  out.  In  tlie  fall,  be  on 
the  lookout  not  for  azaleas  but 
church  bazaars  where  local  bak- 
ing, gmnbos  and  shrimp  boil  are 
sold  to  raise  money  for  local  par- 
ishes. 

For  visitors  who  come  from 
citii's  with  downtown  areas  once 
deserted  and  now  being  repopu- 
lated  bv  young  families  and  new 
businesses,  the  old  port-side  down- 
lown  area  of  Mobile  will  have  par- 
ticular poignancy.  Lots  of  the 
area's  19th-ceiitury  houses  became 
boarding  houses.  Others  stood  va- 
cant lor  \-ears.  Many  of  the  com- 
mercial buildings  still  have  dilapi- 
dated shops  on  the  first  floor,  but 
the  secontl  floor  often  retains  the 
oritrinal  l''ederal  lines.  Early  2()th- 


century  architecture  is  equally 
marvelous  in  its  stylized  way.  The 
small  Coca-Cola  bottling  plant  on 
North  Royal  Street  is  a  beautiful 
example  of  the  good  looks  of  cer- 
tain early  manufacturing-building 
designs.  It  is  especiallv  beautiful 
at  night  when  if  is  dimly  lit  and 
the  old-fashioned  bottling  machin- 
ery and  the  Coke  bottles  them- 
selves are  silhouettes  against  the 
light.  The  lobby  of  the  old  Battle 
House  Hotel  and  Hammel's  De- 
partment Store  near  to  it  are  also 
good  examples  of  this  period. 
Hammel's  has  a  cast-iron  facade, 
making  it  an  earlv  prefabricated 
building.  The  old  Gulf-Mobile  and 
Oliio  Railroad  station  stands  rath- 
er Byzantinely  where  no  trains 
now  run,  but  the  railroad  uses  the 
depot  as  offices  for  some  of  its 
executives. 

Across  the  bav  from  Mobile  in 
Point  Clear,  Alabama,  is  an  old 
resort  hotel  called  the  Grand  with 
a  golf  course  and  a  marina  where 
lots  of  boats  from  New  Orleans 
tie  up  for  the  night.  There's  a  big 


octagonal  room  in  the  lodge  that's 
built  of  cedar  and  centers  on  an 
enormous  fireplace.  Second-floor 
balcony  rooms  open  on  to  it.  Com- 
bination dude  ranch  and  Adiron- 
dack camp,  the  Grand  is  a  very 
comfortable  place  to  stay.  Espe- 
cially with  children  who  get  or- 
ganized camp-style  with  water 
and  racquet  activities  morning 
and  afternoon.  At  night  diey  all 
eat  together  and  see  a  movie. 
There's  a  big  fishing  dock  right 
off  the  main  lodge  where  children 
and  adults  can  fish,  and  an  old 
man  who  will  take  the  fish  off  tlie 
hook  or  bait  it  depending  on  your 
squeamishness.  The  day  I  went 
to  the  Grand  they'd  had  a  crab 
jubilee  that  morning,  which  means 
for  some  reason  of  nature  crab  start 
throwing  themselves  onto  the 
shore— to  the  delight  of  children 
and  the  pleasure  of  adults  who 
harvest  the  crop  and  cook  it  up  for 
dinner.  At  other  times  it  might  be 
flounder  or  shrimp.  If  it  had  been 
a  shrimp  jubilee  the  chef  at  the 
hotel  would  have  fried  them  and

listed  them  on  the  menu  as  slirimp 
in  pantaloons.  Also  good  at  the 
hotel  buffet  is  crab  salad  and  their 
own  tartar  sauce. 

The  drive  from  Mol)ile  to  tlie 
Grand  takes  you  by  a  flea  market 
that  s  very  active  on  weekends- 
Spanish  Fort  Flea  Market,  on 
Highway  31  in  Spanish  Fort.  The 
rest  of  the  area  around  tlie  hotel  is 
filled  with  simimer  liouses  of  Mo- 
bilians  and  not  mucli  else.  A  joint 
called  Max'.s  Cafe  hasn't  mucli  to 
look  at  but  has  wonderful  liam- 
burgers.  A  few  antiques  shops  deal 
mainly  in  junk  and  perhaps  the 
one  low-priced  "find'  tliat  could 
make  a  trip. 

Ilighwav  90  West  takes  one  out 
of  Mobile  south  to  the  coast  and 
Mississippi.  It  is  a  green  lusii  higli- 
wav  at  this  point.  There  are  two 
places  to  stop  on  tlie  wav  to  Hi- 
loxi,  Mi,ss.  One  is  Hellingratli 
Gardens  that  surround  a  !)ig  stone 
house  on  a  ri\er  l)ank.  A  green- 
house of  exotica  is  presided  over 
by  a  white  cockatoo  called  "Snow- 
ball" and  it  is  just  the  entrance  to 


a  "decathlon"  horticultural  event. 
The  house  was  onlv  built  in  the 
tliirties  but  e\er\thing  has  been 
copied  from  e\er\thing  that's  good 
looking  and  impressive  all  over 
the  world.  It  is  full  of  Adam  mir- 
rors. W'aterford  candelabra,  Bac- 
carat cliandeliers,  a  William  Kent 
sideboard,  and  a  l)eautiful  Tiffany 
brass  lamp  uheie  tlie  light  liull^s 
were  lilies.  The  pantry  is  the  most 
spectacular  of  all,  and  Luther  Har- 
ris, wlio  looks  as  thougli  he  might 
]ia\e  been  butler  for  the  family 
when  tlies'  were  still  li\ing,  gives 
a  great  toiu'  of  the  kitchen  and 
pantry. 

The  second  stop  enroiite  to  15i- 
loxi  is  Coden,  Miss.,  a  little  fishing 
\illage  wheie  nearly  e\eiybod\' 
trawls  for  shrimp.  There's  a  res- 
taurant called  Catalina's  right  on 
the  main  road.  Order  a  seafood 
platter  to  get  a  taste  of  everything 
they  do.  It  s  a  \er\'  informal  place. 
Head  for  Highway  90,  iiiloxi,  and 
the  Gulf  Coast. 

Biloxi— "biluxi"  as  it's  pro- 
nounced—has   lots    of    waterir(jnt 


hotels  and  motels  that  open  right 
f)ff  the  shore  road.  One  is  the 
Broadwater  IJcacli  that  has  a  big 
marina  and  comfortable  rooms. 
Everybody  recommends  .Mary 
Mahonev's  for  seafood.  A  house 
where  Jefferson  Davis  li\ed  at  the 
end  of  his  life  is  also  right  there  on 
the  gulf.  If  it's  a  suniu'  day,  most 
people  would  just  as  soon  break 
the  dri\e  with  an  afternoon  in  the 
sun.  When  you're  ready  to  go 
again,  get  Highw  ay  49  in  Gulfport 
and  head  directly  north  to  just  be- 
yond Hattiesburg  to  Collins  and 
then  go  directly  west  on  *S4  to 
.Natchez.  Highway  49  is  a  big  ioui  - 
lane  road.  =84  is  more  picturesfjue 
—fewer  gas  stations,  very  rural. 
TimberlaiKl,  meadows,  not  manv 
houses.  Buy  little  boxes  of  raisins 
to  nibble  on,  or  a  thermos  of  some- 
thing cold  or  hot  before  you  start 
out. 

]Dri\  ing  into  Natchez  at  twilight 
aleits  one  to  the  fact  that  one's 
experience  here  does  not  come 
prepackaged  or  predigested.  Star- 
tliii<r  to  me  was  the  drowsiness  and 


narrow  \illage\  (]ii.ilit\  of  the 
one-way  streets,  llic  short  blocks. 
There,  concealed  behind  hedges, 
shaggy  flowering  buslies.  or  the 
omnipresent  pink  crepe  nnitle, 
are  not  onlv  charming  Creole  cot- 
tages of  some  size  but  also  enor- 
mous houses.  There  aie  many  im- 
portant-looking houses  built  on 
not  much  land.  The  reason  this 
happened  was  planters  built  their 
houses  high  up  on  the  bluffs  and 
commuted  daily  to  cotton  fields  on 
the  flatlands  south  of  the  eit\'  and 
across  the  ri\(>r.  The  Elms  is  one 
example  where  you  come  unex- 
pectedly to  a  garden  gate  and  look 
up  a  walk  to  a  .Spanish-style  pink, 
late  18th-century  house  with  wide 
low  \erandas  on  two  stories.  The 
same  lamily  li\es  there  now  asthe\' 
have  for  four  generations,  and  at 
Pilgrimage  time— .March  and  April, 
when  the  two  garden  clubs  of 
Natchez  open  up  the  houses  on 
tour— \isitors  can  ariauge  to  spend 
the  night.  Man\'  ol  the  lious("s  in 
Natchez  lia\e  names  and  the  peo- 
Continticd  on  next  jxigc 
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ays  to  eook  fish  crop  up  in  any  conversation  in  Moi»iie' 
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pie  who  lia\e  owned  llieiii  are 
knouii  as  llie  so-and-sos  of  siieli- 
and  sucli— the  Carpenters  of  Dun- 
leith,  for  instance.  From  tlie  pic- 
ture of  Dunleith  in  J.  Wesley 
Cooper's  picture  hook  of  Natchez, 
one  gels  the  impression  this  enor- 
mous house  with  its  26  two-storv 
columns  running  on  four  sides  is 
set  in  the  Kiuntr\'  on  a  thousand 
acres.  Right  in  the  middle  of  town, 
however,  Dunleitli  is  open  to  the 
public  all  \car  round  and  the  fiftli 
geneiation  ol  Carpenters  li\es 
there.  Huilt  in  I  SIT,  it  is  one  ol 
the  lew  houses  \\  here  tlie  iurnitur(> 
is  true  to  tlie  period  and  not  filled 
l)v  later  generations  with  \  ic- 
toriana. 

Tliere  is  no  other  side  ol  the 
tracks  in  Natch<^/..  Around  each  ol 
the  big  houses  there  were  smaller 
serx'ice  and  out-huildings  and  ser\- 
ants"  cjuarters.  Totlav  this  same 
mixture  still  exists— movie-set 
rough  luniher  shanties  within  a 
stone's  throw  of  ante-helKmi  man- 
sions. That's  particularly  true  of 
Stanton    Hall— the   most  imposing 


of  Natchez's  big  houses,  which  is 
set  up  on  a  rise.  There  are  four 
iMiormous  ilownstairs  rooms  and 
upstairs  big,  high-ceilinged  bed- 
rooms opening  off  a  room-sized 
hallwav  running  the  length  of  die 
house.  The  Pilgrimage  Garden 
Club,  the  grande  dame  of  Natch- 
ez Garden  Clubs,  now  owns  the 
house  and  runs  a  good  restaurant 
in  the  carriage  house  that  serves  a 
selection  of  sold  food  and  home 
cooking.  I''or  visitors,  a  call  eitlier 
to  Stanton  Hall  or  the  Natchez 
Garden  Clubs'  headquarters  in 
Connellys  Ta\ern  will  get  you 
either  a  guide  or  a  list  of  houses 
that  are  open  all  year.  Dming  Pil- 
grimage, there's  a  list  of  houses 
that  take  o\'ernight  guests. 

The  architectural  whopper  of 
Natchez,  strangelv  enough,  was 
built  bv  a  Yankee.  It  was  never 
finished.  Designated  recenth'  as  a 
National  Historic  Landmark, 
Longwood  is  an  octagonal  house 
that  looks  like  a  Moorish  castle, 
it  is  five  stories  tall  with  an  Orien- 
tal dome.  \Vlien  war  broke  out  in 


1861,  all  the  Northern  craftsmen 
down  on  this  job  literallv  dropped 
their  tools  and  left.  The  Nutts  who 
built  the  house  lived  on  the  com- 
pleted basement  floor  for  the  dur- 
ation of  the  war.  Seeing  this  house 
—the  portrait  of  the  black  butler 
in  the  gift  shop  downstairs,  and 
the  ribbing  of  the  partially  corrr- 
pleted  floors  above— is  one  of  the 
strongest  experiences  Natchez  has 
to  offer.  The  octagonal  plan  of 
rooms  around  a  central  atrium  of- 
fers a  good-looking  present-day 
floor  plan.  Every  room  in  the  house 
opens  to  the  outdoors  and  each 
has  its  own  patio.  No  matter  where 
one  sits  one  can  see  out  into  an- 
other room  or  other  rooms.  The 
octagonal  shape  softens  the  im- 
pact of  winds  and  storms— look 
for  a  19th-century  system  of  vents 
in  the  floors  that  was  Dr.  Nutt's 
proposed  air  conditioning.  What 
are  patios  on  the  ground  flejor  be- 
come flying  balconies  and  outdoor 
living  rooms  on  the  floors  above 
.  .  .  tall  windows  draw  breezes  off 
these  porches   to   cool   the  inner 


center  of  the  house.  The  other  very 
contemporary  note  at  Longwood 
is  the  brick  terracing  that  stretches 
far  beyond  the  house  as  though  the 
Nutts  knew,  as  many  people  do 
todav,  that  a  lawn  takes  a  good 
deal  of  care.  The  documentation 
on  the  house  is  very  complete.  A 
little  book  called  Tlie  Building  of 
Longicood  tells  it  all.  The  gift  shop 
has  locally  made  Raggedy  Ann 
dolls  for  $7.95;  also  quilts,  some 
of  which  though  not  old  are  very 
good  looking,  and  under  $50. 
Note:  At  the  Great  River  Roads 
Graft  Fair  on  October  12,  13,  and 
14,  a  variety  of  the  best  local  crafts 
will  be  available. 

As  informative  about  Natchez 
life  as  anvthing  are  the  cookbooks 
sold  in  among  the  pepper  jelly  and 
fig  preserves  in  the  gift  shop.  One 
is  called  Monuments  and  Menus 
with  special  dishes  and  their  reci- 
pes collected  according  to  the 
houses  where  they  originated.

Everybody  knows  that  fantastic 
cooking  goes  on  in  people's  houses 
but  I  found  the  food  was  not  al- 
ways so  dependable  in  restaurants. 
I  tended  to  order  things  I  knew 
w  ould  be  good.  A  real  show-stop- 
per is  fried  Mississippi  catfish.  The 
fry-crust  is  the  perfect  contrast  to 
the  tender  pale  flavor  of  the  white 
meat  of  what  has  always  been  a 
mean-looking  fish  to  me.  The  oth- 
er unbeatable  choice  is  pecan  pie. 
It's  a  meal  in  itself  and  the  Natch- 
ez Garden  Club  president  Mrs. 
George  Moss  has  an  especialh 
good  recipe: 

MRS.  MOSS'S  PECAN  PIE 
Ingredients:  2  tablespoons  butter; 
1  cup  brown  sugar;  2  tablespoons 
Hour;  1  cup  white  corn  syrup;  3 
eggs  well  beaten;  1  cup  pecan 
halves;  1  teaspoon  vanilla;  S  tea- 
spoon salt. 

Method:  Heat  oven  to  400°.  Soft- 
en butter  and  stir  in  sugar  and 
flour.  Add  corn  symp  and  eggs. 
Beat  until  mixture  is  fluffy.  Finely 
chop  pecans,  saving  a  few  for 
garnish,  and  stir  into  mixture  with 
\anilla  and  salt.  Pour  into  unbaked 
pie  shell.  Bake  15  minutes.  Deco- 
rate with  pecan  halves.  Reduce 
temperature  to  350°  and  bake  30 
to  35  minutes. 

If  you  want  to  order  pecans 
from  Natchez  or  send  them  while 
you're  there,  get  in  touch  with  the 
Natchez  Pecan  Shelling  Company 
(500  North  Broadway). 

As  famous  in  American  history 
as  Natchez  itself  is  the  Natchez 
Trace,  a  kind  of  horse  and  foot 
path  worn  deep  into  the  earth  b\' 
generations  of  traders  and  travel- 
ers. Now  part  of  a  state  highway 
system,  it  is  also  like  a  nieadow\' 
park  with  a  road  running  through 
it.  Late  in  the  day,  as  the  shadows 
lengthen  under  a  stand  of  leafy 
oaks,  it  is  a  beautiful  way  to  get 
north  to  \'icksburg  where  Civil 
War  history  was  made.  Read 
Biuce  Catton  before  vou  go.  \^icks- 
burg  lias  been  well  organized  for 
tourists  and  all  the  battlegrounds 
arc  marked  and  identified.  A 
nio\ic  at  the  National  Military 
I'ark  tells  the  whole  story  of  how 
CJrant  did  the  impossilile  and  won 
\'icksl)urg.  The  old  Southern  Tea

Plioenix,  Arizona  is  a  triple  crown 
of  winter  climates.  Davs  on  end  of 
dry  bright  sunshine.  Sunsets  that 
color  the  atmosphere  in  a  chang- 
ing light  show  that  goes  on  and 
on.  A  place  where  many  people 
fiiul  contentment  as  well  as  golf, 
spas,  big  resort  hotels  and  smaller 
ones.  Through  it  all  runs  a  ranch- 
ing and  western  flavor  and  bright 
threads  of  Indian  culture  and 
crafts.  Phoenix  and  all  Arizona 
ha\'e  meant  this  to  many  people 
for  years,  I)ut  recently  more  pat- 
tern has  been  added  to  the  piece 
—new  places  to  eat,  better  things 
to  buy,  day  trips  that  offer  adven- 
ture as  well  as  education. 

Tlie  beginning  of  such  an  in- 
spired \acation  is  finding  a  good 
base  camp.  As  comfortable  and 
well-run  as  any  American  hotel  is 
the  Arizona  Biltmore  dominating 
1,160  acres  of  citrus  groves  and 
fl()werin<r  shnibs  in  the  heart  of 
Phoenix  itself.

(_  )mes  from  behind  stamped  glass 
blocks  (same  design  as  cement 
ones)  that  are  sunk  in  the  walls— 
indoors  and  out— giving  almost  an 
Aztec  feeling.  The  lobby— two 
stories  high— is  filled  with  heavy 
thirties  wicker  and  original  Frank 
Lloyd  Wright  furniture— tables 
with  thin  metal  legs,  copper  lamps 
—and  an  Indian  patterned  rug.  All 
Art  Deco.  All  wonderful. 

P'arther  out  of  town  in  Scotts- 
dale is  .Marriott's  Camelback  Inn. 
Adobe  bungalows  set  in  cactus 
gardens  surround  the  hotel  as  do 
swimming  pools,  rooftop  dining 
rooms,  shops,  and  a  golf  course. 
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The  atmosphere  is  f ree-wheeliri  JOC 
and  western.  I 

Mountain  Shadows,  another  bj 
resort  hotel,  is  close  to  Camelbacl, 
Here  the  atmosphere  and  layox 
are  Hawaiian.  Cottages  as  well  < 
hotel  rooms  are  available  for  fam 
lies. 

The   Biltmore   and   Camelbac 
are  known  for  their  golf  course; 
Phoenix  has  always  been  an  ide« 
place  to  play  golf  in  the  winter.  1 
also  turns  out  to  be  the  ideal  cli 
mate  for  tennis,  and  one  of  th 
first  resorts  to  draw  tennis  player 
from  all  over  the  country  is  callei 
the  Tennis  Ranch.  On  the  side  o 
Camelback     Mountain,     it     com 
mands  a  view  of  the  whole  Phoe 
nix  area.   The  food  is  good  am 
coyotes  serenade  after  dinner.

because  inside  it  is  ati  oasis  of 
green  grass,  an  elaborate  system  of 
sprinklers,  fresh  vegetable  and 
cactus  gardens,  citrus  trees,  and  a 
series  of  two-story  stucco  buildings 
roofed  in  Spanish  tile  and  star 
creeper,  plus  a  garden  bridge 
jiainted  Arden  pink.  The  rooms 
are  full  of  good  paintings,  an- 
ti(|ues,  bright  chintzes,  beautifully 
printed  linens— all  giving  the  feel- 
ing of  great  comfort  and  charm. 
Privacy,  service,  and  courtesy  are 
prime  ingredients  of  a  week  spent 
there.  On  Monday  tuoniing,  tlie 
local  doctor  checks  everybody  to 
be  sure  that  no  therapy  is  pre- 
scribed where  it  shouldn't  be. 
Once  you  are  checked  up,  the 
]:irocess  begins— with  daily  facials 
and  massages,  swimming,  "water 
exercises,"  exercise,  and  make-up 
and  skin  care  classes.

A  good  guidebook  of  Phoetiix  is 
put  out  by  T\VA  in  its  "Get-Awav" 
series.  It  covers  resort  hotels,  res- 
taurants, rodeos,  local  motor  trips, 
and  shopping.  There  are  also  three 
paperback  coloring-book-sized 
books  on  Southwestern  Indiati 
crafts  (sold  everywhere)  that  will 


give  you  some  simple  know-how 
for  expk^ring  and  shopping.  But 
one  way  to  get  a  fast  education  in 
Indian  culture  and  crafts  is  to 
spend  an  hour  in  the  Heard  Mu- 
seum in  Phoenix.  The  museum 
shoj^  is  excellent  for  books  on  the 
area  and  also  carries  good  quality 
Indian  jewelry  and  blankets— old 
and  new.  The  museum  is  especial- 
ly famous  for  its  collection  of  ka- 
chinas  donated  l)y  the  Barry  Gold- 
water  family.  A  kachina  looks  like 
a  wood  or  straw  doll.  It's  part 
religious  icon,  part  animal,  part 
man,  usually  not  more  than  a  foot 
tall.  It  is  hard  to  fitid  an  authentic 
kachina  because  the  Indians  have 
stopped  making  them. 

For  souvenir  shopping,  occa- 
sionally at  a  collector's  level, 
Scottsdale  can  fill  ati  afternoon. 
Small  shops,  filled  with  Indian 
things,  pre-Columbian  and  Mex- 
ican objects,  and  other  gifts  line  a 
street  called  Fifth  Avenue.  Mc- 
Gee  s  and  Tanner's  are  recognized 
local  traders.  The  M'hite  Hogan 
has  pieces  of  "old  pawn"— old  sil- 
ver jewelry  pawned  by  the  Indians 
when  they  needed  cash.  Not  old, 
but  good-looking  by  today's  design 
standards,  are  the  bangles  and 
bands  of  silver  inlaid  with  black 
stones,  red  or  white,  in  geometric 
patterns.  Four  or  five  of  these 
bracelets  on  an  arm  make  a  good- 
lookitis  cuff.  A  real  investment  are 
the  big  chutikv  silver  and  tur- 
quoise bracelets  that  swallow  your 
wrist  all  by  themselves.  The  same 
goes  for  silver  and  turquoise  belt 
buckles  and  whole  belt  pieces 
(you  buy  the  silver  and  have  a 
belt  made).  Ornaments  for  belts 
run  sexeral  hutidred  dollars. 

South  of  Phoenix,  Jerry  Collings 
runs  the  Gila  River  Arts  and  Crafts 
Center  on  the  Pima  Reservation. 
He  handles  work  of  all  the  tribes 
and  loves  to  explain  the  different 
styles  of  workmanship— the  mas- 
siveness  of  the  Navaho,  the  sim- 
pler designs  of  the  Zuni  and  the 
Ilopi,  the  Zuni  skill  of  inlaying 
stones.  He  also  points  out  that  the 
turtjuoise  that  is  clearest  and 
brightest  is  not  the  most  valuable. 
The  brown  and  black  lines  that 
nm  through  turtjuoise,  called  a 
mottle,  make  it  more  valuable. 
Collings  also  handles  the  work  of 
star  craftsmen  like  Mark  C'hee, 
Preston  Moiiongye,  and  Charles 
Conliinicd  on  page  80

Two  ]>rothers  from  California, 
C:harles  and  Richard  Cleland,  3815 
North  Brown  Avenue,  Scottsdale, 
Ariz.,  85251,  are  two  of  the  best 
dealers  in  old  Indian  blankets  and 
pottery.  If  you're  interested,  thev 
can  tell  as  mucli  about  what  to 
look  for  as  you  can  al)sorb.  The 
one  thing  the  Clelands  love  in  life 
is  a  fine  old  Indian  blanket.  And 
they  don't  have  as  manv  to  sell  as 
they'd  like  to,  because  there  just 
aren't  very  many  left  anymore. 
They'll  even  tell  you  that  there 
aren't  even  very  many  old  blankets 
of  note  to  be  bought  up  on  the 
Navaho  reservation  because  the 
Indians  seem  to  have  sold  wliat 
lev  had  years  ago.  Charles  loves 
to  tell  you  that  some  of  the  best 
blankets  are  to  be  bought  at  coun- 
tr\'  auctions  in  the  East  or  at  junk 
sliops  in  the  Midwest— simply  be- 
cause visitors  to  Arizona  in  the 
twenties  bouglit  blankets  as  sou\'e- 
nirs,  took  them  home,  and  not  rec- 
ognizing their  value,  allowed  tliem 
to  end  up  in  odd  places. 

Often  the  best  clothes  to  wear 
are  availalile  right  on  the  spot. 
Thi.s  is  especially  true  of  Phoenix. 
The  Biltmore  Fashion  Park  is  close 
the  Biltmore  on  a  big  land- 
scaped mall.

A  steak  house,  the 
"Other  Place,"  is  full  of  Mexican 
furniture,  Brunschwig  fabrics  on 
the  bar  stools,  lots  of  different 
wliite-washed-walled  rooms  with 
adobe  brick  floors.  Twenty  miles 
out  of  town  is  a  cowboy  cookout 
called  Pinnacle  Peak  near  Riata 
Pass  where  there's  cowbov  music 
and  steak  cooked  under  the  stars. 
And  the  ceiling  is  hung,  "21-style,' 
with  the  chopped-off  neckties  of 
people  who  tried  to  wear  a  tie. 

Sixty  miles  bv  road  from  the  air- 
port, the  last  thirteen  of  which  are 
unpaved,  or  twenty  minutes  by 
helicopter,  however  you  approach 
Castle  Hot  Springs,  it's  something 
of  an  event.  We  flew  over  Arabian 
lior.se  farms  and  the  Black  Canvon 
highway  with  its  giant  cloverleaves 
that  don't  lead  to  any  community. 
The  windows  of  the  helicopter  are 
open  and  hot  air  rushes  in  as 
though  we're  going  down  a  high- 
way. The  desert  is  full  of  cactus  in 
bloom.  Some  with  big  red  blos- 
soms. We  pass  a  man-made  green- 
ish lake  as  we  thread  into  the  low 
mountain  passes  that  are  close 
to  our  destination.  On  a  big  shoul- 
der of  rock  right  ahead  is  an  Amer- 
ican flag.  A  fat  irregular  obelisk  of 
a  peak  sits  in  the  middle  of  the 
pass.  The  helicopter  rounds  this 
big  rock  and  makes  a  swift  left- 
hand  turn— we  suddenly  see  it  all 
—a  view  of  the  brijiht  "reen  grass 
of  a  nine-hole  golf  course,  red  clay 
tennis  courts,  tiny  cabins,  and  a 
big  vellow  frame  building  with  red 
asplialt  tile  roof— there  are  palms 
and  mescjuite  and  oleander  and  a 
swimming  pool.  Here  rides  and 
hikes  and  tennis  and  soaks  in  the 
three  difterent  hot  pools  that  go 
down  the  mountain  in  steps  behind 
the  main  building  make  up  the 
day.  Primarily  relaxing,  the  hot 
waters  come  from  springs  that 
have  been  there  for  hundreds  of 
years  and  were  first  used  by  the 
Indians  for  cures. 

At  night  there's  bingo,  square 
dancing,  old  Westerns,  and  cos- 
tume parties  where  you  can  come 
dressed  as  a  "Hidden  Urge."  A 
bungalow  for  two  rents  for  $135  a 
dav,  American  plan  (all  meals). 
The  floors  are  \arnished  wood,  the 
Ix'ds  have  chenille  bedspreads, 
pale  plaid  blankets,  Indian  blank- 
ets on  the  walls,  sheets  that  are 
dried  on  a  line  in  the  sun.  The

The 
haker  makes  his  own  marshmal- 
lows  and  concentrates  on  wonder- 
ful Sunday  suppers  of  oyster  stew, 
cornmeal  mush,  creamed  chipped 
l>eef,  smoked  corn,  barbecued 
steak.  The  staff  are  all  old-timers. 
Look  for  the  groundsman,  an  old 
cowboy  prospector  who  kno\\s  all 
about  the  plants  and  trees,  wliich 
he  calls  "he '  as  though  they  were 
his  friends.  Ask  for  a  map  of  Castle 
Hot  Springs,  its  trails  and  hikes. 
It  looks  as  if  the  original  was 
drawn  on  a  silk  handkerchief  on 
the  knee  of  somebody  who 
mapped  as  he  rode.  Amusing  to 
take  home  and  frame. 

After  you've  stayed  a  few  days 
at  Castle  Hot  Springs,  a  strenuous 
but  unequaled  experience  lies  in 
the  rough  country  north  of  Phoe- 
nix. Flying  services  take  visitors 
up  to  the  Grand  Canyon  for  the 
dav.  The  Grand  Canyon  is  direct- 
Iv  north-northwest  of  Plioenix  and 
fixing  time  in  a  two-engine  plane 
is  an  hour.  But  the  trip  tliat  really 
excited  niv  curiosity  lias  to  be 
done  b\  plane  unless  one  has  four 


or  live  days  to  dri\e  the  distance. 
The  whole  top  fourth  of  Arizona  is 
the  Navaho  Indian  reservation 
that  spills  over  into  both  New 
Mexico  and  Utah. 

Near  Chinle,  Ariz.,  in  the  north- 
eastern part  of  the  reservation,  is  a 
natural  formation  called  Canyon 
de  Chelly.  There,  ancient  cliff 
dwellings  recently  excavated  in- 
trigue archaeologists  and  visitors. 
Farther  north  toward  the  Utah  bor- 
der. Monument  \'alley  is  an  often 
used  movie  set  area  marked  by 
huge  rock  formations  chiseled  into 
animal  shapes  the  size  of  skyscrap- 
ers by  thousands  of  years  of  winds 
biting  into  mesa  tops.  South  from 
Monument  \'alley  lies  the  Hopi 
Reservation,  which  is  completely 
surrounded  by  Navaho  lands.  On 
three  high  mesas  are  the  ancestral 
towns  of  this  peace-loving  tribe. 
Some  are  almost  deserted,  some  in 
use.  They  are  very  dramatic  seen 
from  a  plane  and  remain  a  marked 
contrast  to  the  nomadic  Na\aho 
life  tliat  produced  no  cities.  Apart 
from  tlie  trilial  arts  and  crafts 
guild,  which  maintains  a  shop  for 


Indian  crafts  in  almost  every  town 
on  the  reser\'ation,  there  is  a  series 
of  trading  posts,  which  has  been 
established  on  the  reservation  for 
\ears.  The  traders  are  ver\'  helpful 
to  visitors,  giving  information 
about  road  conditions,  gas  stations, 
Indian  customs.  They  also  ha\e, 
from  time  to  time,  unusual  blank- 
ets and  jewelry. 

The  !)eauty  of  this  Indian  coun- 
try, its  remoteness  and  grandeur, 
is  overwhelming  for  most  of  the 
visitors.  Making  a  trip  such  as  this 
offers  you  the  chance  to  see  land- 
scape and  ruins  found  only  in  this 
part  of  the  world. 

TWA  has  one  nonstop  flight  a 
dav  from  New  York  to  Phoenix, 
and  five  nonstops  from  Chicago. 
Their  "Discover  America"'  fare 
roundtrip  New  York-Phoenix  is 
$257  for  a  minimum  stav  of  seven 
days  and  maximum  of  30.  The 
wide-I>odied  L-1011  makes  most 
of  these  flights.  Phoenix  is  only  an 
horn's  fliglit  from  Los  Angeles,  and 
an  hour  and  a  half  from  San  Fran- 
cisco. Arizona  Air  Charters  is  one 
of  se\'eral  flight  ser\ices  tliat  can 


get  you  around  once  you're  in 
Phoenix.  Operating  out  of  the  Deer 
\'alley  .Airport  not  far  from  Scotts- 
(lale,  -Air  Charters'  Lcrov  Lash- 
brook  has  single  and  twin  engine 
planes  that  make  dav  trips  to  the 
Navaho  reser\ati<m  or  the  Grand 
Canyon.  Pack  something  uarni  to 
put  over  your  shoulders  at  night  in 
Phoenix  itself  and  add  things  that 
are  altogether  warmer  if  you  plan 
to  go  north  of  Phoenix  into  the 
mountains  or  onto  the  Reservation. 
The  Tennis  Ranch  requires  men 
to  wear  a  tie  for  dinner.

NOTES  OF  A 
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BY  MARY  ELIZABETH  FALTER 

I've  taken  to  marketing  almost  daily  now,  instead  of  doing  it  all  in 
one  fell  swoop  for  the  whole  week.  With  the  children  away,  we  need 
less  and  it  seems  much  more  practical  in  this  day  of  high  food  prices 
to  sho|)  da\  in  dav.  I  buy  just  what  we  need  and  carry  the  gro- 
ceries home  in  an  old  canvas  provisions  bag  we've  always 
used  for  picnics  and  boat  trips.  It's  light  and  roomy  and  eliminates 
the  load  of  pajjer  bags.  In  fact,  I  try  to  do  without  extra  wraps  when- 
ever ])ossible  and  to  resist  heavily  wrapped  packages  of  frozen  and 
convenience  foods,  thus  doing  a  bit  for  the  ecological  movement  as 
well  as  eliminating  needless  clutter  in  the  kitchen.  When  the  canvas 
begins  to  look  a  little  grimy,  I  just  toss  the  bag  in  our  washing  ma- 
chine and  it  comes  out  looking  as  good  as  new. 


I  have  always  been  wary  about  peeling  and  halving  avocados.  If 
ihey're  properly  ripe,  the  slightest  pressure  on  the  pale  green  fruit 
turns  it  to  mush,  which  spoils  its  looks.  After  many  years  of  trial  and 
error,  I've  finally  come  up  with  a  formula  for  halving  avocados, 
which  usually  works  pretty  well.  First,  peel  the  avocado  and  cut  it 
in  half  the  long  way,  running  a  .sharp  paring  knife  around  the  cut 
several  times  to  open  it  up  a  little.  Next,  put  the  avocado  down  on 
its  side  and  sli|)  two  silver  butter  spreaders  in  the  cut  and  gently 
|)ress  ihem  in  opposite  directions  and  slide  them  up  and  down  until 
the  two  halves  come  apart.  The  pit  will  be  in  one  half  and  I  remove 
it  b\  carefulK  sliding  a  spoon  in  underneath  and  lifting  it  out. 


1  he  lea\es  of  the  tall  elms  and  maples  at  the  end  of  our  street  are 
beginning  to  turn  bright  and  after  one  frosty  night  the  oaks  will 
blaze.  I'm  going  to  make  a  great  bouquet  for  the  hall  with  sprays 
of  red  oak.  golden  maple,  and  darker  beech.  1  put  them  in  my  copper 
jug  fdled  with  sand  and  moistened  with  water  and  about  an  ounce 
of  glycerine.  This  holds  the  leaves  in  place  and  keeps  them  from 
drying  out  too  quickly. 
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I  guess  we're  never  too  old  to  learn  some  neiv  tricks  about  house- 
keeping, and  I've  picked  up  a  couple  lately.  We  were  deep  into 
one  of  the  energetic  bursts  of  housecleaning  that  occur  sometimes 
and  we  found  we  didn't  have  any  upholstery  cleaner  or  rug  sham- 
poo. So,  ue  put  about  half  a  cup  of  our  regular  laundry  detergent 
into  about  a  quart  of  warm  water  and  whipped  it  into  a  thick  froth 
by  s(|ueezing  the  mixture  over  and  over  with  a  sponge.  Then  we 
cleaned  all  the  grim)  spots  on  the  slipcovers  and  the  rug  with  the 
damp  sponge  and  the  foam  only.  We  wiped  it  off  and  went  over  the 
spots  with  a  piece  of  toweling  wrung  out  in  warm  water.  When 
everything  dried,  it  was  bright  and  clean. 

Jenny  used  to  get  discouraged  when  she  waxed  the  kitchen  floor 
onlv  to  have  it  marred  by  the  feet  of  the  three  tall  stools  we  have  by 
the  island  counter.  No  matter  how  hard  or  dry  the  wax  was,  the 
minute  we  pulled  out  the  stools  they  made  smeary  tracks  on  the 
floor.  Finally,  ue  tried  putting  some  of  the  wax  on  the  feet  of  each 
stool  and  it  did  the  trick — somehow  wax  on  wax  is  the  answer.

NOTES  TO  HELP  YOU 
DECORATE-IT-YOURSELF 


OMt  to  decorate 
with  light

Li^htiiii:  and  color  go  together  to  create  special  effects:  With  dim 
lights,  colors  are  grayed,  with  brighter  lights  colors  become  more 
\ibrant  and  alive.  Moods  happen  when  light  meets  color  in  a  room 
— tliere  can  be  a  cheerful,  warm  sunlight  feeling  or  a  subdued,  cool 
and  shadowy  atmosphere.  The  higher  the  lighting  level,  the  gayer 
the  mood,  or  the  lower  tlie  lighting  level,  the  quieter  the  mood — 
both  degrees  are  factors  to  consider  when  you're  having  a  party, 
or  sitting  down  by  yourself  to  read.  There  are  all  kinds  of  ways  to 
work  wonders  with  lights,  and  all  kinds  of  ideas  to  help  you  im- 
pro\e  a  room  with  different  lighting.  The  following  ideas,  worked 
out  by  General  Electric  designers,  and  many  other  interesting  ways 
to  use  light  can  be  seen  by  appointment  at  General  Electric's  Nela 
Park  headquarters  in  Cleveland.  Ohio. 

For  the  haUuay.  it's  more  welcoming  to  have  a  cheerful  glow  and 
to  have  as  much  light  as  possible  without  glare.  A  recessed  spot  in 
the  ceiling  will  illuminate  a  picture.  A  dramatic  wash  of  light  can 
be  put  behind  a  mirror.  Here's  how  :  Mount  the  mirror  about  2^ 
inches  from  the  wall  on  a  frame  recessed  3  inches  from  the  mirror 
edge.  Attach  plug-in  strips  or  fluorescent  channel  lighting  to  tlie 
frame.  This  w ill  give  a  floating  effect  to  the  mirror  with  a  soft  halo 

of     light. 

In  a  liiinii  room  size  is  visually  controlled  by  the  lighting.  If  you 
light  up  a  whole  wall  with  track  lighting,  the  wall  will  seem  to 
expand,  making  the  room  appear  larger.  A  beautiful  screen  can  add 
new  dimension  to  the  corner  of  a  room  if  it's  spotlighted.  You  can 
do  the  same  with  a  plant  or  a  tree  in  a  big  basket,  using  a  high 
intensity  lamp  on  the  floor.  Light  going  up  through  the  leaves  will 
shadow  patterns  on  the  wall.  If  you  have  a  folding  screen  made  on 
a  wooden  frame,  put  translucent  fabric  between  the  panels,  then 
light  from  behind  b\  usuig  1-inch  diameter  fluorescent  lamps 
mounted  in  channels  on  the  sides  of  the  frame  itself.  There  are  two 
wavs  to  wash  a  floor  with  low  light:  with  fluorescent  lights  at  base 
board  level,  and  with  showcase  lamps,  25-watt,  attached  to  the 
bottom  of  a  side  table.  Both  bring  emphasis  to  a  floor  that's  painted 
or  patterned  with  a  rug. 

Bedrooms  can  be  lighted  in  special  ways,  too.  If  you  have  a  canopv 
over  tlie  bed,  you  cem  install  a  miniature  electrified  track  or  small 
canister  units  to  the  inside.  A  regular  headboard  can  have  lighting 
attached  to  tlie  top  by  installing  a  fluorescent  unit.  To  hide  die  fix- 
ture, have  a  carpenter  cut  strips  of  plywood  that  cover  the  top  and 
the  front  side  of  the  lighting  tube.

I  rrtain  people,  not  necessarily  horn  nnder 
the  sign  ol  Lihra,  can  assess  their  tastes  and  needs  .aid  w ants  well  enough  to  visualize  their  own  en- 
vironments and  even  put  them  together  with  then-  own  hands.  Within  the  limits  ot  human  f railt\ , 


they  are  self-sufficient.  But  man\  of  us  are  not. 
We  don't  much  like  w  hat  we  ha\  e,  and  we  arent 
at  all  sure,  conscioushj,  of  what  we  want.  So  we 
seek  advice,  even  though  it  is  a  not  luicommon 
belief  that  once  you  have  engaged  the  services 
of  an  interior  designer,  \ou  sa\'  goodb\'e  to  e\er\- 
thing  familiar,  including  yoursett.  If  this  is  what 
you  want,  fine.  If  it  isn't,  it  need  not  happen. 
Every  good  designer  has  a  st\le  that  talent  and 
hard  work  and  constant  experiment  haxc  made 
distincti\-e.  Yet  most  ot  these  people  find  it  far 
more  challenging  to  create  a  room  or  an  apart- 
ment or  a  house  aroimd  a  way  of  life  that  is 
you  IS,  not  theirs.  The\-  can  please  themsehes 
with  their  hands  tied  behind  them,  but  the  onl\' 
way  they  can  please  \ou  is  to  find  out  what 
makes  you  tick.  Even  when  we  do  ovu-  own  dec- 
orating, we  must  listen  to  oiu"  uicn  tick  and  be 
guided  by  its  rhythm.  Inspiration,  even  to  the 
naturally  gifted,  does  not  fall  like  the  rain  from 
heaven.  We  all  have  to  ask  ourselves  some  searcli- 
ingly  personal  questions,  and  howexer  surpris- 
ing the  answers,  they  supply  the  clues  that  help 
l)uild  the  room  >ou  want,  no  matter  how,  or  b\- 
whom,  it  is  executed. 

Take  comfort,  for  example.  We  all  b(_']ie\e  in 
it,  and  want  it,  Init  often  in  different  w  a\  s.  An 
old  Shaker  chair  is  a  beautiful  thing,  but  along 
with  its  beauty  it  can  be  as  hard  as  bedrock.  Yet, 
if  it  does  something  for  \ou,  emotionallw  that  an 
eiderdown  pouf  cannot  do,  then  it  is  comfortable. 
Or,  if  )ou  like,  cumfortiui:,.  And  that  is  the  case 
with  almost  e\er\thing  we  li\e  with.  You  don't 
have  to  "be  in  st\le. "  Trends  and  fashions  are 
fascinating,  but  you  must  love  them— or  tlie\  will 
give  you  nothing.  If  secretly  you  are  a  \'ictorian 
and  dote  on  fringe  and  plush  and  adorable  dirst- 
catchers,  have  them.  Being  old  fashioned  can  be 
very  up-to-date.  Conversely,  a  pure  white  room 
with  practically  nothing  in  it  ma\-  give  you  a 
sense  of  release  you  have  never  felt  in  \our  life— 
or  it  may  make  you  feel  that,  without  intending 
to,  you  have  built  yourself  an  igloo.  This  is  an 
error  that  an  honest  summing-up  of  Nourself- or 
the  understanding  of  an  astute  decorator— can 
go  a  long  way  to  prevent. 

Color  may  bother  you.  You're  not  sure  you 
have  a  favorite  color.  But,  subconsciouslv,  \ou  do. 


and  often  the  simplest  wa\'  to  pin  it  down  is  to 
look  in  \our  closet  and  note  the  color  \ou  wear 
most  often.  That  will  probably  be  it,  if  only  be- 
cause \ou  look  \our  best  in  it,  and  a  fiattering 
color  ne\  er  bothered  anyone. 

It  a  room  loaded  with  color  distracts  >()u, 
makes  \ou  ner\ous,  hurts  your  eyes,  get  rid  ot  it 
(  or  betlc'r  still.  ne\er  ha\c'  it  ).  Li\e  in  sott  pale- 
ness. Gentl)'  colorLcl  rooms  can  make  yuii  orna- 
mental, and  that's  lather  nice.  too.  On  the  other 
liand,  it  \'ou'ri'  color-hungrx',  CcUi't  get  eiiouuh  of 
it— be  prodigal,  let  your  cup  run  o\  er.  One  of  the 
greatest  rooms  e\er  designed  was  composexl  ol 
ever\  shade  of  red  its  decorator  ( it  was  her  own 
living  room  )  could  la\  her  hands  on.  Xot  a  room 
for  e\  er\  one,  but  madl\  beautiful.  For  her. 

But  is  it  for  sou.-'  ft  ma\  nr\er  ha\e  occurred 
to  you  that  a  beautiful  room,  to  you,  could  mean 
something  sheathed  with  old  barn  siding  or 
Wcdled  ceiling-to-ffoor  with  books  or  as  greenl\' 
luxuriant  with  foliage  as  a  ixousseau  jungle.  It 
might  mean  ( after  sitting  for  \ cars  on  horsehair  ) 
a  sink-m,  teet-up,  soft-as-down  room  to  curl  up 
in  like  a  cat— or  a  glittering  thing  made  out  of 
mirror  and  metal  and  hidden  music.  .\o  curling 
up.  Just  action. 

It  doesn't  matter  w  hat  you  want  as  long  as  nou 
can  .vc'/ivc  it.  .\s  you  li'af  through  this  issue,  look 
first  at  the  apartment  on  page  92.

editor's  note:  Kingman  Brewster,  Jr.,  tcho  is 
fifty-four,  has  been  President  of  Yale  since  1963 
and  is  probably  one  of  the  most  dynamic  men 
on  the  American  campus  today.  His  indepen- 
dent political  attitudes  put  him  on  the  so-called 
"Dean's  List,"  published  during  the  Watergate 
investigation.  He  obtained  his  bachelor's  de- 
gree from  Yale  in  1941  and,  after  serving  in  the 
Navy,  his  doctorate  from  Harvard  in  1948.  He  is 
married,  with  five  children.  Pressed  with  many 
commitments,  he  made  time  for  House  6-  Gar- 
den's interviewer  Beverly  Russell  during  a  drive 
from  New  Haven  to  Netc  York  City— a  fast  ride 
down  the  expressicay  in  ivhich  he  sieered  both 
the  vehicle  and  the  conversation  simultane- 
ously, vigorously,  and  expertly.  He  says  of  stu- 
dents today:  "You  must  assume  I'm  an  optimist. 
I  have  found  them  to  be  ivorth  trusting.  If  you 
give  them  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  they  live  up 
to  it.  Most  of  them  have  vindicated  my  hopes 
for  them,  ivhich  has  tended  to  cater  to  my 
weakness  for  wishful  thinking " 

Tlicrc  lias  hccn  a  movement  against 
sameness  and  bigness  and  confoiTnity 
e\er  sinee  the  early  sixties,  in  a  des- 
perate effort  not  to  be  submerged  in 
an  over-organized  society.  The  word  individu- 
alism sounds  rather  withdrawn  and  selfish  but  I 
don't  think  it  is.  Doing  your  own  thing  is  not  just 
a  withdrawal.  It  presupposes  doing  something. 
It's  exciting  that  this  amount  of  individualism 
has  not  just  been  negative.  Almost  all  efforts 
to  establish  one's  individuality  require  a  cre- 
ative act  of  some  kind.  I  think  there  is  a  very 
close  connection  between  the  burgeoning  of 
the  arts,  whether  its  music  or  drama  or  paint- 
ing or  sculpture*  or  ceramics,  and  this  urge  to 
individualism.  On  the  whole  this  generation  of

act  of  some  kimi  ' 
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students  is  infinitely  more  creative  in  the  true 
sense.  Not  that  there  are  more  geniuses  but  a 
rigorous  effort  to  give  expression  is  a  more  impor- 
tant part  of  more  people's  lives.  While  they  are 
not  conformists,  I  don't  think  they  are  pursuing 
individuality  in  a  way  that  is  selfish.  It  may  be 
self-centered  but  it's  not  selfish  in  the  sense 
that  it  is  at  the  expense  of  other  people.  It's  not 
as  competitive  as  the  rugged  individualism  of 
their  grandparents.  It  is  not  the  satisfaction  of 
pulling  the  string  and  having  some  remote  im- 
pact on  a  large  institution.  There  is  a  strenuous 
desire  to  prove  yourself.  You  find  people  get- 
ting a  terrific  kick  out  of  feeling  that  they  can 
do  something  that  no  one  would  have  felt  they 
were  capable  of  doing.  Some  of  this  zeal  has 
gone  into  efforts  to  improve  the  environment, 
to  improve  the  cities,  to  set  up  better  primary 
and  elementary  education.  People  in  social  ac- 
tion have  demonstrated  an  energy  and  an  abil- 
ity to  tlirow  themselves  into  a  purpose  without 
stint.  This  is  not  recognized  as  self-discipline 
because  it  is  not  tinged  with  obedience  to  some 
prescribed  set  of  rules.  While  I  think  obedience 
has  never  been  in  worse  shape,  this  self  dis- 
cipline in  a  purely  voluntary  sense,  reaching 
beyond  yourself  to  discover  strengths  that  you 
have  in  you  is  very  encouraging.

In  simpler  days  it  was  easy  to  think  that  ma- 
terial success  in  economic  terms  was  a  pretty 
close  reflection  of  the  value  you  had  contribu- 
ted to  a  competitive  market.  Today  there  is  no 
longer  the  confidence  that  material  success  is 
an  adequate  measure  of  a  person's  contribution 
to  society.  When  you  come  to  that  conclusion 
then  you're  naturally  going  to  go  on  and  look 


around,  keep  score,  and  make  your  judgm 
in  much  more  personal  terms.  You  begin  to 
preciate  the  teacher  and  the  artist  and 
people  who  perform  services.

rhe  renewed  appreciation  of  the  role  of  in- 
tion  and  imagination,  as  well  as  reason  and 
ellect  and  analysis,  ties  in  with  a  very  keen 
areness  of  the  fact  that  not  all  the  things  that 
tter  in  the  world  can  be  weighed,  measured, 
d  counted.  I  think  it's  high  time,  long  over- 
p,  that  we  should  realize  that  efficiency  is 
the  only  value.  That  was  appreciated  by 
;  founding  fathers  in  political  terms.  Most 
.lericans  would  agree  that  even  if  you  can 
})ve  that  fascism  is  more  efficient  this  is  not 
jufficient  reason  for  adopting  it.  Economists 
d  investors  say  that  bigness  is  necessary  for 
tciency  and  that  is  supposed  to  end  the  argu- 
?nt.  Some  of  the  young  would  say,  well  may- 
i  an  institution  or  a  business  can  be  too  big.  It 
|ght  to  be  broken  up,  even  at  the  cost  of  some 
^ciency  if  other  values  can  be  saved.  As  soci- 
'(  reaches  a  level  of  decency  for  the  over- 
helming  majority,  I  think  it  is  time  to  remind 
rselves  that  there  are  values  that  we  may 
ye  sacrificed  for  productive  efficiency.  This 
secration  of  nature,  this  gobbling  up  of  the 
untryside  for  the  sake  of  efficiency— faster 
ids— ought  to  be  stopped.  There  ought  to  be 
3m  for  people  who  are  not  driven  by  material 
ibition.  So  the  phrase  "improving  the  quality 
fife"  comes  to  be  translated  to  mean  that  the 
od  life  is  a  qualitative  thing,  not  just  a  quan- 
ative  thing.

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In  a  world  where  the  pace  of  change,  creates 
an  atmosphere  of  unreliability,  the  family  rela- 
tionship has  a  kind  of  reliability  that  can't  be 
provided  by  anything  else.  And  it  becomes  all 
the  more  precious  as  other  hooks  on  the  hat 
rack  seem  to  become  loose.  You  know,  the 
rougher  the  sea  gets  the  more  treasured  are 
any  elements  of  stability.  There  is  a  great  satis- 
faction in  successful  families  that  is  appreciated 
and  shared  by  the  children  in  them  and  a  great 
envy  of  successful  families  on  the  part  of  those 
whose  family  experience  hasn't  been  success- 
ful. Perhaps  in  an  effort  not  to  be  too  illusioned, 
less  they  become  c//.sillusioned,  many  young 
people  today,  having  experienced  the  broken 
family,  may  deprive  themselves  of  the  romantic 
illusion  of  the  perpetual  relationship.  But  I  find 
it  very  surprising  that  the  advent  of  the  pill  and 
the  change  in  the  mores  of  personal  relation- 
ships between  the  sexes  do  not  seem  to  have 
really  diminished  the  marriage  rate.  Marriages 
may  in  fact  last  a  whole  lot  longer  because  the 
present  younger  generation  tends  to  find  more 
of  its  satisfactions  on  an  intensely  personal  or 
internal  basis  rather  than  being  quite  as  driven 
by  external  expectations.  They  recognize  the 
satisfaction  in  being  able  to  see  the  constructive 
impact  you  have  on  other  people  around  you, 
in  your  own  family  group,  neighborhood  or 
community,  job,  or  whatever  the  circumstances 
may  be.  Just  as  there  is  a  kind  of  rediscovery 
that  private  satisfactions  can  be  more  important 
than  some  of  the  public  material  satisfactions, 
I  would  bet  that  the  present  younger  genera- 
tion will  turn  out  to  be  remarkably  more  at- 
tached to  the  family  than  their  parents  were.

Liberation,  it  seems  today,  is  in  a  phase  that 
requires  separation  from  the  world  aroimd  you. 
There  is  an  element  of  almost  self-segregation 
in  some  people's  eftorts  to  prove  their  identity. 
I  think  it  would  be  too  bad  if  things  stuck  there. 
Merging  of  identity  in  total  participation  is  part 
of  any  partnership,  but  it  should  not  destroy 
the  identity  and  independence  of  the  people 
involved.  Both  should  realize  that  the  whole  is 
bigger  than  just  one  plus  one.  Of  course,  the 
liberation  movement  is  a  result  of  involuntary 
loss  of  identity,  and  it's  terribly  important  to 
make  life  as  voluntary  as  possible  for  every- 
body. But  as  part  of  the  voluntary  life  we  ne(>d 
to  reconsider  the  satisfaction  of  losing  yoiu' 
identity  in  something  that  is  so  important  to 
you  that  its  more  important  than  you  are.  Any- 


one who  has  had  this  experience,  especially 
with  another  person,  or  with  a  group  or  any 
institution  or  a  cause— it  doesn't  matter  what— 
knows  there  is  a  feeling  of  fulfillment  that  is  so 
important  that  you  forget  your  separateness.

I  suppose  one  of  the  troubles  in  the  over- 
organized,  often  monotonous  institutional- 
ized society  is  that  it's  very  hard  to  be  a  hero. 
Every  great  educational  system,  whether  in  the 
German  tradition  or  the  English  tradition  or 
the  American  tradition,  has  its  invitations  to 
heroism.  Now,  often  they  were  foolish.  German 
dueling  fraternities  seem  very  foolish.  Some  of 
the  hair  shirt  aspects  of  Piugby,  Harrow,  and 
Eton  probably  bordered  on  sadism,  and  cer- 
tainly an  awful  lot  of  the  athletic  worship  at 
the  turn  of  the  century  in  the  United  States 
seems  overdone.  Nevertheless,  in  each  case 
there  was  offered,  as  one  of  the  dominant  val- 
ues in  the  experience  of  growing  up,  the  invita- 
tion to  be  a  hero.  There  are  intellectual  heroes 
and  artistic  heroes  and  journalistic  heroes,  as 
well  as  athletic  heroes,  but  taking  this  society 
as  a  whole,  the  prospect  of  life  does  not  seem 
to  offer  as  many  Walter  Mitty  images  as  I  think 
it  did  in  the  past.  To  some  extent,  the  Peace 
Coqos  and  the  poverty  programs  tried  to  give 
this  possibility  in  tlieir  invitations  to  volunteers. 
It  was  one  of  the  best  things  that  was  offered 
by  the  student  demonstrations  in  the  sixties,  an 
invitation  to  be  a  hero  for  some  people.  While 
I'm  all  against  violent  disruption  of  otlier  peo- 
ple's constructive  work  as  a  technique  ol  social 
action,  I  believe  this  indicates  that  we  need  to 
create  a  greater  variety  of  opportunities  for 
heroism.

Marbleizing  can  be  as  ingenious  as 
you  make  it,  with  an  approach  that 
is  an  expression  of  your  own  cre- 
ativity. Isabel  O'Neil,  the  noted  authority  on 
painted  furniture,  teaches  the  free  approach 
of  an  artist,  as  in  the  examples  of  faux  mar- 
bre  on  these  pages.  She  believes  when  "float- 
ing" colors  the  artist  must  be  sensitive  to  the 
unexpected  that  can  happen,  be  able  to  seize 
the  direction  of  the  paint  and  use  it  to  ad- 
vantage.

ing  with  the  pounce  brush  and  the  vari- 
ous leathers,  begin  by  coating  your  piece  with 
a  glazing  medium  first.  Then,  scumble  by  apply- 
ing a  thin  coat  of  opaque  tinted  white  paint  to  areas 
of  the  surface.  Thin  the  paint  with  mineral  spirits. 
Prjur  a  little  paint  onto  wa/  paper  and  dab  piounce 
brush  into  paint,  dab  off  excess  onto  the  paper.  With 
a  light,  straight  up  and  down  motion  pounce  color  on 
the  surface.  You  can  soften  and  diffuse  with  a  badger 
blender  brush.  Next,  float  the  accent  colors  on  with 
turkey  feathers.  Colors  are  blue-green  and  tinted 
white.  To  thin,  use  1  ounce  mineral  spirits  to  Vi  ounce 
of  paint.  Pour  each  color  into  a  small  tin.  and  have 
ready  a  tin  of  mineral  spirits  and  turkey  feathers  for 
each.  Dip  feather  into  paint,  then  draw  across  sur- 
face, keeping  to  the  edge  of  your  scumbling.  Float  on 
your  second  accent  color  v/ith  a  feather.  To  soften 
and  blur  the  edges  of  colors  so  that  they  run  together. 
use  another  turkey  feather  dipped  in  mineral  spirits. 
Blot  with  cotton  T-shirt  dipped  into  glazing  medium. 
To  vein,  use  a  pointed  turkey  feather  and  drav/  in  the 


veining.  With  mineral  spirits  thin  brov/n  paint  to  the 
consistency  of  milk.  Paint  by  lightly  pulling  the  feath- 
er over  the  surface,  letting  your  hand  move  angular- 
ly. Always  drav/  off  e/cess  paint  first  and  practice  be- 
fore actually  veining.  Blot  to  soften  v/ith  cloth  dipped 
into  glazing  medium.  Wait  one  week,  until  surface 
is  dry,  then  apply  a  thin  coat  of  white  shellac  with  an 
o/hair  bruih.  Last,  glaze  by  rolling  on  color.  You  need 
two  rollers:  one  to  apply  color,  one  to  blot  the  color 
afterward.  L/se  one  portion  of  flat  v/hite  pamt  to  two 
of  turpentine,  three  of  flat  varnish.  Load  roller  with 
glaze.  Squeeze  out  e/cess,  roll  on  paper  until  effect 
is  dappled.  Apply  to  surface,  rolling  from  edge 
toward  center.  Use  second  roller  to  blot  dry,  pressing 
down.

Miclua>  in  the  loth  centiii).  in  Fiedei  ickshurj!:.  Va.,  Colonel  Fielflin-;  Lewis  biiill 
the  mansion  called  Kenmore  as  a  wedding  gift  to  his  young  hride,  Betty  Wasliing- 
ton.  only  sister  of  George  Washington,  who  surveyed  the  land  on  which  the  house 
was  built.  The  architect  was  John  Ariss,  a  gifted  man  who  evidentl)  knew  exactl) 
how  to  interpret  his  clients'  wishes.  Colonel  Lewis  expressed  Jus  with  no  vagueness. 
He  asked  for  an  American  interpretation  of  the  Georgian  style  in  which  a  brick 
exterior  of  unostentatious  design  was  to  mask  an  elaborate  and  ricliK  ornamented 
interior.  All  grandeur  was  to  be  indoors,  and  to  this  day,  it  remains  so.  The  Lewises 
lived  happily  at  Kenmore  with  their  five  children  until  the  Revolution,  when  no  onc 
in  the  Colonies  seemed  to  have  lived  very  happily.  The  (>olonel,  who  was  not  onl\  a 
plantation  owner  but  an  arms  maker  as  well,  worked  night  and  da\  to  sup|jly  muskets 
Tor  the  American  arnn.  niorlgaged  his  properties  to  obtain  funds  to  keep  his  factory 
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going,  and  when  the  .Slate  did  not — could  nol.  pii  hap> 
houst"  an<!  lands.  Not  until  l')22.  when  ihc  Kenmore  Associalion  was 
formed,  was  the  house  purchased  from  its  owner,  restored,  and  thus  rescued 
from  desliuction.

JIL  }}  1}  ilini  K/l  fUmi  llii}  1I\€IK/Il  It  has  never  been  proved,  but  the  legend  has  been  around  so  long  that 
the  old  mil!  has  always  been  called  the  Jefferson  Mill.  Justified  or  not,  it's  a  nice  name.  Today,  the  building  belongs  to  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  James  L.  Camp  III,  who  asked  architects  Johnson,  Craven  and  Gibson  of  Charlottesville  to  turn  it  into  a  weekend 
house  that  would  act  as  though  it  had  been  built  yesterday,  but  still  look  as  old  as  it  is.  The  renovation  was  laborious,  pains- 
taking, and  now  that  it  is  almost  finished,  superb.  It  is,  or  was,  a  sizable  mill,  over  50  feet  wide  and  44  feet  deep,  with  a 
cellar,  three  floors,  and  a  garret.  Rather  than  chopping  the  beautiful  big  spaces  into  cubicles,  each  level  is  simply  one  huge 
room — flow  at  its  most  extravagant.  Where  the  old  hard  pine  had  to  be  repaired  or  replaced,  it  was  done  with  old  hard  pine 
salvaged  from  ancient  houses,  demolished  or  about  to  be.  The  original  hardware  was  matched  uith  replicas,  and  the  only  real- 
l\  new  clcniciils  arc  plutnbiiig,  \\  iring,  healing  (all  well  masked  I ,  and  a  new  slate  roof — the  exact  soft  gray-blue  of  the  old  one.

The  Spanish  are  not  hea\| 
drinkers.  They  have  a  fear  J 
drunkenness  and  thev  rcspectshe| 
rv.  They  usually  drink  it  in 
copila.  a  sort  of  extenuated  onioil 
shaped,  stemmed  glass  with 
bowl  about  4  inches  high.  Thel 
fill  it  only  about  a  third  of  the  wal 
up  so  the  aroma  is  concentrate| 
in  the  narrow  upper  part  of  tlil 
glass.

Sherry  is  often  used  in  cooking. 
For  this  purpose,  non-Spanish  ver- 
sions are  okay.  One  cardinal  rule 
in  using  sherry,  according  to  gour- 
met Francis  Guth  who  lives  not  far 
Irom  the  sherry  regions  in  Spain, 
is:  "Always  add  sherry  at  the  last 
minute  because  it  loses  its  flavor  if 

is  lieatcd.  ' 

At  foimal  dinners  in  Britain,  the 
consomme  is  often  spiked  with  a 
jigger  or  so  of  sherry.  This  is  prob- 
al)ly  the  most  primitive  form  of 
sherry  cooking.  li  you  are  a  Chi- 
nese food  fan,  sherry  can  be  used 
instead  of  C-hinese  rice  wine  in  any 
of  tlieir  recipes. 

My  friend,  Keimeth  Lo,  an  ex- 
pert on  Chinese  cooking,  tells  of  a 
number  of  "drunken"  dishes  that 
his  compatriots  make  by  marinat- 
ing fish  or  meat  or  poultry  over- 
night.

A  good  hot  sauce  for  pepping 
up  soups  and  egg  or  fish  dishes  is 
a  "Scotch  Bonnet,"  made  of  sher- 
ry and  peppers,  and  with  some- 
thing of  the  electric  effect  of  Ta- 
basco. Put  enough  small  dry  red 
chilies  into  a  pint  bottle  to  fill  it 
a  quarter  full,  then  complete  tlie 
filling  with  diy  .sherry  (a  cheap 
one  will  do).  Cover  tightly  and 
keep  for  two  to  three  months,  shak- 
ing occasionally.  Pour  out  what 
you  need  into  a  sprinkler  bottle, 
and  sprinkle  sparingly. 

To  go  to  the  other  extreme— tlie 
sweet  end  of  the  meal— sherry  is  a 
inajor  ingredient  of  Tipsy  Cake. 
For  this  you  start  olF  with  a  sp  )nge 
cake,  which  you  split  in  liulf. 
Spread  each  piece  with  strawber- 
ry jam,  or  apricot  jam,  or  both.  Put 
these  in  a  serving  dish  and  pour  a 
((uartcr  bottle  of  sherry  over  them. 
Leave  for  an  hour.  Make  a  binder 
by  boiling  1  pint  of  milk,  pouring 
it  over  4  beaten  egg  yolks,  ihcTi 
l)eat  the  mixture  again,  and  trans- 
fer it  to  a  double  boiler.  Stir  caie- 
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need  one  by  then).  Shake  a  wine-jfni 
glassful  of  sweet  sherry  with  th^lsu' 
yolk  of  an  egg  and  ice.  Sprinkyi 
with  nutmeg  and  drink  for  sooth-lijini 
ing  the  nerves. 

Or  another  quick,  easy  pick- 
me-up,  the  Sherry  Puff— a  glass  of  H 
sherry  with  an  egg  beaten  up  in  it  Hi 
—restores  the  circulation. 

Some  experts  use  sherry  as  a 
melder  of  flavors.  For  example, 
R()l)ert  Carrier,  the  food  writer, 
restaurateur,  and  music  festival 
organizer,  makes  a  Bloody  Mary 
with  the  usual  measure  of  vodka 
to  two  measures  tomato  juice,  but 
with  half  a  measure  of  lemon  juice, 
celery  salt,  pepper,  a  dash  of  Ta- 
basco—and then  another  dash  or 
two  of  sherry  which,  says  Bob, 
"glues  the  flavors  together."  He 
llien  shakes  all  this  energetically 
with  ice  until  it  is  a  foamy,  frothy, 
aerated  pink  delight  and  ready  to 
drink. 

In  Spain,  sherry  is  often  drunk 
with  tapas,  the  Spanish  equivalent 
of  smorgasbord.  Tapas  are  small 
morsels  of  food  that  can  be  any- 
thing from  simple  olives  or  chunks 
of  clieese  to  lairlv  elaborate  but 
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prepared  dislies  like  omel- 
,  fried  fish,  meat  pies,  or 
;d  vegetables.  Tliev  are 
id  with  toothpicks  as  an  aid

Sherry  was  once  considered  a 
splendid  antiseptic  and  medically 
beneficial.  A  "good  sound  sherry 
was  generally  recommended  for 
doctors,  and  gin  for  nurses"  in 
Dickens's  day.  Perhaps  that  for- 
mula was  in  the  back  of  the  minds 
of  the  Britisli  navv's  rather  maca- 
bre story  about  Lord  Nelson,  the 
con([ueror  of  Napoleon  at  Trafal- 
gar. He  died  in  Spain  and  his  body 
was  shipped  back  to  England  in  a 
full  cask  of  sherry  to  ensure  its 
preservation.  When  the  body  was 


put  into  the  keg.  it  was  full.  Hut 
when  the  barrel  arrived  in  En- 
gland, all  the  sherry  was  gone. 
Had  .Nelson's  ghost  dnnik  the 
wine?  What  happened  to  it? 
"(^)itirn  .sdhv?,"  as  the  Spaniards 
would  say. 

Sherry  has  been  a  popular  drink 
for  centuries.  The  "sack'  that 
Shakespeare's  Falstaff  drank  in 
such  heroic  quantities  was  almost 
certainly  a  strong  sweet  wine, 
something  like  today's  heavy 
brown  sherries.  Today,  such  a  va- 
riety of  sherry  is  produced  that 
you  should  be  able  to  find  one  to 
suit  both  your  taste  and  voiu'  pock- 
etbook— and  the  occasion  to  boot. 


It  goes  well  as  an  aperitif,  with  egg 
dishes,  and  with  cheese.  Amontil- 
lados are  excellent  with  strawber- 
ries. I'lesh  orang(^  juice  with  a  jig- 
ger ol  dry  sherr\  in  it  makes  a 
niar\clous  midafternoon  refresher 
(ju  a  hot  da\'.  And  whole  dinners 
can  be  organized  around  sherrx . 
In  any  case,  \()u  might  take  .i 
hint  from  tiie  Andalusians  lor 
whom  there  can  ne\<'r  bi'  such  a 
thing  as  a  "last  drink."  Politeness 
decrees,  they  feel,  that  \ou  can- 
not offer  your  guests  a  last  glass  ol 
sherry.  It  is  always  la  pciu'iltima— 
next  to  last.  At  that  rate,  with  luck, 
you  could  be  enjoying  sherry  for- 
ever. ■

trian  parent— and  we  had  two- 
knew  what  rubber  would  do  to  the 
soles  of  children's  feet)  or  even 
bare  feet,  we  were  dragged  from 
Lucullan  meal  to  Lucullan  meal 
accompanied  by  measured  sips  of 
famous  vintages. 

Plaiming  these  voyages,  which 
I  now  take  in  memory  around  mv 
room,  jumping  from  an  old  menu 
from  Pforte's  Restaurant  in  Hajn- 
burg  to  a  lovely  old  hand-blown 
green  Carlsbad  Becher  Bitter  bot- 
tle, was  my  father's  major  occupa- 
tion during  the  .short  periods  be- 
tween voyages.

The  debt  owed  by  the  gardening  world  to  China  is  truly  incalculable.  Although  it  is  impossible  to  say,  today, 
just  where  the  art  of  gardening  began,  there  is  no  doubt  that  many  of  the  techniques  in  use  at  the  present 
time  originated  in  the  vast  region  of  eastern  Asia.  The  deep,  fine-textured,  wind-deposited  soil — called  loess 
— that  constitutes  most  of  China's  cropland  called  for  tilling  and  irrigation  methods  that  were  easily  adaptable 
to  crop  growing  in  other  parts  of  the  world.  In  regard  to  the  plants  themselves,  this  great  storehouse  of 
growing  things  is  still  being  explored  for  useful  additions  to  the  garden  vocabulary.  Peonies  have  their  an- 
cestral home  in  China.  So  do  radishes,  dozens  of  the  most  beautiful  lilies,  scores  of  azaleas  and  rhodo 
dendrons,  cucumbers,  and  China  asters.  Most  recent  Chinese  contribution  to  horticulture  is  the  dawn  red 
wood,  Metasequoia  glyptostroboides,  which  has,  in  the  single  generation  since  it  was  discovered,  become 
a  prominent  landscape  tree  for  temperate  regions  all  over  the  world.  Now  that  the  hiatus  in  Chinese-American 
relations  is  apparently  at  an  end,  we  can  look  forward  to  new  plant  introductions,  new  techniques  developed 
by  Chinese  plant  scientists,  who  are  undoubtedly  applying   modern   methods   to   their  ancient   horticulture.

The  threat  of  early  frost  hangs  over  the 
northern  states.  But  it  is  from  Florida  that 
we  get  the  best  scheme  for  preventing  plant 
damage  on  frosty  nights.  Nurseries  in  that 
semitropical  state  turn  on  their  sprinklers 
when  the  temperature  seems  likely  to  fall 
below  freezing.  Principle  is  that  the  drops 
of  water  falling  through  the  air  will  freeze 
before  plant  tissues,  thus  preventing  dam- 
age to  the  plants  themselves.  That  it  works 
has  been  demonstrated  time  after  time, 
when  tender  tropical  plants  have  been 
completely  coated  with  ice,  yet  suffer  no 
frost  damage.  Of  course  it  won't  work  if  the 
temperature  falls  very  far  below  freezing 
and  stays  there,  but  for  nights  when  there 
is  a  prospect  of  light  frost,  start  your  sprink- 
lers. It  can't  hurt  the  plants  and  may 
keep  them  alive  longer  than  you  expect.

Place  Christmas  tree 
sockets  in  holes  and  use  G-16^/^  bulbs.  A  luminous  ceiling  fixture 
will  light  the  wash  basin  and  counter.  A  handyman  can  make  one 
from  a  casement  window  frame  attached  to  the  bathroom  ceiling. 
For  the  dining  room,  a  dowiilii;ht  built  into  )our  chandelier  will 
bring  sparkle  to  the  china  and  crystal.  Also,  vou  can  contiol  the 
lighting  level  by  putting  the  chandelier  on  a  dimmer — this  is  inex- 
pensive and  can  easil>  be  wired  into  the  wall  switch  outlet.  In  mak- 
ing any  electrical  changes,  here  are  some  helpful  precautions  to 
remember : 

1.  When  chanjiiiig  switches  to  dimmers,  be  sure  all  electrical  cui  rent 
is  turned  off:  the  same  for  any  wiring  or  electrical  work. 

2.  Rather  than  use  extension  cords  which  may  become  hazardous, 
especialK  if  the  plua  is  not  in  the  outlet  tightly,  replace  coids  with 
one  that  is  long  enough  for  the  purpose. 

3.  Before  mounting  fixtures,  fmd  out  what  wall  and  ceilinii  malerials 
are.   Different  materials  require  different  methods  of  anchorini;. 

4.  Be  sure  that  lamps  or  fixtures  are  not  next  lo  anv  combustible 
material  that  they  could  heat  to  an  excess  of  90°  centi<irade. 

5.  Beware  of  stress  on  wires  by  pulling  them  too  tightly  and  twistinj; 
where  tight  stress  may  create  wiring  hazards. 

6.  Do  not  hang  fixtures  from  electrical  wiring;  use  a  chain  or  some 
other  material. 

7.  Be  sure  all  fixtures  and  fixture  parts  are  "U.L."  approved.   ■

The  design  of  your  secretary  bookcase,  with 
hinged  writing  board  supported  on  two  pull- 
out  slides,  indicates  it  is  a  transitional  piece. 
The  massive  scrolls  in  the  lower  section  sig- 
nal the  end  of  American  Empire  style. 
Pointed  arches  in  the  glazing  bars  forecast  "romantic"  Gothic  Re- 
vival. It  probably  dales  about  the  late  1830s  or  early  1840s. 

ENGLISH  EPERGNE 

My  epergne  has  U  aterjord  crystal 
dishes;  the  silver  work  resembles 
flowers,  leaves,  and  feathers;  the  feet 
are  lion's  feet.  It  has  no  identifying 
marks.  Is  it  17th-century  English  as 
Im  told?  T.J.  VD.— Chicago.  111. 
No,  your  epergne  cannot  be  17th- 
century  English  as  the  epergne  was 

not  introduced  in  England  until  around  the  mid  18th  century.  Yours 
is  a  fine  example  of  English  Sheffield  dating  around  1825.  The  unusual 
treatment  of  the  feet  is  an  interesting  detail. 


ALARM  BELL  CLOCK 

The  name  of  the  maker  of  my  clock  is  E.  N. 
W  el  ...  I  can't  make  out  the  rest.  The  ad- 
dress is  Forestville,  Conn.  Can  you  place  it? 
Is  the  wheel  in  the  center  for  setting  the 
alarm?  If' hen  did  clocks  first  have  alarm 
bells?  P. CM. —Baltimore.  Md. 

E.  N.  Welch  made  your  shelf  clock  about  the 
1860s.  The  alarm  was  set  by  the  wheel  in  the 
center  of  the  dial.  The  bell,  used  to  tell  time, 
is  of  very  early  origin.  Originally,  the  striking  of  a  clock  was  all  im- 
portant, and  probably  many  medieval  clocks  had  neither  dials  nor 
hands  but  told  time  only  by  striking  the  hour  on  a  bell  or  gong.  Thus 
"clock"  comes  from  the  French  cloche,  German  glocke,  meaning  bell.

It  became  the  fashion  to  serve  meals  at  several  small  tables,  varying 
from  three  to  eight.  Tables  in  the  Queen  Anne  and  Chippendale  styles 
identified  as  dining  tables  exclusively  were  few.  During  this  period  in 
America,  tables  appearing  to  be  dining  tables  had  drop-leaves,  such 
as  your  Queen  Anne  style  one  dating  ajjout  1750.

The  middle  of  everyone's  day  should  be  punctuated  by  a  well-bal- 
anced lunch,  a  delicious  hyphen  that  both  connects  and  separates  a 
full  daily  schedule.  Lunch  is  a  signal  to  stop,  to  revive  flagging 
energies,  to  make  you  more  alert  for  the  rest  of  the  day.  It  provides 
time  for  a  change  of  pace,  to  relax  and  socialize,  a  time  to  refuel  for 
afternoon  activities.  Everyone  should  count  on  lunch,  as  it  should 
furnish  about  one-third  of  one's  daily  food  requirements — the  cal- 
ories, protein,  and  other  essential  nutrients  one  needs  to  build  and 
maintain  a  strong,  healthy  body.  When  you  come  back  from  lunch, 
whether  it  be  from  the  next  room  or  the  restaurant  across  town,  you 
often  come  back  with  a  new  slant  for  the  whole  afternoon. 

Many  individuals,  both  adults  and  children,  muddle  through  the 
day  in  a  twilight  of  awareness,  fatigued  and  listless,  just  because  of 
poor  eating  habits.  Their  day  drags.  What  they  should  reahze  is 
thai  a  nutritious  lunch  is  a  center  way  station,  and  one  that  should 
include  selections  from  the  four  food  groups.  It  is  best  to  include 
all  four,  but  not  eat  too  much  of  any.

Milk  and  milk  products

they  contain  minerals  and  vitamins  and  provide  bulk  and  residue. 

To  use  as  a  mix  with  mayonnaise,  chop  raw  vegetables  such  as 
celery,  carrots,  onions,  zucchini,  broccoli,  spinach,  watercress,  cau- 
liflower, green  i)P|)pers.  parsley,  tomatoes,  cucumbers.  Chopped 
cooked  vegetables  that  combine  well  with  meat  or  chicken  sand- 
wiches are  siring  beans,  stewed  tomatoes,  and  carrots.  And  instead 
of  lettuce,  why  not  try  cole  slaw  or  sauerkraut? 

Lunch  is  an  exercise  in  good  taste  and  good  nutrition  that  should 
be  part  of  every  day.  Lunch  at  home  or  in  a  restaurant  is  your  own 
free  choice,  but  it  is  often  the  lunch  parties  at  a  club  or  at  some- 
one's house  that  sometimes  take  grace  and  a  certain  strategy  to  avoid 
overeating.  When  served  an  abundance — too  much  chicken  salad, 
too  many  spiced  peaches — learn  to  nibble.  Learn  how  to  eat  slowly. 
When  offered  seconds,  take  small  ijorlions.  The  gesture  will  l)e  ob- 
served (but  rarely  ihe  amount)  and  your  hostess  will  feel  compli- 
mented. Ibis  is  the  lime  to  be  a  scintillating  conversationalist.  Ad- 
dress yourself  to  the  compatn  rather  than  to  the  food.  Soon  }our 
plate  will  be  whisked  awa\  \\hen  you'ic  half  finished.  This  is  a  good 
way  to  cut  down  on  calories  without  attracting  attention  to  yourself. 

No  mailer  whcic  \ou  have  lunch,  home  or  away,  the  four  food 
groups  should  be  served.  Have  that  cheeseburger  at  the  corner  drug- 
store, but  start  off  wilh  a  glass  of  tomato  juice  or  V-o  juice.  For  des- 
sert choose  some  fruit  or  ice  cream,  and  milk,  coffee,  or  tea — a 
simple  lunch  but  a  sound  one. 


With  the  scarcity  of  help  and  demands  on  one's  time  a  lunch  that 
can  be  prepared  quickly  is  always  welcome.  Here,  a  spur-of-the- 
moment  lunch  including  the  vegetable,  often  the  forgotten  food  at 
lunchtinie.

To  make  the  curried  tomato  and  chicken  bouillon  soup,  combine 
equal  parts  of  tomato  juice  and  chicken  bouillon.  Add  a  generous 
dash  of  curry  powder  and  serve  hot.

For  your  open-face  sandwich  arrange  bread  slices  or  halved  En- 
glish muffins  on  a  shallow  pan.  Spread  with  a  film  of  butter  or 
margarine.  Cover  each  with  asparagus  tips,  chopped  spinach,  lightly 
cooked  broccoli  or  mushrooms.  Place  sliced  or  chopped  turkey, 
chicken,  ham,  tuna,  shrimp,  lobster,  crab,  or  deviled  eggs  on  the 
chosen  vegetable.  Toj)  with  Swiss  cheese  or  mayonnaise  and  sprinkle 
with  paprika.  Broil  the  sandwiches  or  bake  them  at  375°  until  hot 
(about  10  minutes).  The  fruit  bowl  dessert  might  be  any  one  or  a

Tile  Councilor America,Inc.

In  the  traditional  church  calendar,  the  three-week  season  preceding 
Christmas  is  called  Advent.  It's  a  time  of  quiet  preparation  for 
the  forthcoming  holiday.  Regardless  of  \our  religious  convic- 
tions, such  a  time  set  aside  for  low-key.  joyful  anticipation  and 
preparation  is  not  amiss  for  anyone  before  the  frantic  hurry-scurr\ 
of  the  holiday  proper.  These  three  weeks  can  be  a  time  for  spontane- 
ous hospitality,  uncomplicated  entertainment  filled  with  easy-going 
pleasures — a  time  for  relishing  the  simple,  the  small  in  scale,  a  calm 
that  makes  the  excitement  to  come  far  more  meaningful. 

Sharing  in  the  build-up  (as  people  did  in  olden  times  at  a  quilting 
bee  or  a  roof-raising  I  is  a  marvelous  ivay  of  preparing  for 
Christmas.  Have  a  dessert,  coffee,  and  liqueur  party,  perhaps,  and 
pro\  idf  \our  guests  with  Christmas-tree  ornament  makings — dried 
flower  bits,  shells  I  egg,  sea.  and  nut  I .  feathers,  "jewels,"  Styrofoam 
balls,  cardboard,  paints,  pencils,  paste,  spangles,  twigs,  ribbons.

A  gathering 
like  this  is  fun  and  youll  have  your  own  decorations  ready  too. 

Treat  yourself  to  a  fetv  very  special  flowers  and  show  them 
off  in  crystal.  Boda  Blom  has  solved  the  problem  of  how  to  arrange 
them  with  snap-in,  clear  plastic  holders  made  to  fit  the  waist  of 
each  of  their  handsome  crystal  vases  that  come  in  seven  sizes  and 
are  fat.  slim,  tall,  or  squat  in  shape.  Each  flower  can  be  placed  to 
its  best  advantage  with  these  holders. 

A  cluster  of  Kosta  "Pippi"  slim  vases,  bud-size  to  10  inches, 
might  be  set  in  chaste  array  on  the  dining  room  table,  one  flower 
in  the  smallest,  then  two  in  the  next  size,  three  in  the  third,  and 
four  in  the  largest — ten  lovely  roses  or  freesia.  perhaps — or  one  or 
two  vases  could  hold  small  sprays  of  butterfly  or  cymbidium  orchids 
that  will  last  for  the  whole  of  Advent  usually,  their  graceful  lines  a 
li\  ing  pleasure.

Waterpicks,  glass  tubes  with  rubber-caps  and 
a  stem  hole,  are  very  useful  for  holding  any  difficult  material,  mak- 
ing it  possible  to  tuck  live  material  into  unlikel)  spots — flowers  w ith 
veaetables.  blossoms  springing  from  a  pile  of  pretty  stones.

dowment  exists.  It  took  the  United 
States  practically  200  years  to 
establish  a  federal  agency  that  has 
any  concern  for  the  arts  in  the 
country  and  for  the  people's  bene- 
fit from  them.  We're  a  little  bit  less 
than  eight  years  old  now— the  legis- 
lation that  enables  us  to  exist 
comes  up  for  renewal  this  year— 
and  I  think  we're  doing  pretty 
well. 

Q:  What  is  the  basic  structure? 
A:  The  National  Foundation  on 
the  Arts  and  the  Humanities,  a 
sort  of  parallel  to  the  National 
Science  Foundation,  provides  the 
basic  framework.  The  Endowment 
for  the  Arts,  advised  by  the  Na- 
tional Council  on  the  Arts,  makes 
up  half.  The  President  recom- 
mends a  budget  for  us  to  Congress 
each  year  and  after  hearings  Con- 
gress first  authorizes  a  certain 
amount  of  money,  then  makes  the 
appropriation— and  we  hope  and 
pray  it's  as  much  as  was  autho- 
rized. 

Q:  How  do  you  decide  on  what  to 
spend  the  money? 
A:  Fortunately,  I  don't  have  to 
make  those  decisions.  We  feel  very 
strongly  that  we  are  administrators 
of  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  and  om-  job  is  not  to  make  de- 
cisions in  terms  of  artistic  quafity. 
We  depend  totally  on  our  panels 
for  that.  We  have  ten  panels  of  ad- 
visors now,  one  for  each  program. 
They're  made  up  almost  entirely 
of  professionals  who've  been  in 
their  particular  fields  all  of  their 
lives.  Mativ  of  them,  of  course,  are 
artists  themselves  and  know  about 
art.  There's  also,  always,  the  ques- 
tion of  personal  taste— to  me,  a 
very  important  judgment.  We  ro- 
tate at  least  a  third  of  each  panel 
every  year  just  so  we  have  a  con- 
stant influx  of  different  measures 
of  professional  judgment,  because 
j  there's  absolutely  no  way  in  the 
world  you  can  make  a  totally  ob- 
jective decision  on  grants  to  the 
arts.  It's  a  sulijective  area.  And,  of 
course,  the  National  Council  on 
the  Arts  makes  the  final  recom- 
mendations. 

Q:  And  I  suppose  from  your  point 
of  view  intention  is  very  imj^ortant, 
whether  or  not  the  applicants  for 
grants  are  serious  people,  capable 
of  doing  sometliing  significant? 
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A:  That  is  a  basic  criterion,   iipj 
arts  are  highly  disciplined.  Youll 
no  good  at  all  as  an  artist  unlfl 
you  dedicate  your  life  to  the  art 
People  who  think  artists  are  peop! 
who  just  go  off  and  do  their  ow 
thing  don't  know  what  they're  taU 
ing  about.  So  we  take  a  good  haf 
look   at   the   applications   comin 
from  institutions,  as  well  as  froi 
individual  artists,  to  make  sure  th 
intention  is  serious,  and  respons 
ble.  To  give  you  an  example:  If  a 
orchestra  applies  for  money  to  gii 
a  series  of  performances  of  coi 
temporary  music  for  school  chill 
dren,  and  its  budget  does  not  sho^ 
adequate  rehearsal  time  for'  gooi 
performances,  that  application  wii 
be  turned  down.  Not  that  childrei] 
don't  need  an  opportunity  to  hea 
contemporary   music— but   if   tha 
orchestra  isn't  realistic  enough  anc 
serious   enough   to   know   that  j 
needs    more    rehearsal    time,    i 
should  be  turned  down.  Anothei 
example;   XYZ  institution  applie; 
to  us  saying  it  has  this  absolutel) 
marvelous  idea:  it's  going  to  take 
its  art  into  the  streets  or  on  the 
road,   or  wherever.    If  it  has  nc 
backup   evidence    that   the   com- 
munity it  intends  to  visit  reall) 
wants  it,  that  application  will  be 
turned  down. 

Q:  Most  of  your  grants  to  organi- 
zations   have   to    be   matched   by 
community  money,  don't  they? 
A:  That's  written  into  our  legisla- 
tion.   Someone    on    Capitol    Hill 
asked   us   recently   if  it  wouldn't 
help  to  have  a  provision  so  that  we 
could   give   grants   that  were  not 
50/50  matching.  Speaking  for  the 
National  Council,  I  said  that  one 
of  the  most  important  things  we  dft| 
is  to  support  programs  that  peop 
are  already  involved  in  and  co 
mitted  to.  My  own  view,  and  it! 
certainly  the  view  of  the  Coum 
and  the  Congress  and  the  Prei 
dent,  is  that  we  should  use  t. 
money  to  stimulate  and  encoura 
other  monev  and  not  to  replace  i' 
Q:   Yet  I  know  that  most  of  tl 
country's  major  arts  organizatio: 
—operas,     orchestras,     museum! 
dance    companies,     theatres— an 
many  of  the  smaller  ones  now  de- 
pend upon  the  Endowment  for  at 
least  part  ot  their  annual  support.

And  you  are  increa.singly  impor- 
tant to  individual  artists,  too. 
A:  That's  true.  But  you  know,  70 
to  75  perceni  of  the  funds  for  cul- 
tural activities  in  the  United  States 
—and  this  is  totally  unicjuc  in  the 
world— still  come  from  individuals. 
The  governments,  federal,  state, 
and  local,  are  very  junior  partners. 
The  l)udget  for  the  National  En- 
dowment has  increased  from  less 
than  S2J2  million  for  our  first  fiscal 
year,  1966,  to  the  more  than  $50 
million  that  was  just  appropriated 
for  fiscal  1974,  but  it's  still  a  very 
modest  sum  when  you  consider  the 
need,  and  the  growing  public  in- 
terest in  the  arts.  More  than  600 
million  people  were  visitors  to  mu- 
seums last  year,  for  instance,  and 
the  audience  for  dance  alone  has 
grown  600  percent  since  1965— 
most  of  it  outside  New  York.  I 
think  one  of  the  proudest  achieve- 
ments of  the  federal  government  is 
that  the  very  modest  funds  have 
basically  been  used  to  get  the  arts 
into  areas  and  to  people  who  have 
not  had  an  opportunity  to  enjoy 
them  before. 

Q:  Speaking  of  new  areas,  earlier 
you  mentioned  Expansion  Arts. 
What  are  they? 

A:  We  had  to  laugh  when  we  set 
up  the  program  because  nobody 
could  think  of  an  appropriate  name 
for  it.  Some  people  have  called 
them  grass-roots  arts,  some  call 
them  decentralized  art,  art  at  the 
community  level,  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. Basically  these  are  the  arts 
off-stage,  out  of  museums,  out  of 
concert  halls.  The  old  granddad- 
dies  of  the  field  would  be  places 
like  the  Henrv  Street  Settlement  in 
New  York,  Karamu  House  in 
Cleveland,  Hull  House  in  Chicago. 
Since  about  1968  we've  seen  a  tre- 
mendous growth  in  numbers'  of 
groups  and  individuals  working  in 
this  field,  all  over  the  country.  It's 
not  only  our  newest  program— I 
think  in  terms  of  the  cultural  de- 
velopment of  our  nation,  it's  about 
as  exciting  as  anything  we  have.

I  have  the  feeling  that  people 
got  tired  of  being  (spectators. 
Noiv  they  want  to  do 
something  on  their  own  '' 
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ricula  because  tlie  students  want 
to  participate  in  a  performance  of 
Shakespeare,  for  an  example,  in- 
stead of  just  reading  Shakei^peare 
in  class. 

Q:  Mightn't  too  many  amateurs 
lower  the  general  level  of  (juality 
in  the  arts? 

A:  Quite  to  the  contrary.  People 
used  to  worry  about  that,  but 
when  someone  participates  in  the 
arts,  he  knows  how  difficult  they 
are,  how  hard  it  is  to  achieve  full 
(jualitv.  So  the  more  people  you 
liave  working  in  the  arts,  the  more 
who  will  understand  quality,  the 
difference  i)etween  good  and  bad. 
Now,  very  frankly,  I  know  that 
federal  funds  have  been  very  help- 
ful in  this  happening,  but  I  think 
it  would  have  happened  anyway. 
People,  particularly  young  people, 
want  more  art  in  their  lives.  The 
j^oUs  all  show  this.  No  program  in 
the  Endowment  has  received  more 
response  than  Architecture  and 
Environmental  Arts.  Five  years 
ago  when  people  talked  about  the 
environment  they  meant  only  air 
and  water  pollution.  Now  many  of 
tliem  arc  talking  al)(Hlt  the  visual 
environment  too.  They  want  our 
cities  to  be  more  beautiful.  They 
want  to  preserve  lovely  old  build- 
ings and  to  turn  ihem  to  new  pur- 
poses. 

Q:  What  about  buildings  for  the 
arts?  People  used  to  worry  that 
money  for  arts  centers  seemed  to 
come  way  ahead  of  money  for  arts 
programs. 

A.  There  was  a  tremendous 
amount  of  building— because  it 
was  needed,  the  old  buildings 
were  falling  down— ten  years  ago. 
People  called  it  the  Edifice  Com- 
plex, remember?  Perhaps  the 
building  process  was  a  little  bit 
ahead  of  the  demand  for  perform- 
ance and  use,  though  I  have  never 
been  aware  of  a  case  where  a  good 
l)uilding  with  a  good  stage,  one  on 
wliich  a  dancer  wouldn't  perma- 
nently injure  himself  if  he  fell, 
drove  away  dance  performances. 
Or  a  hall  where  good  acoustics 
drove  away  a  good  symphony  per- 
formance. Today  the  big  construc- 
tion is  basically  going  on  at  uni- 
\crsities,  because  of  student  de- 
mand. Trustees  around  the  coun-  . 
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try  are  finally,  and  wonderfu 
reahzing  that  this  is  important! 
their  universitv  communiti 
They're  building  facihties 
whole  regions.  Because  the  fac 
ties  are  wanted  and  needed. 
Q:  Is  the  increased  interest  in  ^i 
arts  part  of  growing  affluence? 
A:  No.  Because  some  of  the  mol 
exciting  work  is  going  on  amoi"| 
people  you  would  ordinariK'  ci 
disadvantaged.  In  our  Artists-i 
Schools  program  we  see  exam] 
after  example  of  children  wIkj 
disadvantaged  economicallv,  ma'S 
be  disadvantaged  in  their  abilii 
to  communicate  with  their  friend 
Or  perhaps  they  have  no  friend! 
Then  a  poet  comes  in  to  work  wil

But  we 
lave  found  this  faith  to  be  misplaced,"  Professor  Macklin  reasons,  "it  was  simply  inadequate.  It  left  some  of  us  in  our  fifties,  find- 
ing we  didn't  have  what  we  really  wanted,  hadn't  accomplished  what  we  wanted  and  wondering  'is  this  all  there  is?' "  What 
iyoung  people  are  doing  is  attempting  to  get  in  touch  with  that  internal,  inalienable  something  that  is  the  individual,  which 
they  feel  mechanistic  "things"  have  obscured.

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"Sharing  knowledge  is  the  way  collec- 
tors   leciprocate."

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Like  Colonial  houscivives,  Mrs.  Smith  delights  in  crewelwork  and 
herbs.  Guest  bedroom,  top  lkft,  has  pencil-post  bed  with  printed 
creivel  hangings,  a  linsey-ivoolsey  coverlet.  On  a  1720 
embroidery  frame  with  a  swivel  hoop,  Mrs.  Smith  does  crewelwork 
for  cushions  "that  make  those  hard  rush  seats  in  the  house  so  much 
more  comfortable."  Her  yarn  basket  is  on  a  seachest.  From  their 
remodeled  kitchen,  above,  you  see  herb  garden,  top  right,  and  privet 
hedge  that  .screens  a  neighboring  house.  A  bowl  of  dry  pomegranates 
is  on  the  table.  The  kitchen  cabinets  were  made  from  pine  flooring 
salvaged  from  a  house  George  Washington  stayed  in.  "We  can't 
say  he  slept  here,  but  he  walked  on  our  kitchen  cabinets."  In  the  barn, 
'horticultural  half  where  the  Smiths  keep  their  farm  and  garden 
collection,  right,  a  blue  trnll  cabinet  was  made  from  a 
window  frame.  The  chair  is  a  Sheraton  Windsor.  Near  the  loft  stairs, 
OPi'OsrrE  PAGi;,  right,  is  a  large  grain  cradle  used  for  cutting 
and  stacking  barley,  wheat,  rye.

Almost  every  Christmas  list  is  devoted,  with  love,  to  three  kinds  of  friends:  Old  and  dear  ones  you've  known  for  years;

Light  eddies  and  bounces  through  the  house  so  that  even  the  most  overcast 
days  fill  it  with  a  soft  glow.  Yet  at  only  three  windows  does  the  sun  enter 
directly.  Two  of  those  windows  are  skylight  ceilings  for  two  of  the  baths. 
Shelved  out  from  the  sides  of  the  house,  their  slanting  glass  roofs  invite  floods  of 
sunlight  into  the  powder  room,  below,  where  it  dances  in  an  arc-shaped  mirror 
specially  cut  to  encourage  it,  and  into  the  master  bathroom's  shower,  opposite 
page,  below,  where  potted  palms  love  the  warm  humidity.  A  heavy  snowfall  may 
cover  the  glass  for  an  hour  or  so  in  winter,  but  a  flick  of  the  switch  for  heat  lamps 
set  overhead  quickly  dispels  it.  The  third  sun-catcher  is  an  upstairs  window,  above 
right,  over  a  desk-turned-greenhouse  where  plants  native  to  the  tropics  are  doing 
very  well.  Everything  else  in  the  house  is  lit  by  a  cleverly  arranged  indirection  that 
weaves  daylight  into  constantly  changing  patterns  meandering  among  the  white 
planes  of  the  walls.  The  bedroom  window,  above  left,  which  serves  as  footboard 
for  the  bed,  leans  out  over  the  pool  to  catch  glimmers  of  the  sun  reflected  from  its 
surface.  A  strip  of  glass  set  into  the  rooftop  allows  light  to  fall  down  the  entire  well 
01  the  house  along  the  dining  room  wall,  through  a  room-length  slot  to  the  guest 
bedroom  below;  the  warm  camel  colored  wall  bounces  it  into  the  loft-like  "football 
room,"  left,  so-called  because  the  television  set  built  in  side-by-side  with  the  sec- 
ond firepi'icp  r,  kept  tuned  to  the  big  games  during  the  pnitcssional  football  season. 
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The  east  side  of  the  house,  left,  features  a  long  hori- 
zontal panel  of  glass  wrapped  around  a  corner  high 
in  the  living  room  wall.  Shaded  by  the  overhang 
of  the  bathroom  upstairs,  it  bathes  the  interior  with  cool 
light  and,  from  inside,  provides  a  panoramic  slice  of  tree- 
tops  and  sky.  An  eye-level  window,  also  shaded,  looks 
toward  the  rising  sun.  The  retaining  wall  protects  the 
guest  bedroom  below  from  even  a  glimpse  of  the  road.

a  carpet  garden 
you  never 
have  to  weed 

iwo  winters  ago  while  thinking  back  on  summer," 
George  Numrich  recalls,  "we  decided  that  much  as  we 
like  garden-fresh  vegetables,  our  garden  took  too  much 
time.  There  had  to  be  a  way  to  have  a  beautiful  garden 
without  doing  any  work,  especially  weeding  and  hoeing. 
At  a  restaurant  we  go  to  they  have  outdoor  carpet  on 
the  steps.  It  came  to  me  that  unbacked  outdoor  carpet 
might  make  an  ideal  garden  mulch.  It's  weed  proof, 
vermin-proof,  doesn't  mildew.  Water  runs  through  it 
readily.  Paths  would  stay  dry,  but  the  ground  would 
hold  moisture  and  heat.  If  we  used  a  bright  color  it 
might  reflect  light  and  promote  growth."  That  spring 
the  Numriches  made  a  trial  garden.  They  rototilled  a 
patch  of  lawn,  rolled  out  an  Armstrong  polypropylene 
carpet,  drilled  holes  in  it  for  planting.  It  so  outproduced 
Mieir  dirt  garden,  this  year  they  carpeted  that  one,  too. 
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^"^Everythinginthe 
carpet  garden 

IS  automated 
but  the  harvest" 
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Cut  3-inch  holes  for  most  seeds  or 
peat-pot  transplants,  2-inch  slits 
for  fine  seeds  and  root  crops;  silts  ease 
harvest  even  of  6-inch  onions.  Tools 
used,  above,  are  electric  hand  drill  with 
3-inch  circular  saw  attachments;  sharp 
knife;  tablespoon  to  plant.  For  soil 
removal,  use  a  tray;  for  spills,  a  broom 
or  vacuum.  Bricks  and  stones  weight 
carpet  against  winds.  28-by-46-foot 
garden,  right:  1,  wire  fence  supporting 
10  tomato  plants,  20  cucumbers,  20 
pea  plants;  2,  borders  of  marigolds  and 
ornamental  kale  and  cabbage,  with  sun- 
flowers at  corners;  3,  St.  Pat's  scallop 
squash;  4,  zucchini;  5,  mixed  herbs;  6. 
Brussels  sprouts;  7,  cauliflower;  8,  pe- 
rennial rhubarb  and,  9,  asparagus  from 
otd  garden,  bordered  at  times  by  beans; 
10,  broccoti;  11,  eggplant;  12,  red  cab- 
bage; 13,  cabbage;  14,  celery;  15,  lima 
beans;  16,  peppers;  17,  string  beans; 
18,  onions;  19,  salsify;  20,  spinach;  21, 
mixed  lettuce;  22,  carrots;  23,  rad- 
ishes. Paths  are  2  feet  wide. 
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George  and  Fran  Numrich's  "lazy  gar- 
den" required  hard  thinking  if  not  hard 
work.  "You'll  have  your  carpet  and  its 
holes  maybe  ten  years,  so  plan  it  on 
paper   first.    Roll   out   the   carpet   and 
weight  it  down.  It  takes  a  while  to  flatten 
and  become  one  with  the  earth.  We  just 
leave  the  rocks  there  to  keep  the  carpet 
in  place  through  the  winter.  Take  a  soft 
lead  pencil  or  chalk  and  mark  it  to  see 
exactly  how  your  plan  works  before  you 
cut.  Of  course  I  was  worried,  as  most 
people  would  be,  that  the  whole  thing 
would  be  terribly  expensive.  But  if  you 
make  it  clear  to  the  carpet  dealer  that 
you  want  a  12-foot  roll  to  cart  away,  not 
to  have  fitted  and  installed,  the  cost  will 
be  less.  We  used  Armstrong's  carpet  of 
polypropylene   from    the    Ensign   do-it- 
yourself  line,  less  than  $3  a  square  yard. 
Our  first  carpet  garden  paid  for  itself 
the  first  year,  figuring  $2  an  hour  for 
weeding  we  didn't  do.  It  also  survived 
our  upstate  New  York  winter  and  was 
ready  for  planting  weeks  earlier  than 
other   gardens    here.    For   the   second 
year's  planting  you  put  an  L-rod  attach- 
ment in  the  hand  drill,  give  each  hole  a 
few  turns  to  break  up  the  soil,  and  pop 
a  seed  in."  Carpet  was  put  on  second 
garden  area,  left,  Memorial  Day  and  by 
mid-July  the  crop,  right,  was  feeding  the 
family.    "Carpet    gives    vegetables    the 
old   zap.   Our  eggplant  yield   is  about 
twenty-five  per  bush.  Fran  made  a  lot  of 
ratatouille,    plus    pickles    and    relish. 
Carpet  gardens   get  very  few   insects. 
Why,  I  cannot  say  unless  most  insects 
live  or  rest  in  the  ground,  and  newcom- 
ers can't  get  down  and  residents  can't 
get    up."    Since    saving   time    is   what 
started  it  all,  the  Numriches  have  auto- 
mated everything  but  the  picking  in  this 
garden.  "We  put  a  Rainbird  sprinkler  in 
the  asparagus  bed,  right,  top.  We  con- 
nected it  to  the  water  faucet  with  freeze- 
proof  plastic  pipes.  It's  controlled  by  a 
Tork  time  clock  to  water  the  whole  gar- 
den early  every  morning,  unless  we  have 
heavy  rains.  We  also  fertilize  automati- 
cally. Every  three  weeks  we  mix  up  some 
Miracle-Gro  in  a  pail.  A  simple  device 
called   Syphonex   screws   on   standard 
hose  threads  between  the  faucet  and 
outgoing  hose.  A  tube  picks  up  the  solu- 
ble fertilizer  in  the  pail  and  sends  it  out. 
I   see   no  reason  why  the  carpet   idea 
would  not  be  just  as  fine  for  flowers  that 
don't  seed  or  spread  much.  Experiment'"

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supper.  Equally  pleasurable  was  another  supper  with  a  few  friends; 
— a  little  triumph  of  clam-lobster  bisque,  a  great  dry  sherry,  special 
toasts,  black  coffee.  A  surprisingly  low-keyed  treat  is  a  vegetabkj 
dinner  carefully  chosen  for  taste,  texture,  and  color — broiled  mush 
rooms,  lots  of  them:  tomatoes  filled  with  sour-creamed  spinach 
potatoes  Anna:  sugar-glazed  carrots;  and  parsnips.  With  this,  saU 
sticks  for  crunch,  and  for  flavor,  shakers  of  ground  black  pepperJ 
seasoned  salt,  toasted  sesame  seeds. 

A  quiet,  composed  table  setting  sets  a  soothing  mood  fori 
this  time  of  anticipation.  Think  muted  tones;  color  will  come  on 
strong  later.  Certainly  one  of  the  best  ways  to  show  off  fine  silver- 
ware is  to  provide  a  noncompetitive  background.  And  one  of  the 
nicest  to  show  off  is  Towle's  "Mandarin,"  a  simple,  slender  bamboo 
pattern.  comj)atible  with  almost  any  period  but  special  on  its  own 
and  so  satisfactory  to  handle. 

Light,  symbolized  through  living  flame  (lighted  wicks  in  oil, 
candles  I ,  is  ty[)ical  of  so  many  festivals  worldwide.  The  great  Hindu 
feast  of  Dill  all  means  a  row  of  lights.  Hanukkah  is  a  festival  of 
light.  Advent  has  its  candle  wreath.  Candlelight  casts  such  a  gentle 
glow,  it  is  perfect  for  this  period  of  deliberate,  quiet  preparation. 
Welcome  your  family  and  friends  at  night  with  candles 
everywhere.  Listen  to  music  by  candlelight.  Use  up  candle  ends 
by  standing  a  lot  of  them  in  a  sand-filled  metal  tray  or  shallow  dish. 
a  small  forest  of  lights  for  a  table  or  hearth.  Where  feasible,  use 
live  light,  and  don't  be  afraid  of  all  kinds  of  candles,  colored  flames 
in  the  fireplace,  subtle  incense,  oil  lamps — all  helping  to  create  an 
almospluMC  that  calms  and  gives  time  for  reflection. 

Another  pleasurable  Advent  evening  might  be  a  pre-Christmas 
carol  sing.  Don't  confine  yourself  necessarily  to  the  usual  noel 
favorites.  There  are  many  superb  Advent  hymns  and  carols. 
The  great  antiphonal  "Os,"  for  example.  "Oh  Come,  Oh  Come  Em- 
manuel. "  or  "Sleepers  Wake,"  or  "Lo!  How  a  Rose  Ere  Blooming." 
For  copies  of  the  carols,  the  Episcopal  Hymnal,  the  Cambridge 
Carol  book.  S.P.C.K.,  or  the  Oxford  Book  of  Carols  are  excellent. 
For  refreshments  between  carols,  set  a  sizable,  lighted  wreath 
on  a  dining  table  groaning  with  an  international  assortment  of 
cookies  and  cakes.  Proffer  a  punch  bowl  of  mulled  cider  or  cran- 
berrv  juice  and  rum.  plus  a  |jot  of  steaming  hot  rich  chocolate.  ■

Unlike 
souffles,  they  are  not  temperamen- 
tal about  liming.  They  can  be 
made  in  advance  and  reheated 
(put  them  on  a  platter,  loosely 
covered  with  foil,  over  simmering 
water).  Two  slices  of  roulade  make 
a  very  satisfying  serving,  depend- 
ing on  the  richness  of  the  filling. 
The  basic  roulade  mixture  is 
enough  for  two  rolls,  each  of  which 
yields  about  12  sfices,  so  make  as 
many  as  you  need  for  yoiu-  guest 
list,  plus  the  filling  or  fillings  you 
prefer.  They  should  be  baked  no 
more  than  two  at  a  time,  either  side 
by  side  in  the  middle  of  the  oven  or 
on  two  racks,  with  the  pans  stag- 
gered so  the  mixture  bakes  exenly. 

BLOODY  MARY  SOUP 
Simply  heat  a  spicy  canned  Bloody 
Mary  mix,  adding  any  other  sea- 
sonings you  like,  such  as  celery 
salt,  seasoned  pepper,  plus  a  good 
squeeze  of  lemon  juice.  Allow  1 
cup   per   ser\ing.    Serve   in    cups.

When  the  roll  is  baked, 
remove  from  the  oven  and  invert 
the  pan  onto  a  large  sheet  of  wax 
paper.  Loosen  the  paper  from  the 
pan,  then  peel  it  from  the  roll. 
Some  of  the  surface  may  stick,  but 
that  doesn't  matter  as  this  side  will 
be  covered  with  filling.  Loosen 
paper  gently  with  the  point  of  a 
paring  knife  at  places  where  it 
sticks.  Trim  edges  of  roll  with  a 
large  knife.  Spread  the  uncovered 
surface  of  the  roll  with  the  filling, 
using  a  rubber  spatula.  Use  the 
long  side  ol  the  wax  paper  to  roll 
up  the  roulade,  like  a  jelly  roll,  and 
to  transfer  it  to  a  heated  platter.

The  reason  for  this  fantastic  di- 
yersity  can  be  summed  up  in  one 
word— climate.  From  the  North 
Coast  counties  spread  around  San 
Francisco  to  east  of  Los  Angeles, 
California's  climate  encompasses 
those  of  the  major  wine-grovying 
areas  of  Europe,  from  the  coolness 
of  Bmgundy  or  the  Rhine  to  the 
dr\',  baking  heat  of  Spain.  Years  of 
research  and  experiment  haye 
proyed  that  for  eyery  wine  grape 
there  is  an  ideal  climate,  or  cli- 
matic range,  and  California  seeins 
to  liaye  been  blessed  in  combining 
them  all.  Leading  oenologists  at 
the  Uniyersity  of  California's  wine 
school  at  Dayis  have  classified  the 
wine  districts  of  California  into 
fiye  distinct  climatic  zones,  based 
on  the  total  number  of  degree  days 
from  the  beginning  of  April  to  the 
end  of  October.  Degree  days, 
which  T\'  weathermen  are  apt  to 
talk  about,  are  calculated  by  tak- 
ing 50  degrees  as  a  mean  tempera- 
ture and  considering  eyery  degree 
o\er  this  a  degree  day.  If  the  tem- 
perature reaches  70  degrees  for 
fi\'e  days,  you  ha\e  a  total  of  100 
degree  days. 

On  this  scale,  California  ranges 
from  a  cool  region  I,  with  2, .500 
or  fewer  degree  days,  to  Regions

However,  when  raised  in  the  cool 
Napa-Sonoma  region  and  properly 
N'inified,  it  inetamorpho.ses  into  a 
.soft,  fruity  wine  with  tlie  ripe 
roundness  of  a  Heaujolais  Brouilly, 
and  is  now  being  bottled  as  a  vari- 
etal by  Siini  and  Ridge.  Another 
blending  grape  with  a  future  is 
.\Ierlot,  the  grape  used  in  Hor- 
deau.x  and  California  to  soften  the 
Cabernet.  So  far  the  only  wineiy 
to  make  a  varietal  of  .\Ierlot  is 
Sterling  \'inevards  in  the  Napa 
N'alley,  but  there  may  be  followers. 
Hccently,  Alinadcn  put  on  the  mar- 
ket a  new.  light,  refreshing  red 
wine,  (he  kind  von  could  serve 
ciiilled  on  a  hot  SMinmer  day,  like 
a  Ik'aujolais,  called  Creiioir  Orig- 
inal honi  the  CIrenache  or  Gren- 
aclie  Noir  grape  that  makes  their 
best-selling  Grenache  Rose. 

After  C;hardonnay  and  johan- 
nisberg  Riesling,  the  big  white 
hopes  are  Pinot  Blanc,  a  white 
wine  grape  of  Burgundy;  Sanvig- 
non  Blanc  and  Scniillnn.  the 
grapes  of  the  Graxes  and  Santernes 
of  liordeanv;  Chenin  Blanc,  a 
Loire  grap(\  and  Gewiirztraininer, 
tlie  "spicv    Traininer  oi  Alsace. 

Ill  the  hands  ol  a  skilled  wine- 
maker,  I'iiiot  Blanc  can  be  a  big, 
Iriiity,  inouth-filling  wine,  almost 
on  a  par  with  C'hardonnav.  Ghenin 
Blanc,  al.so  bottled  as  White  Pinot 
(although  it  is  not  a  Pinot  grape) 
and  Pineau  de  la  Loire,  is  perhaps 
the  most  popular  and  plentiful  of 
the  Galifornia  whites  (much  of  it 
goes  into  the  Ghablis  blend.s,  and 
into  champagnes).  The  standard 
version,  soft  and  rather  sweet,  ap- 
parently appeals  to  the  public 
taste,  though  it  has  never  particu- 
larly appealed  to  me,  hut  when 
fermented  to  dryness  and  aged  in 
oak,  as  it  is  by  Clialone,  Gluippel- 
let,  and  Souverain  (who  call  their 
Ghenin  Blanc,  Pineau  .Souxerain), 
it  becomes  a  \ery  different  and 
much  more  elegant  wine,  with 
good  acidity,  full,  fresh,  and  fruity. 

There  are  so  many  versions  of 
.Sauvignon  Blanc  and  Scmillon  that 
it  is  almost  impossible  lo  tell  by 
the  label  e.xactly  what  you  are  get- 
ling.  The  very  sweetest,  like  Ilaut 
Sautenies,  dessert  wines,  are  usu- 
ally prefaced  by  the  word  "sweet," 
or  given  a  chateau  designation  by 
the  winery— Ghaleau  Beaulieu, 
Ghaleau  Goncannon,  Ghatcau 
Masson,  Ghateau  Scmillon 
(Wente),  but  even  then  the  de- 
gree of  sweetness  varies  consider- 
ably.

can  run  anywhere  from  fairlj- 
sweet  to  medium-dry  or  complete- 
ly dry.  Oak\'ille  Vineyards,  for  in- 
stance, ferments  its  down  to  zert 
sugar,  whereas  Robert  Mondavi's 
Sauvignon  Blanc  is  distinctly 
sweet.  Mondavi's  solution  was  to 
call  his  dry  Sauvignon  Blanc  by 
another  name— Fume  Blanc. 
(Blanc  Fume  is  the  name  of  the 
grape  in  the  Loire  Valley,  where 
it  makes  Pouilly-Fumc. )  Othei 
wineries  are  picking  up  the  prac- 
tice. Beringer  has  a  Fume  Blanc, 
and  Almadcn  a  Blanc  Fume. 

Gewiirztraminer,  young  and 
fresh,  with  a  delightfully  spic) 
bouquet  and  taste,  has  long  beer 
one  of  my  favorite  summer  wines 
Gewiirztraminers  grown  by  Miras- 
sou,  Wente,  and  Masson  in  theii 
Monterey  Gounty  acreage  arounc 
Soledad  in  Salinas  \'alley  have 
been  a  great  success.  This  summei 
I  tasted  Wente's  1972  Gewiirz 
traininer,  to  be  marketed  at  tlu 
end  of  the  year,  and  found  it  to  bt 
a  lovely  wine,  fragrant  and  fruity 
with  a  real  sense  of  the  grape 
Riesling  is  another  white  grape 
that  takes  to  the  cool  Soledad  cli 
mate,  and  Wente's  Riesling  Spat 
lese  (late  picking)  was  anothei 
winner,  full,  beautifully  balanced 
with  a  honev-rich  bouquet. 

There  is  no  question  that  Gali 
tornia  offers  some  of  the  best  val 
ues  you  can  get  for  your  wine  dol 
dar  today.

first-rank  \arietal  wine  may  cosi 
you  anywhere  up  to  $10,  but  i' 
will  still  be  less  expensive  than  i 
comparable  white  Burgundy.  Ii 
the  middle  price  range  of  $2.50  tc 
$4  or  $5  there  are  exceedingl) 
good  buys  in  both  vintage  and  non 
vintage  premium  varietals  fron 
old-established  wineries  like  Alma 
den,  Beaulieu,  Beringer,  Bueiu

Brothers,  Inglenook,  Gharles  Krug

is  to  find  a  restaurant  that  makes  a 
point  of  sei-v'ing  them.  For  ex- 
ample, the  Four  Seasons,  in  New 
York  City,  has  selected  48  different 
American  wines  for  its  cellar,  the 
n.ajoritv  from  California.) 

At  one  time,  it  was  almost  im- 
possible to  buy  small-winei-y  wines 
outside  California.  They  were  all 
sold  at  the  winery,  by  direct  mail 
to  a  list  of  avid  customers,  or  to 
stores  within  the  state.  In  Cali- 
fornia, legally,  wine  is  classed  as 
food  and  sold  in  supermarkets  and 
delicatessens  as  well  as  wine 
stores,  every  day  of  the  week,  and 
the  state  tax  rate  is  the  lowest  in 
the  nation,  just  1  cent  per  gallon  on 
table  wine.  It's  hardly  surprising 
that  a  sixth  of  the  wine  produced 
in  California  is  drunk  there.  San 
Fraiijcisco  alone,  with  a  per  capita 
wine  consumption  about  30  times 
die  national  average,  could  prob- 
ably account  for  all  the  best  wine 
singlehandcd  (or  mouthed). 
Whenever  I  go  to  San  Francisco, 
I  feel  like  Tantalus— surrounded  by 
so  much  and  able  to  taste  just  a 
small  part.  Fortunately  for  all 
wine-lovers  in  the  rest  of  the  coun- 
try, the  small  wineries  are  slowly 
increasing  their  production  and 
looking  for  a  larger  pui)lic^-not 
only  to  boost  sales  but  also  to 
widen  the  knowledge  and  appre- 
ciation of  their  wines,  oi  which 
they  are  rightly  proud.  If  you 
scout  aroinid  in  yom'  nearest  large 
city,  you  will  probably  find  at  least 
one  store  that  goes  in  for  California 
wines  where  you  will  spot  some  un- 
lamiliar  labels. 

The  emergence  in  the  last  five 
vears  or  so  of  new  wineries,  or  old 
wineries  under  new  manageJiient 
and  ownersliip,  is  heartening  evi- 
dence of  the  continuing  trend  to 
individuality  and  specialization  in 
California  wines.  \\^ithin  the  vast 
industry  there  is  a  niche  for  every- 
one, from  the  major  wineries 
(which,  after  all,  started  small,  as 
the  dream  of  one  man  or  one  fam- 
ily, and  grew  slowly)  to  the  minor. 

As  they  are  not  big  businesses, 
the  small  winery  owner  and  his 
uinemaker  don't  have  to  consider 
the  demands  of  distributors  for  a 
full  line  of  wines  (certain  of  the 
major  wineries  admit  that  they 
would  like  to  cut  down  on  their 
lines  and  concentrate  on  the  wines 
they  feel  they  can  make  best,  but 
they  have  to  pull  back  slowly) .  In- 
stead, they  can  direct  all  their 
energies  and  expertise  to  perhaps 
no  more  than  four  wines,  experi- 
ment with  different  techniques  of 
\inification  and,  if  the  money  is 
t  here  ( in  many  cases  it  is,  wineries 
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seem  to  have  become  the  consum- 
ing passion  of  men  who  have  made 
it  in  other  fields  and  then  been  bit- 
ten by  the  wine  bug) ,  invest  in  the 
most  advanced  equipment.  Secure 
in  the  knowledge  that  their  prices 
can  reflect  the  high  quality  of  their 
wines,  they  can  establish  fairly 
modest  goals— perhaps  no  more 
than  12,000  cases  a  year,  which  is 
the  aim  of  Jack  Davies  of  Schrams- 
berg,  the  champagne  President 
Nixon  served  in  Peking,  now^  one 
ot    the    most   .sought-after   wines. 

Says  Mr.  Davies,  who  is  in  many 
ways  typical  of  the  small  winery 
owner,  "We  believe  tliat  in  the 
wine  industry  there  is  a  place 
for  sniiiU  enterprise,  but  that 
doesn't  allow  any  sloppiness  or  re- 
liance on  good  fortune,  you  have  to 
work  at  it.  Time  is  helping  us,  our 
vineyards  are  getting  older  and 
every  year  we  leani  a  few  things 
about  fermentation  and  handling 
Vvine." 

Champagne,  because  of  the  na- 
ture of  the  wine,  lends  itself  to 
specialization,  which  Jack  Davies 
sees  as  a  very  important  part  of 
the  future  of  California  winemak- 
ing— first  finding  the  right  place  to 
grow  the  individual  varieties  and 
then  taking  the  trouble  to  figure 
out  the  best  vinification  for  that 
particular  grape,  as  opposed  to  red 
or  white  grapes  in  general. 

To  Bud  van  Loben  Sels,  manag- 
ing director  of  Oakville  Vineyards 
a  new  name  in  the  Napa  \'alley, 
the  two  controlling  factors  in  mak- 
ing good  wine,  a  job  that  demands 
an  enormous  amount  of  attention 
and  dedication,  are  the  time  and 
talents  of  the  winemaker.  The 
same  grapes  grown  in  vineyards 
only  6  miles  apart  c>an  be  com- 
pletely different,  and  it  can  take 
years  for  a  winemaker  to  fully  ac- 
f^uaint  himself  with  each  planting. 
Oak\ille's  two  wineniakers,  Peter 
Becker  and  Karl  Werner,  are  Ger- 
man, and  so  far  the  winery  has  spe- 
cialized in  whites— Sauvignon 
Blanc,  which  tliev  see  as  one  of  the 
great  grapes  of  the  future, 
Gewiirztraniiner,  and  Clienin 
Blanc— with  some  Camay  and  Zin- 
fandel,  but  with  the  recent  acqui- 
sition of  the  old  Inglenook  Ranch 
and  vineyards  they  have  added 
.some  tremendously  fine  old  Caber- 
net vines  to  their  acreage. 

Everywhere  you  look  in  Napa 
and  Sonoma  you  see  new  wineries 
or  fine  old  wineries  that  have  been 
revitalized  by  their  new  owners. 
Each  has  a  very  decided  character 
and  style— as  do  their  wines.  The 
old  Simi  winery  in  Sonoma,  found- 
ed in  1876,  was  bought  by  Huss{>ll 
Green,  a  former  president  of  the 


Signal  Oil  Company  who  s(; 
by  growing  grapes  at  his  sun 
home  strictly  for  pleasure— "Ix 
the  fad,"  as  he  puts  it— and  w i. 
evitably  lured  into  the  busine 

On  the  upper  slopes  of  M, 
Veeder  is  the  highest  winer 
Napa— Mayacamas,  whose 
acres  of  terraced  vineyards  far 
from  the  cool,  three-story  cell; 
weathered  stone  built  in  1889. 
Travers,  a  young  investment  b; 
er  who  spent  si.x  years  lean 
winemaking,  bought  the  wii 
from  Jack  and  Mary  Taylor  iu 
producing  a  limited  quantity 
just  four  vintage  varietals— C 
donnay.  Cabernet,  Chenin  Bl 
aud  Zinfandel. 

Down  in  the  Valley  is  Freer 
Abbey,  another  old  stone  wi 
getting  a  new  lease  on  life  ui 
its  present  proprietors,  a  grou 
grape  growers  headed  by'  CI 
Caqiy,  whose  grandfather  c 
from  Bordeaux.  Their  aim-^to 
duce  a  limited  quantity  of  the 
top  varietals  from  their  very 
grapes— is  yet  another  exampl 
specialization  and  dedication  e 
ing  its  just  rewards,  for  their  w: 
especially  the  Cabernet,  1 
been  praised  by  connoisseurs  s 
the  first  vintage,  1967,  went  oi 
market. 

Modern  architecture  has  1 
changing  the  traditional  fayac 
the  Napa  Valley  ever  since  the 
vent  of  Robert  Mondavi's  inn 
tive  winery,  a  stunning  moderi 
terpretation  of  the  adobe-anc 
Spanish  mission  style  by  arch 
Cliff  May.  The  latest  dramatic 
dition  is  the  Sterling  Viney 
winery,  a  chalk-white,  million- 
lar  structure  resembling  a  Med 
ranean  monastery  that  spr 
over  a  250-foot-high  knoll  at 
northern  end  of  tlie  Valley.  S 
ing's  varietals,  five  reds  (inclu^ 
the  rare  Merlot)  and  four  wh 
are  to  have  no  retail  sales  ex 
ai  the  winery,  so  anyone  who  w 
to  try  them  will  have  to  go  to  > 
and  tour  the  winery,  in  itself 
\yordi  the  trip. 

If  Sterling  suggests  a  monasi 
the  Chappellet  winery  on  Pr: 
ard  Hill,  a  steel  pyramid  bai 
with  sod  to  integrate  the  ext< 
with  the  site,  is  like  a  wine  cii 
dial.  From  the  inside,  the  buili 
is  breathtaking,  with  walls  soa 
to  a  glass-enclosed  hexagonal 
ing  room  at  the  peak,  where 
have  a  wide-angle  view  of  the 
ley  and  the  Mayacamas  inoun 
range.  As  functional  as  it  is  ausi 
ly  beautiful,  the  winery  is  desij, 
to  the  last  inch  for  the  pnrpos 
making,  fermenting,  aging, 
storing  Chappellet's  Chardon 
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Time  is  helping  us,  our  vineyards  are  getting  older,  and  every  year  v^e  learn 
a  few  things  about  fermentation  and  handling  wine"

)il  at  the  highest  point  of  the

)71  vintage,  picked  late  and  aged 

oak,  is  a  big,  well-balanced  w  ine 
ith  plenty  of  acidit\'  anil  fresh- 
3SS,  high  in  alcohol. 

There  were  vdnevards  on  l-'ritch- 
•d  Hill  back  in  1873.  Schrams- 
?rg  Champagne  Cellars  was 
lunded  hv  a  German,  Jacob 
:hram  in  1862.  Many  of  the  new 
nail  wineries  are  on  the  sites  of 
Jth-centurv  vineyards.  The  Ger- 
lans  and  Italians  who  started 
lem  followed  the  custom  of  their 
:)melands  in  planting  on  moun- 
lin  slopes,  a  practice  that  was  all 
it  abandoned  bv  later  owners 
ho  found  the  problems  oi  cultixa- 
3n,  irrigation,  and  harvesting  eas- 
r  to  deal  with  in  the  valley  flat 
nd.  Today,  some  of  California's 
est  talked-about  wines  are  com- 
g  from  mountain  vineyards. 

One  of  these  is  Ridge,  2,300  feet 
■)  in  the  Santa  Cruz  mountains, 
idge's  president,  David  Hennion. 
iginallv  bought  the  land  with  a 
roup  of  friends  as  an  investment, 
ily  to  discover  that  thev  had  also 
xiuired  some  old  vineyards  and  a 
indown  winery.  In  their  free 
me,  the  families  cultivated  the 
inevards,  crushed  the  grapes,  and 
lade  a  little  wine,  which  turned 
Lit  much  iietter  than  they  ex- 
acted. Fired  with  enthusiasm, 
lev  went  into  business,  bonding 
le  w  inerv  and  produced  their  first 
intage  in  1962,  later  adding  the 
:one  Monte  Bello  winery  farther 
p  the  mountain,  built  in  1880. 

Although  Ridge's  production  is 
ow  over  25,000  gallons  a  year 
nd  its  wine  is  sold  in  about  fifteen 
:ates,  the  winery  remains  simple, 
npretentious.  The  old  wooden 
uildings  haven't  been  spruced  up, 
ud  after  phoning  ahead  for  an  ap- 
ointment,  you  have  to  find  your 
/ay,  without  signs,  up  the  wind- 
ig  Monte  Bello  Road.  Time, 
nergy,  and  cntliusiasin  are  dc- 
oted  to  just  one  end— making 
cod  wine.  Winemaker  Paul  Dra- 
ler,  who  worked  in  Bordeaux,  fol- 
3ws  the  traditional  French  meth- 
ds.  The  wines  are  aged  in  small 
iak  casks  and  bottled  without  fin 
rig  or  filtering,  so  they  come  oul 
lig  and  heavy,  with  plenty  ol  char- 
cter.  Apart  from  Chardoiuiay  and 
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Riesling,  Ridge  specializes  in  reds 
—Cabernet,  Petite  .Sirah,  Camay, 
and,  most  of  all,  Zinfandel,  from 
grapes  grown  in  different  regions 
and  aged  accordingly.  The  plain, 
all-type  label  gives  the  kind  of  in- 
formation that  is  immenseh'  valu- 
able—not just  the  vintage,  but  also 
the  vineyard  or  region  from  which 
the  grapes  came,  the  bottling  date, 
the  percentage  of  alcoliol,  a  de- 
scription of  the  wine,  and  a  sug- 
gestion as  to  how  long  it  should  be 
held  to  be  at  its  best. 

The  tiny,  remote  Chalone  \'ine- 
vard,  9  miles  above  the  Salinas 
\'alley,  east  of  Soledad,  in  the  Pin- 
nacles National  Park  area,  is  an- 


other mountain  winery,  w  ith  a  tra- 
dition dating  back  to  the  early 
190()s.  Limestone  deposits  near 
the  surface  make  the  vineyard  soil 
similar  to  that  of  the  Cote  d'Or 
in  Burgundy,  and  ("halones  presi- 
dent and  winemaker,  Dick  Graff, 
who  left  banking  for  the  unjMedic- 
table  and  fascinating  world  of 
wine,  feels  his  particular  niche  is 
to  produce  wines  in  the  Burgun- 
dian  stvle,  the  very  finest  estate- 
bottled  Pinot  (^hardonnav,  Pinot 
Blanc,  and  Pinot  Xoir. 

"In  order  to  be  a  success  and 
still  stay  small,'  savs  vice-presi- 
dent Phil  Woodward.  v\ho  runs 
the  financial  entl  oi  the  enterprise 


v\hile  Dick  handles  the  vinevards 
and  winery,  "you  must  liave  some 
relative  advantage  to  begin  with 
and  ours  is  the  location,  the  flout 
(Ic  tcrre  in  the  grapes,  and  our 
stvle  of  wincmaking. " 

With  just  37  producing  acres 
right  now,  ('halone's  superb  wines 
are  in  very  short  supply,  but  given 
its  plans  for  continued  plantings 
up  to  a  total  of  200  acres  antl  the 
outlook  and  dedication  ol  die 
vonng  men  in  this  company  (the 
average  age,  from  directors  ot  the 
board  on  down,  is  thirtv-five), 
there's  no  doubt  that  this  will  i)e 
one  of  the  great  California  winer- 
ies of  the  futme.  ■

every  now  and  tlien.  even 
todav,  I  can  l)e  whisked 
liack  l)()tli  in  time  and 
space,  to  China  and  my  childhood, 
hv  reminiscent  smells.  One  that 
does  it  is  a  whiff  of  super-low-oc- 
tane gas,  probably  mixed  with  oil, 
lliat  immediately  calls  up  a  pic- 
ture of  the  old  boat-bowed  Renault 
taxis  in  Shanghai  as  they  pooped 
and  polluted  their  way  down  Ikib- 
Iiling  Well  lk)ad.  Another  is  the 
liot  fiagrance  of  sesame-seed  cakes 
that  reminds  me  of  those  wc  used 
to  buy  fiom  street  ovens  to  feed 
the  Iiugc  golden  carp  in  the  S-Ts- 
Ling  gartlcns  in  my  "iiome  town.  " 
And  the  aroma  of  spice  trig- 
gcifd  a  iautastic  coincidence  in 
my  lilc  and  led  me  to  a  recipe  lor 
a  drink  of  distinction.  A  regular 
I.ondoTi  Ivphoon  had  forced  me 
and  200  others  to  shelter  in  one  ol 
the  city's  delightful  shopping  ar- 
cades where  I  stopped  !)v  a  small 
Indian  shop.  A  lo\ely  brunette 
was  talking  to  the  Hindu  shop- 
kce[)er  and  tasting  his  spices. 
1    ovcrheai'd    lu-r    sa\-    the    fra- 


grance reminded  her  of  her  in- 
hmcy.  Her  tamiK  frowned  on  chil- 
dren eating  "'native"  food  from 
street  \endois,  she  said.  .\Iy  family 
did  too,  and  I  said  so.  "Oh,"  says 
the  beauty,  "where  were  von  born 
then?"  "China,"  savs  I.  "Me,  too," 
says  she,  "where  in  China'? '  "Soo- 
chow, '  I  replied.  "So  was  I,"  says 
she,  "and  w  hat  s  \()iu'  name?"  1 
told  her  and  her  eyes  popped. 
"You  know,  I  think  your  father 
signed  my  birth  certificate!  "  We 
lunched  a  few  days  later,  and  she 
was  right.  There,  on  a  docimient 
l)eIonging  to  a  lad\'  I'd  never  seen 
belore  in  m\'  life,  was  my  father's 
spiclciv  writing— out  of  10  million 
Londoners,  12,000  miles  from 
where  we  both  started. 

At  our  rather  con\i\ial  repast 
she  told  me  al)ont  an  heib  chink 
that  I  pass  on.  It  needs  a  mixtmc 
of  herbs  that  may  lerment  before 
use,  but  since  fermentation  im- 
proves it,  you  can't  lose,  [ust  be- 
ware of  explosions.  Mix  (S  sprigs  of 
chopped  Iresh  miTit  and  the  same 
of  borage  with  halt  a  cup  of  lemon 
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juice,  the  zest  of  1  lemon  and  a 
teaspoon  each  of  unchopped  bor- 
age and  lemon  balm.  Allow  to 
stand  at  least  2  days.  Using  a  high- 
ball glass,  put  in  ice,  a  dash  of 
Angostura,  a  dash  of  the  herb  de- 
coction (it  will  keep),  a  slice  of 
lemon,  a  jigger' of  cognac,  and  top 
up  with  tonic  or  ginger  ale. 

After  those  China  days,  as  you 
see,  I  graduated  to  more  sophisti- 
cated fragrances.  Take  that  amal- 
gam of  aromatic  herbs  and  spices. 
Angostuia  bitters.  It  is  to  certain 
cocktails  of  gin,  rum,  brandy,  and 
bourbon  what  salt  is  to  food.  Tonv, 
the  bartender  at  the  Berkeley  Ho- 
tel in  London  has  a  novel  way  of 
using  it.  He  warms  a  dry  ice  trav, 
sprinkles  a  quarter  teaspoon  of 
Angostura  into  it,  and  .sets  it  alight. 
Then  he  fills  the  trav  with  water 
and  makes  ice  cubes,  pink  and  in- 
viting, lor  vodka  and  gin  drinks. 

Angostura,  because  it  contained 
quinine,  was  originally  intended  as 
a  malaria  cure.  It  was  invented  in 
a  Venezuelan  town  of  that  name 
(now  Cuidad  Bolivar)  by  a  Ger- 
man doctor.  Nowadays  it  is  prob- 
ably more  effective  as  a  cure  for 
hiccups,  spiinkled  on  a  slice  of 
sugared  lemon;  and  it's  made  in 
Trinidad.  I  like  it  in  a  "Pink  Lime, ' 
a  combination  gin-and-lime  and 
pink  gin.  Fill  a  cocktail  glass  with 
crushed  ice,  put  in  4  dashes  of  bit- 
ters and  a  teaspoonful  of  Roses  or 
fresh  lime  juice.  Top  up  with  gin, 
add  a  twist  ol  lemon  or  lime. 

One  of  the  most  aromatic  of 
drinks,  of  course,  is  that  old  stand- 
by coffee.  In  its  early  days  the 
Arabs  used  coffee  as  an  antiseptic 
to  wash  wounds.  One  sultan 
banned  it  because  he  believed  it 
stimulated  too  much  thinking 
amongst  his  hoi  polloi.  Coffee 
drinking  was  punished  by  a  beat- 
ing, but  thinking  was  punished  l)y 
death!  Moslems  used  coffee  as  a 
wine  substitute,  but  at  first  thev 
were  suspicious  even  of  coffee  be- 
cause it  was  a  stimulant. 

At  risk  of  being  accused  of 
thinking  too  much,  you  might  try 
impressing  your  guests  with  Cafe 
Brulot.  You  need  a  chafing  dish 
for  this  black  magic  ceremony. 
Place  in  it  5  or  6  zests  ol  orange. 
3  or  4  ol  lemon,  2  sticks  broken 
cinnamon  bark,  10  headless  cloves, 
8  lumps  of  sugar,  and  2  demita.sses 
of  cognac.  Light  the  burner,  stir 
the  mixture  until  warm,  then  set  it 
afire.  Allow  it  to  burn  a  minute, 
then  pour  in  5  dcMnitassefuis  don-

ble-strength  black  coffee,  lad 
into  demitasses  for  drinking.  Mo 
impiessive  in  a  darkened  room. 

An  easier  coffee  drink  is  Ca 
Mazagran— double  strength  coff( 
and  red  wine  in  equal  quantitic 
served  hot,  sweetened  to  taste. 

Tea,  too,  is  an  ancient  aron 
served  in  many  ways.  Tibetans  lil 
hot  buttered  tea,  which  they  mal 
by  boiling  the  leaves  together  wi 
rancid  butter.  Russians  make  it 
the  usual  way,  steeping  for  fi' 
minutes,  but  add  1  bay  leaf, 
clove,  a  few  spikes  thyme.  Thi 
serve  this  with  a  teaspoon  or  so 
currant  jelly  in  it,  and  a  jigger 
vodka  for  kicks. 

Speaking  of  kicks,  absint 
seems  to  have  a  most  fabulous  re 
utation  from  that  point  of  vie' 
Now  that  it  is  unobtainable  in 
homeland,  France,  you'd  b( 
make  a  version  yourself  if  y( 
want  to  test  its  aphrodisiac  ai 
odier  fjualities.  This  recipe  w 
give  you  the  flavor— but  not  tl 
strength.  Cru.sli  in  a  mortar 
ounce  dried  angelica,  Vz  ounce  jui 
per  berries,  1  ounce  aniseed, 
ounce  cinnamon  bark.  Add 
ounces  wormwood  (only  a  bitt( 
aromatic  herb  despite  its  nami 
and  Yi  cup  sugar.  Pound  these  W( 
into  the  rest  and  put  in  a  hea' 
jar.  Add  )4  cup  orange  bitters  ai 
IVi  (juarts  vodka.  Seal  and  allow 
stand  for  a  month,  but  shake 
twice  a  day.  Filter  off  the  liqui 
Add  1%  quarts  distilled  water 
the  herbs  in  the  jar.  Stir  and  filt 
into  the  alcohol.  Allow  to  chill  ai 
settle.  Filter  again  and  "voila,"  a 
sinthe,  as  the  old  saw  has  it,  mak 
the  heart  grow  fonder. 

Another  unrivaled  stimulai 
according  to  Nornian  Douglas 
Capri,  is  a  hippocras,  which  mea 
a  wine  highly  flavored  with  spice 
His  recipe  consists  of  a  bottle 
Burgundy,  2  pounds  powder( 
white  sugar,  1  ounce  crushed  ci 
namon,  1  ounce  ginger,  Vt  ouiii 
clo\'es,  /4  ounce  vanilla.  Mr.  Don 
las  is  not  very  informative  abo 
what  to  do  next,  but  I  imagine 
is  steeped  for  a  week,  the  bott 
tightly  corked,  then  drunk  just  b 
lore  you  hope  it  will  allcct  you. 

Many  licjueins  are  made  ar 
matic  with  herbs.

Method:  Melt  the  butter  and  oil 
in  a  14-inch  saute  pan  or  skillet, 
or  divide  all  meat  mixture  ingredi- 
ents, including  butter  and  oil  be- 
tween 2  smaller  skillets.  Add  the 
onion  and  saute  until  golden  and 
soft.  Mix  in  the  garlic  and  beef  and 
cook,  breaking  the  meat  up  with  a 
wooden  spoon,  mitil  all  traces  of 
pink  disappear.  Season  with  salt 
and  pepper,  oregano,  cinnamon, 
nutmeg,  and  add  the  parsley,  to- 
matoes, and  wine.

ffodil  bulbs  should  be  underground  by  now.  If  you  haven't  planted  this  fall's  batch  yet,  make  every  effort  to  get 
im  in  the  ground  before  the  middle  of  November — they  need  warm  soil  to  grow  strong,  healthy  roots.  Tulips  are 
t  so  particular.  They  may  be  planted  just  about  any  time  the  soil  is  diggable.  And  there's  always  an  argument 
out  the  depth  at  which  bulbs — tulips  or  any  others — should  be  set.  Four  times  the  height  ol  the  bulb  itself, 
iasuring  from  base  bulb  to  ground  level,  is  the  general  rule,  but  a  lot  depends  on  soil  quality.  In  light,  sandy 
ound,  tulips  and  daffodils  may  be  set  as  much  as  a  foot  below  the  surface.  In  heavy  clay  4  to  6  inches  is  deep 
ough.  The  really  important  point  is  to  have  plenty  of  good  earth — 6  inches  or  more — under  the  bulb,  where  tlie 
ots  grow.  Left  undisturbed  for  several  years,  bulbs  gradually  work  their  way  upward  nr  down  in  the  soil,  eventu- 
y  stabilize  at  the  depth  best  suited  to  their  needs.

Rose  (so  brilliant,  so 
preeminently  rosy  that  with  Kenneth  Koch  we  might  ask  "Rose, 
where  did  you  get  that  red'/  In  any  case  you  would  never  ask 
"udiat,"  just  "who."). 

PERFUME  AS  A  CONVERSATION  PIECE.  Pass  it  around  after 
coffee  .  .  .  The  clays  are  long  gone  since  women  thought  it 
was  a  part  of  their  essential  femininity  not  to  disclose  the 
name  of  their  favorite  perfume.  Now,  for  one  thing, 
there  is  always  more  than  one  that  they  like  and  very 
many  women  drop  easily  into  a  discussion  of  them. 
"W  here  did  you  get  that  perfume?"  "I  was  at  a  party  on 
the  coast  when  I  noticed  it  on  a  friend,  although  1  had 
never  heard  of  it  hefore,  I  have  heen  wearing  it  ever 
since."  That's  energy  passing  from  person  to  person.

I'lie  l)io,  "coflcc-lahle"  Ijooks  are 
readv  for  Chri.stmas  presents,  and 
if  \()u  choose  carefully,  selecting 
hooks  that  appeal  to  the  special  in- 
terests ol  voiir  family  and  friends, 
von  cant  find  presents  that  are 
more  welcome. 

Nostalgia  is  hig  this  year  in 
hooks  as  much  as  in  theatre,  fash- 
ion, pop  music.  .Movie  and  tlieatrc 
goers  w  ill  liave  many  happy  hours 
p;)ring  i)\er  Dorothy  niul  Lillian 
Cisb  (Scribners,  ,$19.95)  with  te.\l 
1)\  Lillian  herself.  Over  800  photo- 
giaplis  mirror  the  careers  of  these 
K'inarkahle  sisters,  which  .span 
more  than  si\tv  \ears.  Since  thev 
appeared  with  almost  all  the  major 
stars  ol  screen  and  stage,  the  hook 
is  a  delightful  history  of  2()th-cen- 
linv  entertainment  .  .  .  Esquire's 
Knryrloitoilin  of  20th  Century 
Men's  Fashions  (NlcCJraw -I  lill, 
$35)  by  O.  E.  Schoeffler  and  Wil- 
liam Gale  is  another  amusing  "trip 
down  memory  lane"  demonstrat- 
ing that  men's  styles  have  been  al- 
most as  subject  to  designers' 
whims  as  have  been  women's.

vou  can  duplicate  the  meals  .  .  . 
The  Cornucopia  ( Harper  &  Row, 
$12.50  through  Dec.  31;  then  $15) 
by  Judith  Herman  and  Marguerite 
Slialett  Herman.  The  best  way  to 
describe  this  book  is  to  quote  from 
its  title  page:  "Being  a  Kitchen  En- 
tertainment and  Gookbook . . . con- 
taining Good  Reading  and  Good 
Gookery  from  more  than  500  years 
of  Recipes,  Food  Lore  &  .  .  .  as 
conceived  and  expounded  by  the 
Great  Ghefs  &  Gourmets  of  the 
Old  and  New  Worlds  between  the 
years  1390  and  1899." 

People  who  like  cooking  re- 
gional dishes  should  try  Feast  of 
Italy  (Growell,  $12.95)  translated 
from  the  Arnoldo  Mondadori  edi- 
tion. The  recipes  range  from  sim- 
ple folk  dishes— spaghetti  and 
clams— to  highly  complex  extrava- 
ganzas—onion and  herb  chicken 
baked  in  bread.  F^ach  dish  is  illus- 
trated in  full  color  in  its  finished 
version,  so  vou  know  what  it 
should  look  like  and  how  it  should 
be  presented.  .  .  .  There's  always 
room  for  an  intercstin2  new  book 


on  French  cuisine— in  this  case 
The  Hundred  Glories  of  French 
Cooking  (Farrar,  Straus  and  Gi- 
roux,  $12.50  until  Dec.  31;  then 
$15)  by  Robert  Courtine,  a  noted 
French  writer  on  food,  who  choos- 
es what  he  considers  the  100  best 
French  dishes.  Each  of  the  recipes 
is  preceded  by  an  illustrative, 
amusing,  or  instructive  anecdote, 
so  you'll  find  it's  a  book  to  read  as 
well  as  use. 

Many  people  today  are  redis- 
coverinsi  the  great  taste  of  home- 
made  breads.  You  can,  too,  with 
the  anagrammatically  titled  Beard 
on  Bread  (Knopf,  $7.95)  by 
James  Beard,  perhaps  America's 
best-known  male  cook,  whose  reci- 
pes have  been  used  by  most  Ameri- 
cans. All  that  need  be  said,  per- 
haps, is  that  Mr.  Beard  offers  100 
of  his  favorite  bread  recipes  with 
variations  .  .  .

Clnistinas,  if  you  look  at  a  calendar,  liappens  all  by  itself.  But  to 
celehiate  C:hri.stmas,  trul\-  celebrate,  takes  direction.  Christmas 
is  the  ce-iiter  stage  of  a  sublime  season.  \ot  a  production  but  a 
fcsti\ al  piompted  by  l()\e  and  care  and  concern.  And  Christmas 
E\e.  with  those  wonderful  backstage  whispers  of  children,  is 
the  onlv  Mrst  Night  that  ends  with  high  anticipation  and  ex- 
pectation. The  house  lights  are  dimmed  and  the  leading  man  makes  his 
entrance  dow  n  tiie  chimney.  There  is  still  magic,  there  is  Christmas. 

With  Christmas  comes  a  spirit  that  spreads  like  the  boughs  of  your  tree 
the  day  after  you\e  decorated  its  green  limbs  with  new  tinsel' and  old 
treasures.  With  tiiis  spirit  comes  a  certain  grace  of  giving,  of  receiving,  and 
of  sharing. 

Here,  to  open  before  C;hrislmas,  are  special  gifts,  of  moods  and  memo- 
ries; ideas  personal  and  purposeful  gathered  from  all  over,  showing  how 
some  people;  make  Christmas  merry  and  lively  and  warm  for  their  families 
and  friends,  and  for  theinselve.s-especially  once  a  vear.

Against  the  high  white  walls  in  their  Cadogan 
Gardens  flat,  Mrs.  Reily-Collins  hangs  almost  floor  length  streamers  of 
broad,  3-inch  red  ribbon  from  the  very  top.  But  first  she  staples  the  ribbons 
with  dieir  cards,  about  5  inches  apart.  "After  years  of  living  in  a  country 
house  and  decorating  for  Christmas  with  wild  abandon,  I  found  Christmas 
cards  a  mar\'elous  answer  for  decorating  in  town,"  she  says.  "And  I  like  their 
gaiety  against  the  stark  walls  and  how  they  greet  friends  and  flutter  when 
the  front  door  opens  .  .  ." 

lu)r  author  Walter  Lord  of  New  York  City,  the  sending  of  Christmas 
cards  plays  a  special  part.  "I  try  to  find  a  card  that  is  connected  w  ith  w  rit- 
ing  or  with  some  project  I'm  working  on  at  the  moment,"  says  Mr.  Lord, 
a  bachelor,  whose  books  range  from  A  Night  To  Rcnicnihcr  to  his  latest.

Christmas  means  ten  or  twelve  houseguests  for  the  week  and  parties  for  forty 
or  more  for  David  and  Wendy  Steavenson.  It's  a  grand,  traditional  celebration 
amid  the  green  hills  of  rural  England  that  carries  an  afterglow  clear  into  the  drearier 
days  of  February.  Mrs.  Steavenson,  a  designer  both  of  clothes  and  interiors,  believes

Call  me  Mrs.  Scrooge  if  \  ou  like,  but  Fve  decided  to  bypass  the  seasonal  uproar.  I  shal: 
unplug  the  telephone  and  dream  up  the  sort  of  Christmas  part)'  darling  Self  would  reallyT 
enjo)'.  Thanks  to  the  abracadabras  and  magics  of  mv  imaginings,  1  shall  be  able  to  summoi 

all  kinds  of  conditions  of  guests— twelve  people  whom 
I  should  most  like  to  see  gathered  round  my  table,  irre- 
spective of  centuries  or  geograph\ ,  people  of  today  oi 
\'esterda\%  of  long  ago  or  faraway  .  .  .  Bv  some 
extra  magic  we  shall  all  be  endowed  with  a 
common  tongue,  so  there  will  be  no  bother  over 
communicating;  thus  with  a  mixed  grill  such  as 
mv  guest  list  there's  no  telling  where  the  con- 
versation will  go.  Of  course,  all  will  be  in  their 
prime— that  is,  the  moment  of  their  lives  vyhen' 
the\'  are  looking  and  feeling  their  best,  which 
should  make  the  party  go  with  a  swing.  Thus 
Sir  Richard  Burton,  that  darkling  adventurer,  will  have  lately' 
returned  from  his  pilgrimage  to  Mecca.  La  Dame  aux  CameliaSy| 
Madeleine  du  Plessis,  will  have  just  been  launched  on  la  vie  galante  by  the  Due  de  Quiche, 
and  the  voung  Pushkin  acclaimed  as  Russia's  greatest  poet  .  .  .  but  vou  get  the  idea. 

Before  I  describe  the  menu  and  the  setting  I  have  chosen  for  this  singular  festivity',  let 
nie  recapitidate  and  round  out  mv  guest  list  of  five  women  and  seven  men.  Madeleine  du' 
Plessis,  the  greatest  courtesan  of  Romantic  Paris,  whom  Liszt  described  as  the  most  per- 
fect incarnation  of  woman  he  had  ever  encountered— and  he  had  encountered  quite  a  few. 
Such  a  charmer,  of  such  a  prof(^ssion,  will  put  the  men  on  their  mettle— the  other  women 
too.  E\en  those  of  mv  guests  such  as  St.  Francis  of  Assisi  or  General  de  Gaulle  (for  so  the 
President  rcMiiains  to  me,  forever,  remembering  his  warrior  greatness)  will,  1  think,  accept 
her  ini(|U(^stioningl\-,  the  General  having  far  too  profound  a  knowledge  of  human  nature 
and  the  past  not  to  be  intrigued  by  so  celebrated  a  fellow  countrywoman.  As  to  St.  Fran- 
cis, he  had  known  some  of  12th-century  Tuscan  revelrv  in  his  beginnings.  Besides,  with 
his  limitless  charit)',  he  would  be  the  last  to  condemn,  and  sinners,  redeemable  or  other- 
wise, are  seldom  judged  harshly  by  such  as  he. 

Now  for  a  woman  everyone  will  like  on  sight,  for  her  classic  beauty,  charming  person- 
alitw  learning,  and  wide  humanity— Ladv  Duff  Gordon,  who  is  forever  associated  with  Up- 
per Eg\  pt,  where  in  Luxor,  in  the  middle  of  the  last  century,  she  came  seeking  health, 
and  lived  and  was  loved  and  revered  among  the  people,  dying  at  last, 
among  them,  far  from  her  famiR-  and  the  brilliant  life  she  had  known  in 
London.  Her  conversation  will  be  as  entrancing  as  her  letters. 

If  \ou  look  at  m\-  seating  plan,  \ ou  will  see  that  except  for  placing 
Punhkin  the  Mogul  Emperor  Babur  on  m\'  right  and  King  Charles  11  on  mv  left, 

I  ha\'e  ignored  the  thorn\'  Cjuestion  of  protocol,  putting  everyone  where 
I  think  he  will  be  most  harmoniously  placed.  Thus,  beside  Lucie  Duff 
eneral  de  Gaulle  Gordon,  I  am  putting  Colonel  Qaddafi,  the  most  dynamic,  enigmatic 
figure  of  Middle  Eastern  power  politics  toda\— and  desperately  hand- 
some, too.  Besides,  his  views  on  Eastern  ladies  remaining  behind  the  veil  seem  to  me  en- 
tirely sound,  for  they  little  know  the  stresses  that  await  them,  with  emancipation.  In  any 
case,  the  Colonel  can  thrash  that,  and  some  other  questions,  out  with  Lad\'  Duff  Gordon, 
who,  knowing  so  well  his  world  and  Koranic  idealism,  might  offer  acceptable  advice. 
Now  comes  Pushkin,  immortal  poet  and  irresistible  to  all  women,  whose  talk  is  as  mag- 
ical as  his  verse.  Garbo  shall  be  next  to  him— a  pleasure  for  both.  Of  course  Garbo  must  be 
present,  monosyllabic  or  no,  for  she  represents  immortal  beaut)'.  Those  bones,  those  eye- 
lashes are  already  part  of  legend.  I  should  have  liked  to  invite  Nureyev,  another  legend, 
but  fear  he  might  accept,  and  then  not  turn  up,  which  would  be  disappointing.  On  Garbo's 
right,  I  put  King  Charles  ( and  his  spaniels,  like  everybody  else's  pets,  will  be  welcome  at 
my  table).  Could  any  hostess  ask  for  a  more  perfect  guest  than  this  saturnine-faced  ro)aI 
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uptuar)',  witt)',  culti\ated,  generous,  and  kind?

I  K  j  ATI  I  n  CI  landscape  is  this  house  that  architect  William  Morgan  designed  for  his 
I  !  I  I  I  n/\!  LJ  i\LI  ^^"^  family  on  the  beach  in  Florida.  The  steep  dune  descending  toward 
the  ocean  suggested  platforms  on  either  side  of  a  broad  main  stairway.  Nature  also  indicated 
the  materials.  With  strong  winds  hitting  this  coast  frequently,  diagonally  laid  siding  braces  the 
building.  The  sweeping  cedar-shingled  roof  is  also  critically  angled  at  45  degrees  as  a  protec- 
tion against  gales.  Within  these  dictates,  Mr.  Morgan  organized  the  house  along  a  master 
pattern  seen  at  Herculaneum,  the  Ancient  Roman  city  in  Italy  "where  urban  and  ordered  life 
went  on  in  the  main  piazza  and  grottoes  down  below  related  to  the  beach  and  life  of  the  sea." 
Hence:  a  family  floor  where  people  meet  and  talk  and  rooms  below  for  boats  and  other  activities. 
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The  family  floor — the  third  level  of  the  house. 
opposite  page,  top  right — is  an  intricate  as- 
sembly of  thoughtful  ideas.  "It  is  purposely 
held  very  open,"  explains  Mr.  Morgan,  "be- 
cause as  a  family  we  all  have  so  many  varied 
interests  that  we're  together  very  little.  So  we 
don't  want  the  separation  of  walls  between 
kitchen  and  dining  and  il/ing  rooms  when  we 
do  congregate  on  one  floor."  The  warmth  that 
■eated  through  terra-cotta  carpet  and  blond  wood  surfaces  is  equally  calculated.  The  room  looks  sunlit  even  when 
it  isn't.  "We  like  the  sea  in  its  many  moods,  but  when  the  winds  begin  to  blow  you  need  a  house  that  is  inward 
looking  and  warm  inside.  As  we  live  here  year  round,  we  can't  retreat  elsewhere.  In  any  case  we  don't  want  to." 
Throughout  the  interior  Mr.  Morgan  pursues  his  ideal  of  clear-headed  and  straightforward  design,  repeating 
the  same  carpet,  building  in  storage  and  seating  where  appropriate.  "There  is  directness  and  simplicity, 
which  I  like  very  much  and  think  is  suitable  for  today.  And  a  sense  of  freedom  in  space.  I  love  the  30-foot  ceilings. 
We  enjoy  classical  music  and  the  height  relates  to  largeness  in  sound."  The  house  reflects  the  adventurous, 
reative  nature  of  a  talented  couple.  Mr.  Morgan  designed  the  aluminum  chairs  and  table,  light  cube  over  dining  table.^

She  and  her  brothers  Michael  and  Will,  who  began  collecting  with  i 
lifi  ill  \')lo.  .lice  lived  in  the  graceful  mansion  left,  built  in  1927,  with  its  twenty-four  rooms  dec-  . 
orated  and  furnished  in  17th- ,  18th- ,  and  19th-century   styles.   Beyond   its  esthetic   value,   Miss  I 
Hogg's  idea  is  that  the  collection  should  serve  to  encourage  a  keener  interest  in  this  country's  1 
reater  respect  for  the  treasures  created  by  Early  American  craftsmen.

tableware  with  her.  Sal  said  they  had  a  few  spoons  and  forks,  but 
did  we  have  any  silverware  we  didn't  need  that  they  could  use?  Well, 
we  don't — so  I  went  to  the  department  store  to  see  what  I  could  find 
for  her.  I  was  more  than  pleased  by  a  handsome  and  practical 
stainless  steel  service  made  by  Ekco.  It's  beautifully  designed  w  ith 
simulated  wooden  handles  that  are  completely  safe  in  the  dishwash- 
er. A  service  for  four  includes  two  teaspoons  as  well  as  a  soup  spoon 
in  each  place  setting  and  was  so  inexpensive  I  could  afford  to  buy 
two,  which  will  give  the  girls  extras  for  entertaining. 


I  love  to  give  parties,  particularly  during  the  holiday  season,  even 
though  some  of  the  preparations  are  tedious.  Now,  I've  learned  an 
easy  way  to  ivash  a  large  amount  of  lettuce  you'll  need  for  the 
salad.  Just  pick  over  the  greens,  wash  them  thoroughly  (which  isn't 
the  worst  part),  and  then  put  them  into  two  pillow  slips,  one  inside 
the  other.  This  goes  into  the  washing  machine,  the  water  is  turned 
off.  and  the  machine  is  set  on  spin.  Presto — crisp,  dry  lettuce.  All 
that  remains  is  to  transfer  the  lettuce  into  a  plastic  bag  for  storagfe 
ill  the  refrigerator.

Hot  Stix,  made  by  Rubbermaid,  come  with  good 
metal  bindings,  with  or  without  poles.  We  think  they'll  be  fun  for 
everybody — easy  for  the  timid  skiers  (Tina  and  me) ,  and  challeng- 
ing for  the  more  expert  ones,  who  w  ill  probably  learn  to  do  all  sorts 
of  tricks  on  them.  They'll  be  great  for  touring  around  the  neighbor- 
hood after  a  snow  fall  and  for  skiing  on  the  golf  course.

-'2  cup  sugar;  2  tablespoons  Ma- 
deira; 6-8  tablespoons  praline 
powder;  2  cups  hea\v  cream, 
chilled  in  freezer  for  10  minutes 
before  beating;  Ji  teaspoon  salt. 
Method:  In  a  bowl  beat  the  egg 
yolks  with  M  cup  sugar  until  light 
in  color  and  creamv.  .Mix  in  the 
.Madeira  and  praline  powder.  In 
a  separate  bowl,  beat  the  chilled 
cream  until  soft  peaks  are  formed. 
Fold  the  cream  into  the  egg  yolk 
mixture  carefully.  In  a  separate 
bowl,  beat  tlie  whites  with  the 
salt  until  definite  peaks  are 
formed.  Spoon  2  large  spoon- 
fuls of  the  beaten  egg  white  into 
the  egg-cream  mixture.  MLx  to 
lighten  and  dien  fold  in  the  re- 
mainder of  the  egg  whites.  Spoon 
the  mousse  into  ramekins  that 
hold  Ji  cup  and  freeze. 

When  frozen  the  ramekins 
siiould  be  wrapped  in  a  plastic 
wrap  to  seal.  Thev  may  be  stored 
almost  indefinitely  in  the  freezer. 
Remove  from  freezer  about  10 
minutes  before  serving  and 
sprinkle  top  uitli  a  little  praline 
powder. 

PRALINE 
Ingredients:  1  cup  sugar;   1  cup 


] 
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pecans,  walnuts,  or  filberts,  toast- 
ed in  the  o\en. 
Method:  0%  er  low  heat,  and  in  a 
pan  that  is  not  much  used,  dis- 
solve or  melt  the  sugar,  stirring 
constantly.  Raise  the  heat  and 
cook  until  brown.  I  like  a  dark 
amber  in  preference  to  a  Ughter* 
color,  but  this  is  a  matter  of  per- 
sonal taste.  Some  find  the  darker 
makes  a  bitter  praline.  As  the 
s\Tup  turns  color  add  the  toasted 
nuts  and  stir  to  coat  e\enlv. 
When  the  syrup  has  reached  the 
desired  color  pour  in  an  e\en 
stream  onto  an  oiled  cookie  sheet. 
Allow  it  to  harden  and  cool. 
When  quite  hard  and  cold,  break 
it  off  the  sheet  bv  bending!  It 
will  come  away  quite  easily. 
Grind  it  to  a  coarse  powder  with 
a  bottle  or  rolling  pin.  If  vou  owij 
a  blender  the  operation  will  only 
take  seconds.  Store  the  praline  in 
a  screw-top  jar  in  the  refrigera- 
tor. 

MINCE  PIES 
Ingredients:  2  recipes  basic  short 
pastry;  2  14-15-ounce  jars  com- 
mercial mincemeat;  ii  cup  dark 
rum;  2  egg  yolks,  diluted  and 
well  beaten  with  Ja  cup  hea\'^' 
cream;  superfine  sugar. 
Method:  Preheat  oven  to  375°. 
Line  15S  by  10;2-inch  baking 
sheet  with  an  edge  with  half  the 
pastry  rolled  out  to  die  diickness 
of  approximately  Js  inch,  allow- 
ing about  M  inch  of  the  pastrv  to 
hang  o\er  the  edge  all  the  wax- 
around.  Bake  for  10  minutes. 

In  a  large  bowl  mix  mincemeat 
with  M  cup  dark  rum.  Fill  the 
pastry  lined  cookie  tin  with  the 
mincemeat,  spreading  evenlv. 
Roll  out  remaining  pasti"\^  and 
cover  the  mincemeat.  Pinch  the 
edge  of  the  unbaked  pastry  to 
the  baked.  Brush  top  with  egg 
and  crearn  mixture  and  score 
with  knife,  being  careful  not  to 
cut  through  the  pastrv.  Score  in 
squares  or  diamond  shapes,  serv- 
ing-piece sizes.  Bake  for  15  to  20 
minutes,  being  careful  not  to 
o\er-bro\vT»  the  top.  Dust  with 
superfine  sugar  as  soon  as  it 
comes  out  of  the  o\en.  Makes 
about  18  pieces.

in  Provence

Uiiid.  as  she  sat  in  her  inn.  the  Au- 
herge  of  the  Fhncering  Hearth, 
uesth-d  high  in  the  snotc-capped 
liench  Alps.  Her  listener,  Roy 
Andries  de  Croat,  past  president 
(if  the  International  Gourmet  So- 
ciety, member  of  the  Londcm  Food 
and  Wine  Socictt/,  autltor  of  The 
Ivockcfeller  Diet  and  Feasts  for 
All  Seasons  was  so  captivated  tcith 
the  exceptional  menus  and  ex- 
(juisitch/  chosen  and  prepared 
food  of  MUe  Vivette  Artaud  and 
her  partner  Mile  Ray  Girard,  that 
he  persuaded  them  to  tell  him 
about  the  meals  at  the  inn  through- 
out the  year  and  to  share  with  him 
their  experiences  and  recipes.  He 
has  lovingh/  recorded  if  all  in  his 
new  hook  Recipes  from  tlie  Au- 
berge  of  the  Flowering  Hearth" 
from  ichich  this  excerpt  is  taken. 

■  t  was  past  midnight.     Our  con- 

Iversation  on  the  regional  dishes 
and  foods  of  the  seasons  was 
caming  to  an  end.  Mademoiselle 
\  ivette  spoke  softly:  "So,  you  see, 
we  have  come  around  the  full 
circle  of  the  year  and  are  back  on 
tlie  E  ve  of  Christmas.  This  Auberge 
of  oms— here  among  these  snow- 
\\  iiite  mountains— sometimes  seems 
a  verv  long  way  from  my  sunny 
cliildhood  in  Provence.  But,  on  the 
night  before  Christmas  I  like  to 
tjring  Provence  into  this  house 
with  the  ceremony  of  'The  Thir- 
teen Desserts  of  Reveillon.' " 

Slie  noticed  my  questioning 
L)ok  and  added:  "To  understand 
this  ancient  custom,  one  must 
know  about  the  family  traditions 
at  the  time  when  I  was  a  child." 

I  said:  "Would  I  get  the  feel  of 
it,  if  \'our  words  could  take  me 


there?"'  >f 

"On  Christmas  Eve  in  my  luime 
in  Provence,"  she  said,  "the  huge 
dining  table  was  laid  with  a  snow- 
white  clotli  for  what  we  call,  in  the 
Pr(i\"encal  language,  'Lou  Cros 
Soupa.'  But  before  we  could  start 
eating,  there  had  to  be  the  cere- 
monial relighting  of  the  gieat  log 
fire  in  the  hearth,  beginning  with 
the  partly  burned  log,  which  had 
been  kept  from  Christmas  Eve  the 
year  before.  In  even'  home,  the 
head  of  the  house,  called  in  Pro- 
vencal, 'Lou  Maistre,'  went  to 
fetch  the  log  from  the  closet  where 
it  had  been  stored,  placed  it  in 
the  heartli  and,  while  rekindliiig 
it,  sp:)ke,  in  Proven^'al,  these  tra- 
ditional words.  .  .  . 

"Fire,  Beautiful  Fire, 

Log,  Beautiful  Log, 

Gather  us  around  you  for  this 
feast. 

And  warm  us  from  the  hearth. 

And  if,  next  year,  there  are  not 
more  of  us. 

Then,  at  least,  let  us  not  be 
fewer.' 

"Then,  new  logs  were  added  to 
the  old  and,  when  the  fire  was 
burning  brightly,  our  family  took 
its  place  at  table  for  'Lou  Gros 
Soupa.'  It  was,  of  coiuse,  a  meal 
for  a  day  of  fasting,  because  of  the 
coming  Midnight  Mass  and  the 
huge  feasting  of  Christmas  Day. 
We  ate,  first,  white  sticks  of  raw- 
celery  dipped  into  the  famous, 
Provencal  Anchouiado,  a  diick 
warm  sauce  of  pounded  anchovies, 
with  garlic,  parsley,  and  shallots. 
A  little  of  diis  was  ladled  onto 
each  2^1ate,  and  we  dipped  into  it 
with  our  celery  sticks.  Next,  there 
was  served  a  dish  of  pc.-ached  salt 
cod,  flaked  into  a  hot  puree  of 
spinach,  and  garnished  with  hard- 
boiled  eggs.  Finally,  our  table  was 
set  with  the  Thirteen  Desserts  ( for 
the  thirteen  days  from  Christmas 
Day  to  Epiphany),  all  extremely 
simple,  all  exactly  the  same  every

ear:  Tunisian  dates,  Stnvnia  fii^s, 
luscat  raisins,  whole  walnuts,  soft 
Imonds,  hazelnuts,  boiled  can- 
ies  inside  tiny  Christmas  crackers 
3r  the  children,  marrons  glaces, 
lack  nougat,  white  nougat,  l)riglil 
ed  apples,  sweet  grapes  sliglilly 
un-dried  on  straw  mats  and  small, 
nobbly  cakes  called  Poinj)cs  or 
Itihassicrs  (Gibes  in  Pro\en^al 
neans  'lumpy').

BLACK  NOUGAT 
WITH  PINE  HONEY 
The  recipe  for  this  extraordinary 
and  irresistible,  traditional  Christ- 
mas candy  was  brought  by  Made- 
moiselle N'ivette  from  her  native 
Provence,  but  was  then  changed 
by  Mademoiselle  Hay  to  include 
the  strange  mountain  honey  pro- 
duced by  the  bees  of  The  \'alley 
in  the  Springtime,  wlien  the  tiiiy 
flowers  appear  on  the  pine  trees. 
The  pine  blossom  honev  adds  its 
delicate  and  subtle  taste  to  the 
browned  almonds  and  the  dark 
nougat.  This  is  one  of  the  diirteen 
"Christmas  Desserts"  of  Provence, 
where  "The  Twelve  Days"  is  in- 
creased to  thirteen  by  beinj:  ex- 
tended  tlirough  tiie  day  of  Epiph- 
any, w  itli  one  particular  dessert  in 
honor  of  each  day.  Here  is  the 
original  recipe,  which  I  prepare 
with  Linden  honev  in  place  of  the 
Alpine  pine. 

The  pine  honey,  which  is  a  de- 
licious specialty  of  the  Chartreuse 
\'alle\',  mav  be  replaced  by  any, 
good,  flower  honey,  such  as  rasp- 


berry or  buckwheat.  The  prepara- 
tion is  extremely  simple— only  the 
temperature  has  to  be  watched 
and,  for  this,  a  candy  thermome- 
ter is  a  most  useful  watchdog. 
Ingredients:  .\bout  2  tablespoons 
butter;  1  pint  flower  hone\';  .3  cups 
or  about  16  ounces  whole  almonds; 
fresh  thyme,  a  small  handful. 
Metliod:  Into  a  L'a-quart  sauce- 
pan, preferably  of  heavy  iron  (or 
any  other  type  that  will  stand  the 
high  heat  of  candymaking),  slowly 
heat  the  1  pint  of  honey.  As  the 
temperature  begins  to  rise,  drop 
in  a  small  handful  of  the  thyme 
and  the  3  cups  whole  almonds 
with  their  skins  on  (very  carefully 
dried,  if  you  have  washed  them), 
and  continue,  cooking  slow^ly, 
bringing  up  the  temperature,  stir- 
ring the  contents  almost  continu- 
ously, until  the  honey  begins  to 
turn  dark  brown  and  the  almonds 
begin  to  crackle.  This  will  usual- 
ly take  about  30  minutes  and  \i)U 
must  be  prepared  to  keep  stirring 
for  that  length  of  time. 

Choose  a  scjuare  cake  tin,  large 


enough  to  liold  2  cjuarts— a  'J  by 
9  by  111  incli  size,  for  example. 
Line  it  carefully,  with  well-but- 
tered, hea\y  wax  paper  or  alumi- 
num foil.  When  the  almonds  and 
honey  are  readv,  pour  them  into 
this  mold.  IVess  another  piece  of 
buttered  paper  or  foil  on  t(jp  of 
the  hot  mixture.  On  top  of  that, 
place  a  light  wooden  board  of  a 
size  just  to  fit  inside  the  mold  and 
put  a  reasonabK'  hea\  y  weight  on 
top  of  the  board,  so  tliat  the  candy 
mixture  will  be  pressed  down  and 
solidified.  Let  it  cool  gradually  at 
room  temperature.  Do  not  refriger- 
ate. When  it  is  cool,  take  it  out  of 
tiie  mold,  peel  off  its  covering,  lay 
it  on  a  wooden  board  and,  with  a 
hea\  v,  sharp  knife,  cut  it  up  into 
i)ite-sized  scjuares.  Store  these  in  a 
tightly  lidded  jar.  At  room  tem- 
perature, they  will  be  chewy.  From 
the  refrigerator,  the\^  will  be  crack- 
ly.  This  candy  will  lia\c  a  dilferent 
flavor  for  every  kind  of  honey  used. 
You  can,  literally,  make  hundreds 
of  diflerent  experiments,  because 
there  are  hundreds  of  Ikuicns.   ■

WHITE  BREAD 
Ingredients:  1  small  to  medium 
potato,  peeled  and  sliced;  1)2  table- 
spoons sugar;  ;i  teaspoon  ginger;  1 
cake  fresh  or  envelope  dried  yeast; 
2  teaspoons  salt;  i'i  tablespoons 
butter;  I'A  cups  milk;  4  cups  hard 
wheat  or  all-purpose  flour. 
MelliocI:  Boil  the  potato  and  re- 
serve /'a  cup  of  the  potato  water. 
\hish  the  potato  through  a  fine 
sieve. 

In  a  measiuing  cup,  dissoK'e  Vi 
tablespoon  sugar  in  reserved  wa- 
ter, add  ginger  and  yeast  (being 
sure  water  is  just  warm ) . 

In  a  separate  saucepan,  put  salt, 
butter,  remaining  sugar,  and  milk 
and  stir.  Heat  mixture  to  the  foam- 
ing point  (be  sine  not  to  let  it 
boil).  C^ool  it.  Put  milk  mixture  in 
mixer  and  add  proven  veast, 
mashed  potato,  and  floiu'.  Start  the 
mixer  on  the  lowest  speed,  then 
turn  up  speed  for  3  minutes.  Stop 
mixer,  pull  dough  from  hook.  Turn 
mixer  on,   run    1   minute  at  high 


speed.  You  may  have  to  add  flour, 
as  dough  should  come  away  clean- 
ly as  it  turns  from  side  of  bowl. 

Butter  a  large  bowl  lightly  and 
dump  the  dough  into  it.  Roll  the 
dough  so  that  it  is  coated  with  but- 
ter on  all  sides.  Drape  with  a  damp 
towel  and  set  aside  to  rise  1-2 
hours.  When  dough  has  doubled 
in  size,  knock  it  down  with  hand 
kneading  and  let  double  again  and 
kntxk  it  down. 

Flour  table  lightlv  and  cut 
dough  in  half  and  place  in  but- 
tered 8;4-bv-4/'2-by-2!2-inch  metal 
bread  pans.  Shaping  the  loaf  prop- 
erly takes  practice.  lioll  it  out  to 
double  the  length  and  width  of 
the  pan,  turn  ends  under  so  the 
loaf  fits  the  pan.  Have  a  bit  of  flour 
on  vour  hands  when  working  the 
dough.  Coxer  pans  with  a  damp 
cloth,  allow  dough  to  double.  This 
takes  about  40  minutes. 

Preheat  oven  to  250°  and  bake 
for  10  minutes;  then  raise  the 
oven  to  350°  and  bake  35  minutes 
or  until  golden  l)rown.

One  in  an  ever-growing  army  of  rose  devotees,  Mrs. 
Albert  D.  Lasker  (page  76)  is  constantly  on  the  look- 
out for  new  roses  to  grow  and  new  ways  of  growing  lier 
old  favorites  to  the  peak  of  perfection.  The  best  source 
of  information  about  roses  is  the  American  Rose  So- 
ciety, whose  monthly  magazine  is  filled  with  news  and 
all  manner  of  information  about  everything  connected 
with  roses.  American  Rose  Society  membership,  which 
includes  a  subscription  to  the  magazine  and  a  copy 
of  the  society  annual,  is  $10.  The  address  is  4048 
Roselea  Place,  Columbus,  Ohio  43214.  The  American 


from  the  hybridizers.  Only  a  very  limited  number  of 
roses  are  considered  worthy  of  being  AARS  "selections" 
in  any  one  year.  For  1974  there  are  three:  a  bright  pink 
hybrid  tea  named  Perfume  Delight;  a  floribunda  with 
big  clusters  of  pink  and  white  flowers  named  Bon-Bon; 
and  Bahia,  another  floribunda  that  is  a  fine  combination 
of  pink  and  orange.  And  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
rose  hybridizers  are  getting  the  message:  A  rose 
should  smell  like  a  rose.  For  many  years  this  element 
was  overlooked,  but  all  three  of  this  year's  selections 
are  scented — Perfume  Delight,  as  the  name  indicates,

Rose  Society  also  publishes  a  book  What  Every  Rose 
Grower  Should  Know,  priced  at  $1.50  for  members, 
$1.75  for  nonmembers.  And  the  annual  Handbook  for 
Selecting  Roses  is  only  10c  if  you  also  send  a  self- 
addressed  stamped  envelope.  The  Handbook  consists 
of  a  list  of  practically  every  rose  available  from  growers 
at  the  present  time,  with  color  and  type  descriptions 
of  each,  and  numerical  ratings  based  on  members' 
experiences  with  the  listed  varieties. 

Another  organization  devoted  entirely  to  roses  is  All- 
America  Rose  Selections,  better  known  by  its  initials, 
AARS.  This  is  an  association  of  commercial  rose 
growers  set  up  to  evaluate  new  roses  as  they  come

Krcping  a  cut  Christmas  tree  jrrsh  and  green  throughout  its  tour  of  duty  as  the  center  of  holiday  festivities  may 
sound  itnpossible.  hut  a  formula  developed  by  Harold  Cook,  a  florist  in  Dixon.  III.,  has  been  on  trial  for  several 
years  and  really  seems  to  work.  The  recipe  calls  for  Vi  <'i'P  micronized  iron.  I  gallon  hot  water,  2  cups  light  corn 
syrup,  and  4  teaspoons  household  chloride  bleach.  Thr  micronized  iron  (sold  in  garden  supply  shops  as  Gret-n 
(jardcl  is  stirred  into  the  hot  water,  the  corn  syrup  (Kara I  and  bleach  added,  and  the  bottom  end  of  the  tree 
dunked  into  the  mixture  immediately.  The  tree  trunk  should  be  freshly  cut.  preferably  on  a  slant,  to  make  cer- 
tain it  begins  taking  up  the  solution  without  delay.  A  tree  stand  with  a  generous  reservoir  to  hold  the  liquid 
should  be  used,  and  fresh  warm  water  added  as  the  level  goes  down.  This  treatment  not  only  keeps  the  needles 
on  the  tree,  it  also  keeps  them  green  and  supple  and,  since  the  ivhole  tree  remains  turgid  with  moisture,  it  is 
effective  fire-proofing,  too.

Mrs.  CcViv.  ".IS  o\n  fi\c  children, 
i\\;iitv-onc  to  fourteen,  still  look 
I'oiuard  to  moruing  chimney  sur- 
jM-iscs.  In  the  hig,  loo.selv-knit 
Chhstnias  stockings  lliey've  had 
since  thev  were  horn  I  j^ut  in 
everything  that  thevve  borrowed 
Iron)  mc  for  liie  last  year,  that  I 
ne\('r  see  again  or  at  least  not  for 
months-  scissors,  good  ones  lied  on 
bright  long  ribbons.  Scotch  tape,  a 
pair  of  tights  pens,  pencils  alrcadx 
sharpened.  I  also  add  a  favorite 
weakness  h)r  each,  a  jar  ol  arti- 
choke hearts  h)r  an  older  boy, 
down  to  a  jar  of  caviar  for  the 
voungest— some  dclicac\'  ihey 
would  never  have  all  lo  ihemscivcs 
aii\'  other  lime  ol  the  vear.' 

In  upstate  New  York  John 
Hugge  of  Clens  I-'alls  calls  on  the 
wilderness  and  his  imagination  to 
fill  his  house  with  Christmas  h)r  his 
friends.  "Haxing  grown  nji  in  a 
wilderness  area  we  always  use  the 
wild  natural  things  in  our  einiion 
inent  lor  C'hristinas,"  says  Mr. 
llngge-  "\^'e  alwaws  go  lo  the 
woods  fill'  a  spruce  or  a  balsam, 
clecoiating  it  willi  lasselei!  i^ine 
cones  and  grap(>  clusters  ol   nuts. 

"I  lr\'  to  find  (he  biggest  pine 
cones  and  tluMi  lie  the  ends  witli 
tassels  of  colored  vain.  I  wire  the 
nuts  of  \'ari()us  kinds  into  grape 
like  clusters,  co\('ring  .some  with 
gold  or  sihcr  paper,  lea\ing  some 
plain. 

"Around  the  lixin"  room  we  fill 

n 
blu(>  and  while  Canton  ginger  jars 
with  while  piiK-  clipped  \-er\ 
round,  sometimes  adding  ri'd  holh 
berries  or  dritxl  pods  spravcd 
white.  In  the  dining  room  siKci 
bowls  are  piled  high  with  silver 
i)alls  and  greens.  And  alwavs  on  a 
chest  nearbv  we  ha\e  a  lot  of  dil- 
ferent  sized  candlesticks  with  \ari- 
ous  heights  of  red  candles.  Candle- 
light makes  the  silver  glow  e\(>n 
mor(-,  our  house  even  brighter." 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hjarni  Bjornsson 
of  Hevkjavik,  Iceland,  ha\e  to 
search  much  farther  for  their  tree, 
for  in  Iceland  all  C'hiistmas  trees 
are  imported  from  Denmark. 
"Cleared  out  hundreds  of  years  ago 
bv  earlv  Scandinavians  who  took 
our  trees  for  granted,  the  Christ- 
mas tree  in  Iceland  is  now  very 
precious,"  Mr.  bj:inisson  points 
out.  "Our  Christmas  tree,"  adds  his 
w  ife,  "is  always  in  the  dining  room, 
which  makes  e\crv  meal  ui  oc- 
casion. We  decorate  only  with 
angels,  angels  we  have  collected 
from  all  over  the  world,  and  we 
trim  with  a  silky,  web-like  gar- 
land   that    here   we    call    'angels' 


wings.  ^Ve  probably  keep  our  tree 
up  much  longer  than  others,  but 
December  is  the  darkest  time  of 
our  vear  and  any  lights,  especialK 
those  of  Christmas,  are  a  joy.' 

Mrs.  Roger  Carson  of  Monkton. 
Md.,  admits,  "\'egetable  soup,  of 
all  things,  gives  our  Christmas  a 
different  flavor.  It  all  started  when 
our  elder  daughter,  a  vegetarian, 
wanted  to  make  her-kind-of-soup 
for  a  small  band  of  carolers  who 
come  by  on  horseback  e\er\' 
(Christmas  Eve.  She  makes  it  once 
a  vear  with  her  brother  and  sister. 
With  all  of  them  usually  away  at 
college  it  is  mar\'elous  to  see  them 
working  together  all  day  in  the 
kitchen  on  the  holiday.  It  stirs  nn 
a  wondcrlul  C^hristmas  feeling  lor 
all  of  us. 

"Thev  use  about  fit  teen  dilferent 
vegetables,  fresh  and  frozen,  from 
bean  sprouts  to  okra.  Thev  chop 
and  cut  and  concoct,  insist  th.it  I 
sla\-  out  of  the  kitclien,  and  alwaijs 
make  too  much.  Hut  the  next  day 
tli(>\'  put  it  in  Mason  jars  lo  give  to 
the  neighbors.  The  first  \ear  I  sur- 
reptiliousK'  slipped  in  some  heel 
bouillon  cubes  lor  iear  there 
w(juldn't  be  an\'  flavor. 

"In  the  center  of  the  table  we 
put  a  big  bread  board  ol  diflerenl 
shaped  breads  from  Baltimore's 
Lexington  Market.  After  a  heartv 
l)ow  1  of  delicious  soup  the  carolers 
mount  to  go  home,  riding  a\\uv 
w  ith  llickering,  extra-tall  Fourth  ol 
[uK-  sparklers  we'\e  gi\en  them  at 
the  front  door.  It's  quite  a  sight.  " 

III  Paris,  the  city  of  light,  some 
of  Robert  X'iret's  Christmas  s^^arkle 
comes  from  long  lines  of  small  elec- 
tric candles  that  he  rescued  from  a 
forgotten  church.  Looping  them 
around  his  dining  room  trellising 
he  has  a  miniature  Tivoli.  "I  also 
lia\e  a  salad  ready  for  anyone  wlm 
stops  b\'.  Not  just  a  salad  but  one 
of  real  meaning  for  me  at  Christ- 
mas," M.  \'iret  explains.  "During 
the  war  and  occupation  my  moth- 
er, or  perhaps  it  was  Pere  Noi-I, 
and  prol)ably  by  clandestine  meth- 
ods, always  had  oranges  for  us 
Christmas  moniing.  This  salad,  in 
a  way,  is  my  little  celebration— an 
orange  and  onion  salad. 

"It's  very  simple  and  refreshing 
after  so  much  rich  Christmas  food. 
Peel  and  slice  evenly  2  oranges  and 
1  onion.  Put  a  la\'er  of  oranges  in 
the  !)ottom  of  a  serving  bowl, 
sprint  'f>  with  very  little  sugar.  Put 
on  top  ,  layer  of  onions,  salt  and 
pepper.  iU'peat,  finish  with  a  lay- 
er of  oranges  and  a  few  decorative 
onion  rings.  Pour  over  a  red  wine 
vinegar  and  olive  oil  dressing.  Let 


stand  a  few  hours  in  the  refrigera- 
tor before  serving.  This  portion  is 
for  four  to  six." 

In  Nantucket,  Mass.,  where 
there  are  no  traffic  lights  and  the 
librar\-  cards  are  as  blue  as  the  sea, 
Carv  Bolton  starts  Christmas  in  the 
summer.  "Really  in  April,"  .she  ad- 
mits. "I  have  a  certain  beach 
where,  after  the  tide  goes  out,  the 
spring  sand  is  covered  with  a  deli- 
cate blanket  of  scallop  shells,  m\ 
favorites.  These  tiny  fans  of  colcJr, 
the  coral,  beige,  gray,  and  tortoise 
I  use  tor  Christmas  gifts. 

"For  my  voung  friends  I  put  a 
hole  in  the  top  of  a  shell,  then  pull 
a  ihin  \('Ket  ribbon  through  for  a 
necklace.  One  shell  alone  is  the 
most  elegant.  For  friends  who  en- 
tertain a  lot  I  fill  the  hollow  .shells 
with  rich  butter  to  be  used  at  a 
dinner  party  or  with  different 
cheeses— usually  a  set  of  tweKc 
shells  to  a  couple.  At  home  I  w  ire 
the  most  colorful  shells,  pinks  and 
corals  to  our  green  wreath  on  the 
front  door.  I  find  it  hard  to  stop. 
To  me  scallop  shells  are  the  most 
beautiful  natural  treasures  of  all." 

In  Baltimore,  Md.,  Peggy  Maher 
discovers  new  decorations,  a  new 
theme  e\ery  year  for  the  wreath 
she  makes  her  children— doves, 
bells,  and  balls,  whatever  catches 
the  fancy.  The  next  year  the  decor- 
ations leave  the  wreath  to  go  on  to 
the  Christmas  tree  for  permanent 
residence. 

For  her  friends'  children  Mrs. 
Maher  makes  festive  felt  Christmas 
calendars.  "They're  sort  of  make- 
do  and  make  believe,"  slic  says.  "I 
always  used  to  pretend  that  the 
children  made  them  as  mv  stitches 
weren't  much."'  The  calendars  are 
charming— a  s(juare  of  bright  yel- 
low- felt,  20  by  30  inches,  with  a 
large  green  Christmas  tree  sewed 
in  the  center.  Along  three  sides, 
the  left,  lower,  and  right,  she  sews 
a  row  of  small  yellow  pockets  each 
numbered  in  green  felt,  1  through 
23,  up  until  a  red  pocket  heralds 
the  24th  of  December. 

In  each  pocket  is  a  tiny  token  at- 
tached to  a  tiny  safety  pin— a  star, 
a  butterfl\'.  a  golden  acorn,  a  bum- 
ble bee.  Each  day  a  pocket  is 
opened,  a  present  pinned  onto  the 
center  Christmas  tree.  And  each 
vear  Mrs.  Maher  replenishes  the 
pockets  with  new  surprises. 

In  Charleston,  N.C.,  the  Charles 
R.  Andersons'  annual  wreath  buy- 
ing is  an  occasion.  Dr.  Anderson,  a 
biographer  of  Sidney  Lanier  and 
Emily  Dickinson,  describes,  "On 
the  steps  of  the  post  office,  and 
spread  out  over  the  wide  sidewalks 


of  Meeting  and  Broad  Streets,  a 
dozen  or  more  picturesque  coun- 
try women  sell  greenery  of  various 
local  sorts— all  wreaths  are  hand- 
made of  swamp  holly,  pine  cones; 
swatches  of  magnolia  leaves  with 
casino  berries  in  sprays;  white 
sweet-smelling  narcissus— right  out 
of  the  garden,  wrapped  in  bunches 
with  Spanish  moss  for  twine. 
Evcryhodii  stops  to  buy  and  there 
is  much  laughter  and  Gullah  talk. 
It's  a  scene  we  look  forward  t" 
every  \'ear." 

"Thanks  to  our  children  we 
learned  more  about  Christmas, "  of-' 
fers  Mrs.  Thomas  Johns  of  Chica- 
go, 111.  "WMien  they  were  younger 
we  thought  Christmas  was  fun  for 
them.  Now  that  they're  older  the\ 
admit  it  was  often  confusion.  W'v 
o\er  gilded,  over  gave,  over  sched- 
uled. It's  all  much  simpler  now. 

"During  the  year  our  three  chil- 
dren work  with  children  from  the 
inner  city,  and  probably  because 
of  this,  their  world  is  so  aware  and 
so  conscious  of  others.  About  three 
days  before  Christmas  they  dri\c 
about  ten  to  fifteen  children  to  our 
hoase.  We  don't  do  much,  just  sit 
before  the  fire  and  roast  marsh- 
mallow-s  and  have  cocoa.  But  it  is ' 
often  the  first  open  fire  these  chil- 
dren ha\e  ever  enjoyed. 

"I  ha\e  a  lot  of  cotton  around  so 
that  they  can  make  snowballs  if 
they  want.  We  paste  or  staple  a 
bright  ribbon  on  them  and  the\' 
take  them  home  to  hang  in  a  win- 
dow or  on  a  tree.  Last  year  one 
very  small  six-year-old  with  vers 
big  eyes  looked  up  at  me  and  said. 
'Don't  it  just  feel  good  here!'  That, 
I  guess,  was  my  best  Christmas 
present  of  all." 

Christinas  for  Mrs.  Roy  D.  Pru- 
den  of  Babylon,  N.Y.,  is  "one  huge, 
enormous  chute  up  there,  decend- 
ing  slowly  toward  December  to  en- 
velop all  of  us,  some  with  hap- 
piness, some  with  endurance,  some 
with  greed.  Christmas  for  me  is 
people  who  respond  to  celebra- 
tions, the  effects  and  efforts  of  be- 
ing together.  And  it's  simply  not  a 
'my'  celebration.  We're  all  in  it. 
And  the  greatest  part  is  to  be  in- 
cluded and  be  part  of  as  manv 
other  'mys'  as  you  can.  Christmas  is 
the  presence  of  people,  a  time 
when  none  of  us  are  very  indepen- 
dent. We  all  have  a  memory  that 
retains  the  'best  one,'  and  we  all 
have  to  help  each  other  make 
merry.  I  don't  know  any  glitter  that 
would  outshine  the  presence  of  a 
person. 

"And  I  like  the  mistletoe  and  the 
Merry  Christmas  under  it.  .  .  ."  ■
